Section 1 


SECTION 1 - - CHRONOLOGICAL HISTORY 


While we think of Angelica as 150 years old this year, this 
really is only the period of time since the founding of the town 
by the white races from Europe. Angelica has actually been 
here for millions of years. It was covered by a shallow ocean 
for untold ages, then there was an upheaval, and for aeons of 
time these elevations eroded until Southwestern New York was 
reduced to an almost featureless plain. And later it was cov- 
ered by ice for other long periods. So all in all Angelica has had 
a long eventful history before the coming of the white man. 


THE GEOLOGY AND PHYSIOGRAPHY OF 
SOUTHWESTERN NEW YORK 


In its physiographic setting, Southwestern New York, with 
the exception of a narrow belt along Lake Erie, is the northern- 
most part of the great plateau which extends north and west from 
the base of the Appalachian Mountains. This plateau, known as 
the Allegheny, covers a large area. It includes Western Penn- 
sylvania, most of West Virginia and a considerable part of East- 
ern Kentucky and Tennessee. In New York it includes the south- 
ern half of the western and central sections of the State and the 
Catskills. 

A brief summary of the geolovical events in New York as a 
whole, from the beginning up through the geological ages, is here 
presented with the thought that it will be helpful to an under- 
standing of the geology of Southwestern New York. 

Away from the base of the Adirondacks the pre-Palezoic 
formations dip at a slight angle and form the basement rock upon 
which all the later sediments of Western New York are deposited. 
Due to the southerly dip of the rocks and the higher elevations on 
the Allegheny Piateau, the thickness of the later Paleozoic sedi- 
ments above the pre-Cambrian base would probably be 9,000 or 
10,000 feet along:the Pennsylvania border. 

From the beginning of the Paleozoic era through the Cam- 
brian, Ordovician, Silurian and Devonian periods, Southwestern 
New York was occupied almost continuously by marine waters 
in which sediments were deposited, building up bed by bed the 
formations which were later to form the Allegheny Plateau. The 
great thickness of the deposits does not imply a great depth of 
water. For most of the periods the sea was relatively shallow— 
a condition maintained by a slowly sinking sea bottom. 

Later on, during Salina time of the Silurian in Central and 
Southwestern New York, a change in the normal deposition of 
Gtarine sediments did occur when arid conditions prevailed and 
the waters were shut off from the ocean proper. In this interior 
sea thick beds of salt and gypsum were deposited, the presence 
of which in the southwestern counties has been demonstrated by 
deep wells that have been drilled for oil or gas. 

By the beginning of the Devonian period, normai marine 
conditions had again been established in this section of the State. 
The waters swarmed with marine life. 

At the close oi the Devonian most of New York was above 
sea level. In the southwestern section, however, sedimentation 
continued irregularly during part of the Carboniferous period. 
During the Upper Carboniferous the great coal beds of Penn- 
sylvania were formed, but only at the beginning of that period 
was there any sedimentation in New York. The disposition of 
the Sharon shale marks the last of the great series of Paleozoic 
sediments in New York, and never again did marine or brackish 
water cover any part of Southwestern New York. 

The Carboniferous period was followed by the Permian, the 
last great period of the Paleozoic, but no rocks of that age are 
anywhere present in the State. 

During the Paleozoic period, sediments, several thousand 
feet thick, had been accumulating over most of New York and 
the Appalachian region. The close of the period was marked 
by one of the most important physical disturbances in the history 
of North America, known as the Appalachian Revolution, in the 


ccurse of which the Appalachian Mountains, extending from 
Maine to Alabama were formed. Along the main axis of the 
mountains the uplifted strata were intensely folded into moun- 
tain ridges. In Southwestern New York there was only minor 
folding, represented by parallel series of low anticlines and syn- 
clines having a general northeast-southwest trend. Some of the 
rocks of these anticlinal structures serve as reservoirs for na- 
tural gas, as in the State Line field of Allegany County and the 
Woodhull gas field in Steuben County. Sloping slightly toward the 
south the uplifted strata became a part of the Allegheny Plateau. 

During the long Mesozoic era which followed the building of 
the Appalachian Mountains, the elevated portions of the State had 
been reduced to an almost featureless plain (peneplain) not many 
feet above sea level, across its monotonous surface rivers flowed 
slowly toward the sea. The close of the Mesozoic, and ushering 
in of the Cenozoic, the last of the four great periods of the 
earth’s history, were marked by a profound physical disturbance 
of wide extént during which the Rocky Mountains were formed. 
In the east, the disturbance was in the nature of a gentle conti- 
nental uplift which raised the southwestern section of the State 
some two or three thousand feet above the sea level. 


During the early part of the Cenozoic (Tertiary time) many 
of the present-day drainage features were developed. There 
were, however, certain important exceptions. For example, few 
if any lakes existed. The site of Chautauqua Lake was only a 
stream valley. Likewise the present basins of Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario were occupied by rivers. The well-known Finger 
Lakes did not exist. There was no Niagara River and no Niag- 
ara Falls. Well along in Tertiary time, the progress of erosion 
had been sufficient to enable some of the oider rivers to form 
broad valleys. Then came a period of renewed uplift. This in- 
crease in elevation gave greater erosive power to the rivers and 
they began cutting deep narrow channels in their old valley bct- 
toms. Many of the existing drainage petterns and scenic fea- 
tures of the State may be asévibed to the Tertiary period. Some 
of these, however, were greatly modified or changed during the 
glacial period. 

During the glacial period, the ice front stood for a long time 
ir the southern part of Allegany, Catteraugus and Chautauqua 
Counties. It is evident that any north-flowing streams were pond- 
ed back by the ice front, resulting in the formation of lakes, the 
overflow of which was to the south. Due ito the filling of these 
glacial lake or river basins and the cutting down of the divides 
at the point of the overflow, the course of the rivers would be 
actually reversed. Such was the case of the Allegheny River. 
That stretch of the Allegheny south from Steamburg to Big 
Bend, Pennsylvania, follows the valley of what in preglacial times 
was a north flowing stream. 


THE PLANTS AND ANIMALS OF WESTERN NEW YORK 


Western New York must have been a fisherman's paradise a 
century ago. Streams long since dried up were, doubtless, sub- 
stantial creeks in those days. When one considers that the level 
of Chautauqua Lake was at least fifty feet higher when La Salle 
first saw it we can imagine what the streams in the heavily 
wooded valleys were like. The streams flowing into the large 
lakes would have their annual run of suckers, mullet and buil- 
heads. Trout and horned dace would be in the mountain streams 
in great abundance. Muskallunge, pickerel and bass, as weil as 
the pan fishes were abundant if we can believe but a small part 
of the yarns our grandfathers told us. 

The other common snakes are the garter, the ribbon, the red 
bellied, the green, the water, the ring necked, the milk and the 
hog nose or ‘“‘puffadder.’’ The rattlesnakes and the occasionai 
copperhead are the only poisonous'species in this area. 

In the early days the pioneer had plenty of game. Moose, 
deer, elk, bison, reindeer, bear, raccoon, opossom, woodchuck 
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and squirrel were among the game animals listed by the Jesuit 
priests in their journeys of exploration. Beaver, otter, mink, 
weasel, marten, hedgehog, muskrat, flying squirrel, fox, puma, 
skunk, lynx, wildcat and wolves were other animals often encoun- 
tered. Many a pioneer has been stalked by a puma or had the 
chills play tag on his spine at the cry of a wildcat. Wolves were 
a constant menace to the flocks of the pioneers. Towns, counties 
and even the State paid bounties on wolves. 


The wolves, in addition to being destructive, were also very 
nerve-wracking. Their song was not melodious. When fifteen or 
twenty wolves would howl with apparently no sense of rhyme, 
pitch or key, it is littie wonder that the cows huddled up together, 
the sheep crowded into the corner of the fold and shivered while 
the pioneer put an extra stick of wood in the fireplace and hoped, 
literally, that the wolves would stay away from his door. 


The black bear was also a pest. In the early days sheep 
and pigs, along with the cows, roamed the country at will. The 
farm crops were enclosed by five-foot fences of boards four inches 
apart. Each settler had his own mark or method of branding 
his stock. A story is told of the tragedy of two young pigs. A 
woman, whose husband was away, heard a great commotion near 
the house and running to the door, was just in time to see a big 
black bear walk away with two screaming shoats hugged to his 
hairy breast. No records show that any pioneers were killed 
by bears, but many a pioneer had a bear skin rug or coat. It 
must have been interesting collecting bacon with a rifle or being 
treed by a herd of semi-wild pigs! 


The raccoon was also a nuisance. It was very difficult to 
grow corn and harvest it. ’Coon hunts were the equivalent of a 
“‘possum”’ hunt in the South. The pioneer slogan must have 
been, ‘“‘A ’coon-skin cap for everyone’’; for a person seldom sees 
a pioneer picture without one.

THE ABORIGINES OF ALLEGANY COUNTY 


The Iroquois or Five Nations were such a warlike and influ- 
ential group that their power was felt as far west as the Missis- 
sippi River. These are the Indians referred to by our pioneers, 
but they were by no means the earliest of the Aborigines of 
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Western New York. Traces of Indian culture are found which 
lead us to suppose that an Eskimo-like group lived here at one 
time. The semi-lunar knives and tools of slate have been found 
on the high lake terraces now two or three hundred feet above 
the river valley. These artifacts are rare, but suggest that these 
Indians used very little steatite or clay pottery. Gradually other 
tribes filtered in along the Susquehanna and Allegheny Rivers 
fiom a region along the Ohio and Mississippi confluence. One of 
these early groups used steatite bowls. large stone or flint 
notched arrowheads, grooved axes, gorgets and stone pesties. 
There is ro doubt that they were in abundance, but they were a 
frugal race and only two complete soapstone dishes are found in 
the State museum from this culture. The next wave of migration 
produced relics which are found on the river terraces in consid- 
erable number. These include grooved axes, crude pottery, 
adzes, especially the beveled type. broad spear-like points and 
Many narrow notched or shafted points. About this period scat- 
tered bands of the mound building Indians of Ohio of the Hope- 
well culture came into the country. They probably entered over 
the Cattaraugus and Allegany divides. Traces of this culture are 
found as scattered artifacts in Allegany County, but we have yet 
to open a mound of this group in the county limits. 


Around the year 1500 or possibly later, the Erie Indians who 
had been living around the shore of Lake Erie in Chautauqua 
County, gradually spread eastward toward the Genesee River. 
These Indians were either close relatives of the Iroquois or were 
greatly influenced by them, for the artifacts do not show the 
outstanding differences usually noticeable between the Algonkian 
and Iroquoian cultures. The Jesuits refer to these Indians as the 
Cat Nation, because of the presence of such a large quantity of 
wildeats in this country. The Genesee was doubtless a rich hunt- 
ing ground and sooner or later a clash was bound to occur be- 
tween the rising power of the Iroquois and these distant cousins. 
According to the ‘‘Jesuit Relations’’, a series of reports of the 
explorer priests, this clash took place in 1654 at the battle of the 
Big Bend. The exact location of this battleground is still a mat- 
ter of opinion. The battle was decisive and from that day the 
Ikries were a subjugated race. 


Due to the custom of adopting the conquered tribes into their 
confederacy the Iroquois became such a powerful people that the 
French, English and Dutch vied with one another in trying to 
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gain the good will of these people to further their own ends. The 
easy-going Frenchman seemed to be more adapted to the life of 
the Indian than either the English or the Dutch. In the early 
vars before the Revolution the Indians were very apt to be the 
French allies. During the Revolutionary War the British offered 
a better price to the Iroquois than did the-Colonists and as a re- 
sult practically all of the Indians, except the Oneidas, joined 
the King’s forces. 

In Allegany County the Senecas had their frontier towns. They 
were located near the river and on the route to Canada. Towns 
were lccated at Wellsville, Belmont, Belvidere, Caneadea, An- 
gelica and Wiscoy. Since an Indian village frequently shifted its 
site it is not easy to say with any degree of certainty just where 
any village was located at any definite period. 


EARLY EXPLORATIONS 


Although the first white person whose foot pressed the soil 
of Allegany, whose name can be given with any degree of cer- 
tainty, was the captive, Mary Jemison, the De-he-wa-mis of the 
Senecas, so generally referred to as the ‘‘White woman of the 
Genesee,’’ as with her Indian captors she made her advent into 
the ‘“‘Genesee country,’’ about 1759, when the party halted for a 
day and a night at the upper Caneadea village (Gah-yah-o-de-o of 
the ancient Senecas), which was in the present town of Caneadea, 
on their way to Gardeau, it is nevertheless reasonably removed 
from the field of conjecture that possibly La Salle, and perhaps 
some others of the early French Jesuits or their subalterns, had 
already a full half-century before passed over this route of travel, 
which afterward for a time served as the pathway from the St. 
Lawrence to the Gulf of Mexico. 


In his address before the Livingston County Historical Soci- 
ety at Nunda in January, 1886, the late lamented George H. Har- 
ris, Esq., of Rochester, asserted that ‘“‘The great water route from 
the St. Lawrence to the south, sought, by LaSalle and other ex- 
plorers, was by way of Lake Ontario, Irondequoit Bay, and the 
Genesee River to Belvidere, the Oil and Ischua Creeks to Olean, 
then down the Allegany, Chio and Mississippi Rivers to the Gulf 
of Mexico. There were variations in this route between the Gene- 
see and Ohio Rivers, the discovery of which caused a vast ex- 
panse of time, money and human blood. During the French do- 
Minion in Canada their voyageurs were frequently upon the Gene- 
see and its connecting trails. The first description of the river 
ever published was that of the good Father Charlevoix, who passed 
along the south shore of Lake Ontario, in 1721. Writing from Fort 
Niagara, he says, ‘‘There is a little river which I would have vis- 
ited if I had sooner been informed of it singularity. and of what 
1 have now learned on my arrival. They call it Casconchiagon. It 
is very narrow, and of little depth at its entrance into the lake 
(Ontario). A little higher it is 140 yards wide, and they say it 
is deep enough for the largest vessels.’ Two league (six miles) 
from its mouth, we are stopped by a fall which appears to be 
€0 feet high, and 140 yards wide. A musket shot higher, we 
find a second, of the same width, but not so high by two-thirds. 
Half-a -league farther, a third fall 100 feet high good measure, 
and 200 yards wide; after this, we meet several torrents, and 
having sailed 50 leagues farther, we perceive a fourth fall every 
Way equal to the third. The course of the river is 100 leagues, 
and when we have gore up it about 60 leagues, we have but ien 
to go by land, taking to the right to arrive at the Ohio, called La 
Belle Riviere. 


THE TITLE TO THE SOIL OF WESTER NEW YORK—PHELPS 
AND GORHAM’S PURCHASE 


No topic better deserves a chapter of local history than the 
ownership of the soil at early periods, on which the prese~t titles 
rest; and this is the proper point for a statement on thi: subject 
with relation to Aliegany County. 


Section 1 


“A memorial prepared by the Commissioners of Trade and 
Plantations in 1697, relating to the right of the crown of Great 
Britian to sovereignty over the Five Nations of Indians bordering 
upon the province of New York,’’ recites that those nations had 
“by many acknowledgments, submissions, leagues and agree- 
ments been united to or depended on that colony;”’ that they, ‘‘be- 
ing the most warlike in those parts of the world, held all their 
neighboring Indians in a manner of tributary subjection;”’ that in 
prospect of an invasion of their territory in 1684 by De la Barre, go-- 
ernor of Canada, Governor Dongan cf New York warned thar 
French official ‘‘that those Indians are the King of England’s sub- 
jects, and also sent the then Duke of York’s (to whom the prov- 
ince had been granted by the crown) arms to be set up in every 
one of the Indians’ castles, as far as Oneygra (Niagara), which 
was accordingly done and Mons. De la Barre retired.” 


Governor Tryon, in 1774, in a ‘report on the province of 
New York,” said: 

“The boundaries of the province of New York are derived 
from two sources: first, the grants from King Charles the Second 
to his brother James, Duke of York; secondly, from the submis- 
sion and subjection of the Five Nations to the crown of England. 
Tt is uncertain to this day to what extent the Five Nations car- 
ried their claim to the westward and northward, but there is no 
doubt that it went to the north beyond the 45th degree of latitude 
and westward to Lake Huron, their beaver hunting country being 
bounded to the west by that lake; which country the Five Nations, 
by treaty with the governor of this province at Albany, in 1701, 
surrended to the crown, to be protected and defended for them.” 


Such was the foundation of the English claim to sovereignty 
cver the territory of the Iroquois. They themselves never recog- 
nized the claim in the sense in which it was put forth, and the 
French always denied and scoffed at it; but the British govern- 
ment had the power to maintain it, and up to the Revolution contin- 
ued to assert it. 


The encroachment of the whites upon the territory of the Iro- 
quois gave the latter great uneasiness, to allay which a very nu- 
merously attended council was held with them at Fort Stanwix 
(Rome) in 1768, to agree on a line beyond which settlement 
should not be permitted. The line decided upon in the State of 
New York ‘‘ran along the eastern border of Broome and Chen- 
ango Counties, and thence northwestward to a point seven miles 
west of Rome.’”’ 


The close of the Revolution left the hostile Iroquois unpro- 
vided for by their British employers and at the mercy of the 
United States. Conquered after waging a long, bloody and des- 
tructive warfare against the patriots of New Yerk, they had for- 
feited their territory and would have had little cause of com- 
plaint had they been dispossessed. The government, however, 
thought it wise to deal generously with them; and in a council 
heid on the site of Rome in 1784 recognized their continued own- 
ership of the land between the line agreed on at the same place 
sixteen years before, and on beginning at Lake Ontario four miles 
east of the Niagara River, running southward to the Pennsylvania 
line and following that to the Ohio River. All of New York west 
ct this second line seems also to have been subsequently conceded 
te the Indians except a mile strip along the Niagara. 

. Every reader of English colonial history knows how ignorant- 
ly or carelessly graits of American territory were made by the 
crown to individua s and companies, the same tracts being in 
some instances giv n at different times to different parties, laying 
the foundation of conflicting claims. Thus the province of New 
York, when grarted to the Duke of York in 1664, covered part of 
Mass-*chusetts ‘:.+ defined by the charter given to the Plymouth 
Company in 1420. The territory of both provinces under their 
chart¢cs also :+xtended indefinitely westward; but New York in 
1781 and Mr<sachusetts four years later relinquished to the Un- 
ited Sts -- .neir claims beyond the present western boundary of 
this Si-** and Massachusetts contented herself with claiming that 
portion u1 New York west of the meridian which nows forms the 
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Section 1 


eastern line of Ontario and Steuben Counties—some 19,000 square 
miles. New York of course also asserted jurisdiction and owner- 
ship of this vast tract. 

The dispute was comprised by a convention of commissioners 
from the two States, held at Hartford in December, 1786. It was 
agreed that the sovereignty of the disputed region should remain 
with New York, and the ownership with Massachusetts, subject 
to the Indian proprietorship, which had been recognized by the 
general government. ‘That is to say, the Indians could hold the 
land as long as they pleased, but were only allowed to sell to the 
State of Massachusetts or her assigns.’’ The meridian bounding 
the Massachusetts claim on the east was called the ‘‘pre-emption 
line,’’ because it was decided to allow that State the right of pre- 
emption, or first purchase, of the land west of it. There was one 
exception: New York retained the ownership as well as the sov- 
ereignty of a strip a mile wide along the Niagara River. 


In 1788 the State of Massachusetts sold to Oliver Phelps and 
Nathaniel, Gorham, two of its citizens, and to.others for whom 
they acted, its pre-emption right to western New York for $1,000,- 
000 to be paid in three annual installmenis, in certain securities of 
the State which were then worth about one-fifth of their face. The 
next thing with these gentlemen was to complete the title by buy- 
ing the Indian interest. For this purpose they held a council with the 
Iroquois at Buffalo early in July, 1788, and bought for $5,000 down 
and a perpetual annuity of $500, about 2,600,000 acres, bounded 
on the east by the pre-emption line. Part of the western bound- 
ary was a meridian from Pennsylvania to the junction of Cana- 
seraga Creek with the Genesee River (being the line forming the 
western boundary of the eastern tier of towns in Allegany Coun- 
ty). Thence northward the line followed the course of the Genesee 
“to a point two miles north of Cannawagus village; thence run- 
ning due west twelve miles; thence running northwardly so as to 
be twelve miles distant from the western bounds of said river, 
to the shores of Lake Ontario’’. The tract thus defined consti- 
tuted the famous ‘‘Phelps and Gorham’s Purchase.’’ 


Before Phelps and Gorham had half paid for the entire pre- 
emption right they had bought of Massachusetts, the securities of 
that State, in consequence of the adoption of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, had risen nearly to par: and finding that they should be un- 
abie to fulfill their contract they induced the State to resume its 
right to the portion of its original New York claim which they 
had not yet bought of the Indians, and release them from their 
contract as to that part, leaving on their hands the tract since 
called Phelps and Gorham’s Purchase, and bounded as above 
described. This agreement was reached on the 10th of March, 
1791, 


Two days later Robert Morris, the illustrious financier, whose 
services were of such vital importance to the nation during the 
Revolution, contracted with Massachusetts for the pre-emption 
right to all of New York west of Phelps and Gorham’s Purchase. 
About this time he also bought 1,264,000 acres of Phelps and 
Gorham (paying 30,000 lbs. in New York currency), which he 
soon sold to three English gentlemen, Sir William Pulteney, John 
Hornby and Patrick Colquhoun, for 35,000 lbs. sterling. It was 
only after much difficulty and delay ihat Mr. Morris completed 
his title to the tract of which he had purchased the pre-emption 
right from Massachusetts. It was necessary to buy out the inter- 
est of the Indians, and this was accomplished by a council at 
Geneseo in September, 1797, when he was enabied to purchase 
all of the State west of Phelps and Gorham’s Purchase, except 
that the Indians retained eleven reservations, amounting to about 
three hundred and thirty-eight square miles, among them the 
Caneadea reservation, elsewhere spoken of, and the Oil Spring 
reservation, one mile square, about three-fifths of which lay on 
the western border of the town of Cuba. 

It was by his speeches in the councils affecting the title to 
the lands of western New York that the Seneca chief Red Jacket 
came into prominence. He figures in history as a crafty dema- 
gogue, vain, ambitious and dishonest; a coward in war and a sot 
in peace; chiefly noted for his harangues against parting with the 
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lands ef the Seneca nation, and the bitterness he usually mani- 
fested against the power by whose grace alone the nation had any 
lands after the Revolution. 


The conveyance from Massachusetts to Mr. Morris was made 
May 11, 1791, by five deeds. The first covered the land between 
Phelps and Gorham’s Purchase and a line beginning twelve miles 
west of theirs on the Pennsylvania border and running due north 
to Lake Ontario. The next three embraced as many sixteen-mile 
strips crossing the State north and south, and the fifth what re- 
mained to the westward of these. 


The tract covered by the first mentioned deed was what has 
been called ‘‘Morris’s Reserve,’’ from the fact that he retained 
the disposition of this section in his own hands when he subse- 
quently sold all west of it. It included in Allegany County the 
two ranges of townships beginning on the south with Alma and 
Willing. He sold the reserve in large tracts, though small as com- 
pared with his purchases. Its western boundary, separating it 
from the Holland Purchase was the ‘‘east transit’? line, so called 
because it was run with a transit instrument in connection with 
astronomical observations, the variation of the magnetic needle 
disqualifying the surveyor’s compass for running a meridian line. 
Tt is called the ‘‘east’’ transit to distinguish it from a similarly 
surveyed meridian passing though Lockport, which is called the 
“west’’ transit. The laying down of this line was a slow and 
laborious operation. It involved nothing less than felling a strip 
cf timber three or four rods wide most of the way across “he 
State to give unobstructed range to the miniature telescope of the 
transit. This required, beside three suveyors, a considerable 
force of axmen. On most of the line all hands camped where 
night overtook them in the unbroken wilderness. Al! the summer 
end autumn of 1798 was consumed in running the first eighty 
miles of the transit meridian, there being about thirteen miles 
remaining undone on the 22nd of November.

THE HOLLAND PURCHASE AND PURCHASERS—SURVEYS, 
SALES AND FIRST SETTLEMENTS 


The division of the land began on the plan which had been 
followed in Phelps and Gorham’s purchase, namely, the laying off 
of sixmile strips reaching from Pennsylvania to Lake Ontario, 
called ranges, and numbered from east to west; and dividing them 
by east and west lines into regular townships, numbered from 
south to north. Each township was to be subdivided into sixteen 
mile-and-a-half squares, called sections, and each of these into 
twleve lots, three-fourths of a mile by one-fourth containing one 
hundred and twenty acres apiece. After twenty-four townships 
had been surveyed on this plan the subdivision was judged un- 
necessarily minute, and was so much so as to be often ill adapted 
to the surface of the ground; thereafter the mile-and-a-half 
squares, of three hundred and sixty acres apiece, which were 
sold off in quantities to suit purchasers, quite commonly going 
off in one-hundred-and-twenty acre lots, originally planned. 

In the first range of the Holland Purchase Bolivar is town- 
ship 1; Wirt, township 2; ¥riendship, township 3; Belfast, towa- 
ship 4; Caneadea, township 5, Hume, township 6. The eastern 
boundary of all these towns is the east transit line. In the second 
range Genesee is township 1; Clarksville, township 2; Cuba, town- 
ship 3; New Hudson, town 4; Rushford, township 5; Centerville, 
township 6, 


THE PULTENEY ESTATE AND CHARLES WILLIAMSON—THE 
CHURCH TRACT AND JUDGE PHILIP CHURCH 

One of the most famous real estate divisions of Allegany 
County in former times was the Church tract. Mr. John B. 
Church (sketches of whom and of other members of the Church 
family may be found in another part of this book) having loaned 
$80,000 to Mr. Morris, took as security a mortgage on 100,000 
acres of the Morris Reserve; and on a foreclosure of the mort- 
gage and sale of the property in 1800 he had it bid in by his son 
Philip. This tract, six miles in width, forms the present towns 
of Allen, Angelica, Amity, most of Scio, a little of Wellsville, 
and rather more than half of the town of Granger. From an 
east and west line crossing the second range of the Morris 
Reserve, seven miles an a quarter from the Pennsylvania 
boundary, the original Church tract extended northward twen- 
ty-six miles to an east and west line crossing Granger three 
miles and a quarter from its southern edge. The rest of Granger 
was part of the Cottringer tract. 


FORMATION OF ALLEGANY COUNTY 


For ten or twelve years subsequent to 1772, the territory in- 
cluded within the present boundaries of Allegany County, formed a 
part of Tryon County, which was that year erected out of Al- 
bkany County, and was made to comprise all the country in the 
state of New York west of a north and south line extending from 
St. Regis to the west bounds of the township of Schenectady; 
thence running irregularly southwest, to the head of the Mohawk 
branch of the Delaware River, and along this stream to the south- 
east corner of the present county of Broome, thence in north- 
westerly direction to Fort Bull on Wood Creek, near the present 
city of Rome, all west of the last mentioned line being then In- 
dian territory. In 1784 this same territory took the name of Mont- 
gomery, and five vears later (1789) all of the state west of Phelps 
and Gorham’s pre-emption line was set off as Ontario. In 1796 
Steuben was erected from Ontario, to consist of all the Phelps and 
Gorham Purcnase south of the parallel of latitude which now 
bounds most of that county on the north, including therefere the 
township which now form the eastern range of towns of Allegany 
County. 

Genesee County was formed from the portion of New York 
bounded on the east by the Genesee River from its mouth to the 
mouth of Canaseraga Creek, and from thence by a line running 
south to the Pennsylvania line. This last mentioned line at the 
same time maiked the westerly boundary of the Phelps and Gor- 
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Section 1 


ham Purchase of Steuben County as originally defined, and toe 
day is the westerly boundary of the towns of Burns, Afred, Al- 
mond, Andover and Independence. The act erecting the county of 
Genesee was passed March 30, 1802, Its name was singularly 
appropriate, comprising as it does so large a part of the widely 
and favorably known ‘‘Genesee County,’’ then ‘‘far west’’. 

An immense tide of immigration about this time flowing hith- 
erward from the east, it was not long before projects for other 
ew counties were put on foot. In 1806 numerous petitions were 
presented to the Legislature asking for the formation of Allegany, 
Caitaraugus and Niagara Counities from the southern and west- 
ern parts of Genesee. These petitions were extensively circu- 
lated, and received the signatures of some 750 citizens of the 
territory to be affected by the proposed legislation, including the 
IEllicots and many other leading men of the western part of the 
state. It seems the Legislature heeded the prayer of the peti- 
tioners, for on the 7th of April, 1806, an act was passed creating 
the new county of Allegany, and James W. Stevens. Philip Church, 
and William Rumsey were named, in conformity with the prayer 
of those petitioning as Commissioners to locate the site for the 
county buildings. The northern boundary of the county thus 
formed is the same parallel of latitude that now forms the nor«h 
line of the greater part of Steuben County. and included the 
towns of Eagle, Pike, and Genesee Falls in the present Wroming 
County, and Portage, Nunda, and Ossian in Livingston County as 
now defined the first five set off in 1846 and Ossian in 1856. To 
gratify the curiosity of close students of early local history, it is 
thought best te quote quite freely from the Act. 


CHAPTER CLXII, OF THE LAWS OF NEW YORK FOR 1806 

An act to erect part of the county of Genesee into a separate 
county by the name of Allegany: Be it enacted by «he people of 
the state of New York represented in Senate and Assembly, that 
all parts of the county of Genesee, beginning at the southeast 
corner of said county and running thence northerly forty-two 
miles, along the dividing lines of townships numbered seven and 
eight, to the northwest corner of township number seven in the 
fifth range of the Holland Land Company’s land, thence southerly 
forty-two miles along the western boundary cf the 7th, 6th, 5th,

4th, 3d, 2d, and lst townships of the fifth range of the Holland 
Land Company’s land to the Pennsylvania line, thence easterly 
thirty-eight miles along the Pennsylvania line to the place of be- 
ginning, shall be, and hereby is erected into a separate county, 
and shall be called and known by the name of Allegany. 


The organization of the county government was deferred for 
one year, and it was provided that courts should be held at speci- 
fied times (the first on the 2nd of June in the next year.) 

To more clearly comprehend the territorial extent of Allegany 
as originally defined, the reader is referred to accompanying map. 

It was for only a brief time however that the boundaries fixed 
by the Act of April 7, 1806, were allowed to remain, as we find 
that important changes were made by an act or acts rather, which 
passed the Legislature on the 11th of March, 1808. One enacted 
that ‘‘All that part of the county of Allegany west of the merid- 
ian line between the 2d and 3d ranges of townships of the Hol- 
land Land Company’s land be annexed to the county of Gene- 
see.’’ The three ranges of townships thus cast off comprised the 
present towns of Allegany, Franklinville, Farmersville. Free- 
dom, Hinsdale, Humphrey, Ischua, Lyndon, Machias, Portville, 
Olean and Yorkshire. These towns were soon after made a part 
cf Cattaraugus County by the provisions of the act creating the 
counties of Cattaraugus, Niagara and Chautauqua. 


The other act referred to fixed the present eastern boundary 


line of Allegany county. Parts essential to copy read as follows: 


“Be it enacted * * * that all that part of the county of Steu- 


_ ben lying west of the division line between the 6th and 7th ranges 


of towns in the said county, and south of the division line be- 
tween the 6th and 7th towns be annexed to the county of Alle- 
gany * * * that the supervisors in the county of Allegany * * * 
shall direct to be raised and levied on the freeholders and in- 
habitants of the said county, the sum of $1,500 for the building of 
a courthouse and a jail in and for the said county, * * * that 
Moses Van Campen, Jonn Gibson and William Higgins, or any two 
of them, be and are hereby appointed commissioners to superin- 
tend the building of the courthouse and jail in the county of Alle- 
gany, which said courthouse and jail shall be erected on one of 
the public lots near the square of the village of Angelica, * * * 
that that part of Allegany comprehended within the ist, 20, 3d, 
and 4th towns of the 7th range of the county of Steuben hereby 
annexed to the county of Allegany be erected into a town by the 
name of Alfred, and that the first town meeting of the said town 
of Alfred be held at the dwelling house of Benjamin Van Campen 


_ (in Karr Valley, Almond, as the writer is informed), and that all 


that part of the county of Allegany comprehended within the 5th 
and 6th townships of the said 7th range aforesaid, be erected 
into a town by the name of Ossian, and that the first town meet- 
ing of the said town of Ossian be held at the dwelling house of 
David McCurdy; and that all that part of the county of Allegany 
bounded east by the east bounds of the said county, north by 
the north bounds of said county and south by the division lines 
between the Sth and 6th townships in said county, be erected 
into a town by the name of Nunda, and the first town meeting 
of the town of Nunda be held at the dwelling house of Peter Gran- 
ger (in present Pike, Wyoming County), and that al] that part of 
the county of Allegany bounded north by the south bounds of the 
said town of Nunda, on the west by the west Meridian line, * * * 
be erected into a town by the name of Caneadea, and that the 
first town meeting in said town of Caneadea be held at the dwell- 
ing house of Jedediah Ncbles; and that all the remaining part of 
the county of Allegany be and remain a separate town by the 
name of Angelica.’’ 


In 1846, the northeastern part of the territory assigned by 
the act just referred to in the town of Nunda was set off to Wy- 
oming (a small county only a few years before formed from Gen- 
esee, embracing the territory now covered by the towns of Eagle, 
Pike and Genesee Falis, Wyoming County), and by the same act 
Portage and Nunda, as at present defined, were added to Liv- 
ingston County. In 1856 the town of Ossian in the extreme north- 
east corner of the county, after being reduced from its original

size by the erection of the town of Burns, was also set off into 
Livingston County, leaving the county of Allegany with its pres- 
ent boundaries as appears by the last of the series of small maps 
accompanying this history. A separate map has been prepared 
showing the subdivision of the county in 1808. 

Angelica is drained by the Genesee River, which enters it 
about a mile and a half east of the southwest corner, and leaves 
it about two and one-half miles north of the same corner, Baker's 
Creek from the north discharging into Angelica Creek, which 
tuns through the town from east to west nearly in the center, 
and their numerous small tributaries. These streams in some 
places break the surface into deep ravines, as at Joncy, one 
mile west of the village, where a high iron bridge spans a deep 
gorge, which presents rocky and precipituous banks. The soi! 
on the uplands is generally a clayey loam, and a gravelly loam 
prevails in the valleys. The original timber presented many

varieties, pine and oak of superior quality being found in con- 
siderable quantities. The town is distinguished as ‘‘Township 4. 
Range 2, of the Morris Reserve’ and was subdivided into lots 
by Major Moses Van Campen in 1810 or 1811. 


CENTURY’S FIRST DECADE 


The year 1801 opened quite auspiciously. Capt. Philip Church 
appeared to make an exploration of the 100,600 acre tract pur- 
chased the year previous at the foreclosure sale at Canandaigua. 
He was met at Almond by Evert Van Wickle, Major Van Cam- 
pen, John Gibson, John Lewis and Stephen Price. He had 
Stopped a day at Geneva, to supply himself with provisions and 
camp equipage. The party on their way to the tract, pursued 
aimcst identically the route afterward adopted by the Erie Rail- 
way, entering the territory near the southeast corner. A most 
thorough and exhaustive exploration was made, which proved of 
‘great service to Van Campen in the sub-division which he after- 
warcs made, and to Capt. Church in establishing prices, and the 
location of roads, villages, mills, etc. 


The reconnoissance completed, Capt. Church and Van Cam- 
ven determined on a ‘‘trip to Niagara Falls’’ while the others re- 
turned to Almond. This trip was the pioneer visit to this wonder 
from all this section. They encountered hunger, fatigue, hard-~ 
ship and exposure, and before reaching New Amsterdam (Buf- 
falo), they were compelled to resort to whatever sustenance ihe 
native forest offered. Capt. Church soon returned to New York, 
where he assiduously devoted himself to preparations for actual 
and active settlement.

In 1802 Capt. Church sent Evert Van Wickle to select a site 
for a village, and begin settlement. The site was determined 
upon, and also the name for the embryotic village. With filial 
reverence and affection he named the place, the first village in 
Allegany County, for his mother, Angelica, the eldest daughter of 
Gen. Pihilip Schuyler. (Editor’s note: While Angelica was Capt. 
Church’s mother’s name and of a number of her ancestors it is 
also an ancient Latin name meaning lovely or angelic; we have 
always thought the first meaning fits the town best.) The same 
year a store was established, the first in the county, by Capt. 
Church, his friend John Gibson conducting it. (The store stood 
where is now the Presbyterian Church says Jonn Gibson.) Pre- 
vious to this the neareist store was at Hornellsville. In 1802, at 
Angelica, was also erected by Capt. Church, the first sawmill. 
This year John Gibson bought 20 acres of land, bounded north by 
Main and west by Olean Streets, at one dollar per acre, agreeing 
to put up within a year, a framed building twelve by sixteen feet 
“square!’’ Silas Ferry and John Ayres cut a road from Angelica 
to Almond, and Joseph Taylor came and opened the first public 
house in the village and county. A log land-office was this vear 
erected. Bath was the nearest postoffice, over 40 miles distant, 
and the few settlers had to arrange as best they could to get 
their mail. Any reliable settler who went to Bath, was commis- 
sioned with lots of errands, and to bring in the letters for the 
whole settlement. Postage was high, money very scarce, and so 
comparatively few letters were sent or received. 

In 1803 four brothers, Benjamin, Elisha, Calvin and David 
Chamberlain, coming from Pennsylvania, located on the river 
near the “Transit,’’ in Belfast. This made quite a little settle- 
ment, and a road was soon opened from the mouth of Dike’s 
Creek (Wellsville) through Scio and Belmont, and very soon af- 
ter, as far down as Caneadea. A road was opened from Angei- 
ica to Belvidere in 1803, 

In this year Capt. Church erected for a temporary residence 
at Belvidere, a framed structure of liberal dimensions, which, 
from its being painted white, came to be known all over Western 
New York as ‘‘The White House’’. This was said to be the first 
painted dwelling in New York west of Canandaigua. The nails used 
in’ its construction were all wrought by hand. 

As the oldest, and for a time the only town in the county, 
for a half century and more the sole county seat, and about 
whose early history cluster so many interesting associations and 
pleasant memories, Angelica is entitled to a prominent place 
in history. The town was formed by an act of the Legislature, 
passed February 25, 1805, and described as ‘‘being in width 
twelve miles,’’ just that of the Morris Reserve, and in length 
“from south to north extending thirty-four miles from the Penn- 
sylvania line,’’ taking in about two-thirds of the towns of Gran- 
ger and Grove. It was taken from Leicester. and when erected 
was a part of Genesee County. 

In 1803 Capt. Church put up a grist mill, the site being iden- 
tical with the Joncy mill of today. The first death was of Ira 
Stephens, who, on the authority of Mr. Gibson, was killed in a 
quarrel over cards at Joseph Wilson’s inn, and he was the first 
one buried in the Angelica village cemetery.

THE LEGEND ABOUT IRA STEPHENS’ GRAVE 


One of the most conspicuous graves in the Angelica Cemetery 
is that of Ira Stephens, who was consigned to his last resting 
place on the 20th day of September, 1803 (83 years ago), at the 
age of 43 years. Deceased was one of the pioneer settlers of Alle- 
gany County and becoming involved in a dispute with one of his 
neighbors ‘concerning a dog the result of which terminated in a 
combat, Stephens was struck on the head with an elm wood club, 
the blow of which proved fatal. The club was planted over his 
grave, took root, and today shades the tomb of the unfortunate 
man in the shape of a large elm tree.

The first birth was that of Catherine Mullender, date not as- 
certained, and Moses Van Campen Chamberlain was the first male 
white child to be born here. The first school was taught in the 
winter of 1804-5 by ‘‘Widow’’? Smith. The nearest postoffice was 
at Bath, and the people hired William Barney to make a month- 
ly trip to carry and bring the letters, and do the little errands 
for the neighborhood. As early as 1804, Alvin Burr, an ancestor 
cf Moses Burr, a native of Connecticut, came to Angelica from 
Binghamton. He was a lawyer. James Mapes, the ancestor of 
many of the name in the county, came here about 1804, settling 
near Angelica. John Hooker came from Vermont in 1807, when it 
is said there were but 3 houses in the village, and his brother, 
Asel Hooker, according to family tradition, bulit the first frame 
house in the town. Vial Thomas, the worthy centenarian, a na- 
tive of Rhode Island, came in February, 1810, and for three-quar- 
ters of a century lived a good life here. 


The first town meeting was held at Joseph Taylor’s on the 
“First Tuesday in April,’’? 1805, where they elected Benjamin 
Riggs, supervisor; Joseph S. Hall, town clerk; Luke Goodspeed, 
Sylvanus Russell and Elijah Church, assessors; John T. Hvrde, 
William Barney and Jacob S. Holt, commissioners of highways; 
John T. Hyde, collector; David Church, constable; William Bar- 
ney and Evert Van Wickle, overseers of poor; Stephen Water- 
man, Thomas Call, John Bennett, Ezra Bacon and George Otto, 
overseers of highways; Joseph Taylor, Abisha Cole and William 
S. Heydon, fence viewers. At the election held there April 30, 
1805, John Nicholas received 16 votes for senator, Nathaniel Lake 
1. Alexander Rhea for member of assembly received 30 votes, 
Ezra Potter 25, Daniel W. Lewis 16 and Jeremiah Munson 12. 
The discrepancy of 66 votes in the number cast for the two offices 
and member of assembly was probably owing to the fact that 
different and higher property qualifications were required of those 
who voted for senator. When it is remembered that the town 
was then thirty-four miles in extent from north to south, and 
twelve miles east to west, its sparse population is vividly im- 
pressed upon the mind, and still more, when it is considered that 
Angelica village furnished a majority of the votes. 


Roads were surveyed and recorded the first year, ‘‘from 
Angelica to Indian line, or Caneadea; from Angelica to the south 
line of Van Campen’s farm; from Angelica to Phillipsburg mills: 
to Phillips Creek; to Vandermark’s Creek; to Dike’s Settlement.’

In 1807 the vote for governor stood ‘‘for Morgan Lewis 37; for 
Daniel D. Tompkins 28.’’ Wolves were numerous, and a bounty 
of $2.50 was offered for each one killed in town and panthers were 
included. In 1899, 89 votes were cast at the annual town meeting. 
In 1806-7 Angelica received a considerable and distinguished ac- 
cession to its population by the settlement here of a number of 
important French political exiles, the d’Autremonts, DuPonts, etc.

Interesting, as throwing some light on the condition of af- 
fairs in Angelica at this early time, this bill of sale is introduced: 
“Bill of sale for Charlotte, to August d’Autremont.’’ ‘Know 
all men by these presents, that I, Victor DuPont of the town of 
Angelica, county of Allegany and state of New York, for and in 
consideration of the sum of two hundred dollars, in hand paid 
to me by. Mr. d’Autremont, for my black wench named Char- 
lotte, which I have bought from Mordicia Hale, Esq., with her 
boy, now four weeks old, said girl to serve Mr. d’Autremont for 
twenty years, faithfully and honestly, after which time I war- 
rant her free if she behaves herself properly during the time she 
has to serve. The boy to serve Mr.d’Autremont till he is 28 years 
old as the law directs. And I do for myself, heirs, assigns, ex- 
ecutors and administrators, quit and renounce all claims.to said 
wench and boy. 
Angelica, this 15th day of August, 1809. 
Signed and delivered in the presence.

A previous board (1803) had ‘‘Resolved unanimously, that 
twenty miles be considered a day’s journey, to be computed 
going and returning, and that each supervisor be entitled to $2 for 
20 miles.’? Reuben Riggs made out a bill for his services as con- 
stable in the case of Joseph Rhineberger, who was taken from 
Angelica to John Jones, Esq., at Leicester. It was in September, 
and, to quote literally: 

From Thursday the 22d to Wednesday the 28th myself and 
two Gards; We have considered our Selves intitled to the same 
Wages, as if We Were at our own imploy. Which is for my- 
self 8s. per day, and the men 6s. each, and five Shillings per day 
for our Expenses which amounts to for myself at thirteen Shi'- 


ings per Day $11.37 
for the Two Gards at 11 s. per Day Each 19:25 
& the boarding of Rhineberger three & a half Days 2.19

The above accounts We Submit to. your Superior judgments, 
after considering this our Wages here, & the hardships of layinz 
in the Woods, and that We Volunteered to the Service.

If Benjamin Riggs, Supervisor, had as hard a time of it in 
getting to Batavia to meet with the board of supervisors, as Reu- 
ben did in getting to Leicester, he probably spent two nights in 
the woods! 

The next year, so say the old Genesee County records, Luke 
Goodspeed represented Angelica on the board. The session cf 
the Genesee County board of supervisors for 1807 was the las? 
one at which Angelica or any part of present Allegany was repre- 
sented. 

In 1805 Major Moses Van Campen removed from McHenrv 
Valley in Almond, to Angelica, and in 1808 built the stately bricsx 
residence where he lived so long, a mile east of the park. Wii- 
liam Y. Little now owns the place. 


November 10, 1807, a ‘‘court of general sessions of the peace” 
was organized at the public house of Evert Van Wickle, now the 
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residence of J. S. Rockwell, Esq., with Moses Yan Campen and 
Evert Van Wickle, *‘Esqrs.’’, judges and Joseph Taylor and Wil- 
liam Higgins, Esqrs., ‘‘assistant justices’’. This was the first 
court held in the county. In 1809 the first bridge in the county, 
over the Genesee River, was erected at the ‘‘Transit’’, begun by 
William Redfield and finished by Jonathan Millett, Jan. 9, 1808, 
a meeting was held at Evert Van Wickle’s, and steps taken pre- 
liminary to the founding of a Masonic Lodge. The first Masonic 
funeral in the county was that of Horatio Waterhouse held in 
Angelica, January 2, 1813. In 1811 a turnpike road from Angelica 
to Olean was constructed, it having previously been finished from 
Bath to Angelica. This was for years a main thoroughfare, and 
gave great impetus to the growth of Angelica, by putting it on 
one of the great routes to the great west. 


The first meeting of the board of supervisors of which we 
have record was held in 1812, in the upper room of the jail, or 
gaol as they then called it. Many sessions of the early boards 
were held at the residence of Major Van Campen. In 1804 the 
population was 555. j 


Other events of importance in 1805 were the marriage of 
Capt. Church and Anna Matilda, eldest daughter of Gen. Walter 
Steward of Philadelphia, and their commencing housekeeping in 
the ‘‘White House’”’ in June of that year, the youthful couple fin- 
ishing the journey thitherward by traveling from Bath (44 miles) 
on horseback, a part of the way following a bridle (why not bri- 
dal) path and marked trees. 


From the time of the first settlement to 1802, Allegany formed 
a part of Ontario with the county seat at Canandaigua. Then in 
(1802) Genesee County was set off from Ontario, the shire-town 
heing Batavia. As the settlements increased the people came to 
regard their necessary journeys to Canandaigua and Batavia on 
legal business as burdensome and oppressive, and, in 1805, began 
the agitation for a new county, which resulted in the passage by 
the Legislature, of an act on the 7th of April, 1806, whereby the 
county of Allegany was formed from territory embraced in Gene- 
see County. How the new county came to be named Allegany, 
or who suggested it, the writer has never been able to learn. 
The act creating the county, which in territorial extent was seven 
townships east and west, and seven north and south, named An- 
gelica as the county seat, and it was in fact the only town in 
county. No courts were held until the fall of 1807, though the 
act provided for a court to be held in June, 1807. 


From 1810 to 1820 Angelica remained unchanged in territor- 
ial extent, but soon after the progress of settlement was so rapid 
as to make the dismemberment of this old mother of towns an 
imperative necessity, and Alien, Birdsall, Scio and parts of Al- 
fred, Andover, and Independence as then constituted, were set 
off, reducing it to the area of two standard-sized towns, and leav- 
ing it quite irregular in shape. The next decade, 1831-40, saw 
Angelica reduced to its present size and proportions. It now 
contains 22,740 acres and the assessed value of real and person- 
al property was $573,680 in 1894. 


The location of the county seat at Angelica was one of the 
pet projects of Judge Church. (He has heretofore been called 
Capt. Church, but having on the 8th of June, 1807, been appointed 
by Gov. Morgan Lewis ‘‘First Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas for Allegany County,” he will hereafter be referred to as 
judge.) It being, however, so far to one side of the geographical 
center of the county, it began quite early to excite in his mind, 
and in the minds of others interested, serious apprehensions of an 
attempt to remove it to some point farther west, so as to better 
accommodate the people. Accordingly the aid of the Legislature 
was again invoked, and, on the 11th of March, 1808, an act was 
passed, restoring the three western ranges of towns to Genesee, 
and adding the western range of towns from Steuben County, 
which made the county seat substantially in the center east and 
west as well as north and south. By other provisions of the act 
the county was divided inte five towns—Angelica, Alfred, Can- 
eadea, Nunda, and Ossian. 


Section 1 


Although 1807 marked the first settlement of only one town 
in the county, a constant stream of immigration was pouring 
into the towns where settlements had already been made, ana 
the year closed with a considerable accession to the population. 
In November, was convened, in the inn kept by Evert Van 
Wickle, the first court ever held in the county. 

During all these years the Genesee River was crossed only by 
fording, by canoes, or on the ice, but, in 1809, a bridge was be- 
gun by Wilson Redfield, and finished by Jonathan Millett, at the 
‘*Transit’’. So at least say some authorities, and, being so par- 
ticular in giving narnes of builders, it would seem conclusive. It 
still seems strange that a bridge should be built at any other 
point earlier than the one at Judge Church’s, which is said to 
have been put up in 1811. Whenever and wherever it was, the 
first bridge was an important event to the people. 

By an act of March 11, 1808, $1,500 was authorized to be 
raised and levied on the freeholders and inhabitants, for building 
a court house and jail, and Moses Van Campen, John Gibson and 
William Higgins, were appointed commissioners to superintend 
the construction. It was provided that the county treasurer should 
have 1 per cent for receiving and paying out the money thus 
appropriated. 

February 8, 1810, the Legislature passed an act incorporating 
he ‘“‘Angelica and Allegany Turnpike Company,” in which Philip 
Church, John Mullender and John T. Hyde were named as as- 
sociates.. 


SECOND DECADE 


From the proceedings of the board of supervisors for this 
year, which is as far back as the records have been preserved, wé 
learn that the board consisted of six members, the town of Olean 
{then very large) in Cattaraugus County being by law required 
to be represented upon the Allegany board. The following are 
their names and the towns they represented; John T. Hyde, An-

gelica; Thaddeus Bennett, Caneadea; John Griffith, Nunda; Clark 
Crandall, Alfred; Richard W. Porter, Ossian; and Cornelius 
Brocks, Olean. The board met at the jail, and adjourned at night 
to meet at 6 o’clock the next morning. A resolution was -passed 
appropriating $5 to pay Timothy H. Porter for ‘‘Pleading for the 
People vs Berry,’’ acting in the capacity of District Attorney. 


From 1812 for many years Angelica was the most important 
place in the county. The best lawyers of the country were at- 
tracted here by the prospect of good and increasing business, its 
enterprising business men supplied the people from the remote 
parts of the county with goods, and for years it was the best, 
and about the only market. The writer has been permitted to 
examine the journal kept by Mr. Augustus d’Autremont in his 
store at Angelica, from October 29, 1817, to August 13, 1819, and 
judging that a few excerpts from its pages will give a better idea 
of the times, prices, habits of living and condition of the people 
than whole pages of dissertation, will here introduce a few items: 

July 23, 1818, Joseph H. Raymond is credited ‘‘by cash re- 
ceived in a bill of Northumberland Union and Columbia Bank, No. 
22, $5. Deducting 10 per cent, $4.50."" August 5th the same 
party is charged, ‘‘To remittance on one 5 dollar bill of same 
bank, which he had trusted me on discount, $4.50,’’ from which 
it seems the bill was either not genuine, or the bank was not 
good. Postage was simply enormous in those days. Archibald 
Taylor is charged ‘‘To balance on % pound of tea 9 cents, and 
cash to pay for a letter in the postoffice, 20 cents.’’ ‘“‘My ac- 


.count’’ is found charged with ‘‘4 pigeons from Oliver S. King, 


16 cents, and a day’s work, same party, 62% cents.’’ English 
blister-steel is booked at 3 shillings per pound, cinnamon, 12% 
cents per ounce, coffee 56% cents. July 18, 1818, ‘‘My account’’ 
is charged with 26 pounds venison, 78 cents. 


The charges for liquor of various kinds, but mostly whiskey, 
were numerous, sometimes as many as fifteen on a page, and 
it would seem that everybody used it, the most honored names of 
pioneer days appearing in connection with charges for rum, 
brandy, whiskey and wine. ‘‘One-half pound sulfer’’ is charged 
et 183%, cents.’’ Alvin Burr is charged with ‘‘14 yard bear skin 
for padding (?) 624 cents.’’ He was a son-in-law of Major Moses 
Van Campen, a lawyer and surveyor. At another time he is 
charged with ‘‘one-half pound of raisins at 3 shillings per pound. 
Probably they had ‘‘company’”’ at his house and half of a pound 
would answer the immediate requirements. How does that com- 
pare with ‘‘7 pounds for 25 cents.’’ A paper of pins, the old- 
fashioned ones with twisted wire heads often slipping off, is 
charged at 37% cents while a credit of ‘‘8 quarts of black rasp- 
berries, 25 cents,’ is found nearby. John Kinghorn built the 
first tannery in town sometime previous to 1818. August 14, 
1818, he is credited ‘“‘By 9 sides of upper leather and 20 pairs 
of shoes $61.25,’’ and March 15, 1819, he is charged with ‘1% 
yards superfine B. cloth at $8, $14; 8 pounds of nails at one 
shilling sixpence, $1.50, and one spelling book 3114 cents. Mr. 
K’s name appears frequently. His tannery was back of the 
present school building. 

Mr. d’Autremont evidently did quite a business in grindstones, 
finding a sale for them in Geneva, witness the following which 
also gives some idea of freight charges and expenses. Feb. 19, 
1819, Seth Marvin is credited ‘‘By carrying and bringing load 
from Geneva, $43,’’ and March 19, ‘By 2 days going to Arkport 
for wagon, 36.’’ G. P. Ketchum is credited ‘“‘By 3 days with 
team $4.50. P. Church is charged with ‘‘1 pound Salt Peter $1,” 
and ‘‘2 pounds Muscovado sugar at 2 shillings sixpence,’’ while 
Amos Peabody is charged with ‘31, pounds of sugar, at three 
shillings sixpence, $5,’’ and ‘‘one-half months wages at $10, $5,’ 
and is charged with ‘1 pair taps 25 cents; 1 hat $5 and 1 vest 
$3.50.’" The wood must have been three or four feet long, as they 
used fire places then. Goods for this store were bought in New 
York, Geneva, Canandaigua, Philadelphia and Bath. Here is an 


_é€ntry from which we get glimpse of the commercial agent. 


“August 24, 1818. Bought this day from Mr. Sidmon, their agent, 
$260 of goods of G. Washburn & Co.’’ 
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John Moore, Cr. By 2 dressed deer skins $1.12%.’’ This would be 
called cheap in these days. 

“Wolves abounded, large bounties were paid for their destruc- 
tion, and quite a business was done in ‘‘wolf certificates.’’ It ap- 
pears that Mr. d’Autremont had a ‘‘wolf scalp’’ account. We find 
this, ‘‘Wolf Scalps Dr., To wolf scalp certificates $185,’’ and all 
along are found entries of transactions in wolf scalps and cer- 
tuficates, as June 4, 1819, ‘“‘William Foster Cr. by full grown 
wolf $20.’ ‘‘Cash Cr. By expenses to go and see Salt Petre 
mine,’”’ no amount appears against it. Where was the mine? 
“Calvin Mapes Dr. To 2 ounces indigo, three shillings—75 cents.’’ 

1816 was and is known as the ‘cold season.’’ According to 
all accounts it was in very deed a very cold one; frosts occur- 
ting in every month in the year shortened the crops to a mere 
nothing, but the most pinching times came in the next year. 


(From the Allegany County Republican of June 26, 1885) 


“Sixty-nine years ago was the year without a summer’”’ says 
an exchange. ‘Frost occurred every month in the year in 1816, 
Ice formed 4% inch thick in May. Snow fell to a depth of 3 inches 
in the interior of New York and also in Massachusetts in June and 
ice was formed of the thickness of window glass throughout New 
York on July 5. Indian corn was frozen so that the greater part 
was cut down and dried for fodder in August and farmers sup- 
plied themselves with seed from the corn produced in 1815 for the 
spring of 1817.’’ 

The prospects were dreary when 1817 dawned. In addition to 
the hard times, which closely succeeded the war, was the gen- 
eral shortage of the limited area of crops. The condition of 
some of those settlers, who had no teams nor other means io 
set out to the older settlements for corn and wheat, became be- 
fore harvest distressing if not alarming. With some leeks were 
a blessing being some degrees better than nothing as food. 
Ground-nuts and ‘‘putty root’’ also helped. In cases of dire neces- 
sity potatoes that had been planted were dug up and eaten. Rip- 
ening grain was eagerly watched, some of the earliest to ripen 
was harvested, cured as quickly as possibie for threshing, placed 
in a large kettle over a fire and briskly stirred to get in a con-- 
dition to grind, then hurried off to the nearest mill. Some of the 
old settlers used to claim in all sincerity that the sweetest cakes. 
and best bread they ever tasted was made from flour thus pre- 
pared. 

Edmund Coats settled in Angelica in 1819. Angelica was the 
targest place in the county. All roads were laid with direct 
reference to reaching the county seat. Many people were called 
there during ‘‘court week’’. It was on the line of the Lake Erie 
Turnpike, and had already become a place of considerable im- 
portance, attracting men of means and enterprise as well as the 
more distinguished in the legal profession. 

In October 1820, Franklin Cowdery started at Angelica the 
Angelica Republican, the first newspaper of Allegany. Previous 
to this the nearest printing-office was at Bath. 


THIRD DECADE 


The board of supervisors consisted of 13 members, Jesse Bul- 


lock was made chairman and Amos Peabody clerk. 


The superviscr from Angelica was Vial Thomas 

Some of the sessions were at Maj. Van Campen’s house, oth- 
ers at the Court House. Joseph Wilson was sheriff and his bill 
including $600.94; $420 interest was voted to be paid on the 
$6,000 loaned to build the court house, clerk’s office and improve 
roads. $1,000 was parcelled out among the towns for bridges. On 
the morning of December 30th, occurred the first murder (out- 
tight) in the county, that of Othello Church of Friendship by Da- 
vid D. How of Angelica. 

On the ‘‘third Friday in March’’ occurred the first execution 
in the county, David D. How being hung. People came from 
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ALLEGANY IN 1830 


great distances to witness it. The gallows was erected on the 
north side of the square near the present Charles Hotel. 


In early days a distillery stood where the schoolhouse now 
stands. William B. Rochester, a son of the founder of the city of 
Rochester, settled in Angelica about 1820. He was an eminent 
lawyer, afterward sent from here to Congress, then promoted 
to the bench of the supreme court. ‘‘Old Squire Renwick’’ opened 
the first tailor shop, just how early we cannot say. John Gib- 
son’s public house was where Warren Hooker lives. He built the 
first bridge across the creek on Olean Street. Martin Geiger was 
the first blacksmith, making his advent quite early, about the 
time of the saw and gristmill building. Dr. Charles afterward 
lived on the site of his shop. About 1820 Alex. d’Autremont kept 
a public house where Mr. Lightfoot’s grocery and bakery is now. 


In September, 1837, Laurens and Andrew C. Hull completed a 
woolen mill at Joncy, the construction of which had taken nearly 
two years. Seven looms were run, and 10 men and 7 or 8 girls 
employed. The same parties soon after erected a scythe and 
edge tool factory across the road from the woolen mill. A card- 
ing mill was also included in the enterprises conducted under the 
same cover, the power being.a ‘‘20 foot’’ overshot water-wheel. 
The edge tool business thrived only a few years, and the building 
was converted into a pail factory. This building was burned in 
the winter of 1855-6, and the last carding mill in town was run 
by Ormas Farr and F. Camahl, on the hill north of the gristmill, 
from 1860 to 65. In 1842 Alpha Morse bought an interest, and the 
firm became Hull & Morse, who soon constructed the gristmill 
now standing. About 1854 or 5 the late Albert Brown bought the 
old factory building and converted it into a paper mill, which 
was burned in 1855. Mr. Brown rebuilt it and continued the busi- 
ness until his death in 1873, which resulted from falling in a vat 
of liquid heated for use. The paper business was then conducted 
by a son of Mr. Brown and a Mr. Lockhart, nephew of James 
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Lockhart, under the firm name of Brown & Lockhart. This 
building was burned in 1888 or 9, and has never been rebuilt. Hull 
& Morse sold the grist mill to William J. Niles, who not long at- 
ter sold it to Henry Brown. He sold it to Smith Davis and Hi- 
ram Huntley, who sold it to Blair & Franklin. The mill is now 
rented and run by Mr. Schultz. Joncy was for fifty years the 
center of considerable business activity. It furnished for a good 
part of the time the numerous lumber camps as far away as 
Pennsylvania with feed, flour and meal. 


A long time ago a foundry and machine shop was erected on 
the south side of Main Street and run for a number of years. The 
building has disappeared. 


Dairying is the principal branch of agriculture, and, outside 
of the village, there are two cheese factories, one, ‘‘Keystone,”’ 
in the north part of town, owned and run by John Lamonte, -he 
other, the ‘‘Union’’, is over a mile east of the village. It is 
owned and operated by Charles F. Potter, and made 149,000 lbs. 
of cheese in 1894. 


A resolution was passed directing Nicholas Van Wickle to 
make maps of the county and the several towns providing the 
cost shall not exceed $100. 


The need of a county almshouse began to be apparent and 
was shown by this resolution passed by the board: ‘Resolved 
that the president sign the petition in behalf of this board to -he 
Legislature, praying for the passage of a law authorizing the su- 
pervisors of the county of Allegany to loan money and build a 
poorhouse, and that James Wilson, Jesse Bullock, William Hicks, 
Asa S. Allen and Lazarus S. Rathbun be a committee to superin- 
tend the same.’’ This year a survey was. made of a canal route 
from Rochester to Olean. 
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ANGELICA 
In 1830 Amity was erected from Angelica. 


A resolution was passed to raise $500 for a bridge near 
Church’s, and $300 for one near the Transit, or, if committee con- 
sidered it advisable, to appropriate the whole $800 to build a 
bridge between the two places. Richard Charles was appointed 
physician to the jail. j 


Mr. Hull, of Birdsall, fromm the committee on poorhouse, sug- 
gested abolishing all distinction between town and county poor, 
recommended the appointment of superintendents of the poor; 
that they be authorized and instructed to purchase a farm not ex- 
ceeding 200 acres, and commence erecting buildings for the poor, 
and to loan money not exceeding $3,000. The report was accepted, 
resolutions passed and Messrs. Van Nostrand, Hull, Lockhart, 
Gordon and Merrick were appointed to make nominations for su- 
perintendents. S. S. Haight, Angelica; Lorenzo Dana, Friendship; 
Andrew C. Hull, Birdsall; Stephen Major, Almond, and William 
P. Wilcox, Nunda; were nominated and elected the first county 
superintendents of the poor in Allegany. 


FOURTH DECADE 


James Wilson directed to employ counsel to defend a suit 
brought by Philip Church against the county. It was ordered 
that the county treasurer give bonds in the sum of $10,000. 


April 26, a bill was passed appointing Nathan Rumsey, Hen- 
ry C. Jones and James Sprague commissioners to lay ‘‘a public 
highway, or so alter the present ones as to make one continuous 
road from the village of Angelica in the county of Allegany, on 
the best and most practical ground and shortest distance, to the 
village of Batavia in the county of Genesee.” 


Andrew C. Hull, Samuel S. Haight, Moses Smith, Amos Bur- 
dick Jr., and James Wilson were elected superintendents of poor. 


The board of supervisors met November 13th and organized 
by electing William Welch chairman and Samuel Van Wickle 
clerk. The first business done was to appoint John Simons, Tar- 
bell Gordon and David Stillman a committee to make arrange- 
ments for board, etc. They soon reported that Daniel McHenry 
would board and lodge them at the rate of $2 per week, keep a 
horse for 62%c per week, and would keep up fires and furnish 
candles in addition to board and lodging at 75c per day all told. 
The board adopted the report and availed themselves of the 
terms offered. 


Benjamin F. Snead’s bill for printing in 1831 was allowed at 
$19. Jesse Bullock’s account as sheriff was $765.22. The county 
paid for 14 grown wolves and ten whelps $190, and the state paid 
$95. First formal annual report from the county treasurer. 


1833. April 15th West Almond was formed from paris of An- 
gelica, Almond and Alfred, and the first sawmill was erected 


> there. 


A meeting at Genesee in 1825, held under a call signed by 
Philip Church, Daniel H. Fitzhugh, William F. Spencer, Ira West, 
Jonathan Child and Heman Norton, was the first step in an or- 
ganization which secured favorable legislation fer ‘‘a canal from 
Rochester along the valley of the Genesee and Canaseraga anda 
canal from Genesee River to some point on the Allegany River. 


1834. Heeding the importunities of the people along the Gene- 
see Valley the Legislature passed an act authorizing a survey of a 
route for a canal to connect the Erie Canal and the Allegany 
River, and the survey was made under the direction. April 30th an 
act passed the Legislature authorizing and directing the survey 
of a canal route frorn Rochester to Olean, and May lst another 
directing the survey of a road from Hammondsport to Angelica. 


In 1835 an act was passed incorporating the village of An- 
eelica. 


in 1836 the Church lawsuit was still on, a bill of $125 for fees 
of Azor Tabor and M. T. Reynolds was allowed, as assistant coun- 
sel. Allegany was entitled to elect two members of the Assembly, 
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ALLEGANY IN 1840 


and C. T. Chamberlain was reelected and Azel Fitch elected. 
May 12th an act was passed to incorporate Angelica academy. 

On July 26, 1838, occurred one of the mest fearful wind 
storms that ever visited the county. Its tract covered a width 
of three-fourths of a mile. Scarce a tree was left standing in its 
course. Houses, barns, wagons, all things in its way were hurled 
to the ground, and in some instances moved quite a distance. 
William V. Ayers was living in the track, though not in the midst 
of its worst effects, with his wife and child he escaped injury 
by seeking the shelter of the milk-house. Stephen Wilson had a 
horse killed. The water in the river was swooped up leaving the 
channel for a few minutes dry. The mud and water were scat- 
tered uver everything in reach, and near the Transit, the soil 
from a field was swept completely off plow-deep. The storm 
came from the west and passed in a southeast direction, crossing 
the Genesee a little below the Transit Bridge. Its effects were 
seen for years. 

In 1839 a motion to remove the county treasurer, A. C. Hull, 
was carried by one majority. Ransom Lloyd was then appointed 
county treasurer and his bail fixed at $40,000. The stock of the 
county in the New York and Erie Turnpike was sold to Hon. 
F. Church, for $200, 


FIFTH DECADE 


In 1847 only 26 towns were represented on the board of su- 
pervisors. Anson Congdon of Clarksville was chosen chairman, 
and A. G. Hull, clerk. At the first session on the second day 
Hull was removed and Joseph W. Stewart elected; a very strange 
procedure to say the least! John Wheeler of Granger and Wil- 
liam Cobb of Independence were elected to the assembly. Wil- 
liam G. Angel was elected county judge, and Lucien P. Weth- 
erby district attorney. : 

In 1849 John J. Rockafellow was elected county clerk, Joab 
B. Hughes, Sheriff. 
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SIXTH DECADE 


(Taken from the Angelica Reporter of March 26, 1850) 


EXTENSIVE FIRE 

A fire broke out in the Union Hotel in this village kept by A. 
Charles, about 9:30 o’clock Sunday morning, which consumed 
that beautiful edifice to the ground, together with the two-story 
house adjoining on the east, belonging to John G. Collins. A 
large portion of the furniture in the second story of the hotel was 
also destroyed, so rapid was the devouring element, fanned by a 
strong wind from the southwest. The large barns and stables 
immediately in the rear of the hotel were saved from serious 
damage through the almost superhuman efforts of our citizens. 
The new Episcopalian church had a narrow escape—as the house 
of Mr. Coliins stood within 20 or 30 feet of it—it was saved, 
however, by the use of carpets and plenty of water thrown from 
the roof and tower. 

There were two invalids in the hotel when the whole upper 
part was in flames, Mr. Henderson, from New York who has 
been very sick for some time past occupied rooms on the first 
floor, was rescued, ai considerable peril, and is now safe and 
doing well at a neighboring house. Mrs. Hurlbert, a sister of 
Mrs. Charles, occupied a roorn on the second floor in the west end 
of the House, and who first gave the alarm to the family below, 
had a very narrow escape, as when she was removed from her 
room the fire was falling through the ceiling above in many 
places—she is now at tne house of Dr. Charles, and comfortable. 


The furniture, regalia, and fixtures of the Old Fellows’ Hall. 
which was located in the third story of the hotel was insured 
in the Allegany Mutuai for $400. Nothing whatever was saved 
from it. —Their loss is about $250. 


Mr. Collins’s house was also insured in the same company 
for $400; and the furniture of Mr. Palmer, in the same for $200. 
Mr. Palmer estimates his loss, we understand, at $100. Making 
a draft cf the Allegany Mutual for $900. 

This catastrophe has cast a general gloom over our whole 
village. The Union Hotel was the most splendid building in our 
place and the enterprising proprietor had just got it to his taste

and fairly completed, and was an ornament to our village. We 
understand that Mr. Charles designs to rebuild immediately, on 
a little larger scale. , 

It is supposed that the fire originated from a stove in the 
Dining-Room though nothing definitely is known how it did orig- 
inate. 


1852. In the autumn of this year, Asahel N. Cole started a 
newspaper at Belfast, the Genesee Valley Free Press, its original 
purpose and design being to supply the Free Soil Democrats 
with an organ, turning out, however, to be the first Republican 
paper in the county, if not indeed of the state and nation. Its 
fearless and pronounced position in politics, its boldness in the 
proclamation of its doctrines, together with the fact of Mr. Cole’s 
connection with, and being a ruling spirit in, the first Republican 
Convention ever held, which convened in the old court house at 
Angelica, October 17, 1854, gave to Mr. Cole the rightful claim in 
the minds of many to the paternity of the Republican party, and 
so the old court house is looked upon by ardent partisans as the 
veritable birthplace of their party. 
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The year 1854 was perhaps more distinguished in a political 
way than in any other, as it was the year in which the Republican 
party first placed a state and county ticket in the field. Lucien 
B. Johnson and Lucius S. May were elected to the Assembly. 


1855. As early as 1855 the project of removing the county 
seat to some point on the Erie Railroad began to be talked of. 
The dilapidated condition of the old buildings, ard the great 
change in routes and modes of travel, brought about by the rail- 
road, were the reasonis assigned by those who advocated change. 


Woolen factories at Rushford, Almond, Angelica, and Friend- 
ship turned out large quantities of cloth and yarn. ‘‘Shoddy”’ 
was as yet unknown, and the memory of those ‘‘sheep grays’? and 
finer finished fabrics and flannels is still cherished by the older 
ones. Flax, which years before and for a long time had been 
raised by almost every farmer, had become neglected and but 
little produced. Isaac Hampten of Ossian and Alexander H. Main 
were sent to the Assembly. Will B. Alley was elected county 
clerk, John G. Collins, county judge, Samuel C. Cotton, sheriff. 

1857. The subject of the removal of the county seat was re- 
vived with increased and increasing interest. and the grand juz» 
presented a condemnation of the public buildings. 

1858. The fight for the removal of the county seat was now 
on in dead earnest, being precipitated and intensified, by the 
alleged action of what was called the ‘“‘Angelica Regency’’ in ex- 
acting of a certain aspirant for senatorial honors certain prom- 
ises or pledges which he deemed inconsistent with his sense of 
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ANGELICA 


ministration, or to comply with the exactions of this progressive 
age in treatment of the poor, so it was determined to replace the 
old structures with new buildings, and in 1883 they were con- 
structed. The new structures are built after plans approved by 
the state board of charities, and especially by Hon. William P. 
Letchworth, the distinguished philanthropist, whose interest in 
and labors for the improvement of the condition of the unfortun- 
ate wards of the state and nation have given him a world wide 
fame, at that time president of the board. They are tasty, com- 
modious, and comfortable. Heated by steam as they are, the 
temperature is easily kept uniform, and at any desired degree. 
The grounds immediately about the buildings are pleasant and 
very tidily kept. The institution is now one of which Allegany 
may justly feel proud, as it ranks second to none among coun- 
ties of its population and class in the state.

THE ANGELICA PAPER MILLS 

In 1854, Mr. A. Brown came from Columbia County to this 
place. That is a great county for paper mills, and Mr. Brown 
having become familiar with the business, decided to build a pa- 
per mill here, which was at once done, the same being com- 
pleted and put in running order the year of his arrival. Mr. 
Brown was a man of vigorous enterprise and good business fac- 
ulties, and the paper mill was a success from the start. Dark 
paper was the kind manufactured, straw being used in the pro- 
cess. On the death of Mr. Brown in 1873, the business was con- 
tinued by the widow and son, until the spring of 1876, when the 
present firm of Brown & Lockhart was formed, consisting of C. 
A. Brown, son of the deceased, and George Lockhart, nephew 0f 
James and A. Lockhart of this place—being young men of ster- 
ling worth. This was on the first of May. Fifteen days after this 
partnership was formed the mill was destroyed by fire. 

Nothing daunted, however, with a base of insurance money, 
added to other resources, work was at once commenced to re- 
build, and before snow fell in the Fall of that year, a new build- 
ing had arisen on the ashes of the old structure and new machin- 
ery, of latest improved pattern, had commenced to reei off pa- 
per within its walls. 

The discovery of oil in what is now known as the Bradford 
district, and the fast business there done in the way of drilling 
wells, in which work immense quantities of rope are used, placed 
within the hands of Messrs. Brown & Lockhart a splendid oppor- 
tunity of which they fully availed themselves. Some paper fac- 
tories work exclusively on the rope discarded from vessels. But 

- this rope is generally well worn and in a state of decay before 
discarded, and therefore the fibre is more or less injured. But 
the rope used in the drilling of oil wells is spoiled for drilling 
purposes by the wearing out of the strands by friction on the 
rocks. This leaves the rope fibres in as good condition for con- 
version into paper, as new rope—excepting the oil with which it 
is impregnated, but chemicals master this difficulty. 

Briefly, the rope is passed through a cutting machine, which 
leaves the rope in pieces about two inches long. It then is sub- 
jected to a chemical process, to expel the oil and dirt; is then 
washed in a revolving cylinder; passes through a course of sev- 
eral hours’ duration, where it revolves around in a tank of water, 
passing through a machine, reducing it to pulp; and then on 
through to the machinery, where it is spread in a thin laver on a 
large cylinder, is transported to other cylinders heated by steam, 
to dry it; and finally lands on the packing boards, cut into any 
desired size, when it is seized and bound fer the market. 

Messrs. Brown & Lockhart are thus producing from the oil 
country rope in their mill, as good if not better quality of paper, 
than is produced anywhere in the world, the chief claim being, 
toughness of fibre. 

The demand fer their paper has always been such that they 
could choose their customers, and during the past year have con- 
fined their sales to about a dozen firms, and hereafter wi!l sell 
exclusively to one firm. 
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Some idea of how much wrapping paper one firm uses in a 
year, may be got from the fact that during the past year they 
have sold to Adam, Meldrum & Anderson, wholesale and retail 
dealers in dry goods, Buffalo, paper to the value of $1,790. 

During the year they have sold to the paper firm of Wilkin- 
son Bros. & Co. of New York, $29,182 worth of paper and are now 
filling a four thousand dollar order for this firm—who, by the 
way, will hereafter purchase the entire product of their mill. 

The pvreduct of their mill last year reached about $50,000. 


Quite extensive improvements were made in the mill last 
Spring. A new beater engine was put in, for preparing pulp. Also 
& new engine and boiler—all at an expense of $3,000—and the 
profit on the business exceeded this expense during the Summer. 


By the way, the inventions of Ohio, the ‘‘Buckeye”’ State, are 
conspicuous in this paper mill. The engine came from the Buck- 
eye shops, Salem, O.; is a marvel in size for 50 horse power 
(with capacity for 75 horse power); cost only 31,000—and Mr. 
Brown says it is worth five times that sum. This little joker is 
decidedly the ‘‘liveliest man’? in Allegany County. It goes on an 
unceasing journey, not stopping for one instant from midnight 
en Sunday until 6 o’clock the next Sunday morning—click, click, 
clickety, click, day and night, every week without stop—for that 
mill has to run all night long, as well as in the day time, to fill 
orders. The balance wheel makes 208 revolutions each minute, 
12,480 per hour, 299,520 per day, and every running week of 6 
days and 6 hours that wheel down there in the engine room of the 
mill whirls around 1,873,000 times! On the other end of the shaft 
a 40-horse-power Leffel water wheel works away. This is also 
en Ohio preduction, invented and made at Springfield. Then 
there is the Buckeye boiler and an automatic force pump, capable 
of throwing an inch stream of water over any part of the estab- 
lishment, when required. 

And we will group the Buckeye State inventions together, by 
here noting the splendid large safe, which adorns the cozy office— 
made by the Diebold Company, Canton, O., weighing 11% tons. 

The small supply of water made an engine a necessity with 
the increased business, and it is so arranged that the main shaft 
can be worked by the two powers combined, or separately, as 
desired. Together they can exert 115 horse-power. 


The furnace consumes about 20 cords of wood per week, or 
about 1,000 cords per year, all of which is taken from the 130 
acre wood lot owned by the firm. 


The mill masticates 10 tons of rope each week, and it takes 
3,500 lbs. of rope to make a ton of paper. 

Rope now costs $50 per ton. Their paper is now worth $180, 

Brown & Lockhart pay about $300 a month in freight bills. 
Their teaming is all done by their own vehicles. 
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The Joncy Grist Mill and Bridge 
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out with them a feather bed and two trunks. Dr. Sweet saved 
most of the property in his office, and Dr. Carver lost most of 
his. 

This is the largest fire that ever occurred in Angelica. 

The losses by the fire will amount to considerable more than 
was first thought as several persons who were not occupants of 
the buildings destroyed, had property in some of them. 

Several other persons sustained small losses by fire and the 
moving of goods. Probably the whole loss will be near $30,000. 
It is not known how the fire originated. 


1860. Soon after the organization of the Legislature of 1860, 
William M. Smith, the member from the northern district, of- 
fered a bill entitled ‘‘An act to divide the county of Allegany 
into two jury districts, and provide for holding court in and for 
said county alternately in each of said districts,’’ and, much to 
the surprise of large numbers of our people, it passed the assem- 
bly in due season. This was made the occasion for calling an 
extra session of the board of supervisors, which convened at Bel- 
mont on the 27th of March. On the eighth ballot John M. Ham- 
mond was again chosen chairman, on fifth ballot J. F. Olney was 
chosen clerk. The board passed a preamble and several resolu- 
tions (vote 21 to 8) expressing surprise at the passage of the 
bill through the assembly (which it declared must have been de- 
ceived) and especially requested the senator from this district 
(Hon. David H. Abell) to oppose it, to the extent of his ability 
through the senate. The bill however passed that body and be- 
came a law. This involved the repair and reconstruction of the old 
court house at Angelica, and the new jail at Belmont was in 
some way declared to be unsafe for the detention of prisoners, 
which made more repairs necessary for the old jail at Angelica, 
which was fitted up in such a way as to serve the purpose very 
well until January 1, 1895, when the gew jail at Belmont was oc- 
cupied. In conformity to the provisions of the law, the courts 
were held alternately at Belmont and Angelica until 1892. 

By law courts are now held at Belmont; the old court house 
and jail at Angelica have been sold, a new jail at Belmont con- 
structed, 

: The old court house and jail at Angelica were :old, January 3, 
, 1895, for $855 to a syndicate who wiil hold the property until the 
town of Angelica purchases it. 

The board of supervisors at their annual meeting continued 
the offices of the chairman, J. M. Hammond, and clerk, J. F. 
Olney, elected at the special session the previous March. Wilkes 
Angel and Lucius S. May were elected to the Legislature. 


SEVENTH DECADE 


This decade was ushered in with intense excitement amidst 
gloomie:t of prospects. By January 18, 1860 South Carolina, Flori- 
da, Alabama and Georgia had passed ordinances of secession. On 
the 4th of March Abraham Lincoln was inaugurated President of 
the United States. On April 12th at 4:20 in the morning fire was 
opened on Fort Sumter in Charleston harbor. On Monday morn- 
ing, April 15th the President issued a proclamation calling forth 
the militia of the several states to the number of 75,000, ‘‘in order 
to suppress said combinations, and cause the laws to be duly ex- 
ercised.”’ 

New York was one of the first of the states to answer the call 
and Allegany was one of the foremost of its counties in sending 
on men. Capt. C. C. Gardiner, of Angelica, was first to respond 
with Company I of the 27th Regiment. 

The scene which our county presented after the breaking out of 
the Rebellion defies description. Middle-aged men ‘‘left plow in 
furrow,’’ young men their classes in college, seminary and acad- 
emy and, enrolling, hastened quickly to the place of rendezvous, 
while mothers, wives, and sisters busied themselves, tearfully 
and loyally, in making hurried preparations for their departure. 
War meetings were held, patriotic speeches made, and under the 
excitement many enlistments were made; in some cases all the 
able-bodied rnale members of a family of sufficient age being ac- 
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cepied. After the bullet-riddled, mangled forms of dear ones 
were sent home in boxes after the battle of Bull Run and other 
early actions, or reported buried on the battle field, taken prisoner 
or missing, the awful and stern reality of war was made pain- 
fully obvious. The glamour, the poetry of war had vanished. 
Men paused and staggered under the almost bewildering condi- 
tions, and it became necessary, as call succeeded call, to offer 
‘“‘bounties’’ in order to stimulate enlistments and fill quotas of the 
several towns. And so it came to pass that a strife arose between 
the towns as to which should offer the biggest bounty. The avar- 
ice of the people was appealed to, and men as a rule enlisted for 
the largest bounties they could obtain while those at home held 
themselves in readiness to raise the necessary money. We have 
records in the Town Clerk’s Minute Book of Angelica paying of 
bounties up to $500.00. 


To meet the exigency, the Government issued money, which, 
from the color of the paper used, was called ‘‘Greenbacks.’’ Cur- 
reney was plenty and prices of all kinds of products, of farms and 
manufactories, rose to marvelous figures. Merchandise advanced 
so rapidly that it was said to take most of the time of the mer- 
chants to mark up thier goods to keep pace with the prices at the 
wholesaling stores, and during the years from 1861 to 1864 the 
more reckless a merchant was in buying the more money would he 
make. Gold went up to 2.97, wheat touched about $3 per bushel 
and wool reached one dollar per pound. 

1865. William Wilson and Albon H. Lewis were sent to the 
Legislature. and Jame S. Green was elected district attorney. 


1870. Charles N. Flenagin was re-elected to the Legislature 
April 9th the ‘‘Rochester, Nunda and Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company’’ was organized for the construction of a railway from 


Mt. Morris to Amity. In support of the project the town of Bird- 
sall bonded for $20,000, and Angelica for $60,000. The population 
of the county was 40,814. 


Early in the seventies the prosecution of railroad projects, 
which had just cammenced when our last chapter closed, was 
continued. A narrow-gauge road from Angelica through Friend- 
ship, Wirt, Bolivar, Genesee, and on to Olean, was built, and run 
for a while, but at present for the most part of the way it has 
been abandoned. Angelica made a noble fight for a road and is 
now the southern terminus of the C.N.Y.&W. road, doing a mod- 
erate business, with connections with the Erie and other roads at 
Hornellsville. A road from Angelica to the last named road, 
et a point about one mile south of Belfast, was constructed and 
ran for a while during the eighties, but has been abandoned. 

The old county poorhouse buildings were, at the commence- 
ment of the period now under consideration, in need of constant 
and extensive repairs and alterations to meet the requirements 
of proper classification and care of the inmates and which were 
at the best illy planned to meet the demands of intelligent ad-

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honor and propriety. His refusal to comply with their wishes, 
made political enemies of the so-called ‘‘regency’’ (in these days, 
“ring”? or ‘‘organization’’ would be the word), who declared that 
he should never go to the senate and his nomination was de- 
feated, but it aroused a feeling with his friends, which, added to 
the desire from purely legitimate business reasons of those sit- 
uated along the line of the Erie Railroad, succeeded in securing 
the passage of an act appointing three commissioners to desig- 
nate some place on the line of the Erie Railroad to which the 
county seat should be removed. In May, 1858, in accordance 
with the provisions of this act, the commissioners located the 
county seat at Belmont, and immediately the necessary proceed- 
ings were taken to secure the early erection of the new county 
buildings. The board of supervisors this year made choice of 
John M. Hammond for chairman and Asahel N. Cole clerk. The 
assessed valuation of real and personal property was $9,005,907, 
but the records do not reveal the amount of the taxes. Alfred 
Lockhart of Angelica and William Cobb of Spring Mills elected to 
the legislature. John W. Eldridge was elected clerk, and Henry 
Brown sheriff,

FREAK WEATHER 


It was 27 years ago last Saturday that this country exper- 
ienced what has since passed into history as the ‘“‘Great June 
Frost’. Crops, fruit, and grass were completely destroyed. 
Sheep sheared the day before were found frozen during the night. 
Its equal has not occurred since. 


1859. This year was a busy one in Belmont. The new coun- 
ty buildings were erected by Mr. C. S. Whitney and the contract 
required them to be ready for occupation, the court house at 
least, by the time of the annual meeting of the board of supervi- 
sors. $20,000 was appropriated for the buildings, and the money 
loaned on credit of the county. As the annual election approached, 
it became apparent that Angelica was not going to give up the 
fight altogether, notwithstanding the new county buildings, and 
Dr. William M. Smith and Darwin E. Maxson were elected to the 
assembly. Early in June occured a very severe frost, and just 
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one week later another. These were extremely disastrous to grass 
end grain, and the forests put on the appearance of autumn, 
many trees being killed. The board of supervisors again made 
choice of John Hammond for chairman and A. N. Cole for clerk. 
The total valuation of real and personal property as returned by 
the assessors was $8,583,045, and the amount of taxes raised in the 
county was $44,355.05. This was the first session in the new 
court house, and Chairman Hammond made an appropriate 
speech on the subject and occasion which was printed in the 
proceedings.

FIRE IN ANGELICA! 


A fire broke out about three o’clock Sunday morning, in the 
ary goods store of Mr. Trotter, on the south side of Main Street, 
and the whole building was entirely enveloped in flame when the 
fire was first discovered. The upper part of this building was 
occupied by Mrs. Hartshorn as a millinery. The fire very soon 
spread, on the west, to Mr. Weir’s meat market, and thence to 
his dwelling, where its progress was arrested, the residence of 
J. H. Eggleston barely escaping. On the east, the fire immed- 
iately communicated to the law office of Judge Grover (also oc- 
cupied by J. A. Sanford, Esq.j), and from that to Mr. Davis’ 
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Block, in which were Miss Charles’ millinery store, M. B. Royce’s 
grocery, and an unoccupied store, on the first floor; and the 
dwelling of Ira Way, Mr. Pierce’s shoe shop, Dr. Sweet’s medical 
office, and Dr. Carver’s dental office, on the second floor. On 
the east end of this block, and connected with it, was the drug 
and book store of G. W. Thomas, which was also consumed. On 
the south of the drug store were the barns belonging to the Ex- 
change Hotel, which is kept by D. B. Voorhees. These barns 
were also burned. By utmost exertions of citizens, the Exchange 
Hotel was saved, but considerably damaged. Here the raging 
element was stopped, having made a clean sweep from Mr. Eg- 
gleston’s dwelling to the Exchange. 

Several buildings in the vicinity of the fire, were cleared of 
everything movable, with the expectation that they too would be 
consumed. The Advocate office, two doors east of the Exchange, 
was piled up in the street, and the ‘‘paper was out’? some days in 
advance of its time. We have succeeded in replacing enough of 
it all in order again. 

Most of the buildings were somewhat old, and not of very 
great vaiue, and still, their loss will be severely felt. Some of 
the buildings, however, were nearly new, and all were of wood. 

Nothing was saved from Mr. Trotter’s store, or the millinery 
store above it. The books and papers in the law office were 
nearly all saved. Mr. Pierce lost everything in his shop, and Ira 
Way nearly everything in his dwelling, the family being unable 
to save their clothing, or even to dress themselves; but carried 
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In the conduct of the business 15 persons are employed, and 
several have long been in the service of the house. 

M. Guyer, the veteran paper maker, has been in the busi- 
ness about 30 years, and this mill more or less for 20 years. He 
has charge of the paper machinery and watches with zealous 
care, the product of the mill. 

Ira Parker, the veteran engineer, has also been connected 
with the mill about 20 years, and was with Mr. Brown when the 
mill was first built. His pet is the little engine, and its grace- 
ful motions are a pleasure to his eyesight and contributes 
largely to the sum of his joys. 

William Davis has had charge of the ‘tbeater engines’’ for 17 
years—which is all the compliment needed. 

H. Blickwede has superintended the bleaching room for 15 
years. 

This long continuance in service speaks well for both employ- 
ers and employees. 

From the above, it will be seen that Brown & Lockhart’s pa- 
per mill is the biggest industry in Northern Allegany, if not in the 
entire county, and the gentlemen will merit the property which 
is resulting from their efforts.

IHE BUILDING FOR INSANE AT COUNTY HOUSE BURNED 
TO THE GROUND; TWO INMATES PERISH IN THE FLAMES 


About 8 o’clock on Saturday evening last the stillness of our 
village was broken by a man running eastward through Main 
Street and crying in stentorian voice—Fire! Fire! Fira 

The many wheels of business instantly stood still. Every 
ear listened. There could be no mistake about that cry—a cry 
of distress which leaps all boundaries and touches all men alike. 
There it comes again, only farther down the street, as the runner 
catches his breath in the frosty air— ‘‘Fire! fire! fire!’? And then 
there was a rush of many feet to the doors while others pressed 
their faces to the window panes. 

The streets swarmed with people, and in a moment the elec- 
tric thrilling cry leaped from a hundred throats; was taken up 
and echoed by others far away, and thus leaped from mouth to 
ear far into the suburbs of our town. 

And then there was a pattering of many feet as the people 
kurried eastward, where the flames lit up the sky. 

Where is the fire? No one knew, except it was far out of town. 

The little building separated from the County House, in which 
the simple poor were cared for, was burning. 

Sitting in her upper room, about eight o’ciock, Lucinda Arm- 
strong—who has charge of a certain department in the main 
building of the County House—had her attention attracted by 
some sparks flying in the air, and looking out of the window she 
saw flames leaping about the block house. 

She immediately raised the window and gave the alarm. 

Keeper Weaver, who was in his room below, rushed to the 
door, and his heart flew into his throat as he saw that the out- 
building was on fire. 

This building is surrounded by a yard composed of a tight 
board fence, about ten feet in height, and Mr. Weaver jumped 
cn the head of an empty oil barrel standing against the fence on 
the outside, and scrambling up, leaped over, and fell heavily on 
his left foot, very severely spraining and nearly breaking his 
ankle. But regaining his feet, he ran to the door of the building 
(which was not locked), and opening it, found it on fire. 

By this time Henry Green, one of the workmen, arrived with 
the keys and unlocked the seven cells which the building con- 
tained, and in which were the following named: 

Amanda Reynolds, Catherine Hull, Louesa Young, Debba Nel- 
son, Sarah Whitney, Rosa Davis, Rachel Lane and Cassie Rawson. 

It may be well here to state that this was a small one-story 
building, standing east and west, about 50 feet south of the east 
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end of the main county building. It was worth perhaps $300. A hall 
ran directly through it and to the left were four cells, and three 
cells were on the right as you entered and walked through the 
hall. In the farther corner, to the right of the hall, was the water 
closet. It was in this corner of the room where the flames were 
raging most furiously as seen at first. The helpless old Negro 
woman—Debba Nelson, aged 116—was in the cell adjoining the 
water closet, and she was the first person rescued bv Mr. 
Weaver. He left her sitting down on the snow, about fifteen feet 
from the door and returned for another inmate. 


By this time all the people about the premises were 2-oused, 
and there was a general fear that the main building would burn. 
In fact, preperations were actually made to vacate the main 
building. There was really no danger, however. 


Henry Green and S. P. Hyde—employees on the farm—were 
cn hand and did efficient work in helping the Keeper rescue the 
kelpless inmates. One singular feature was the repeated attempt 
of the inmates to get into the building after they had been put out. 


Probably this was due to the fact that the night was so cold 
they wanted to get back into the warm room, not realizing the 
danger. As fast as possible they were taken to vacant apart- 
ments in the main building as soon as that was considered safe. 

The fire leaped over the dry timbers like a thing of life and 
in ten minutes from the time Mr. Weaver opened the door the 
flames came out of it. 

“Are they all out?’’ he asked. ‘‘Yes, they are all out,’’ was 
the answer from half a dozen helpers standing in the yard. 


But at that moment, Amanda Reynolds and Catherine Hull . 


were writhing in the pangs of death by fire, on the floor of their 
cell within, and a half hour afterward their crisped remains were 
dragged from the coals. 


As soon as Keeper Weaver had examined to see if all were 
safe, he was surprised and pained to discover that the above 
persons were missing. He was certain that he had seen Amanda 
out doors, as also was Sarah Utter—as both testified at the in- 
quest. Further than that, S. P. Hyde testified that the last thing 
he did was to go into the very room occupied by these persous, 
which was the left-hand cell, nearest the door, and grab up an 
armfull of bed clothing from off the bed, and that he saw no per- 
son in the room. 


With the repeated attempts of these demented persons to get 
back after they had been put out; the great excitement of the 
moment; with three or more persons going through the cells 
carrying and forcing inmates out; with the danger of the main 
building catching fire—in view of all this, and the further fact, 
that those in the yard who were receiving the inmates and taking 
them in charge as they were passed out, reported on inquiry of 
the Keeper, that ‘‘All are out,’’ not a shadow of blame is at- 
tached to Mr. Weaver—this is the Coroner’s Jury recorde: opinion. 


The taking charge of the persons in this department is cer- 
tainly a very disagreeable duty, and when Mr. Weaver took charge 
of the place he found one of the paupers—Sarah Whitney—taking 
care of the inmates of the ‘‘block house’’, as it is called. Having 
been in that position under former administrations he kept her 
there. She dressed and fed the inmates, cleaned the building, 
and in fact was of sufficient mind to do her duties faithfully. 
Soon after coming there last season, on inspecting this water 
closet one day, Mr. Weaver found the ash bucket (a sheet iron 
pail) sitting in there. He gave her a sharp order never to put 
the ash pail there again. Though he has periodically inspected 
the place since, he has never seen the ash bucket there again. 

But when first seen, the fire was raging mainly in the water 
Closet, and the ash bucket was found in that corner after 
the fire, and the- inference is that Sarah Whitney or some other 
cf the inmates, the weather being cold, set the ash pan in there. 

Supt. Barnum was telegraphed :to, and came over with Cor- 
oner St. John, Sunday, and on Monday a Coroner’s Jury, com- 
posed of leading citizens of town, rendered the following verdict: 
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Section 1 


We, the undersigned, Jurors in the said case, do find that the 
said Amanda Reynolds and Catherine Hull were inmates of the 
part of Allegany County Alms-house called the Block-house. That 
said Block-house was destroyed by fire, at about 8 o’clock-p.m., 
the 27th day of November, 1880, and that the above-named in- 
mates were burned to death by said fire. . 

That said fire originated from a pail or pan of ashes placed 
in the water closet of said block-house, by one Sarah Whitney, 
a pauper and imbecile who was, and has for a long time been, 
in charge of said block-house, which said pail or pan of ashes 
was placed in said water-closet against the express orders of 
William Weaver, Keeper of said Poorhouse. 

And the Jury further finds that William Weaver, the Keeper, 
and his assistants, used all due diligence to rescue all the in- 
mates of the said block-house. 

M. S. Blair, William Seiver, John Hancock, Lewis Hooker, 
M. H. Yale, J. T. Brown, Thomas Thornton, Warner Hooker, 
John T. Wright, S. G. Horner. 

No blame is attached to either Keeper Weaver or Supt. Bar- 
num, who have the entire confidence of the public. 

It may be of interest to the public to know that of the per- 
sons thus unhappily taken off, Catharine Hull was 61 years old; 
she had been an inmate since July 6, 1879, and came from Little 
Cenesee. Amanda Reynolds was 56 years old, and has been an 
inmate for 16 years.

IMPORTANT INDUSTRY—SEIVER CARRIAGE WORKS 


It is with real pleasure we call public attention for a moment 
to the record of a man in our midst, of quiet and unassuming 
habits, who has wrought out by his own brain and hands, 
through years of continuous toil, a record in its way, highly 
creditable to any man. We refer to our energetic townsman, Mr. 
William Seiver. 

Of humble parentage, the oldest of five chiidren, at an early 
age he became, we might truthfully say, the mainstay of the 
estimable mother, with whom he remained, in his native town, 
in Germany—Wittenburg—with the little family, while his father 
crossed the ocean to America. Arriving at Lyons, Ontario Coun- 
ty, after a few months his father, who excelled as a fancy 


' workman in engraving cabinet furniture, had earned and for- 


warded money to his wife, with which to come to this country. 
Without going into details we would briefly state, that the money 
never left the hands of the postmaster at — , through whom it 
was intended to be sent. Months passed, and the needed money 
did not reach the anxiously waiting wife. Meanwhile a local war 
arose in the Fatherland, and all people in humble circumstances 
were greatly distressed. It was at this time that William, then 
only a stripling of half a dozen years, showed the metal which 
He became the ‘‘man of the 
family,’”’ and in a hundred ways helped to lessen the trials of his 
worthy mother. 

Meanwhile the suspicions of his father became awakened. 
He began to suspect the money he sent had not reached its des- 
tination. After writing several letters he finally got word from 
home that the money had never been received. He then employed 
a lawyer, and after certain investigations they went to the post- 
master in question and the lawyer directly charging him with 
the theft of the money, gave him 15 minutes by the clock to hand 
over the $100—which was done inside of 5 minutes. We would 
here state, that Mr. Seiver was so glad to recover his money that 
he never prosecuted the postmaster, who ought to have been in- 
dicted. So the matter has remained a secret. 

The little family soon thereafter got the long looked for re- 
mittance, and at once came to America, meeting the husband and 
father at Nunda, where he was then located. Subsequently 
they removed to Angelica in 1852. 

We will not dwell on the interim of time, till 1863, when 
William, then grown to manhood, and who served a thorough 
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apprenticeship as machinist and at blacksmithing, started a 
blacksmith shop where he now is. After awhile he began the 
making of wagons. From such beginning he has wrought out 
the splendid success which we have to speak of today. 

So quietiy does Mr. Seiver go ahead, minding his own busi- 
ness, many people have little idea of the large business he is 
now really doing—as a legitimate result of his excellent work. 


During the present year he has turned out from his manufac- 
turing shop on Mechanic Street 196 new vehicles—being about 
four per week, and the largest number from any wagon shop in 
the county, we believe; and for many weeks he has been behind 
his orders. He has also on hand 16 cutters. In addition he has 
done a great amount of repairing. 

Himself a man of unusual energy and excelling as a work- 
man, and with a keen eye to business, he has selected his work- 
men for their skill and general ability, He employs 16 men as 
follows: 

Ironing Shop—I. S. Benson, M. B. Duncan, Fred Grusendorf, 
Harry Buchring. 

Wood Shop—M. F. Ogden, C. O. Willard, G. H. Litchfield, 
J. C. Haynes, A. Van Derpoel, A. S. Rogers, William Ellsworth. 

Paint Shop—O. W. Van Denburgh, Michael Howe, William 
Gibson, James Collins. 

Trim Shop—Frank McKinney. 

Mr. Seiver devotes most of his personal time to the ironing 
of the heavy wagons but thoroughly understanding what relates 
to work in iron, does whatever difficult job in this line may 
come in hand. 

Benson and Duncan, in the matter of iron work, have perhaps 
as much experience and are as excellent mechanics as any 
workmen in the county. 

In the wood shop, Moses Ogden, who has been with Mr. 
Seiver for 16 years, is the ‘‘boss’? workman on running gear. 
His equal in this particular class of work would be hard to find. 

Then Messrs. Van Derpoel and Rogers are excellent work- 
men in their line of wood work, and the rest of the men, with- 
cut exception, are well fitted for the class of work each has to do. 

Everybody knows that Van Denburgh, the painter, is a su-~ 
rerior workman. 

We vwculd make personal mention of other workmen, but 
the fact is, Mr. Seiver does not like to feel partial in speaking 
cf his employees, and we are not personally acquainted with them 
all enough to know just what to say of each one. But one thing 
we are confident of is: the mere fact of their employment is of 
itself proof that each man is well fitted for his work. 

The heartiest good will prevails between Mr. Seiver and 
his men. True, he is ever on the alert, closely watching and 
personally supervising every part of the work in the several de- 
partments of his business, but those who labor for him are 
treated like fellow workmen, and are devoted to his interests. 
A man who buys a vehicle at the Seiver Wagon Shops may 
know that he is buying an honestly made and a thoroughly made 
wagon, of the best material, and that his money is well invested. 
Every purchaser of a Seiver Wagon is satisfied with what he gets 
—and this is the secret of Mr. Seiver’s well-deserved success. 

Few people imagine, so quietly has he built up his business, 
the amount of stock he keeps on hand. Today he has stored 
away in those modest-looking shops around the corner, over eight 
thousand dollars worth of stock. Some idea of what this consists 
may be seen from the following few items we happened to dis- 
cover on a ramble through the place, and asking questions: 

Two tons of platform wagon springs, 150 sett of light wheels 
(for the wagons of 1882), also making 109 sett of lumber wheels, 
125 sett of skeins and boxes, 150 sett of oak and hickory rims, 59 
sett of platform gears, 155 sett of spokes, 70 sett of Brewster and 
Timpkin gears, 135 sett of hubs, 100 bent hounds, 18,000 bolts. 
And timber on hand for all the wood work. In the paint room, 75 
gallons of varnish, etc., etc. 

From year to year, additions have been made to the original 
shop, till now three or four buildings are clustered there to- 
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gether. The time will come when they will all be cleared away, 
and new shops built. This is inevitable, to keep pace with the 
-constantly increasing demand. 

In this connection we would state, that Mr. Seiver has re- 
cently purchased (paying half cash down, and all cash could have 
been had if wanted), what is known as the old Exchange Hotel 
property, fronting about 100 feet on Main Street, and running 
back to Mechanic Street, including the large hotel barn. The 
main object in buying this property, was to get room to put up a 
building separate from his other shops, in which to put an en- 
gine, to run machinery, for working up the wood for his 
wagons. This purchase gives Mr. Seiver a front on Main Street 
of about 100 feet, and, with what he previously owned, about 350 
feet front on Mechanic Street, enclosing a tract of about three 
acres of land in the midst of the business part of town. 

It will be seen that Mr. Seiver is conducting the most im- 
portant business in Angelica, at the present time—that is, a busi- 
ress of most value to this community. And it is with special 
pleasure we call public attention to him in this way. His marked 
success has been highly creditable, and should inspire young 
men to use their time and talents as that life shall be made a 
success, in a business sense. 

Modest and unassuming, Mr. Seiver is a man of remarkable 
energy and good judgment. He is a most public spirited citizen, 
and one whom we can ill afford to lose. Large and flattering 
inducements have recently been made to him, to remove to 
Friendship, where he has been guaranteed ‘‘all the money he 
wants’’, but he is satisfied to remain in Angelica, we are pleased 
to announce. 

What Angelica needs is more such men as William Seiver, 
who has wrought out so marked success, with correct principles 
as a base—by energy properly applied, by the exercise of good 
judgment, by strict attention to business—and by the sweat of 
his brow. 


WILLIAM SEIVER’S IMPROVEMENTS 


So extensive have been the improvements made by Mr. Seiver 
this season we mention the same together, but only briefly at this 
time, as we have dwelt at considerable length on the subject 
while the changes were in progress. Suffice it therefore today to 
simply say that Mr. Seiver has expended almost $6,000 in cash 
in the improvement he has made this season, not one dollar of 
which has been borrowed—neither has he put a financial ‘“‘plas- 
ter’? of even one dollar on any of his property. Of this sum $2,000 
have been expended on his new shops, making the total original 
cost of that building about $4,000 being today the best arranged 
and finest carriage shops to be found in a town the size of 
Angelica in the United States. The remaining sum has been 
expended in moving two of his former carriage-shop buildings up- 
on the old Exchange Hotel site, and converting them into stores; 
changing the remaining building into a dwelling by building an 
addition to it; and repairing one of his tenant dwellings on 
Mechanic Street. Seiver opened the campaign of this unprece- 
dented building boom in Angelica, before the snow was off the 
ground, and has from that time until the present kept from one 
to half a dozen extra mechanics of various professions employed 
including masons, carpenters, painters, paper-hangers, and com- 
mon laborers.

Charles Lounsbury is building a residence on a lot bought 
of Frank Warner, near Fair Grounds; he is also building a barn. 

John Ames has built a new dwelling on the corner lot bought 
cf M. Engle. 

George Clapp has built a residence on a lot bought of M. Al- 
len, Horner Street. 

W. S. Orcutt has built a fine dwelling at the extreme west 
part of Brooklyn Street, on a lot presented to him by John Bell. 

Henry Osgood has built a dwelling on Center Street, east side, 
between the creek and railroad. 

Mike Collins, Jr., has built a house opposite the latter. 

James Kennedy has a new residence on the same street, south 
ef the railroad, on the west side. 

John Gibson has the frame up for a new dwelling opposite the 
above. 

James Lyon has built a barn on a lot bought of C. d’Autre- 
mont, on Allegany Avenue—the new street opened this season 
from south Center Street (south of the railroad) eastward and 
parallel with the railroad, to South or Depot Street. 

Mrs. Sarah Kizer has built a small home on Allegany Ave- 
nue, on a lot bought of C. d’Autremont—being the first dwell- 
ing on this new street. 

T. R. Bowes has about completed a two-story store building 
and dwelling combined, on lot bought of William Seiver, east of 
the old Exchange Hotel site, central Main Street. He will oc- 
cupy the same early next year. 

Eli Rearwin has built a two-story frame building, for grocery, 
on lot rented of Smith Davis, west of the Thomas drug store 
building. 

Way & Farquharson have built a store-house on the depot 
grounds for use in their forwarding business. 

Rutherford & Lounsberry have bought the Mattison planing 
mill, which has for a long time stood idle, near the Olean Street 
bridge. They will move it forward to the street and fix it up as 
a storehouse. They paid $450 for the building. 

M. Z. Butler has bought a lot of C. C. Griffiths, on Center 
Street, opposite James Kennedy’s; new cellar is dug and Butler 
will put up a house to rent. 

John Mapes is preparing to build on his lot on Allegany 
Avenue. 

Frank Warner has got the stone on the ground and cellar 
dug for a dwelling he will build immediately on his lot on Com- 
mon Street, near the Fair Grounds. 

Mrs. Abigail Willis has bought a building lot of Frank War- 
ner, adjoining his place, and will build a dwelling this winter. 

Thomas A. Royce has thoroughly reconstructed the Welch 
place, laying about $1,500 in repairs. The barn has also been re- 
paired. 

Dr. B. C. Wakely is building an addition on the East side of 
his residence. He also repaired his dwelling. 

M. Allen bought the old building west of the Arnold place 
and moved it upon a lot on Mechanic Street opposite Mrs. Car- 
rol’s place, and has repaired it, making it a comfortable home. 

Ben. Hooker has partitioned off the ball-room of his hotel 
into bedrooms and has added a kitchen and woodshed. 


John Hill has moved his planing mill about 200 feet south 
and converted it into a dwelling. He has built a new mill about 
200 feet east of the old one, up the creek, and has put in new 
machinery. 

H. E. Patrick has built a large new ice house on the rear 
of his meat market, capable of holding 60 tons of ice. 


AN OLD RELIC TORN DOWN 


Preparatory to building Lounsbury’s new residence, the old 
building standing on the lot was torn down. It was rather an 
historic structure. It formerly stood where the Baptist Church 
now stands. It was used for years as the first County Clerk’s of- 
fice of Allegany County, and it is said that the first school ever 
taught in Angelica was taught in that building. Margaret Ren- 
wick, now aged about 70 years, first went to school in it.

AT JONCY 

Brown and Lockhart have doubled the capacity of their miil, 
at an expense of 33,500. They finished the job by painting the 
mill. ; 

The Trustees have opened a new street paralle! to and south of 
the railroad, from Center to South, or Depat Street, to be known 
as “Allegany Avenue.’’ They have also opened a new street run- 
ning northward from Main, on the south side of Arunnah Wil- 
lis’ house, about 38 rods; running thence westward parallel with 
Main, to the intersection of Horner Street, about 100 rods; the 
short street running north from Main to be called ‘Willis Street’’, 
and the street running westward to be known as ‘“‘High Street’’, 
all good names. A stone culvert has been built from park on 
South, or Depot Street, to the creek, and a stone sluice built. 
Money has been well expended, and the Trustees merit credit for 
their pains-taking care over our corporation matters. 


ANGELICA’S BUILDING BOOM 


M. Z. Butler bought the building H. E. Dudley formerly used 
in his undertaking business, and is moving it across the creek 
upon his lot on the corner of South Center Street, and the rail- 
road, and the building will be converted into a comfortable dwelling. 

On Allegany Avenue—the new street opened up over there 
last year, parallel with the mouth of the railroad, east from Cen- 
ter to Depot Street—severail new dwellings will be built. William 
Mabie, H. Fletcher, Charles Graham, and Perry Osgood build 
there: and A. J. Mapes, who is now enclosing frame. 

A. E. Hough, master bridge builder cf the railroad, has 
bought of Smith Latham 60 feet front by 150 feet back on the 
railroad line, the corner east of the depot and will build a dwell- 
ing thereon. 


Murray Hough has his new house on South Center enclosed. 

Walter Graham same on Brooklyn Street, opposite Orcutt’s. 

John Hancock will build a fine residence on a lot bought of 
Mr. Morton, at the east end of Brooklyn Street, from plans by 
contractor Button. 

H. E. Dudley is building south of Mr. Huntley’s place a fine 
dwelling. 

James Green is building on East Main adjoining Mr. Louns- 
bury’s place. 

I. L. Fisk has built a fine new granary on High Street and 
will build a residence. 

Henry Travis is building a house there on a lot bought of Mr. 
Fisk. 

Ed. Bacon (one of the recent emigrants from busy Bel- 
mont), is building a store house and hay-pressing structure on 
the south side of the depot, 36x50 feet where he will conduct 
produce and forwarding business. 

In anticipation of a new street being opened from West 
Rrooklyn to West Main Street, George Graham is building a 
house on the hillside west of town. 

Ed. Graham has purchased a lot of Walter Graham and will 
build thereon. (By the way, the Grahams appear to be doing 
their share in this era of ‘Angelica Redeemed.’’) 

William Wafler is building a new farm house. 

Ed. Way is building an addition to his house, 22x24. 

T. A. Royce will build front and side porches to his residence. 

Ben. Hooker is building an addition to his Hotel, in rear, 
for storage purposes. 

Mr. Kneeland, the school superintendent, paid $600 for Dea- 
con Palmer’s place, and will repair it. (Mr. Palmer goes to 
Howard to live with his son.) 

Lewis Hooker has built a fine barn in rear of his residence, 
which will be used for storage purposes. 

Walter Hooker has remodeled and reshingled his house, and 
will add portico. 

One of the most striking improvements contemplated this 
season is by Hon. D. P. Richardson, who will remove the wooden 
awelling which stands cn the east side of his premises, to a rear

lot on Mechanic Street, and move the law office west of the 
Thomas residence, upon the lot where the photograph studio now 
is. This will give splendid grounds to his stone mansion, which 
will be improved throughout.

NEW BUILDINGS IN 1884 


New buildings are to be seen on every street and as an “‘over- 
flow’’ way up on the hillsides! 

Billy Young bought 2 acres of Furnald halfway to the top of 
Gibson Hill, west side, and has a nice cottage thereon nearing 
completion. The location is very fine, commanding a view of 
the village and surrounding hills and valleys. 

Furnald will build a house on lot South. 

Norm Webster, new house, on South or Depot Street is near- 
ing completion. 

Work is in progress on the basement of Frank Smith’s new 
residence. 

William Latham’s new dwelling beyond the depot is ready 
for paint. 

W. S. Orcutt bought a lot south of the old Lawrence house, 
Olean Street, and is building a neat little cottage thereon. A 
street is to be opened up from Olean Street on the south side of 
his lot, westwardly to a point where it will strike the highway be- 
yond. 

The barber, Allen’s, new house, north of the fairgrounds is 
about done. : 

Lewis Hooker will put up two dwellings on High Street. 

Judd Hooker has sold his lot on High Street to David Abbey 
who will build there. 

Moses Ogden bought the house Mike Collins built on Center 
Street last year, west side on the hill beyond the creek and will 
improve ‘the same. 

Moses is grading off the point preparatory to building a fine 
pew house thereon. When finished, he will have a very de- 
sirable place. 

J. T. Brown has contracted for three new dwellings on his 
land near the machine shops. 

Scholes is working on a new store building opposite the old 
depot. 

Lewis Baker and Ira Smith are building a new hotel just 
north of Scholes on the point or bluff of Latham’s land. 

Dudley has converted his building on Center Street near the 
creek into a dwelling.

Baker’s new hotel near the depot is enclosed. It is 4 stories 
high and quite imposing in appearance. It will take a month or 
two to finish it. 

Galusha brothers are crowding work on their planing mill and 
sash and blind factory. They will keep a stock of timber many 
times more extensive than ever before seen in Angelica, and are 
already receiving orders.

THE NEW COUNTY POOR HOUSE 


After many long years of procrastination—of political wrang- 
ling—during which period the poor house building of Allegany 
County has from year to year gradually fallen into decay, till at 
last it has become so dilapidated and unfit as a place of abode 
that the President of the State Board of Charities was about to 
order the place to be vacated—the Board of Supervisors almost 
unanimously ordered a new structure to be built immediately. 

In explanation we would remark in passing to those out of the 
county who are not familiar with the political workings in Alle- 
gany, that up to about 20 years ago, from the organization of this 
county, Angelica had been the county capital. At the time speci- 
fied an Act of the Legislature made Belmont the Capital. About 
two years thereafter another Act was passed by the Legislature 
returning to Angelica Half-Shire privileges. Meanwhile Belmont 
had built a court house and jail—but the latter is not used, not 
being safe. Well, for all these years political contests have 
surged around the County Seat issue, there seeming to be a gen- 
eral desire to have the County Seat consolidated at some place. 
And till Angelica secured railroad privileges the annoyance of 
getting to and from here was so great as to cause much dissatis- 
faction, though most people have a liking for the beautiful town. 
Well, so keenly was the County Seat issue watched that the prop- 
osition to re-build a County Poor-house here (however badly need- 
ed), was combated; and two years ago the Supervisors of that 
time appointed a committee to sell the county farm here and buy 
a farm in some other town—and there build new county build- 
ings for the county poor. But spiteful effort fell flat. Fortunate- 
ly the men then in charge of the county farm were excellent for 
the place, and by good management proved that the old County 
farm had as productive soil as any land in the region, thus re- 
moving the main point urged for removal. Then a railroad was 
built which happened to run right by the county farm, and the 
objection of access was removed. So when the Supervisors of 
1882 met, there could be no longer any reason urged against 
immediate building of a new county house on the old site. Still, 
certain ones did at first filibuster against it, lest it should be an 
entering wedge toward the final concentration of all the county 
buildings. But good sense prevailed, and further boy’s play in 
this direction was stopped by the Board ordering a new county 
poor-house built on the old site--thus at last happily settling a 
long-vexing question. . 

The Building Committee empowered by the Board to super- 
vise the new building, met at Friendship on Monday and organ- 
ized ‘by choosing Supervisor James T. Brown, Chairman and 
Supt. Barnum as Secretary. 

Mr. George J. Metzger, architect, of Buffalo, met with them 
by invitation, and was authorized to make a working plan, which 
will be subrnitted to the State Board of Charities. And from the 
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large experience of these gentlemen in this business we can feel 
confident that the county will have the best building obtainable 
for the money. 

It will occupy nearly the site of the old buildings, standing 
perhaps a few feet nearer the road. 

It will be built of brick. 

The main building will front 165 feet and be two stories high, 
besides the basement. A central part, 40 feet in width. will set 
forward from the main part 8 feet—thus artistically breaking 
the monotony of the front—and will be three stories high. 

The main building will be 36 feet wide and the central por- 
tion will have a depth of 44 feet. 

The base will be 8 feet high; 
second story 1015 feet. 

And the third story of the central part will be 8 or 10 feet, the 
space will be utilized, if thought best, by reservoirs of water, 
supplied from water caught on the sloping roof of this part. 

The building will be covered with a slate roof, and the 
same artistically relieved by dormer windows. 

Directly in the rear, and connected by covered passage war, 
will be a building 66x24 feet, two stories high, with dining rooms 
en first floor, front, 12x40, with kitchen and washrooms in rear, 
and dormitories above. This building, which is to be of wood, is 
to be constructed immediately, so as to be used while the main 
structure is being built. And to accommodate for the time being, 
one of the old wooden wings of the present structure may be 
moved back out of the way and occupied. 

The present central stone building will be torn down and used 
in the basement of the new structure. 

It is thus seen that at last Allegany County is to have a Coun- 
ty Pocr-house cf which we will not be ashamed, and in this re- 
spect we shall be on an equal footing with most counties. And it 
will be a building that will stand for a century. Some may, and 
no doubt will remark that this fine structure, with its airy rooms, 
and hot water, and steam heating apparatus will afford better 
accommedations than those enjoyed today by many well-to-do 
citizens of our county. But in reply to any such possiole crit- 
icism we would remark, the time has gone by in the older settled 
portion of the United States when school houses and public build- 
ings of any nature are built of logs or even of wood with 6 foot 
ceilings. And if we are going to care for the poor, let it be done 
in a decent and respectable manner. Just think of 75 human 
beings huddled at this moment in that old slave-pen! It is high 
time that something was done, gentlemen.

The heating apparatus works with satisfaction except in the 
superintendent’s dwelling, which being furthest away, the steam 
loses more of its heating power, but this can probably re reme- 
died without much trouble. 

During the coming season, the lawn can be finally graded up 
and some shade trees set out and all work completed,

SPRING-HALT GAUGE! GOING! GOING! GONE! 

Saturday afternoon last was an eventful hour for Angelica. 
At that time was sold at auction the last stage route vehicles 
and teams that will ever again run to or from this town. 

The Spring-Halt Gauge is no more. The ancient steeds of 
many winters and the hacks they’ drew through all these years, 
were separated forever on Saturday afternoon last, under the 
soulless hammer of the auctioneer. 

The orator of the day—Manning Arnold—was in happiest 
mood, and putting an immense wad of fine-cut in his cheek, 
throwing off his coat, and rolling up his sleeves, he got right 
down to business, precisely 2:00 o’clock. A good sized crowd 
had gathered around the front of the Exchange Hotel barn, where 
was displayed the Rolling Stock of the famous old rockaway 
coach—a sort of heir-loom in the Church family, and for which 
we are informed the father of Major Church was paid $800. . Ex- 
President Blanchard and his veteran conductor, Eldredge, were 
noticed in the crowd. President Tyler wore a dejected look as he 
saw the Motive Power and Rolling Stock of his System gradually 
disappear under the hammer. 

Arnold warmed up on a string of bells to start with, followed 
by a lot of old harness, which was gathered in by Thomas Gillies 
end George Henry. Then was pranced out the old team— 

“PRINCE” AND “SPRING-HALT”’ 

They had not appeared so sprightly for 20 years or more. 
The latter was put up alone, and after running up to $22 bid, Ar- 
nold explained with a sigh, ‘‘Too bad, gentlemen!”’’ (Ex-conductor 
Eldredge, sotto voce, ‘‘There isn’t a horse in town that can pull 
more than he!’’ having in vivid remembrance, no doubt, the many 
occasions when Spring-Halt pulled the old stage from quag-mires 
that threatened to engulf him.) Well, finding the bidding slow, 
Prince was put up with him, and the two knocked down to F. 
gennison at $86; who re-sold Spring-Halt to Benjamin Burns for 
$21.50. And the old Church hack was bought by Phil Waters for 
a V; and Osgood gathered in the ‘‘Angelica and Belvidere’’ stage 
for eight dollars. 

And the Spring-Halt Gauge passed into history.

A PUBLIC FOUNTAIN 


(Taken from Allegany County Republican, July 13, 1883) 

A few weeks ago, Mr. George G. Chapman conceived the idea 
of placing a drinking fountain for man and beast, at the head of 
Main Street on the west side of the village park in Angelica. With 
that public spirit which characterizes him, to conceive the idea 
was to immediately carry it out. So, not many days thereafter, 
the fountain was landed on the triangular spot of ground just 
west of the crossing at the point named. The week before the 
4th a mason arrived on the spot and chiseled a large octagonal 
stone for foundation and on the afternoon of the 3rd the foun- 
tain was put together and placed in position. At that hour two 
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cr three of the village Trustees happened to be present when Mr. 
Chapman, in an informal way with a few brief words, presented 
the fountain to the village of Angelica, to be retained forever. 
He intended to have had the water running into it by the 4th, 
Lut the pipe for this purpose failed to arrive in time. It will 
be carried in an iron pipe from his residence on East Main 
Street. Mr. Chapman said that as long as he remains in Angel- 
ica he will keep the fountain supplied with water himself. 

The fountain is of bronze. It has four basins from which 
horses may drink, and having chained cups attached for use of 
the people. The fountain stands about fifteen feet in height, and 
is capped by a fine lamp. The weight is 2,200 pounds. The 
cost is several hundred dollars. It is an ornament to our town, 
as well as useful in its service. May this gift prompt us to 
greater public spirit, and thus our town will be benefited in 
many ways. 

At a subsequent meeting the Trustees caused a formal notice 
of the matter to be drawn up and duly entered upon record, and 
requested public mention thereof to be made. 

In behalf of the Trustees, therefore, and citizens of Angelica 
in general, we desire in this public way to express to Mr. Chap- 
man appreciation for this gift. We know he is a gentleman of 
few words, and he has repeatedly requested us not to speak of 
whatever he may do in the matter of improvements about town. 
but we feel that the citizens of Angelica desire us to express their 
appreciation for the splendid gift of the fountain—a perpetual 
temperance sermon by day, and a beacon light to the wayfarer 
by night. 

Now that one gentleman from his private purse has pre- 
sented our village with a fine drinking fountain, will not our 
citizens be prompted by their united means to provide water- 
works against fire, and at the same time a spray fountain in the 
middle of the park and water in every dwelling wanting the 
supply?

the road.

TWO FIRES IN ONE NIGHT! 


What we have been trying to impress on this community— 
the importance of some safeguard against fire—was glaringly 


“emphasized Wednesday night by two fires within 8 hours—the 


farm residence of James Fox just out of the corporation south 
east of the village, burning early in the evening and the railroad 
engine house burning about 5 o’clock the following morning. 

True, neither of these fires could have been put out after dis- 
covery with a fire engine; but if the fire had been amongst our 
business blocks our helplessness would then have been felt to a 
distressing degree. 

The fire in Mr. Fox’s house broke out a little while after 
supper from above the kitchen and is no doubt chargable to a 
defective flue or chimney. Most of the furniture and contents 
were saved. The family were sheltered at the home of M. Engle. 

Many ran up there and the boys dragged up their $300 hook 
and ladder truck. 

The 2nd alarm was about 5 o’clock Thursday morning being 
the railroad locomotive house, which had caught fire from some 
sparks in waste. The building was entirely burned. 

We cannot let this occasion pass without again urging upon 
this community the supreme importance of immediately making 
some sensible provision against being burnt up.

Blaine was nominated—(Tuesday next he will be elected by 
the largest popular vote ever given to any man—and four years 
next he will be renominated and overwhelmingly re-elected.) 


This greatest living American statesman has honored Angelica 
with his presence, together with— 

Ex-U. S. Senator Platt; Gen. Carr, Gen. Banks, Gen. Stewart 
L. Woodford, Gen. Merritt, U. S. Senator Warner Miller, Silas B. 
Dutcher, E. M. Johnson, A. S. Draper, Chester S. Cole, William 
M. Smith, Dist. Attorney Tenney of Brooklyn, Louis F. Payn, B. 
Platt Carpenter, C. H. Chickering, Judge Morgan, Senator Lan- 
sing, Hon. Millard Brown, Col. Baxter, Hon. S. T. Hoyt, Hon. H. 
VanAernum, Hon. C. Vedder, Hon. Jeremiah Dwight, Hon. W. L.

And addresses were made by—Hon. Jarnes G. Blaine, Gen, 
Banks, Hon. August Frank, Hon. Silas B. Dutcher, Dr. Mann, 
Hon. W. L. Sessions and Hon. A. N. Cole. 

We do not overdraw the picture in saying that in a political 
sense Monday last was the greatest day in the history of this 
town and county—notwithstanding the fact that the Heavens did 
not smile upon the occasion; rain falling most of the day, keep- 
ing thousands away. And yet there were at a close estimate 
over 6,000 people here, and about 1000. Knights in line, 50 being 
mounted. Besides, a train of 9 coaches from Olean came too 
late to participate in the parade. 

Distinguished guests, Plumed Knights, Bands and people be- 
gan to pour in on the early trains, while others came in carriages. 

At 1 o’clock Father Cole began the exercises, as Historian. 
He was followed by Gen. Banks, and others—from the grand 
stand built in the center of the park and finely decorated.

At 2:35 the Plumed Knights with banners flying and bands 
playing, marched down Main Street and up Olean Street, to greet 
the Presidential party. 

Finally, the booming of dynamite at Joncy gorge announced 
the arrival of the next President of the United States in old An- 
gelica. 


THE PROCESSION 


It was one of the finest sights ever seen in any country town, 
and was composed as follows: 

Gen. Carr—Aids, George H. Blackman and James Thornton. 

Wellsville Knights—Mounted escort. 

Hon. James G. Blaine and ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt in car- 
riage. 

Fourteen other carriages with guests. 

Plumed knights from Nunda, Belfast, Alfred Center, Cuba, 
Portville, Genesee, Rushford, Angelica, Belmont and Scio to- 
gether with nine bands. ; 

(Olean and Port Allegany Knights, and two bands, arriving 
late, paraded in the evening.) 

On arriving at the fountain, all the church bells chimed a 
glad welcome to the distinguished guest. Tumultuous cheers con- 
tinued for five minutes, when Father Cole stepped to the west 
front of the platform and introduced the great American, who 
then spoke as follows: 

Allegany County claims to be the birthplace of the Republi- 
can Party. In the month of August we celebrated our first effort 
ai organizing the Republican Party in Maine. On that occasion I 
said that ‘‘without claiming to be the first, we were undoubtedly 
among the pioneers,’’ and the printer left out the word ““among”’, 
and so made us the pioneers. 


I am here to qualify that statement: and to say—I believe 
you are ahead of us! 


I do not make that confession without intending to put a 
moral to it—that as Allegany County was the first to raise the 
great standard, which in the sweep of thirty years has organized 
a party that has a history grander and nobler than any party, it 
should be the last in which any man who has birthright or part- 
nership in that party, should halt or hesitate in his duties. We 
look to this great old county in the contest of 1884 to lead as she 
has in former contests. because the same circumstances con- 
tinually repeat themselves. 

Now I mention these facts to say that if there be anywhere 
on the face of the United States a locality in which any man 
who has the Republican faith may be excused for deviation from 
the straight line—he cannot be excused if he is a citizen of Alle- 
gany County. (Applause) He owes it to the history of his county, 
he owes it to his imperial State, he owes it to his own history and 
Own consistency that he should stand to the end by those prin- 
ciples which he was first to elaborate and first to ask the Nation 
to follow. (Mr. Blaine continued on for some length but room 
cannot permit the entire speech.) 


After a few moments of hand-shaking Mr. Blaine reentered 
his carriage and was taken to his train Waiting at the depot, sur- 
rounded by enthusiastic admirers. 

Angelica’s great day was fixed in history!

. Another point: Had it not been for Mr. George D. Chapman 
and his cc-laborers, Angelica would have had no railroad and 
no celebration. 


Capt. Wright was on the grand stand as Mr. Blaine came up, 
and reaching out his hand, said, ‘‘Here’s for Henry Clay!’”’ and 
Blaine gave him a hearty shake. 

Our railroad carried about 4,000 passengers, and the em- 
ployees have received formal thanks of President Chapman for 
the excellent service rendered that day. 


After two or three more such ceiebrations, when a citizen of 
Angelica registers at a city hotel the Intelligent Clerk will know 
what part of the United States the guest hails from. 

Mr. Chapman’s fine team drew the Presidential carriage to 
the grandstand, but being very high spirited a change was then 
made, and Bob Mapes’ team took the carriage to the depot. We 
expect Mapes will hereafter charge two prices for the use of that 
team! 


It was the proudest moment in Father Cole’s life when he 
introduced Mr. Blaine. To see that alone paid for all our toil. 
Blaine nominated—and Father Cole introducing him to Grand 
Old Allegany, standing over the central stone in the county, at 
the birthplace of the Party, on its 30th anniversary!—-what a 
poetic combination, my countrymen!

MORE ABOUT J. G. BLAINE 


To the Editor: 


Just after writing the preceding three words, my June lst 
copy of the Advocate arrived and the first thing that caught my 
eye was the caption, ‘60 Years Ago Memorial Day’’, in the up- 
per right hand corner of the front page. So I shall write an en- 
tirely different letter from the one I had in mind and the memor- 
ies I intended to discuss can wait until a different time, as I 
have quite a mouthful to say about May 30, 1884, and the day 
Blaine visited Angelica. The truth is Blaine had not been nomin- 
ated until two or three months later. I am very sure about the 
facts in the case of Blaine’s visit, as I was an enthusiastic Re- 
publican worker in that campaign and cast my first vote for 
Blaine when I was 22 years old. I will concede that there was 
snow cn Memorial Day, but the speech making in the park must 
have been a G.A.R.| affair with old Joel Green’s fife and drum 
corps consisting of Old Joel with the fife and Young Joel and 
Tommy Scholes with the drums. Yes, there probably was snow 
60 years ago Memorial Day in Angelica, but no Jim Blaine. 


The celebration that vrcught Mr. Blaine to Angelica was 
‘(I believe) the 3Cth birthday of the Republican Party, which 
event it was claimed occurred in the Angelica Court House in 
18384. Several other localities claimed the same distinction rang- 
irg from Maine to Michigan. Which may account for the manv 
cifferent kinds cf Republicans we now have. At that time our 
town had several citizens who were quite prominent in State pol- 
itics, so Mr. Blaine, on campaigning tour, consented to our birth- 
day party. I believe it was the biggest crowd the old town ever 
entertained. Blaine was dubbed the “‘PLUMED KNIGHT” of the 
Republicans and several Plumed Knight marching clubs swarmec 
in to town frem surrounding villages. The best drilled knignts 
were from Friendship, commanded by Captain Joseph Rice and a 
close second was Angelica’s, commanded by Ed Blanchara. 
Wellsville sent a squad of mounted Knights clad in tin armor. 
One nice old lady remarked that they looked ‘‘very Knightie.”’ 


Then in the evening Came the grand torchlight parade. There 
was a heavy rain after Blaine finished speaking, so the torch- 
Iight parade undaunted by the mud finished the day in a blaze 
of parade. 


Now the afternocn parade and reception as Blaine left his 
car at the Olean Street crossing was really something worth re- 
membering. As to horses and carriage, there were +4 horses not 
6. They and the carriage belonged to George D. Chapman, Mgr. 
of the L.&P.R.R. The Blaine conveyance was waiting in front 
of my father’s house and when he, accompanied by Tom Platt, was 
seated, a thunderous roar of cheering, rolling of drums and the 
explosions of all kinds of noise makers from a firecracker to a 
stick of dynamite. Well! Those + big coach horses rose in the 
air and plunged in all directions. Both Blaine’s and Platt’s high 
tats were jerked off and (fortunately) landed in the folded top. 
Then from the ranks of the flanking marchers, men sprang for 
the heads of those 4 horses gripping them by the bridles and 
bits. And just in time to prevent a possible national catastrophe. 
Then with continuous plunges and other fancy capers, the lively 
horses, each with a plumed knight dangling from his bridle, pro- 
ceeded through the village to the park, followed by approximately 
a thousand plumed knights. Blaine and Platt were certainly a 
game pair. They sat calmly in bounding jerking seats with 
their hats in their laps, smiling, bowing and waving at the 
crowds on the sidewalks. But I remember that after the cere- 
monies at the park were over, we received an order, there would 
be no escort on the return trip to the train. So the carriage 
drawn bv a pair of quiet grays driven by Old Bob Mapes drove 
them to their train. Thus ended Blaine’s visit to Angelica some- 
time in September, not in May.

ANOTHER VISIT FROM FIRE 
THE SEIVER CARRIAGE SHOPS IN ASHES 


The main industrial factory in Angelica has ascended in a pil- 
lar of fire. 


lt was a calamity. 


As the church bells ceased their chimes at 10, flames burst 
out of the Seiver carriage factory—-and the bells rang out notes 
of quite another nature. 

It is customary for Mr. Seiver to have a fire built in his of- 
fice on Sundays, as on other days, and to sit there and read. 


Fire was built there by his son, on last Sunday morning, as 
usual. But Mr. Seiver had not yet been there, from his late 
breakfast, when, at about 10 o’clock, William Ellsworth, his 
watchman, who had a room in the building, discovered that the 
front part of the building was all on fire, and gave an alarm. 

In ten minutes the immense building was entirely enveloped 
in flames, 

But by hard work, almost in the midst of fire, the finished 
work was run out and a very small amount of stuck was saved 
und some of the tools. But nearly the entire stock was burned, 
including several hundred. dollars’ worth of thoroughly seasoned 
lumber in an adjoining shed. 


William Mabie’s small photograph studio in front of the 
«kating rink, burned. 

The on!y other building burned was an old dwelling to the 
west, on Mechanic Street, owned by Mr. S. G. Horner and occu- 
pied by Mrs. O’Hara. 

By great efforts all surrounding buildings were saved by the 
aid of pails of water and two small hand force-pumps. 

The rear of the postoffice caught fire once. 

The Arnolds thoughtfully provided hot coffee. 

The front of the rink was burned through in one spot and it 
seems a miracle that building was saved. 

No accidents, but several burned hair and hands. 

Most of the adjoining occupants had goods packed and some 
moved into the street. 

By moving his garden fence eastward, near his dwelling, Mr. 
Seiver now has two desirable building lots for sale, fronting south 
on Mechanic Street (fencing in the passage-way hitherto used 
through his premises—which he will do.) 

All church services were suspended in the morning. 

Up to the hour of going to press no mass meeting has been 
held to consider the matter of safeguard from fire. 

The safe preserved Mr. Seiver’s valuable papers, and his day- 
book, saved, contains all unsettled accounts. 

With characteristic energy, Mr. Seiver is already in shape for 
business again, at his old shop. He could rebuild on the burned 
spot, but wiil not, unless inducement is made. His present shop is 
temporary. 

William Seiver has by his superior genius built up the largest 
business of his kind found but rarely in towns of this size in the 
United States. He has paid tewards $75,000 to workmen in this 
town; from a common blacksmith he has by his own hand and 
brain, in a few years, wrought out a business of over $40,000 a 
year. 

William Seiver wears old clothes on week-days—he is a man 
of no pretensions—but he has proved himself a man of genius— 
and he is every inch a man in the fullest sense of the term, cap- 
able of conspicuous standing in a city of fifty thousand. 

And this fire has not crushed him. 

It has barely scorched him. 

But—Five thousand dollars is considerable money. 

‘It would be a great loss—present and future—for Angelica to 
lose Wiiliarm Seiver. 

A man of such powers is valuable to a community—in hard 
cash. It is sound policy to encourage such marked enterprises. 
Progressive towns and cities frequently offer substamntial induce- 
ments to such men.

The market and dwelling of William C. Engle was destroyed 
by fire about 4 a.m. Wednesday. Most all contents burned. $500 
insurance on building and $200 on furniture. Only Mr. Engle 
and son were home and they narrowly escaped. The fire ap- 
pears to have started near the desk in the meat market, and may 
have been from a cigar or pipe. We regret Mr. Engle’s loss, 
Angelica needs some kind of safeguard from fire.

THE OLD SCHOOL HOUSE FLUMES AT LAST 


Wednesday at 6 p.m. the school building was discovered on 
fire, and was in two hours consumed, with entire contents. 

Cause—over-heated furnace. 

The original building was erected in 1844, and was quit: 
pretentious for those days, and its antique front has long been 
admired. Col. Lyman Gardiner—father of D. D. Gardiner—-was 
the contractor, and N. C. Ranney the builder. Amongst those 
who have taught therein we mention the late Judge Green and 
Senator Teller now of Colorado. 

Two years ago additions were put on, the interior repaired 
and new furniture provided, at expense of about $2,500. 

The insurance was $4,000, a thousand having been added 
about three weeks ago, fortunately. 

Temporary quarters for school will probably be secured in 
Court House. 

The school books burned were probably worth $250; organ 
$100; furniture $500. ’ 

A new brick building costing about $6,000 will probably be 
built at once. 

A terrible zero blizzard was blowing fiercely from the south- 
west, and it was only by superhuman efforts that Hart’s barn 
was saved, all the boards on that side being charred. 

Large sparks were carried as far as the Jackson house om 
the hill. If the fire had been near postoffice, with that gale and 
no water works, the entire heart of the village would have 
burned. 

As to cause: A smell as of wood scorched was noticed and 
talked of by scholars, in one room, at noon. William Eldredge, 
janitor, made his regular visit to furnace in basement about 5:15, 
and then noticed chimney unusually warm—but thought this was 
because of extra fire because of the blizzard storm. It was 
only about half an hour later that Mrs. Frank Clark living across 
street discovered the whole front on fire. 


SOME FIRE NOTES 


There was nothing whatever the matter with the furnace or 
anything pertaining thereto. It now appears that the chains 
~vhereby the dampers should have been regulated were not 
touched! and that when a room got too hot, the register only was 
closed, and windows lowered!—and the unchecked furnace heat 
thus sent up the chimney! No remarks. 

The old building had become a familiar landmark. 

Branson is a good fireman. 

Elder Hart hopes fires will give him a rest now. 

William Seiver did hard work to save Hart’s barn after it 
had been given up by almost everyone—and the Elder home is 
making him a leather medal a foot square. 

Fred Allen, Alf Horner and Will Walker worked hard on top 
of Hart’s house. 

A drunken tramp went into the front room and would have 
perished had not Curt Pierce dragged him out. 

The only property saved was a small table and 2 globe. 

Miss Rutherford’s desk was dragged to the outside door, but 
could not be got out, and was burned there. 

Prof. Fitch lost about $50 in books. Miss Rutherford $20; 
Miss Blickwede also a censiderable sum.

THE ANGELICA BANK CLOSED 


On Friday last, the modest gilt sign hanging in the middle of 
the east window of the Angelica Bank, that had for 22 years regu- 
iarly announced the opening and closing hours, at 1:00 p.m., still 
Gisplayed to the street and to the world that ominous legend. 


BANK CLOSED 


At 2:00 o’ciock it still so remained: at 3:00 o’clock, and at 
4:00. The sign was never to change its face again. 

The Angelica Bank had failed. ‘ 

Cashier Robinson was a defaulter and in Canada. 

At first it was announced by those who had casually exam- 
ined, that the loss would amount to $35,000: then $41,000; then 
$50,000; rising next to $65,000; then swelling to $80,000—and now, 
6st the end of one week with only partial examination, the figures 
lccm back an@ threatening at around $100,000. 

With the remaining undivided $11,000 of the Grover Estate 
swept away. 

And in all probability the larger part if not substantiality all 
the Wilson Academy fund. 


s. The First National Bank of Angelica was organized in 1864, 
by Alpha Morse, Alfred Lockhart, and others, on the basis of 
$100,000 capital, with Mr. J. E. Robinson cashier, under $25,000 
bonds, which bonds expired with the old charter two years 
ago, and were not renewed under the new charter two years ago 
--as the integrity of the 80 year old cashier was considered es- 
tablished. 

The bank was apparently in conservative and wise hands, 
earning about 15% for stockholders, 8% in dividends being annu- 
ally declared and 7% held as reserve fund. So the stock was 
alv ays in active demand. 

But the usual semi-annual dividend was passed last January. 
The satisfactory explanation was made that a load of real estate 
had been foisted on the bank for foreclosure.

A BANK AGAIN IN ANGELICA 


Three years ago on the 16th day of this month, the door of 
the First National Bank of Angelica was closed for business. A 
week ago last Thursday the familiar sign so long hanging in the 
east front window, was once more presenting to public view the 
welcome notice, ‘‘Bank Open’’. 


Of course it is natura! that, following any breach of morals— 
ef chastity as related to virtue, or of honor as related to financia! 
things—there shall be a more scrutinizing glance toward our fel- 
lows. And yet, of course it does not follow, that because a sup- 
posed good vegetable develops into a noxious weed in the gar- 
den, and is plucked up, that the other plants are not what they 
ought to be. Or, amongst mankind, in matters of virtue; it does 
not follow, God knows, that women are commonly immoral, be- 
cause a very few are, in the world. Or, in matters of churchship: 
because occasionally a hypocrite is seen, this is no reflection on 
the purity of motive of the great body of professing and in very 
truth devout-hearted Christians. Or, in matters of business in- 
tegrity: it does not follow that because some men are frauds and 
scoundrels, that the mass of men are. Ina word, it is not sound 
tor just to conclude, that because here and there a clerk robs his 
employer, or a banker robs his bank, that therefore every man 
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handling money should be looked on with suspicion. Because one 
Bank has been robbed in Angelica, it does not in infinitesimal de- 
sree follow that there would be another crooked Bank transaction 
in this town in six thousand years, more or less. 

And right here it would be observed, that it is a most happy 
fact that no suspicion has attached to any of the local officers 
of the defunct Bank; neither, so far as we know, was any sus- 
picion whatever aroused by that affair, amongst the business men 
of the town, against each other, as to integrity. This is a for- 
tunate circumstance. As blood-poisoning is a serious physical 
condition, so is it a business misfortune when the evil spirit of 
suspicion and prejudice poisons the public mind. 

Happily, the Bank failure of three years ago did in all re- 
spects a minimum of injury to this town, and conditions most 
favorable exist to make a new Bank an easy success from the 
start. It is just what Angelica needs, and what every business 
man wants, and will be an accommodation to every man in this 
vicinity who at any time may have Banking business to transact. 

During this long period without such an institution here, our 
businessmen were forced to seek accommodations elsewhere, and 
pleasant relations were formed with the Belfast and two Friend- 
ship Banks. But now that a bank has again opened in Angelica, 
it seems to be the proper thing to do, to sustain it. 

As to the integrity and financial standing of the gentlemen 
who have opened the new bank here; they invite the fullest in- 
quiry by all interested. 

There is no doubt whatever in our own mind, as to their 
honor, and we believe they are entitled to be received here in 
fullest confidence.

5 12-100 INCHES OF RAIN IN 36 HOURS 


The historic fact is recorded than in 36 hours ending at 6 a.m. 


Saturday, 5 and 12-100 inches of water fell in this place, 2 inches 


thereof falling after 9:30 p.m. previous. At 3:45 a.m. Saturday 
the Methodist Church bell was rung to arouse people threatened 
by flood. 

Beginning at the east of the corporation, the creek by Hen- 
derson’s place became violent, tearing its way downward. Hen- 
derson’s barnyard was filled with stone and gravel. The road 
near the bridge was torn up. 

The Common’s Creek, coming down east of the Fair grounds, 
was never more violent. The bases of every bridge across it 
washed out, and a large quantity of driftwood, cast down into 
the street—logs, stumps, small trees and brush, almost blockad- 
ing the road. 


About ten new feet of the sidewalk over the creek at Pal- 
merville was undermined. 

Soil was washed from the rear end of the lots of Miss D. 
Mills, Sol, and Len. Palmer. A shed was washed from first- 
named lot, containing a hen setting; Len. Palmer’s shop went 
away to Closser’s meadow, containing tools and double barreled 
shotgun. Some tools recovered, the gun was still missing. Sol. 
and Len. worked all Friday night. 

The stream cut a new bed about 75 ft. above Closser bridge 
and took 50 feet breadth out of the road 50 ft. north of the bridge, 
to John Ames’ barn, and cut a narrow bed from the rear of the 
Engle barn southwesterly across the Engle lot. The main cur- 
rent of the stream here now is through the road ahout 50 feet 
north of the bridge; and to turn back the stream into the old 
channel a bar must be cut out above the bridge. The roadside 
here and John Ames’ barn-yard is filled with rubbish. Saturday 
Morning John could not get to his horse and milk wagon in the 
barn, because of the depth of water and had to get another horse 
and take a lumber wagon to deliver his milk with that morning. 

The stream from this point bends backwardly, and lots are 
deep, and no more damage was done till the Howe place was 
reached. 
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Closser Road—1913 Flood 


ON DEPOT STREET 


The creek channel above the bridge in the rear of Mrs. Howe’s 
place, was too shallow: the flooding torrent instead of tearing a 
Geeper channel in the creek, cut a way through the softer bank, 
forming a bar in the creek, and so rushed directly down across 
Mrs. Hunt’s lot, damming back from the high embankment of 
the roadway to the bridge, flooding around Mrs. Hunt’s little 
house, the new house Tom Hunt is completing south on the part 
of the lot bought of his mother, and Mrs. Howe’s cottage. By 
3 a.m. the water was 6 inches deep in Mrs. Hunt’s cottage; and 
the old lady was in prayer upon her bed; while over in Mrs. 
Howe’s house, herself, Ed and Mary had become considerably 
interested as to whether they were going to sea or not. 


A number of persons had turneg out with lanterns, and it 
was thought well to make a general alarm, which was done by 
ringing the Methodist bell, and soon many were out, with lan- 
terns, and equipped for water and mud. An uncommon night 
scene here, which was enlivened by the presence of several ven- 
turesome ladies. A number of ropes were got, and there was much 
running back and forth, along the road bank, and swinging of 
lanterns and ropes, and miscellaneous advising and arguing and 
ordering, which added vocalizing to the deep sonorous swashing 
and ominous pedal roaring of the stream, every moment rising 
higher and higher. The lanterns brought to view dimly, masses 
of debris rushing down, beaten by the angry torrent. Directly an 
cuthouse came tumbling over and over and was pinned close to 
the bank at the northeast corner of the bridge. All thought this 
would be a safeguard to that threatened point of greatest danger 
to embankment. On the contrary this became increased danger. 
More debris soon lodged there—and directly the high road to 
bridge began to tumble; the water was eating underside, under- 
mining. In an hour the roadway was eaten back 78 feet, by 
actual measurement, and the bridge stood upon its piles. The 
wisdom of setting it so high saved it from being carried off. At 
the farther end the roadway is only sunken a little. But farther 
along, where a platform spans ten feet of the roadway was 
washed out. Meanwhile excitement was at its height opposite 
the houses in supposed peril. Tom Hunt rescued his mother by 
bringing her to shore on a floating section of sidewalk. Then 
Patsy Keefe vowed he would rescue Mary Howe or go to a wet 
grave, and with a rope tied around his body he plunged in, ex- 
claiming, ‘‘Here goes nothing!’’ working his way to the house, 
where Ed grasped him by the hair and pulled him in through 
the window, out of the wet, and turned a cup of hot coffee down 
him—and Patsy felt richly rewarded for his plunge. It was well 
decided that it was unnecessary for any to leave the house, for if 
the flood had started it,—but of which there was really no danger 
—it would not have moved much farther than its length, and 
lodged against the roadway without any danger to its occupants.

.Jim Collins was in a condition to want to see all the sights, 
so he got on a ladder float that had been moored across from Tom 
Hunt’s new cottage—and got a cooling plunge. 

This was now about 4 o’clock, and Center Street bridge broke 
lcose and swung down stream, pivoting on its south end, and 
then going straight down stream about 30 feet and grounding. 

It was about this hour that the Joncy mill-dam went out. 

Water then at its highest. Lower part of park flooded. Wa- 
ter tearing down west side of Episcopal Church, overflowing into 
Charles Hotel cellar and across the street. Water came plunging 
down all along the hillsides, tearing its way. A deep rut was 
cut in Mrs. Wilson’s driveway, front. And even down the steep 
grass-grown hill back of Ed Blanchard’s dwelling. All cellars 
and cisterns and wells filled up quickly. 

This Spring Jerry Closser plowed the gravel spot south of 
creek, east of Depot Street, near the Latham place, and sowed 
to millet. The creek swept violently all over it. leaving it a stone 
heap, and it will be hard to find a millet seed on the entire spot. 

LOWER MECHANIC STREET 

Thomas Thornton had about 60 cords of stove wood on his 
back lot, northeast of Center Street bridge, washed off, of which 
about 18 cords recovered. 

South Mechanic Street suffered a deluge on a small scale. 
Water at the highest reached from Smith Davis’s rising bank 
to Main Street, and a bar in main channel of creek about half 
way between Olean and Center Street turned the main flood cur- 
rent into and down the lower end of Mechanic Street—and it may 
be imagined what the result was. 

Fred Grusendorf stepped out in the darkness to fetch in his 
tubs, and got a cold plunge to the waist. His well curb had al- 
ready floated off and he came near taking a bath in his well. 
Garden washed over. 

The place owned by Dr. Smith, recently vacated by Allen, 
was the next on the street to catch the racket and truly that 
place is a sight to see today. Fred Grusendorf’s well-curb in 
front yard, and piles of rubbish. Water ran full banks right 
through the cellar. 

Bob Mapes got his pig on top of a box in the pen, and it 
composedly sat on it, floating higher as the tide came in—and re- 
mained quietly sitting on the small float all day. His side- 
walk held in place by crow bars. His moving tools floated 
around into various yards. 

Stude Ridenburg roused up, got on the inside of his clothes, 
and fearing the house was about to start for Lake Ontario, des- 
perately plunged out in the darkness and pulled for the shore and 
went howling up the middle of Mechanic Street for somebody 
to go and rescue his family. Ote White finally went down there 
gnd decided they better stay where they were. Stude worked 
Dan Hunt for twenty cents and braced up against the impend- 
ing calamity. Front garden a mudhole, and rear lot washed to 
the bare stones. Sidewalk floated off. 
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Mechanic Street looking east from Olean Street 


Galusha, in Latham house, front yard filled with wreckage; 
garden mucked over with soil from above. Hen park floated off 
with 4 hens and 13 unlucky chicks. 


Next Will Warner’s outhouse tipped on side and carried 15 
feet. The garden paralyzed—nothing but bare stones left: front 
yard filled with brush, logs, and wood; the water came into 
kitchen; and woodhouse had door on east side and became a 
catch-all for mud and debris. 

Opposite side of street here, the rear lots of Mrs. Simons 
and Mrs. Grover were flooded and passage torn through. 

Van Derpool’s garden was covered about a foot deep with 
muck, or-soil from land above, and though most of the planted 
things were covered up, it will be a good garden spot hereafter. 
Wood-house filled with rubbish. Fifteen inches of water on kitch- 
en floor; fence carried off back lot; the front steps of house torn 
off by violence of the current; the well filled full of mud and Vana 
will put down a drive well; wood and rubbish in front yard, 
including Bate’s hog pen; Wm. Rutherford’s hennery on back lot. 

Will Eldredge’s cottage on the corner was flooded six inches 
deep on first floor, making a bad muss, and damage done to gar- 
den plants. It looked at daylight as though Will was going for 
2 sail. 

Across the street, the old Eldridge homestead was indeed a 
sorry-looking place to see when Saturday morning came and the 
water began to subside. It is really an awfully mussed up cor- 
ner, and Henry estimated the loss at 3150, in damage to home- 
stead property and nearby gardens he cultivated, now ruined. 
A current of water ran right through the cellar, and the water 
is not yet out of it—canned fruit, etc., gone; water just entered 
the kitchen. The house was barricaded with wreckage; two hot 
beds, each 35 feet long, filled with plants all busted up; also one 
cold-frame bed; rose bushes and flower garden under mud; out- 
house floated 20 feet away; many hothouse sash and glass 
smashed. While Mr. Henry Eldridge appeared quite despondent 
at seeing so much of his careful pains in vain, the ladies of the 
house looked on the brighter side. 

Mrs. Joshua Davis’s place on the corner looked on Sunday 
morning as though it had been on a long jamboree. The outhouse 
was carried 50 feet or so, around as near the Olean Street side- 
walk as fence allowed; a large heap of straw manure floated 
around from the Franklin barn into west front yard; parts of 
somebody’s fence, sidewalk, rubbish and mud scattered around. 

So deep was the pool of water at Olean and Mechanic Streets 
that William Franklin on Saturday evening had to wade nearly 
waist deep to get to his barn. 

About a dozen dead hens were found in the mass of debris 
strewn near the junction of Mechanic and Olean Streets. 

Water at its highest was 3% feet deep at junction of Mechan- 
ic and Olean Streets.

OLEAN STREET 


Angry currents tore around and under Fish’s barns, roughly. 

Averill’s garden got a full dose of water. 

Mrs. James Duncan’s place was flooded and a very strong 
current ran through it, tearing garden up, also the walk to house; 
gravel front road deposited in front yard; crosswalk laid length- 
wise in front, etc. About 30 feet of shed torn from south end 


‘of barn in rear, 


Probably the old Duncan shops were in greatest danger of 
any large buildings here, of being swept down stream by the 
flood, as the water was deepest and current strongest around 
them, and they were light and buoyant. Two of them formed 
an L exposed to flooding current. The water raised 3 ft. 1 in. 
en woodwork above wall—and yet they were unmoved. From 
which it is seem that the Howe house was in no danger except 
from undermining. Generally an ordinary building will not float 


off unless about one-half submerged. 


The cottage formerly owned by Duncan, now by William M. 
Rutherford, next to J. H. Rutherford’s supply store, was of course 


‘in the midst of the current, but set so high on wall that water 


did not enter; washed out garden, and walk. 

Rutherford’s platform scales were floated around to the cor- 
ner of the building; the store room flooded; 18 cords of slab 
maple stove-wood floated off, a small part only since recovered. 

The roadway to bridge is so low that the flood went over it 
all along to Main Street, without serious cutting, but washing off 
considerable gravel al] along on the westerly side. A small pas- 
sage was cut through at junction of Mechanic Street, and washed 
out some opposite Rutherford’s. 


John Hill drops his head to the characterisic angle and giving 


that upward glance of the eye, declares in a way child-like and 
bland, that he has figured up, $425 worth of lumber floated out of 
his yard—but he saved his calf and pig. 


ON BROOKLYN STREET 


Gardens washed out, more or less seriously; J. H. Ruther- 
ford, Fred Camehl, Barney McEntee, William Haight, Mrs. Stead- 
well, Vet. Lowe. Only bare stone left in some spots. 


WEST MAIN 


Branson’s reconstructed place (formerly Jack Haynes’), sev- 
eral loads of gravel filling torn out: entire lot submerged. 

Gardens torn out in both E. Way’s places, and soil swept off 
Jot on south side of creek. 

The vacant Oc. Walker lot next also raided. 

The stream known as Wickham Creek became a raging tor- 
rent of water; Bentley’s barn was undermined and whirled around 
quartering into it, dividing the waters by triangle point, thus 
forcing the stream right and left, into Cooley’s and Walker's and 
it went ripping and tearing in great shape. 

Charles Graham’s rear premises were near the main current, 
and he estimates $300 loss of lumber. 


COLLECTANEA 37 


Next the stream rushed pell mell through Dan Deming’s 
place, swashing around as though it only waited a challenge, to 
pick his cottage up and plunge it as a foot-ball down the Joncy 
gorge. Remembering the vets on the man-of-war at Samoa, who 
ran up the flag when a cyclone of fury beat down upon them, so 
Dan, true to his colors, nailed the stars and stripes flag to his 
front door. That seemed to settle it, and the sullen stream 
seemed content to muss the garden and twist around his walk. 

John Coot’s garden was ruined, and his fruit trees broken 
acwn, water 5 feet deep in hen house. 

Across on the hill-side, the Tegart premises were safe, but 
the water took up the sidewalk and shoved it back. 


George Graham’s flat of 12 acres badly damaged. 


The elevated strip of sidewalk appeared next morning as if :+ 
had been out all night on a jamboree and didn’t know the way home. 


JONCYWARD 


All the accumulated water from all the watershed of hillsides 
and valley eastward in this basin, had to pass through the nar- 
row gorge west of this village—a passage-way no doubt forced 
trrough originally, ages ago, at a time when this present valley 
was the bed of a lake, then filling it all around on these hill- 
sides. And how very small an affair in volume of water and vio- 
lence, is this present compared to the out-going flood of that 
time! All this was as a rivulet in comparison. But of course 
at that time no one lived here to suffer, though Indians and wild 
animals in the river valley perished. 

Of course the miil-dam was doomed from the first. It was 
partially washed out six years ago, and previously twice in 1855, 
when two freshets came about this time of year, only a month 
apart. It will cost $500 to rebuild. 

Brown & Lockhart built a temporary raceway and started 
their m ll on Wednesday. 

The stream, it is said, has worn a channel through the gorge 
four feet deeper than ever before. 

The most interesting sight in town was to be had Saturday 
morning from the iron bridge by the mill. The violence of the 
water rushing down that steep-rocky passage, was a rare sight. 

The bridge half a mile below, under railroad trestle, was 
washed out badly at both ends—Commiissioner Clapp says it is one 
of the worst jobs on his hands. 


BRIDGES 


Just now everybody should exercise patience. Street Com- 
missioners of the entire county have got more on their hands 
than they can attend to in a week, or a month. The damages to 
bridges in every “fown is from $2,000 to $15,000. 

About 150 feet .of the south end of the Church bridge went 
out, including-one bent, and Commissioner Clapp had it passable 
for teams today. 

The west end of Transit bridge is also down on the flat, 
and Belfast will unite with Angelica in building. 
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Southeast from Olean Street Bridge—1913 Flood 
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38 ANGELICA 


Mapes says he can with his moving apparatus and ‘“‘Friday’’, 
move the Center Street bridge back. 

It will take 1300 loads of filling in the two cuts of Depot-St. 

Washout at Bellamy bridge. 

Damage to bridges and approaches in the town 36,500, 

The narrow gauge railroad bridge over river below Charles’s 
gone. Also, trestles out in several places. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Present troubles always seem the worst. but oldest inhabi- 
fants declare that water was highest here Saturday morning 
they ever knew of; and Major Church says his father kept record 
of high water in Genesee, followed by himself, and the record is, 
2 feet higher there Saturday than ever before in their time. 

The Major lost 23 fine cattle. 

Col. Ellsworth rolled out of bed into 6 inches of water, and 
Gressed under difficulties. 

D. P. Richardson going down back street found himself afloat 
on 50 feet of sidewalk; and grasping the fence he pulled the walk 
back to position and anchored it. 

Frank Post rushed down into Hooker & Thornton’s cellar for 
some rope and got an unexpected ducking. 

Billy Young safely and quietly in his cottage on the hill, slept 
through all the racket till morning. 

The ringing of a dell at night as a warning from flood, was 
an uncommon thing. 

No mail here from Friday noon till Tuesday, when an enter- 
prising Fillmore Observer brought by Ed. Rutherford, gave the 
first printed information of the affair in the outside world: fol- 
lowed by first arrival of mail in the evening bringing Wellsville 
Daily Reporter, Buffalo and Rochester papers. 

The highway bridge of Triana and Hobbyville being down, 
the only way to get to Belvidere was by way of the iron bridge 
in west part of Belmont, thence down other side of river to the 
Erie Railroad bridge, walk across it and so up to Belvidere. This 
is what the Spring-halt Stage President, Jettie Hill did—and he 
got there all the same, bringing over mail dragged in by first 
Erie train Tuesday. 

As our telegraph line went down in the general wreck, An- 
gelica was for four days isolated; hence intense interest to learn 
extent of disaster. 

Somebody’s sow and pigs went down stream. 

Roads washed out in all gullies. 

The residents along the creek have a right to demand that 
the corporation shall cause the bed of the stream to be straight- 
ened and deeply cut down. Commissioner Gibson began work 
promptly on most necessary points, and will do to the full extent 
he may be empowered. 


(Taken from Allegany County Republican of June 21, 1889) 

“In June, 1857, two floods of water occurred here, about two 
weeks apart. Local history has been repeated in this respect. 

Sunday night and Monday forenoon 1 80-100ths of an inch of 
rain fell here, and at 11 a.m. the creek flooded all along its banks 
sbout as before, being within 10 inches of recent height. Lower 
Mechanic Street was again underwater, likewise other points. 

The previous high water did not seem to damage Mrs. Howe's 
place, though higher and more threatening. But Monday night, 
after danger was thought to be past, the current began to cut 
into the rear bank of the premises, doing rapid work, and before 
morning it undermined and took away all the outbuildings on the 
premises, including nennery and kitchen, in the former taking 
22 chicks and in ‘the latter a stove, tub with clothing, etc. The 
main channel of the stream now bows in beyond the south line 
of the house, at middle of garden, and runs along close to the 
wall at its southeast corner. One more freshet would completely 
undermine the house. The lot is about ruined. Piling and brush 
and stone along that side, and a straight and deep channel made 
for the creek in its former bed, alone can save it. 

Residents who have thus twice suffered overflow have trials.

THE JONCY MILLS IN ASHES 


At 11 a.m. Saturday the Joncy Paper Mill was burned. 

The fire was discovered by George Lockhart, as he stepped 
from the office out doors and down around to the basement, when 
he happened to notice what seemed to be an unusual amount of 
emoke, and going to the rear of the building he saw the smoke 
issuing from above. He rushed into the engine room, attached 
both water and steam hose, and with assistance quickly had both 
water and steam directed on the fire, which was raging in the 
rear upper part of the building, having caught in some way from 
the chimney. 

But all effort was unavailing, and the whistle was sounded to 
arouse the villagers. It so happened that at this moment Dell Os- 
good was down by old Mr. Swan’s on horseback, with some er- 
rand, and hearing the whistle and seeing the smoke ran his horse 
up through the town, yelling the alarm in a way that aroused the 
entire village and turned the inhabitants into Main Street looking 
west where che now great billowy cloud of dense black smoke 
rolling upwards, told the story, the Joncy Paper Mill was doomed. 

Meanwhile the bells were clanged and the peopie wild 
with excitement began rushing Joncyward--some on foot, some 
in wagons pressed into the service; some with pails, while others 
went for their toy water squirts. 

In five minutes West Main Street bore much the confused and 
exciting appearance that was seen at the entrance trails to Okla- 
homa a short time ago. 

The mill was beyond saving, but by hard work with the little 
Arnold force pump, and with bucket assistance, and the usual 
frying of hands, face and body, from work under such ancient 
conditions, the new store room was saved, with $2,500 worth of 
stock within. The side and roof next the fire were partly burned. 

George Lockhart became nearly suffocated in his work of 
saving the valuable papers and books from the safe and office, 
but all was got out. 

Meanwhile, some excited friends committed the error of 
clearing out Charley Brown’s house—which was all unnecessary. 
though of course kindness was intended. ; 

Thus passes out of existence the Joncy Mill. 


HISTORY 

In the year 1836 Alpha Morse and Andrew Hull built a ma- 
chine shop on the spot now occupied by Solon Clapp’s saw-mill, 
to manufacture small implements. The following year they also 
built, opposite, on the spot of this mill, a woolen mill, and in 
partnership conducted both shops nearly twenty years. At that 
time that was a busy spot and had indications of a possible con- 
spicuous future. This was the cause of bringing a number of ex- 
cellent citizens here to live, at that time, employed in the mill, 
Spencer White, Orman Farr, Col. Lyman Gardiner, and others. 
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Section 1 


In March 1854, Col. Albert Brown came here from New York 
City, and forming a partnership with H. S. Beals, from Columbia 
County, they bought the woolen mill property. They were finan- 
cially backed by Mr. John Olmstead, a wealthy friend at Yonkers. 


But this partnership was discontinued after awhile, Mr. Brown 
running the paper mill and Mr. Beals taking the foundry property 
opposite, which had then become run down, and began therein, 
the manufacture of pails. He so continued a number of years, 
till burned out. The saw mill has since succeeded. 


Mr. Brown was a sound business man, and steadily increased 
his trade, till the product reached about 200 tons a year—being 
about one third as much as now annually produced. He made 
straw wrapping paper. 

Charles A. Brown (son of Col. Brown, deceased), formed a 
partnership with George Lockhart (his brother-in-law), on May 
15, 1876, and assumed the business, having since conducted it. 

But scarcely had they got into the harness before the mill 
caught fire and burned, on May 25th, causing a loss of $10,000. 
But they pluckily rebuilt immediately, and put in new and more 
modern machinery, changing from the manufacture of straw pa- 
per to making manilla paper. 


Six years ago they put in a new steam plant, at expense of 
#6,000, in addition to new paper machinery. Last year they built 
a storehouse at cost of $800. 


Brown & Lockhart being young men of energy and sound 
judgment, could not rest content to simply see the mill go round 
and round, and they sit down and whistle—for they are not built 
that way. 

Though their mill was nestled in a retired nook and rustic in 
surroundings, the nervy proprietors possessed as high and credit- 
able degree of ambition as is found in more pretentious and fa- 
vored locality. They had ambition to attain to the front rank in 
their line of business. How well they succeeded is of record in the 
naked statement, that continuously for the past six years they 
have against all competitors in the United States, furnished every 
year, paper to one or more of four of the Departments of the 
Government—having a contract on the day of the fire, for 20 tons 
of their rope manilla for the Treasury and War Departments. 


The proprietors had system in their business, Lockt.art at- 
tending to the correspondence, books and finances, purchase of 
supplies and sale of stock; while Brown devoted his time to the 
making of the paper—and how well he succeeded the record is 
proof. He has for years made diligent study of his business, and 
many hours and considerable cash he has devoted to study and 
experiment. At one time a fancy expert was employed at expense 
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of $6 a day, for whatever knowledge he might give—(though it 
was discovered that even he was behind their own skill.) And 
without intending fulsome praise, we state simple and literal truth 
in saying, that Charles Brown is unquestionably today one of the 
best manilla paper makers in the United States. 

And so superior was the quality, the paper sold itselt, and or- 
cers came from various sources. When the fire came they had 
curders for more than a month ahead. Besides the Government 
contract stated (being used for wrapping public documents), they 
had an order from a Philadelphia House for enough sack manilla 
for 200,000 bags, 15 tons for a New York firm, and 15 tur; for a 
Buffalo firm. They made $200 worth of paper during the .asi i2 
hours run, which was burned with other stock. 

As is customary in paper mills, they ran continuously day and 
n ght’ except on Sunday. 

The product of the mill has been gradually increased, till lat- 
terly their total annual business has amounted to about 370,000. 
Production lately has been about $6,000 worth of paper a month. 

They made exclusively what is know ¢: rene-manilla, using 
the worn-out rope from the oil-derrick region. nd for second 
grade some wood pulp. They used about 10 tons of s..ck daily, 
They produced over 600 tons of paper annually. 


The motive power consisted of two water wheels—one of 20 
and the other 60 horse-power, and a steam engine of 140 horse 
power; a total of 220-horse power.

Eighteen persons were employed, as follows—13 being heads 
of families. We state in connection with name, whether married 
cr single, the work employed at, and years of service in this mill:

Edith Knight, cutter tender, single, here 2 years. 

Maggie Halleran, cutter tender, single, here 2 years. 

W. Graham, teamster, married, here 2 years. 

Ed. Fragale, bleacher, single, here 1 year. 

Willie Knight, cutter tender, 1 year. 

A. G. Knight, bleacher, married, here 1 vear. 

Thomas Bates, teamster, married, here 1 year. 

The weekly pay-roll amounted to about $150. 


“JONCY”’ 


The location of this mill is at the foot of a romantic, rocky 
gorge, a mile or sv west of Angelica park. A small cluster of 
dwellings has been built here since the day of the woolen mill. 
Here was also a grist mill, but now silent since the washing out 
of the dam by the flood; and saw mill. It is said the name 
“Joncy”’ is derived from combining parts of the names. of ‘‘John’’ 
and ‘‘Lucy’’ Olmstead—appreciated friends of early founders of 
industry here—and a name now come to be synonymous with the 
highest grade of manilla papers, and to be perpetuated wherever 
the ‘‘Joncy Paper Mills’? may next be located. 


PREVIOUS FIRES 


On Sunday, January 17, 1869, fire reduced to ashes the build- 
ings of south central Main Street, involving loss of $25,000, and on 
April 17 follewing, at a public meeting $500 was voted for fire 
apparatus. but nothing of consequence was done. Altogether this 
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town has suffered about $200,000 from fire, and still a few cheap 
squirts, a few ladders and buckets is all that is here provided 
against such calamity—though the smali outlay of six or ten 
thousand dollars invested in modern appliances would place at 
use in the hour of emergency a safeguard that would rob the 
cry of ‘‘Fire’’ of nine-tenths of its terror and danger. 

However, we do not intrude any suggestions.

FLOOD NO. 3 — ONLY 18 INCHES BELOW JUNE HIGH MARK 

The year 1889 will long be locally known as a year of floods— 
three of them: two in June and one in November. 

Continuous rain Monday and Tuesday resulted in raising al! 
streams in a wide extent of country, nearly as high as in the 
memorable flocd that devastated Johnstown and caused injuries 
in hundreds of places. 

Washouts stcpped trains on many roads. The Tuesday eve- 
ming express on our road stopped here, owing to small washout 
above, returning to Olean next day. Superintendent Badger was 
here and has hustled repairs. Trains now on time. 

A highway bridge near Bennetts washed out again. The crees« 
across West Main Street tore around and flooded as before, be- 
cause bridge and channel too narrow. 

Olean Street and lower Mechanic Street, the flats, and all 
above and around Mrs. Howe’s place—all flooded as before. And 
Mrs. Howe has decided to abandon the cottage so long her home. 

The underground railroad tank pipe burst in front of the 
Auditor’s office causing a large stream to rush up out of the 
ground there, as from a spring.

THE FRIDAY FLOOD 


The rainy week was closed by a cloud-burst Friday afternoon 
last, that in half an hour again flooded everything in this town 
nearly as badly as at any time in the past. 

Cellars filled up. Creek overflowed. The park was a pond. 

Depct Street bridge settled at north end and was anchored 
to keep it in position. 

On West Main, the creek by the Ed Way (now Benson) black- 
smith shop, was in a twinkling again filled with stone way up un- 
der the bridge, and the torrent of water was turned across the 
street and tore around the Branson place once more in disastrous 
shape. That vicinity now looks as though a cyclone had struck.

Land was washed badly in many places; gullies torn in roads. 
The storm was widespread, from Ohio to eastern New York. 
Prof. Slocum of Wilson Academy takes daily and accurate 
observations of the weather—temperature, rain-fall, etce.——and 
regularly reports the same to the government at Washington. 
From him we learn that the rain-fall here this month up to Tues- 
day noon was 
Total in 9 days—7.70/100 inches 
Which is as much rain as falls in 6 months or a year on most of 
the continent west of the Mississippi.

A FLOWING WELL AT 74 FT., 7 INCHES 


Friday afternoon last bed-rock was reached in the driven 
well on the Hooker premises, and soon afterward water came up, 
overflowing same. A flowing spring had been struck. It was 
found by attaching a pipe that the water had sufficient head to 
rise about 10 feet above the ground. The water is a fine qual- 
ity and clear as crystal. The stream fills a half-inch pipe. Mr. 
Hooker will conduct it by pipe underground into his residence 
thence to the barn, and thence into the Chapman fountain. 

An effort is being made to have a public well drilled some- 
where on Main Street. 


(From the Allegany County Republican of July 31, 1891) 
A GUSHER 


When drilling was stopped on the well by town pump, oppo- 
site the Osgood furniture store, six weeks ago, there was a small 
flow of water, but in hopes of getting more, so as to use for fire 
purposes, the Trustees voted $30 to go deeper. The well was then 
down 76 feet. So the drill started again, and on: Tuesday after- 
noon, at depth of 109 feet 9 inches, the water came up with a 
rush, shooting several feet high, when partially plugged. It 
made a very gushing fountain display. Quite a local excitement 
was caused and after supper a crowd collected. The water was 
found to be full of gas, which was lighted, and then the novel 
sight was seen of a gushing fountain of water apparently en- 
flamed! 

Then there was. much talk as to what use should be made of 
the water and gas. It was estimated that the water flowed at 
the rate of 500 barrels a day. Quite a stream ran down the gut- 
ter on north side of West Main Sireet. 

But at 2:30 Wednesday, while Alf. Horner was working on the 
pipe preparatory to attaching smaller pipe, the flow suddenly 
ceased and water receded from view down the 3-inch casing. In 
¢. few minutes the water slowly rose again, till it gently ran over 
the edges—and no gas whatever was present. 

So it remains to be seen what the well will settle down to. 

P. S.—The well is spouting an inch stream and gassing in 
great shape. The absorbing question of the hour is—what to do 
with a little water. 

Some talk of digging reservoirs along the street, to be con- 
nected, and so kept filled; then get a hand fire engine, and thus 
provide safeguard against fire. Others would like the water for 
private use. Probably some use will be made of the water. 


Meanwhile, on Sunday, Hooker’s well ceased to flow any 
longer up into his house, and on Wednesday Branson with O’Con- 
ror began to drill his well deeper. |

THE TOWN FLOWING WELL 


The well is apparently inexhaustible and will continue its 
flowing for indefinite years. The water has some mineral quali- 
ties and is laxative. People and horses and cattle like to drink it. 


The unsettled problem is: Now that the village has water, 
what shall be done with it? 


For years there has been more or less of discussion going 
on—with renewed briskness after each fire—in regard to the im- 
portance of supplying this village with water, for fire purposes and 
general use. And at various times three propositions have been 
discussed, namely: 1. To bring water in main pipe from surface 
spring supply in the east; 2. Dig reservoir on hill above village 
and run near spring supply into it—(abandoned in argument be- 
cause of lack of water); 3. Pump water from creek to reservoir 
on hill, thence supply by pipe-line main and hydrants—(discarded 
proposition since fever cases theoretically traced to creek con- 
tamination: hence, held that it would entail danger to use that 
water, for even sprinkling street.) And as safeguard from fire— 
the first consideration in importance (for as to water to drink, 
all have as yet good enough supply),—-there has been talk of put- 
ting reservoirs in streets and getting a hand fire-engine. 


But the years have come and the years have gone; the burst- 
ing buds of springtime have given place to sere autumn leaves; 
the snow-covered hill-tops have again presented their offerings of 
wild-berries and mandrake bulbs; the time of the shearing of 
sheep and of croquet-playing in the park has been succeeded by 
the sacrifice of the Thanksgiving turkey and the stuffing of the 
Christmas stocking; the time when Will Eldredge re-stocks the 
babbling brook with baby trout is succeeded by the time when 
G. Washington Scheanck hooks bass through the ice; the days of 
pussy willow followed by days of pussy thistle-blow; the time 
when Johnny puts on his skates succeeded by the time when he 
spins along the Angelica sidewalks as a ball in bowling alley; 
the time when Alleganians shin around a red-hot stove succeeded 
by the time they swarm around ice-cream tables and soda-pop 
fountains; the time of the trapping of the muskrat and. when 
John Renwick watches the runways of the wily fox is followed 
by the time when the coon is treed and the bee tree cut; the time 
ef the closing of the cheese-factory is followed by the gathering 
of the sap; the time of merry sleighride followed by July 4; the 
time of protracted meetings followed by political whoopings-up; 
the time when Colonel Ellsworth goes to Portage as a Fresh Air 
Child is succeeded by the time when cider has a bede on it; the 
time when Jetty Hills navigates the mud by Church’s woods is 
followed by the time when the smiles of the politician are as 
sweet as a morning in June, succeeded by the time when he will 
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lie to you like a pirate; the time of the Spring chicken and young 
lamb and toothsome veal has cycled to the time of antiquated 
boarding-house hen and rusty-horned ram and sole-leather steak; 
the time of the coming of the robins and the merry piping of the 
peepers in Jackson pond succeeded by the autumnal flight of the 
swallows and the deep bass chorus of the bullfrog; the time when 
John Hill telephones Van Wormer to express him fifteen million 
feet.of lumber to open Spring business with has been succeeded 
by the time when Solon Clapp is supplying sawdust to bank 
houses with; the time of the display of garden seeds is succeeded 
by the time when the pumpkin is ripe and the sun-flower and 
hollyhock radiant; the time when the zodiacal signs in the zenith 
of Leo the Heart is followed by Capricornus; the time of the 
floods is followed by the time when goes out the alarm yell of 
T-I-R-E!—We say, the years have come and gone—many of 
them—and they are still slipping by, and still not one thing has 
been done toward securing this village against the ravages of fire. 

This unexpected supply of deep spring water in the midst of 
the village once more awakens public interest in the water prob- 
lem; but as a citizen remarks to us, the probability is that noth- 
ing will be done except to talk—to whittle and smoke and spit— 
till another fire shakes up the town, when another spasmodic ef- 
fort may be made in the matter. 

Are we children, or men? 

Can the risk from fire be afforded?

THE WELL SPOUTING AGAIN 


The 110 foot driven well down on Central Main Street by the 
old dug well, was a great gasser and gusher when first struck 
last year, but gradually quieted down and decreased to a steady 
half inch stream all winter and till two weeks ago, when, sud- 
cdenly it burst forth as a gusher again, and gas came up so 
strongly as to throw out stones across the street. In an hour 
or so it quieted down to normal condition, and so remained till 


‘Wednesday afternoon of this week, when it got to heaving and 


spouting worse than ever, sending a stream down the gutter be- 
yond Mrs. Flenagin’s. Gas was strong and brought up much 
gravel. Then it stopped flowing entirely for half an hour, after 
which it resumed its normal condition. Chet says it’s simpiy 
clearing its throat out preparatory to shouting for Cleveland.

Monday noon the town flowing well on Main Street had an- 
other gassing time and spouted away in great shape for an hour 
or so. Then the opportunity was improved to clean the watering 
trough. The flowing wells at the jail, the Charles Hotel, at L. T 
Hooker’s, and at Mrs. Smith Davis’s have no such gaseous times. 
After the well quieted down, Branson sounded it with a rod and 
line and found that it had not filled up any. Great well. When- 
ever it has one of these spells it is quite a novel entertainment to 
passers-by. The gas is lit, and blazes away, spouting fire and 
water apparently. And there are usually present a sufficient num- 
ber of engineers to promptly see to everything, these including 
Chet, Elder Hart, McCabe, Cy. Burr, Rich, Egg, Piatt, and oth- 
ers. :

THE BUTTON HOUSE BURNED 


At 11:25 Saturday night last the vacant house of H. A. Button, 
High Street, was discovered on fire; the usual alarms were 
given, and with a hasty pulling on of clothes, many ran there, 
others viewed the brilliant night spectacle from convenient points. 

As the building was vacant there was nothing to do for the 
spectators but to watch, as the fire could not be put out. 

Under the circumstances, it was and is natural that people 
should think and talk as to the cause of the fire. Because, as it 
Was vacant, it is clear it was purposely set on fire. 

The house was built seven years ago by H. A. Button, car- 
penter and contractor, for himself; and hence, was a somewhat 
better finished job throughout, than the average. It cost $1,600. 
For three years or more Button has been living in Coudersport, 
Fa., where he has been busy with contract work. He has long 
tried to sell this house here, not intending to return here to live. 
Awhile ago he rented it to John Lamont, who occupied a short 
time. Lamont ‘having bought the Crofoot factory he sublet the 
house to him. Crofoot then buying the Hogg factory, he removed 
hither, although the rent for the house was paid for sometime in 
advance. He last slept in the house on the 8th night previous to 
the fire; but his last load of goods was taken away on the day 
of the fire. He left certain blinds open, by neglect, and later 
asked Henry Green to close them. This Green did about half past 
ten o’clock Saturday night, as he went to his own home nearby. 

Within one hour from that time the house was all in flames. 
And when Green arrived there he noticed that the blinds he had 
closed but an hour before, were again open. 

i The house was insured by Cuba agents, for $1,000. A clause 
of the policy declares the same forfeited in the case of a dweiling 
vacated ten days.

THE AVERILL STORE BURNED 


The Averill store burned on this morning, from an exploded 
lamp. 

As is his custom, Mr. Averill went into his store about 6 
o’clock this morning, entering from his near residence through 
the rear side deor. As usual, he left a lighted kerosene lamp :n 
the rear room and another in the front room. He shook down 
the coal stove, then went to the barn and did the usual morning 
work there. Then returned to the house, and getting a pail, 
crossed the street to the hotel to get a pail of water. Gran. 
Miller coming out of the hotel door said to him, ‘‘What’s the mat- 
ter with your store?’’ and turning around, Averill discovered cm- 
inous black smoke coming out of the windows. 

The alarm was given. The bells soon clanged. Everybody 
ran to the corner. The squirts and buckets soon came. 

Averill was rattled and could not find the store keys. 
five minutes before the doors were broken in.

The inside was dry as powder and burned in a flash. Per- 
haps $400 worth of goods were got out, then men could not ap- 
proach the oven. 

Men then strove to save the house, and succeeded, though its 
west side was burned through in places and the wing gone. 

Men worked valiantly. Ira Way has heart trouble: fainted away 
and was taken home in a sleigh. A stove fell on Everett Weaver. 

Many ladies were present in hasty toilets. It was a foggy, 
drizzling, sloppy moraing—favorable for fighting fire. 

Averill had just unpacked $1,500 worth of Spring goods. He 
had total value $8,500 in stock. Insurance, $6,000. And on house- 
hold goods he had $600 insurance. 

William Franklin had $1,000 insurance on the store building 
and same sum on the house—he owning both. 

Orlando Brown built the rear part of the store in 1843 and 
front part in 1846, for cabinet shop purpose. 

Joseph Platt later occupied as a store. 

Averill’s safe has been opened and contents found all righ’. 

He has not decided on the future. He has 3-year-lease of tne 
Lockhart Store. 

He will live in the Baptist parsonage lately vacated by Dr. 
Guile. 


The Angelica Butter and Cheese Company was organized in 
May, 1895. It had a capacity for 20,000 pounds of milk a dar. 
The milk was paid for according to quality as shown by the 
Babcock Tester, Patrons returning home with the skim milk ai- 
ter the cream had been separated. 


Through the latter part of the 19th century dairying was the 
principal branch of agriculture. There were two large chees= 
factories in 1890. The Union Factory, one mile east of the villaz=> 
made 140,000 pounds of cheese in 1894.

THE BARREL FACTORY 


Work on the new barrel factory is being vigorously pushed 
by Mr. J. M. Church, who is personally in charge. And though 
the dry kiln part will not be finished till later, it is expected the 
mill can be got ready for starting in ten days more. 

The brick arch for the two boilers is finished except putting 
on the iron roof, and the boilers are in position. One of capacity 
35,000 h.p., and the other 45,000—total 80,000 h.p. The shavings 
from the shop will be fed to the furnace by blower forcing tnrouga 
large pipe connected for the purpose. The boilers are located a- 
foot of the bluff, along the bank west from the old house by depot. 
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Section 1 


The factory proper, though a very plain built structure, of 
boilers—contains a set of the very latest improved and best 
size 30 by 40,—located on the edge of the bank, south from the 
machines yet invented for barrel making. These are— 

A 5-foot jointer, weighing 2,600 pounds, and its revolutions 
will be 650 per minute. 

A pony planer, weight 1,200 pounds. Heading turner 800 
pounds. Heading saw. All now on the spot. A 100-inch fan coming. 

The dry kiln building is being built west of the factory, and 
its size will be 18x100 feet. 

This will be one of the most complete affairs of the kind any- 
where made. Its capacity will be 50,000 feet of timber, and it 
is guaranteed to season timber in four days’ time from fresh-cut 
green to bone dry. 

There will be used in building the necessary structures. 
000 feet of timber. All the roofing will be iron. 

The capacity of the factory will be 4000 heads daily. 

They will employ about 20 men, continuously, summer and 
winter. All the products of the factory will be shipped to one 
firm in New York. 

This new industry in Angelica involves an outlay of about 
$6,000. At the present time no staves will be made, owing to the 
low price of the market, and the entire product of the factory 
at present will be in barrel heads. 

They will run this factory here as many years as the supply 
of the timber lasts. They want bolts—barrel bolts. They want lots 
of them. And they want them immediately. 

They will pay you the highest market price—and spot cash. 

It is a great thing for Angelica to have this industry estab- 
lished here. And especially the farmers of this region, who have 
timber land, have at last the opportunity to turn into cash all 
their timber of useful kind, that they care to cut.

The Church brothers while here last week finished some de- 
tails preparatory to the building of their proposed barrel factory 
here, and in a few days work will be begun on the building. 

Meanwhile, as will be seen by notice they publish in this issue, 
they ask all timber-owners in this region to please not contract 
for bolts till they may be seen. 

It is hoped that all who are interested in this matter will give 
the request of these enterprising men, consideration. It will be a 
helpful thing for all timber owners in this vicinity to have a cash 
market right here in Angelica for all their bolt timber, and the 
men who put their money in a barrel factory industry here should 
be given the preference in such supplies. They will have special 
railroad rates from Birdsall and vicinity, and they want to con- 
tract for every bolt of timber within ten miles of Angelica. 


BIG FIRE IN ANGELICA 


_ (An item which was submitted by Roy Tucker and appeared 
in The Angelica Advocate of July 8, 1948, which includes a reprint 
of the account of the great Angelica fire of May, 1895.) 

About twelve o’clock Tuesday night our citizens were awak- 
ened by the fire whistles, and a disastrous fire followed, destroy- 
ing the following property: The Thornton Hardware building, oc- 
cupied by that company below, and Maccabee Lodge rooms 
above; Every Week building, occupied by Every Week below, F. 
P. Allen, photographer above, and Rumpff’s Clothing Store; Al- 
len’s Barber Shop, owned by Thomas estate; Tucker’s Meat Mar- 
ket building; Bowe’s Grocery Store building, where the family 
lived in the second story; William Seiver’s double store, occu- 
pied by W. W. Nerton’s Grocery and Feed Store, Mr. Norton liv- 
ing in the upper story one side and G.A.R. Hall over the other 
side; Seiver Hall barns and ice houses at the back of this row; 
the Thornton Blacksmith Shop and unoccupied building belonging 
to Robert Lightfoot. 

No one knows how the fire originated. Fred Rumpff, clerk 
in the clothing store, slept in a room at the back; with him was 
our big St. Bernard dog, who waked Fred by barking and pulling 
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at the bed clothes. As Fred rolled over he saw flames coming 
in over and under the door leading from his bedroom to a plat- 
form at the back of Every Week printing office. His room and 
the store were filled with smoke; he grabbed his clothes, and saw 
that the flames were bursting through the partition at the back 
between the store and back office. He rushed to the street and 
partly dressed himself, shouting fire, and woke the Allen boys 
who slept in a room at the back of the barber shop. Fred then 
tried to go back into the store, but found it impossible as the 
flames had quickly followed the long shelves of clothing, and on 
the other side of the partition, the walls of the printing office 
which were papered with bills of all descriptions that had been put 
up from time to time as work was done. 

The long line of wooden buildings were only too eagerly de- 
voured by the ravenous flames, and building after building fell. 

The Allen boys were able to get out most of their things ex- 
cept their clothing in the back room. 

Mr. Tucker got everything out of his building except lard. 

Bowes saved some household goods and a few groceries. 

Ward Norton saved a large part of his household goods and 
some of the groceries. 

Seiver’s opera house was a total loss of $2,000. The chairs 
were mostly saved, but the other inside work was ail burned. 
Store building worth $4,000, insurance $2,500. The damage to 
other little buiidings, not insured will reach $150, besides damage 
to the old show room. 

The Grand Army saved part of their chairs, charter, 
and some lamps. Insured for $100. 

Thornton’s blacksmith shop and barn is a loss of $300. 

F. P. Allen’s photograph gallery, is a loss of $400. 

The Thornton Hardware Company has a total loss of $7,000 
with $2,000 insurance, and some goods saved, but the total loss 
will probably reach three or four thousand dollars. Mrs. Thorn- 
ton was arranging to take out another thousand the day her little 
daughter was injured in the runaway accident, but in that anx- 
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‘iety neglected to attend to the matter. 


Mr. Tucker’s loss is $1,600 with an insurance of $600. 
Every Week building, printing material and Rumpff’s cioth- 
stock, loss $9,400, insured for $6,285. 
Robert Lightfoot’s damage is $500, and no insurance. 
The Maccabees’ loss is $350 with an insurance of $200. 
We are indebted to the courtesy of Frank H. Jackson for 
use of material to issue this extra. 
This is the second time the Thornton brick building has 
stopped a big fire; the other time when Exchange Hotel burned. 
There was no wind, or there would have been less buildings 
in town than now. 
Burned shingles were carried clear to the County House. 
Mr. Tucker has bought the Crawford store, and will move it 
down as soon as the ashes are cool enough to work in. 
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Do we need water works? 

Mr. Lightfoot, who has been troubled with heart difficulty, 
was greatly prostrated, but is better now. 

Sol. Palmer got a badly burned hand. 

The fire was just what we had all expected, but it doesn’t 
make it any easier to bear. 

Every Week will be issued regularly. We have arranged with 
H. C. Norris, editor of Andover News, and brother of the editor 
of Every Week, to print for us until we can secure new material. 

Every business man saved his books, either in his safe or 
ctherwise. 

Our subscribers will now have a chance to cash up. 

Thornton Hardware stock is stored in the Court House. 

Norton’s store stock was taken to his store room near the depot. 

We have always kept one file at the house. and expect our 
books are all right in the safe. If not we will be left stranded. 

The burned ‘‘cuters’’ will probably be making some active 
collections of money due. Don’t be negligent in responding if you 
owe anything, for the loss of everyone will be a heavy burden. 

We began Every Week with only two dollars, now we shall 
have to start on what is due from our subscribers. 

Mr. Lightfoot has ordered iron shutters for the west side of 
his brick, but they had not arrived. If they had been here he 
would have been money ahead. 

We have temporary desk room in Miss Allen’s Millinery 
store, where we hope to see everybody. Come and see us. 

Our black cat Tinker was burned. 

We had lumber ordered for a new walk in front of the build- 
ing; glad it wasn’t down; we have something left for a start. 

’Twas pretty hot across the wide Main Street. 

The trees across the street were a good protection. 

Men at the Heading Mill saw the flames leaping up the back 
of Every Week building before the alarm was given. 

John Isaman is preparing to move Tucker’s building down to 
the burnt district. 

Mr. Rumpff has already received telegrams of sympathy and 
assistance from three of his heaviest wholesalers. 

; A good many people from out of town are over to look at 
the ruins today. 

Mr. Tucker stands ready to build brick if others will. 

Further note from Roy E. Tucker concerning the business 
section as it compared with 1895: 

The Lightfoot building is our Postoffice building;. Thornton 
Hardware building stood where now stands Graham’s Restaurant; 
F. ‘P. Allen Photograph Gallery, Rumpff Clothing Store and 
Every Week printing office stood where the Ansorge vacant build: 
ing is now located; Allen’s Barber Shop where now stands .Tee- 
.ter’s Variety Store; William Tucker’s Meat Market where now 
stands Derx’s Meat Market; Bowes’ Grocery Store where now 
stands Angelica Electric Shop; Williarn Seiver’s double store, oc- 
cupied by W. W. Norton Grocery and .Feed where now stands 
Cash Feed Store and Market Basket; this spot was also the site 
cf the Exchange Hotel which burned some time before the 1895 
fire; Thomas Thornton’s Blacksmith Shop where now stands El- 
wood Lawrence’s garage, back of the Post Office. There were 
about fourteen buildings burned in this fire. 

The Heading Mill which was at that time a very good enter- 
prise for Angelica, stood back of C. L. Lathrop’s home, between 
Depot and Center Streets. 

Seiver’s Opera House and Skating Rink stood back of our 
Market Basket and Feed Store. It was a nice place. I had a 
tooth puiled there by the butcher dentist of the ‘‘Pull um quick’’ 
no hurty Indian medical show. I told the butcher it didn’t hurt. 
‘the first lie I ever told. 


ANGELICA FIRE OF 1895 


Following is an account appearing in The Angelica Advocate 
of November 25, 1948, of the 1899 fire, copied from ‘‘Every Week”’ 
of Mazcch, 1899, and submitted by Roy Tucker: 


Section 1 


This morning at three o’clock as Dr. F. C. Davie drove intu 
the lane leading to his barn, he discovered. that the undertaking 
room, a portion of the building belonging to Herman Rice, occu- 
pied as a Furniture and Undertaking Establishment, was on fire 
on the outside. He gave the alarm, but the fire spread rapidly, 
as the building is an old one, and adjoining the undertaking room 
was the work-shop of the furniture establishment containing light 
dry woods of every description. Above the work-shop was the 
paint and varnish room, and it was but a few minutes before 
the whole back of the building was blazing to the top. The fire- 
men responded to the alarm sounded by Church's mill whistle, 
and in a comparatively short time, really, but seerningly long, 
had four streams on the blaze. 

The grocery store of C. P. Engle, which connected with Rice's 
store on the east, was soon attacked by the flames, but the fire- 
men succeeded in keeping the fire back until a large part of the 
grocery stock had been removed. 

From the furniture store a good deal of furniture was re- 
moved from the front part, but nothing in the back could be saved 
as the fire burned like burning paper, the building was so dry 
and the material inside so inflammable. 

The adjoining vacant store on the west, of Mr. Royce, also 
caught fire, but the boys soon quenched that. 

The harness goods of Ira Holtz were all removed from his 
building cn the west, wthout much damage, but the back of the 
building is somewhat damaged by smoke, and the front is in bad 
shape from kLreakage. 

So well did the firemen keep the fire under control in the 
grocery building, that the glass front is uninjured, although the 
back and roof is a mass of blackened timbers. 

Mr. Engle’s stock of groceries which were saved will be 
moved into the vacant Arnold store, where he will resume busi- 
ness at once. 

Mr. Engle’s stock of groceries, feed, seed, etc., was worth 
$3,000 with an insurance of $1,000. The store building was in- 
sured for $1,500 and was not worth very much more than that, al- 
though it cannot be rebuilt for that as it was 125 feet by 30 feet. 


Probably 3500 worth of groceries and crockery were saved 
but in a mussed and broken condition. The feed, salt, molasses, 
fifty cases, at least, of canned goods, some sugar, seed, tobacco 
and other heavy goods were in the store rocms at the back and 
could not be reached. Some clover seed was burned, but most 
of the timothy seed which had been brought over from the depot, 
was saved. The most of a large order for seeds is yet at the 
cepot, fortunately. : 

Mr. Rice’s loss is very heavy. He always inventories the 
first of March as that was the time the stock was first bought, 
and just before his new stock of wallpaper comes in, and on 
March Ist, his stock inventoried $6,400, and bills of goods re- 
ceived since then are $1,500, making a total of $7,900, with in- 
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ANGELICA 


surance of $2,000, The building was probably worth as »:uch as 
Mr. Engle’s, and was insured for $1,000. Mr. Rice estimates 
that his total clear loss is at least $6,000 which allows a margin 
of $400 for sales out of the stock since March Ist, and the few 
goods saved, which are more or less in a damaged condition 
from marring and slight breakages. 

There had been no fire in the building for two days, and 
there was never a fire in the room where the fire was first dis- 
covered, as it was used for storing slats, camp chairs, coffin 
boxes, and untrimmed coffins, of which there were seven in the 
room at the time of the fire, and three new bicycles which had 
just been received. There were upwards of forty finished cas- 
kets in the room in front of the storage room, and also all the 
fine undertaking supplies. 

Information to those who do not know: 

Herman Rice’s and C. P. Engle’s stores are the site of L. L. 
Roberts brick block. 

The Royce vacant drug store is now owned by Mrs. Demming. 

The Charles Holtz harness shop now occupied by Joseph 
Hart’s store. 

Lew Hooker’s, then a hardware, now a dwelling, owned by 
Mrs. Demming. 

Mrs. Spencer’s home, today the residence of Burdette Engle. 

Church’s mill then a barrel head enterprise, located between 
C. L. Lathrop’s home and Center Street, employing 25 or 30 men. 

The school house fire mentioned, I think stood on the prop- 
erty now Mrs. W. Child’s home, about across from George Engle’s 
garage. 

D. P. Richardson’s law office, now the home that stands be- 
tween George Engle’s home and the library. It stood out near 
the sidewalk. Roy E. Tucker

PROPOSED WATER-WORKS 


The matter of water-works — for domestic use and as a 
safeguard from fire—has for thirty or more years been one of the 
ever-present topics of discussion in this town. 

And from time to time, following the startling alarm of 
“F.J-R-E!’’ public sentiment has been aroused to glowing heat— 
cooling, however with the quenching of the embers. 

At times, when fires of most serious importance have en- 
flamed the town public sentiment has been so greatly aroused 
that public meetings have been held and much earnest discussion 
indulged in, as to the importance of doing something to guard 
against fire, and at once. But these meetings—praiseworthy and 
proper—all resulted only in heated talk and in the passing of 
resolutions—to do something; always ending, however, in nothing 
being done. 

Yes, there have been three things done in all these years, in 
this line, namely— 

1. A hook-and-ladder truck was bought by general subscrip- 
tion, a few years ago—which is still some where chucked away 
out of sight. 

2. During the flambeau Chapman era the Village Trustees led 
by his seductive and charming oriole voice, accepted a horse- 
pocket fountain from him (from which no horses ever drank), and 
were to the expense of sinking a wooden pipe to connect it with 
the Chapman rivulet then on East Main—the pipe never used 
and now rotting. 

3. A small portable force-pump squirt has been brought into 
town, and when steam-whistles shriek, and church bells clang, 
and the populace get on clothes and run yelling to the “‘F-I-R-E!”’ 
whoever it is nearest the twofer squirt loads it on to some vehicle 
and away it is rushed to the conflagration, then the bucket brig- 
ade keep its barrel tank filled with water while a half dozen vol- 
unteers by its handles pump vigorously while others guide the 
little stream on the fire. And very good service this little mach- 
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ine has done, too, on many occasions demonstrating how all-pow- 
erful and complete is the service of a full-fledged fire-engine or a 
water-works system.

$30,000.00 FOR WATER-WORKS 


At last, after many years of spasmodic discussion, the mat- 
ter of a public water supply for this village, as safeguard from 
fire, and for domestic and other use, came to issue in legal form, 
at the ballot-box, on Saturday last, and was decided in the af- 
firmative by a vote of the taxpayers, 80 to 37 (4 defective bal- 
luts), being 121 votes of 134. By this vote, as provided by statute, 
three gentlemen chosen by the corporation trustees to act as 
Water * Commissioners, having given necessary bond, are now 
fully empowered, without consulting any person whatever, to pro- 
ceed to issue bonds and contract for the building of a water-works 
plant. For this general purpose they can issue bonds of amount 
up to 10°¢ of assessed valuation of property of village, being 330,- 
C00 limit. An engineer has estimated cost at about $26,000; but 
as there will be required a thousand or more feet of hose, a hose- 
cart, and building for same, also certain other incidental ex- 
penses, it is probable the whole sum of $30,000 will be needed. 
The bonds will be issued next month; they will probably run 30 
years, and bear 3% percent interest, or $1,050 per year. 


In 1896 Charles Graham and W. Galusha had saw and plan- 
ing mills and Solon Clapp had the saw mill at Joncy. 

Various phases of the history of Angelica are told under spe- 
cial subjects. 

After the closing of the shops—and the loss of the railroad 
Angelica went on its way, as a shopping center for nearby farm- 
ers—and many of its citizens found employment in industries in 
other towns.

Mr. Harry C. Gardiner took special pleasure in coming from 
Buffalo to Angelica, his native town, to place cement building lin- 
ing in the water-works reservoir—whether he made a dollar on 
the contract or not; and to do a first-class job in every respect. 
And in this he has succeeded in a highly satisfactory manner. 

That reservoir, with its clay base, would never leak, even if 
no lining had been put in it—in the opinion of the scores of 
our citizens who have seen it; but of course the lining adds to the 
solidity and is necessary to secure a clean surface. 

In the opinion of Chief Engineer Witmer and his inspector, 
Mr. R. H. Crippen, the cement lining put in by Harry Gardiner’s 
men, is first-class in every respect and without flaw. 

P. S.—Inspector Crippen informs us that the work will be so 
far along that he will probably begin to let water into the reser- 
voir this Thursday evening. 

The Charles Hotel is the first to have water connection, and 
the hose squirted from there first time Saturday night.

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WATER AND SMOKE 


Monday morning at about 9:40 a.m. an alarm of fire was sent 
in from the Shawmut Railroad office and soon two streams of wa- 
ter were playing on the blaze, but a delay in securing ladders made 
the fight much longer than there was any need of. 


The water pipes in the building were frozen and some of the 
employees, in attempting to thaw them out set fire to some pack- 
ing and the blaze crept up inside a partition beyond reach. There 
being no water handy the fire gained very rapidly. 

The fire burned inside the partition and on up to the garret 
where the firemen had great difficulty in getting at it, until lad- 
ders were secured, then it was only short work to put out the blaze. 

A fire proof vault was recently constructed and in that were 
stored the most valuable papers, but there was considerable dam- 
age done to office equipment, books, etc., from smoke and water. 

On the first floor were the offices of F. B. Lincoln and F. S. 
Blair and the 2d floor was occupied entirely by H. S. Wilgus’ office. 


Just how much the damage will foot up to is hard to tell 
as yet, for everything was so compietely soaked, but $200 or 
$300 will probably cover the damage on the building. 

The day was intensely cold and the water froze on the fire- 
men as it touched them and many got a good soaking, but the 
way they went at the fire in spite of all was worthy of praise. 

The water pressure was exceilent and water was thrown twen- 
ty or thirty feet higher than the office building.

FISH BUILDING DAMAGED BY FIRE 


About ten o’ciock Tuesday morning Lewis Fish discovered a 
fire in the garret of the Fish building on Clean Street and quick- 
ly gave the alarm. The fire had started over the laundry pre- 
sumably from sparks or overheated smokestack and as the build- 
ing was old, dry and built of pine the fire had gained consider- 
able headway. When the firemen arrived the wnole garret was 
like a furnace and the blaze was coming through the roof in many 
places, but the firemen had six streams of water playing on the 
fire within a few minutes and the fire was drowned out and not 
allowed to spread. The whole of the interior of the garret was 
burned and it will be necessary to put on a new roof. 

The water pressure was good: and the excellent work of the 
firemen brought forth praise frorn every side. 

The damage is confined mostly to the building, the laundry 
underneath was only slightly damaged by water. 

An insurance man was in town at the time of the fire and he 
expressed himself as greatly surprised at the first class work of 
Angelica’s firemen.

VIC THORNTON’S BLACKSMITH SHOP BURNED 


Tuesday night at just midnight, Mrs. E. M. Phippen, Clar- 
ence Averill and others who happened to be up at that time sud- 
cenly discovered a bright light in the vicinity of the postoffice 
and they quickly gave the alarm. The building on fire was the 
Victor Thornton blacksmith shop on Mechanic Street across from 
the Catholic Church and immediately in the rear of the postoffice 
or Lightfoot building. The building was all afire from top to bot- 
tom when discovered, but within a few minutes the hose company 
had three streams of water playing on the blaze and it was soon 
out. 


The fire started from some unknown cause in the back part 
of the building and spread all through before discovery. The 
store part had been used as a paint shop and three buggies be- 
longing to Tucker Brothers were burned. The whole upper part 
of the building was burned and most of the store, while the black- 
smith room was not seriously damaged. The building was in- 
sured for 3800. 

The water pressure was first class and held out gooa. The 
hose company are to be commended for their good work.

NOVITT’S TAYLOR SHOP BURNED OUT 


Fire completely burned out the interior of the second floor of 
ithe William Tucker meat market building just before one o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The second floor was occupied by Royal Novitt’s tailoring 
shop and the tailor had gone to his dinner. Roy Tucker, who was 
cutting meat in the market below, heard a slight explosion and by 
the time he could get outside fire was coming out the front win- 
cow up stairs. The alarm was given by the ringing of the Meth- 
odist Church bell, followed immediately by the fire whistle at the 
shops. 

When the firemen arrived the fire had spread so rapidly that 
the whole interior of the second story was ablaze, but inside of 
three minutes the fire was drowned out. A good water pressure 
and the quick and skillful work of Angelica’s fire department 
averted what at first looked like a big fire. Put Angelica fire- 
men first every time. 


There was no insurance on Novitt’s shop fixtures and his 
loss will probably be $100. Several customers had suits, coats, 
ete. in the shop for cleaning and pressing and they will of course

SHAWMUT STATION BURNED MONDAY MORNING 


At just five o’clock Monday morning fire was discovered in 
the Shawmut station, the alarm was quickly given and the fire- 
men were on the scene very soon after a hard pull through the 
snow and across the ice. The fire had gained such headway 
that nothing could be saved from the building and only part of the 
frame work remains standing. 


How the fire caught is a mystery as trainmen passed by 
there two hours before the fire and they say there was no light 
in the building, at least they noticed none. 

All the office records and equipment were totally destroyed 
except that contained in the safe which were found to be all right. 


The east end of the station which contained the office and 
waiting rooms was where the fire started and that end was 
burned to the ground, the other end containing the freight room 
was only partly burned. This room contained considerable 
freight consigned to Angelica merchants. This was partly or al! 
aestroyed. Among the losers are W. L. Seiver & Co., C. M. Til- 
den, R. Novitt, E. M. Phippen, F. R. Piatt, Engle & Tucker, Sta- 
tion agent Cook, a typewriter and other personal property, the 
Bell Telephone Co., a booth and two phones. 

The firemen did good work in saving the Engle & Tucker 
mill property just across the track and also part of the station. 

The telegraph lines were burned off and communication be- 
tween the North and South was destroyed, but Chief Lathrop 
Lad his linemen on the job and within two hours after the fire 
or before daylight lines were up and communication reestablished. 

At daylight the Shawmut carpenter gang were at work build- 
ing a temporary freight house which was completed and in use 
within forty-eight hours. It is situated east of the burned station. 
For the present a passenger and express combination car is 
being used for a station and waiting room. 

It is too early to say what the plans are for a new depot, but 
we are confident that Angelica will have a new station that it 
will be proud of.

OLNEY’'S CLOTHING STORE BURNED 


About 10:30 Tuesday night some one discovered a fire in the 
Horner building on Main Sireet, occupied by N. K. Olney’s 
clothing store. The alarm was given and the firemen who were 
holding a meeting in the hose house, responded and had the fire 
cut before there was much of any alarm given, in fact many peo- 
ple did not know of the fire until the next day. 


The entire stock of clothing and men’s furnishings was either 
entirely burned or seriously damaged by smoke and water. Mr. 
Olney went to Atlanta that afternoon and Mr. Hill who has 
charge.of the store went home sick at four o’clock and the store 
was left in charge of Mr. Palmeeter, who has charge of Mr. Ol- 
ney’s store at Portville, and who arrived in town that afternoon. 
He turned out all the lights at nine o’clock and went to his rooms 
at the hotel leaving no lights or fire in the building, and how 
the fire caught is only guess werk. , 

When discovered the fire was coming out of the windows and 
the whole interior of the building was full of fire and dense 
smoke, but it takes more than an ordinary fire to bother the An- 
gelica fire boys and the way they drowned out that fire brings 
forth praise from everybody. Put Angelica firemen first. 

Mr. Olney opened this store last November and has been 
conducting a very successful business. He carried an up-to-date 
stock and had some $5,000 worth of stock on hand. 

The building is cwned by S. G. Horner and was insured 
for $800 with F. H. Jackson. The building was badly damaged, 
mostly in the back rooms. As soon as the adjusters are through 
the buildin'g will be repaired and a new stock put in and the 
business conducted as usual.

The fire started in the rear of the Piatt bu liing. Mr. Piatt 
was thawing out a frozen leader pipe which takes the water from 
the roof of the building, when almost without warning the fire 
caught under the floor of the rear building and ran rapidly to 
the tank in which oil is stored. The floor near the tank was 
soaked with oil and as soon as the blaze caught into this all or- 
cinary efforts at suppressing it were of no avail. The Hose Com- 
pany boys were called out and quickly responded doing valiant 
and very effective work. 

The damage to the building will reach perhaps $1,500 which 
Was covered by insurance. The stock however was insured only 
to the amount of $1,000.00, which inventories nearly $2,000.00. 

J. A. Howlett’s dry goods stock in the front of the building 
Was quite badly damaged by water and smoke and the store is 
closed this week until the adjusters are through and the stuck 
can be straightened up. The stock was insured. 

The red letter stamp day for December which came Wednes- 
cay was declared off, but on January 25th the stamps for Decem- 
ber will be given, thus making a double stamp day on that date. 

Ed Richardson, the well trained fireman, from Belmont hap- 
pened to be in town and aided the boys. 

Mr. Piatt hopes to be doing business within a week in tem- 
porary quarters.

On Monday evening, the parties representing the Paper Box 
Factory completed arrangements with the citizens of our village 
for the removal of their plant from Hornell to this village. An 
incorporation, styled the Angelica Paper Box Company, has 
been formed and such incorporation has purchased from the 
present owners the old school house building and lot on West 
Main Street, which with slight alterations is splendidly adaptable 
to the requirements of the paper box business. The plant, which 
it is expected will be installed during the coming week, will when 
operated to its full capacity, produce from 4,000 to 5,000 boxes 
daily and will give employment to from 30 to 50 people, mostly 
girls and women. The work is very pleasant and agreeable, and 
the machinery is fully protected with every known safeguard and 
the danger from accidents is reduced to the very minimum. The 
work is free frcm dirt or dust and in fact all and objectionable 
features. The wages that the operators are abie to make, de- 
to this cless cf werk. Faper boxes are made by piece work, and 
pends tpcn their quickness and the adaptability of themselves 
a rapid conscientious, careful girl or woman, is often able to 
make from $& to $12 weekly. 

The Messrs. Proctor are experienced box makers and we pre- 
dict for them, and the citizens of this village, who have labored 
unceasingly to obtain the location of this plant here a prosperous 
and constantly increasing business. 
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The new company have already booked orders for ‘soxes 
sufficient to keep the plant running for several months, and the 
season for the placing of orders for this product is but opened. 
The prospects are certainly looking bright for our new industry 
and we sincerely trust that the citizens of this village and the 
surround:ng tcwns will respond liberally to their appeal for help. 

Those of our citizens who are responsible for the securing 
of this factory are deserving of the highest degree of credit and 
we congratulate them for the spirit of enterprise thus shown.

SHEDS AND BARN BURNED 


Just as Sunday School was convening in the various churches 
at noon Sunday some one discovered the north end of the Bap- 
tist Church sheds on fire, the alarm was given, but before any- 
one could reach the shed the wind had carried the fire and smoke 
the whole length of the long shed and into the open windows of 
Elmer M. Phippen’s barn attached. Efforts were made by E. l. 
Weaver, John Dickson and others to save Rev. T. J. Wheeler's 
horse, which was in one of the stalls of the shed, but al! were 
driven away by fire, smoke and kicks from the frantic anima:. 
At the same time efforts were made to get Mr. Phippen’s three 
horses out, but with a like result, and all four horses had to be 
left to their fate, but when the fire in the Phippen barn was at 
its height the 24-year-old horse staggered out through the smoke 
and flames, with its body burned in a horrible manner, making 
a sight not scon to be forgotten. Shortly after the fire the horse 
was led away and its misery ended by being mercifully shot. 

The firemen were quickly on the scene and soon had tnree 
streams of water on the fire. Their timely arrival and cuick 
work stopped what looked like an impossibility at the time.- The 
back of the Banvtist Church was slightly burned. 

In the sheds were buggies, bicycles, hay and other things 
besides the hcrse and these were alli burned. 

A peddling cart and buggy were all that were saved from 
the Phippen barn. Two buggies, harnesses, robes, etc., with the 
three horses were burned. 


Mr. Phippen’s loss is estimated at $1,100, with an insurance 
of $500 in the Tompkins Insurance Co. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, but there are many theor- 
igs, mostly some one smoking.

GROCERY AND MEAT MARKET BURNED 


Eleven o’clock Tuesday night fire was discovered in Porter 
& Bates grocery store in the Piatt building on Olean Street and 
the alarm was given by the shops fire whistle, engine whistles 
and church bells. The firemen responded promptly and in a few 
minutes had four streams of water pouring in'to the grocery and 
meat market, both of which were like a furnace, the fire having 
spread so rapidly. In a short time the fire was under control, 
but rt took a few moments longer to drown it out entirely. 

The work of the firemen has been praised on every hand and 
it has been well said that no better work has ever been done by 
a paid department. From the first it locked as though the whole 
corner was doomed, but when the firemen arrived it was drowned 
out so quick that those who saw it gazed in wonder. Many yet 
cannot understand how it was done so quickly after gaining such 
an awful headway. 


Mr. Porter had not closed the store, having gone to the barn 
to see to the horse, and while there William G. Smith’s family 
across the street saw the blaze and gave the alarm. Mr. Porter 
says he was not away from the store five minutes and cannot see 
how the fire started and gained such headway. 


The grocery and meat stock and fixtures are a complete loss 
estimated at $2,000 or more with an insurance of $1,500. 

The building is owned by Fred R. Piatt and the loss is esti- 
mated all the way from £500 to $1000. It is insured. 

Lewis Mayhew’s large stock of dry goods in the front of the 
building was badly damaged by smoke and water. 

The Grange Hall over the Mayhew store was damaged con- 
siderably by smoke. The Maccabees, who had some furniture in 
the Grange Hall, carried insurance but we understand the 
Grange did not. 


The Bell and Federal telephone toll lines were strung over 
the store and they were all burned off. 

One of the great cries was ‘‘ladders,’’ and it seems as though 
the firemen should have handy ladders, which are always needed. 

An out of town gentleman, who has had much to do with 
fires, says he never saw a better exhibition of stopping a bad 
fire than that Tuesday night. He is loud in praise of Angelica’s 
fire fighters. 

Hats off and a hurrah for the Angelica Hose Company. 

There was a fine water pressure and tons of it were poured 
into the burning building. The reservoir, which is about two- 
thirds full, was lowered only about a foot. 

Mrs. Porter, who has heart trouble, was prostrated at the 
time of the fire, but has since recovered somewhat. 

Mrs. Walter Weaver, Mrs. Mayhew’s mother, had a bad spell, 
but sodn recovered. 

Porter & Bates have not decided what they will do. 
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This is the second fire in the same place, the other one oc 
curring on Christmas day of 1910. At that time the damage 
was not so serious. The building was repaired then, but looks 
hopeless now.

SPRING FLOOD DOES MUCH DAMAGE TO RAILROADS, 
HIGHWAYS AND OTHER PROPERTY 


A steady rain which started Monday night, continued until 
Tuesday afternoon, resulted in one of the largest floods in this 
vicinity in years almost equalling the big June flood and the 
Johnstown flood of a few years ago. The damage at this time 
was not as great as on the occasion of the other two, but it is 
enough to satisfy those who live near the creeks. 

The flood was about at its height at noon on Tuesday and looked 
pretty dangerous, but fortunately went down rapidly. 

The iower end of Mechanic Street was under water to the 
cepth of three feet or more and it looked as though the water 
would reach the first floor of all the houses, but only one or two 
houses had water in them. 

The Common Creek, where it crosses East Main Street, cut 
out the road and gravel walk somewhat and also deposited a nice 
collection of stones and rubbish in the street. Several small 
washouts occurred along the creek at Martin Willis’s. A bridge 
\°aS made unsafe for travel. 

The.small bridge near Dora Lytle’s place was undermined 
at one end and the road had to be closed. 

A small bridge at James Young’s place near Bennetts Sta- 
tion was carried away. 

Country roads in every direction are reported in more or less 
damaged condition. Repairs are being made as rapidly as possible. 

Paul Wickham’s residence in the willows just below the 
Closser bridge got its share of water, but did not float away. 
Faul says it is founded on a rock, in fact several of them. He 
made a hasty get-away early in the morning when the water be- 
gan io float things around on the floor. 

The scholars who came down town on the mcrning train were 
cbliged to seek shelter in the village, as the afternoon train was 
tied up kere. 

Mail was sent to Belvidere yesterday on an engine. 

It is said that the B. & S. trains have been held up only 
slightly, but the Erie and Pennsy are as bad off as the Shawmut. 

Water entered nearly every cellar in town. The fires in the 
High School building and Library were drowned out. 

The flood damage will be a heavy drain on the village treas- 
ury and the village Board will have a hard time trying to make 
a little money go a long ways. 

Not many cellars escaped flooding, and a number were full. 

The park and upper Mechanic Street was one sea of water 
which came down from the hills to the north of the village. 

A train and large crew of men left Angelica about eight 
o'clock in the evening, going north to make repairs and remove 
obstructions. 

The R. F. D. men from Angelica made attempts to cover 
their routes on Tuesday, but were obliged to return. Yesterday 
they had better success. 

The road to Transit Bridge is impassable and the road on 
the Rearwin or Bates Hill is badly washed out. 

Reports from Hornell say the flood damage there will be large. 

The roadway at the south end of the South Street bridge was 


~washed out Wednesday morning and the street is closed to traffic. 


It will take a big sum of taxpayers money to make that fill. 

One of the big center cement piers of the Shawmut bridge at 
the County Home settled several inches. 

The docking between Center and Olean Streets has been 
carried away in one or two places and that let the water in and 
caused more than the usual amount of damage on the street. 

Lower Mechanic Street presented a sorry looking sight after 
water went down and left sidewalks, rubbish and mud everywhere. 
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Yesterday afternoon the village trustees and a number of 
citizens, together with teams, rushed in a lot of brush, stones, 
logs and other material into the big hole at the end of South 
Street bridge, thus putting a stop to any more of the damage to 
the roadway. It was a good and timely stroke of business and 
will save money for the village. 

The Shawmut succeeded in getting two passenger trains 
through last night, one arrived from Olean about five o’clock and 
vroceeded to West Almond Creek where a transfer was made to 
the train from Hornell.

THE COTTAGE HOTEL IN RUINS 


About two o’clock this morning the frantic blowing of the 
Shawmut engine whistle aroused nearly the whole town. The 
cause of the alarm was a fire in the Cottage Hotel. The fire- 
alarm at the shops followed quickly and then the firemen were 
soon on the scene. The fire was discovered by John D. Gibson, 
the proprietor, who aroused the inmates of the hotel and by the 
time all were out the building was a mass of flames and it was 
impossible to save any of the furnishings. Mr. Gibson lost all of his 
personal belongings and other occupants lost their belongings. This 
Hotel was at the southeast corner of Mechanic and Center Streets. 

When the firemen arrived it was impossible to save the ho- 
tel and their attention was directed to the nearby houses. 

Mrs. Frank S. Smith’s house about twenty feet to the north 
was the most threatened. The house was occupied by A. B. 
Webb, and a small part of his household goods were saved. The 
firemen fought for nearly an hour and saved the house, but it 
was badly damaged. 

‘Mrs. H. E. Dudley’s house just across the street and occu- 
pied by George J. Mayhew was scorched, but was kept well 
soaked and thus saved. 

Mrs. E. E. Piatt’s house across Mechanic Street was slight- 
ly scorched. 

A barn on Mechanic Street belonging to the hotel was burned. 

Mr. Gibson states that he was up at the time the fire started 
end that he first smelled smoke and then ran upstairs where 
he found the fire had started in the bath room in the northeast 
of the building and was burning fiercely. 

At first it was thought that Mr. Fitzgerald, a machinist at ihe 
Shawmut shops and who’ roomed in the hotel was burned, but it 
later developed that he crawled out of his room just in time and 
being scantily clothed was taken in by a neighbor and clothed. 

Mr. Shear jumped from second story and has an injured leg. 

That Shawmut enginecr who kept his engine whistle blowing 
should have a good share of credit tor arousing the town. 

The water pressure was first class and the firemen had no 
kick for want of water. They had five streams playing on the 
surrounding buildings most of the time.

The hotel was owned by the Rochester Distilling Company of 
Rochester and Mr. Gibson rented the property furnished. 

The property was of course insured. 

It is a question as to whether the hotel will ever be rebuilt. 

R. C. Stewart served hot coffee to the firemen, which they 
appreciated. 

Mr. Gibson and the Hotel boarders lost all their personal 
property. 

The total loss of the fire will crowd $12,000 to $15,000. 

The firemen deserve the greatest praise for their heroic work. 

The mercury was down to 15 below zero and the firemen 
were greatly handicapped.

No one of whom inquiries have been made. seems to know 
just when the Cottage Hotel was built, but several say it was an 
cld building when they first knew it. Along in the fifties a man 
named Webb lived in one part and used the other part for a 
shop wherein he made coff:ns. His specialty was the old fash- 
ioned coffin made of the finest kind of cherry. Later Webb had 
a sash and blind factory on Olean Street near the bridge. Along 
in the sixties and seventies it was used as a dwelling house and 
about 1880 when the narrow gauge Railroad was put through M. 
Z. Butler, now a resident of Belfast, used the building for a ho- 
tel, calling it the Butler Hotel. Afterward Mrs. Ann Dooley was 
the proprietor.

John D. Gibson took possession and remodeled the building and 
named it the Cottage Hotel. A few years ago Mr. Gibson sold 
cut and went to Rochester. The hotel was again opened this 
time by Frank C. Kellogg of Port Byron. He stayed only a short 
time. Under his reign the hotel was known as Hotel Angelica. 
Some months ago Mr. Gibson returned and has since been the 
proprietor. 

Hugo Yaffe who boarded at the hotel lost all his clothes and 
personal effects. He escaped only partly clothed. 

The burned corner looks pretty bare. 

Mr. Gibson has not decided what he will do but may start a 
boarding house if he can find a suitable place. 


(From the Angelica Advocate of July 15, 
ANGELICA-RUSHFORD PLANK ROAD 


1914) 


While workmen were engaged in excavating for the pavement 
in front of Lytle’s hardware one day last week they unearthed 
a large number of plank which years ago formed part of the 
Angelica-Rushford plank road. George S. Arnold happened along 
at that time and was able to answer the questions regarding the 
plank, and from him we gathered the following facts. 

Way back in the early days of Angelica, a plank road ex- 
tended from the Angelica village park down Main Street, througna 
the Joncy Gorge and down to the Bellamy corner. From that 


‘point one plank road extended through the then dense woods to 


Belvidere. The other road extended down the east bank of the 
Genesee River to Belfast, then crossed to the west bank and con- 
tinued on down to Caneadea where it left the river valley and ex- 
tended up through the Rushford Gorge, through East Rushford 
to Rushford village, ending in front of the hotels there. : 
In 1857 a great flood occurred and the plank road was washe1l 
out at East Rushford, down through the gorge and was never 
rebuilt, a new road taking its place over the hill from the Smith 


-mill at the mouth of the gorge.

“There is one vote for the pavement.’’ The women got along 
with the voting as well as the men and they one and all say they 
are ready to vote again. 

The village trustees are greatly pleased at the fine and hearty 
endorsement of the paving plan and wish to thank all, especially 
the women who helped so much. 

It is hoped that the contract will be let very soon for the 
Angelica-Belvidere road and that actual work will begin early in 
the Spring. 

The proposition as carried is in substance a forty foot brick 
pavement in front of the business places, 16 feet around the park 
and 20 feet wide on East and West Main Street: two-thirds of the 
cost of the brick to be paid by the village and one-third to be 
pa.d by the property owners on Main Street.

FIVE FLOODS IN TWO WEEKS—THAT’S GOING SOME 


It is doubtful if any section of the country can record a rain 
and flood record to beat this section. During the last two weeks 
there have been five fleods, but the one of last Sunday morning 
was areal one. Friday of last week heavy rains in the nature of 
a cloud burst, brought the Angelica Creek up quite high, Sut no 
sericus damage was done. tI is doubtful if anyone ever sa‘v 
Angelica Creek rise faster than it did that night for an hour. 

Sunday morning about three o'clock a terrific electrical storm 
passed over the village, and rain fell in torrents here, but at West 
Almond it is evident that a cloud burst occurred between five and 
six o’clock in the morning. The Angelica Creek reached the 
highest point it has reached in a number of years, all the lowlands 
adjacent to the creek were overflowed. All of the Mechanic 
Street section was under water and had it rained just a little 
longer and the creek come up a little higher, there woula have 
been some moving out. As it was, some did leave. The water 
only lacked a few inches of coming into houses. A great many 
gardens have been partly or wholly ruined, some being washed 
out entirely. 

In and around the park the water ran in every direction and 
the lower park was a nice lake. 

The Bison City Eng. & Con. Co. had everything cleaned up 
from Friday’s flood and as soon as it was dry enough, expected to 
finish the concrete on the south side of the park, but the water 
washed away much of their sand and deposited great quantities 
of mud therein. The damage to the company will reach several 
hundred dollars. They have certainly been playing in hard luck. 

In West Almond where the Sunday morning rain fell so heav- 
ily, the damage was great. Crops were ruined, roads and 
bridges were washed out and the damage will amount to many 
thousands of dollars. 

Sunday rnorning during the height of the flood a year old colt 
was seen in midstream going under the Center and Olean Street 
bridges. It belonged to Watson McGibeny and was in a pasture 
and must have tried to cross the creek and was swept away. It 
was alive when it went through the viilage, but having been car- 
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ried two miles or more, was probably drowned before it went 
very far.

YAFFE’'S TAILOR SHOP DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Fire broke out in Max Yaffe’s Tailoring Shop at twelve o’clock 
last night and destroyed the entire contents of the shop and 
spread to Mathewson’s restaurant damaging that considerably 
and also the C. D. Buchanan building occupied by M. Goodman. 


The fire was discovered by Dr. and Mrs. F. W. Warner who 
were awakened by crackling flames, and they gave the alarm. 
The hose company and hook and ladder companies both re- 


-sponded. The fire had gained great headway when the firemen 
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arrived, but as usual fires do not gain any after the Angelica 
firemen arrive on the scene. 

It is not known how the fire started, as no lights or fires 
were left burning and Mr. Yaffe had not been in the shop in the 
evening. Mr. Matthewson went home from the restaurant at 11:15 
and apparently everything was all right then. He knew nothing 
of the fire until after it was out and he was called on the phone. 

The Tailor shop is almost a complete ruin and the contents 
zlso. Several people had their best suits there being pressed 
and now they will have an excuse to get an Easter suit. 

Mathewson’s restaurant was greatly damaged by water and 
smoke. The fixtures and stock in the front room were removed 
but nothing was removed from the back rooms. 

The fire jumped across the alley way and burned the corner 
of the Buchanan building and set fire to the interior, but the 
chemical extinguishers were used there with good results. It was 
necessary to turn the water on the corner of the building and the 
living rooms of Mr. Goodman were some damaged by smoke 
and water. 

The building occupied by the tailor shop and the restaurant 
is owned by M. P. Ansorge of New York City and is insured. The 
building was built in 1895, after the big fire which destroyed 
most of this side of the street. The fire last night started in 
practically the same spot as the big fire of 21 years ago. At that 
time the village had no water system and the fire burned without 
hindrance. ' 

Mr. Yaffe is the heaviest loser. He had a small insurance. 
Mr. Mathewson carried a small insurance, while Mr. Goodman 
had no insurance. 

Many compliments are heard on every side for the wonder- 
ful work dune by our fire boys.

ANGELICA FLOODED—GREAT DAMAGE DONE PROPERTY 


“The rains descended, the floods came and great was the 
destruction thereof.’’ That in brief tells the story of a few short 
hours on Tuesday evening, May 16th. It started with a heavy 
downpour about four o’clock which continued for two or three 
hours, gradually trailing off into a series of light showers. Be- 
fore six o’clock the small streams which feed the Angelica Creek 
were over their banks and seemed like all possessed to get after 
adjoining property. Then in quick succession came the big creek 
in its mad rush and its toll of damage was great. 

On the East of the village the West Almond Creek tore out 
about fifty feet of the Shawmut track. The approaches to the 
Warner Grist Mill bridge were washed out. 


The Common Creek, sometimes called a ‘‘dry-run’’ came 
down with a rush and washed out all the approaches to 
the five or six bridges crossing it. Near Mrs. Jane Arnold’s the 
roadway was washed out for a long distance. Where the creek 
has been given a new channel at the crossing of Main Street, 
a great quantity of timber and flood trash lodged and caused the 
water to dig under one of the concrete abutments and the East 
end has settled down three feet. This creek then flowed all over. 
a great deal of it going down Main Street to the park. 


The Angelica Creek washed out some of the old docking just 
east of the Closser bridge and tore down across the flats. The 
North approach to the Closser bridge was washed away. 

Between Olean and Center Streets the docking went out and 
the creek flowed where it pleased doing damage to property and 
cutting out the roadway some south of the Center Street bridge. 

“Mechanic Street received its usual visit and nearly everybody 
moved but some did not have time to take up carpets and several 
houses had water on the first floor from a few inches to two feet. 
At Olecn Street the water tore up things generally, washing out 
the roacwey et the north end of the bridge and part of the wall 
under the house occupied by Mr. Beebe. The water was eighteen 
inches deep in Lewis Mayhew’s store on the corner of Main and 
Olean Streets. Reuben Hill’s house across the creek had several 
inches of water on the first floor. 

The Bentley Creek which crosses Main Street at Irvin Ben- 


son’s shop tore out the embankment and ran all over the adjoin-. 


ing property. The creek bed was filled with gravel. 

Elmer Travis’ saw mill property received its share of the 
ficod and looks like a big pile of debris. 

On down through the Joncy Gorge there was no cCamage done. 
A small slide blocked the road at the north end of the Joncy Grist 
Will bridge. 

The Baker’s Creek washed out thirty feet of the state road 
fill at the west end of the Woodland bridge but that and the Paper 
Mill bridge were unharmed. 

The greatest damage done to the new state road was at the 
Common Creek crossing on East Main Street where some of the 
top dressing was washed off. 

The new Common Creek channel on East Main Street did all 
right until tre big dam formed and then water went everywhere. 

Dan Denning’s house on West Main Street had several inches 
of water on the first floor. 

The Bentley Creek bridge on High Street stands alone with 
both approaches gone. 

The B. & S. railway had several washouts and the milk train 
tied up at Transit Tuesday night. 

John D. Eldredge lost all his cabbage, tomato, and other gar- 
den plants and had several inches of water in his house. 

The Shawmut has been tied up by washouts all along the line. 
“A special train came from Hornell this Thursday morning and 
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left at eight as the regular going north. The south end of the 
line will be open today sometime and trains will be running on 
time late today or by tomorrow. 

The gas line was broken at the Morse bridge, and the village 
has been without gas since six o’clock Tuesday night. Repairs 
are being rushed and it is expected the gas will be turned on 
sometime today or tomorrow.. 

The water line was washed out in one or two places and the 
water in the reservoir has been shut off and will be saved for 
fire protection, until repairs can be made. The line will be test- 
ed this morning and repairs will be made at the earliest possible 
moment. In the meantime consumers should be very careful 
in the use of any water from the water mains. Some creek water 
seems to be in the line and it is dangerous to use it. 

Water in the basement of the High School building made it 
impossible to hold school and it is probable that no school wiil be 
held this week. 

The Advocate may be a little late this week, for several rea- 
sons, mostly lack of gas and too much water.

ENGLE FEED MILL BURNED MONDAY 


The M. B. Engle Feed Mill near the Shawmut Station was 
destroyed by fire about five o’clock Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Engle and his assistant Frank Engle had been there all 
day and had been grinding until just before the fire, they had 
shut down for the day and had stepped into the office to check 
up. Mr. Engle says he was not out of the engine room five 
minutes when he heard a noise and stepped through the door to 
see and was met by a wall of flame. He had just barely time 
enough to pull out two or three bags of feed when the flames 
were all through the mill. He says that if anyone had been on 
the second floor of the mill they would never have escaped. 

The water line being out of commission and only the water 
from the reservoir available, men and boys rushed to the rescue 
and with plenty of water in a nearby ditch, water lines were 
formed and nearby buildings were saved by a few moments of 
hard work. 

The building was a large three story building and was built 
vears ago for a warehouse, later was used for a store but for 
a number of years has been fitted up for an up-to-date feed mill, 
had a freight elevator and feed elevators. 

Mr. Engle was doing a big business and had a large quantity 
of all kinds of feed and grain on hand. He had just received 
1,000 bushels of corn, 690 bushels of buckwheat and 500 bushels of 
wheat and that -with several hundred bushels of feeds and grain 
were cestroyed. 

The loss is estimated at $10,000 partially covered by insur- 
ance. In addition it is hoped that Mr. Engle will rebuild. At 
present he will continue in business and has considerable feed 
z#nd grain stored in another building and more coming. 
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Road Contractor Menzie took the hose cart to the fire in rec- 
ord breaking time, drawing it with his Reo car. 

The Shawmut had several cars standing near the mill, but 
they were drawn to a place of safety. Three steel cars were 
spotted between the station and the mill to protect the station 
trom the heat.

THE BURNING OF THE SHAWMUT SHOPS 


The chief topic of conversation during the past week has 
been Shawmut Shops. 

When the alarm was given last Wednesday afternoon about 
six o’clock, the wind was in the east and the shops being located 


- so far to the west, many people in the village did not hear the 


alarm. Just how the fire started is yet a mystery although there 
sre several guesses. Anyway it started in the upper part of the 
store house among a large amount of papers which were stored 
there. Only a few men were there at the time and they made 
frantic efforts to put out the fire with fire extinguishers but the 
first two were empty and there was considerable delay in finding 
the third one from a distant part of the shops, then the nozzle for 
the hose could not be found. When the Hose Company reached 
the fire, they found the water pressure low due to the fact that 
the reservoir had just been cleaned and there was not enough 
water to give any pressure; then an effort was made to reach 
the pumper at the Bennett spring five miles away but the tele- 
phone line was out of commission and James H. Rook made the 
run there in his car in ten minutes or less, and the pump was 
started. With all these delays the fire gained swift headway sprea- 
ing rapidly to the Superintendent’s office which was attached to the 
store house just to the north. The large coach house, the best 
of the buildings just to the north was soon on fire, the coaches 
and some material and tools were removed from this building. 
The fire at the same time spread rapidly to the engine and boiler 
room just east of the store house, then to the machine shop and 
the wood-working shop and also the engine house. Considerable 
material and tools were removed from the building, but the 
machines and two engines which were being overhauled were 
ruined by the fire. 

Some of the buildings had been built tor a great many years 
and had been remodeled and enlarged to accommodate the grow- 
ing business of the Shawmut. Plans were made some time ago 
for the building of new and modern shops, but the coming of the 
war put a stop to that. 

All the large and some small buildings were burned. 

The morning after the fire all the men thrown out of em- 
ployment were offered temporary work in the track department, 
but most of the men were ordered to report for work the second 
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morning and they have been employed in taking inventory and 
storing the materials and tools saved. Temporary offices for the 
Superintendent and the storekeeper have been fitted up and con- 
siderable of the work is going on without serious interruption. 

John D. Smith, Master Mechanic and Fred S. Hammond, 
General Store keeper of St. Marys were in town last week looking 
after business connected with the burned shops. 

Of course everyone feels the seriousness of the loss of the 
shops and it is the hope of all that they will be rebuilt and An- 
gelica people will do their best to bring that about. 

A whistle has been placed on the coal hoist boiler and the 
whistle blows at the shops again as usual. It gave the alarm on 
Sunday afternoon when W. G. Bailor’s barn burned.

BIG FIRE AT COUNTY HOME 


A very serious fire occurred at the County Home on Saturday 
night when the Men’s Dormitory was entirely destroyed. The 
thirty eight inmates in the building all got out safely. 
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The New Ccunty Home Buildings 


The fire started in the attic of the two story building and was 
burning fiercely. Attendants at the Home tried to put out the 
fire with several fire extinguishers and the fire hose in the 
building but it had gained too much headway. Most of the in- 
mates were able to walk out of the building, a few were carried 
cut on the beds. The fire occurred just as the men were about 
to retire. The attic was used to store clothing, satchels, trunks, 
boxes and other things belonging to the inmates and the room 
wds kept locked. So far as known there was no one in the attic 
that day, and the origin of the fire remains a mystery. 

When the fire was discovered the alarm in this village was 
given and the Hose Company and the Hook and Ladder Compan- 
ies both responded, as did about half the population of the town. 
The hose and hook and ladder trucks were drawn to the fire with 
autos and the two mile run was made in record breaking time. 
The Hose boys were handicapped when they arrived at the fire 
by the fact that the hose would not fit the Home hydrants and 
the fight had to be made with the Home hose. Water was ob- 
tained from the Home artesian well, but the fight was a long 
one and the well was exhausted long before the fire was out. A 
bucket line formed to the creek nearby and every effort was made 
to save the barns to the west and the administration building and 
tne keepers’ house to the east. The covered passage way be- 
tween the administration building and the men’s dormitory was 
torn down and that was a great help in keeping the fire away 
from the other buildings, alsc there was but little wind and that 
helped to fight the flames. Everybody worked with a will and 
only those in the thick of the fight know what a fight was made.

Superintendent and Mrs. Grunder have been busy taking 
care of the inmates since the fire. A building south of the 
burned building is being fitted up for the use of some of the in- 
mates and steam heat will be put in there. Some of the inmates 
will occupy rooms in the other building, while one has been sent 
to Amityville and six who are confined to their beds, have been 
taken to the Welisville Hospital to be cared for. 

The building was built a few years ago and was quite mod- 
ern, having been repaired recently and many improvements add- 
ed. The Board of Supervisors will probably meet soon and ar- 
range for the erection of a new building. 

A second fire occured about 12 o’clock that night. A small 
unoccupied house in the Joncy cut below the shops was destroyed. 
It was owned by the Shawmut and had been occupied by section 
men,

GROCERY AND RESTAURANT SWEPT BY FIRE 


Monday noon of this week one of the most disastrous fires in 
years occurred on Main Street when R. D. Howe’s Grocery in the 
Thomas Estate building was practically destroyed and Tony Mon- 
ico’s Restaurant was damaged by water and smoke while his liv- 
ing rooms over the restaurant were practically destroyed, as was 
most of his furniture and clothing. 

The fire started upstairs over Howe’s grocery while Mr. Howe 
was at dinner, and spread rapidly through the building. When 
the firemen arrived the whole upper part of the store was a 
roaring furnace and the Monico rooms were ablaze. The firemen 
realized they had a hard fight and many who saw how fast the 
fire gained headway thought the building could not be saved, but 
with a first class fire department, a first class water system with 
heavy water pressure they soon had the fire under control. 

Howe’s grocery stock was practically destroyed, very little 
being saved. His loss is partially covered by insurance. 

The whole upper part of the Thomas Estate building was 
burned away and much of the lower part damaged. 

The Monico restaurant was greatly damaged by smoke and 
water, while the upper part of the building is practically ruined. 
Monico carried insurance on his restaurant, but not on his house- 
hold goods and his loss will be heavy, the building is owned by 
Ralph Pasini. 

How the fire started is not known, but may have caught from 
over heated stove pipe. Everything was all right when Mr. Howe 
went to dinner and inside of ten minutes the fire was first seen 
coming out of the roof. 


Burning shingles set fire to the roof of Dr. Warner’s house 
across the street but a pail of water put out the small fires thus 
started. 


E. J. Reimann’s living rooms over the drug store were not 
damaged to any extent, this brick store has stopped several fires 
on both sides in the past years. 


About eight o’clock Monday evening fire again broke out in 
the ruins and the firemen were called out to put out the second 
fire which had gained considerable headway.

ENGLE AND RICE BLOCK DESTROYED 
Rice’s Furniture Store, Bosard’s Grocery, I.0.0.F, Masonic 


and Other Lodge Rooms Burned Sunday Morning 

The fine Engle and Rice Block on the north side of Main 
Street is a mass of ruins and the loss-is a serious one. Sunday 
morning about five o’clock Harry Farwell who sleeps in a room 
next to the Rice store was awakened by the crackling of flames 
coming from the back part of Herman Rice’s furniture store. He 
immediately gave the alarm and the firemen were soon there. 
The fire was found to be burning in the work room of the furni- 
ture store and in a few minutes the blaze was soon out appar- 
ently, but the store was so full of smoke that it was not then 
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known just how much was afire. Several attempts were made 
to enter the front door, but the dense smoke drove the men back. 
It was then apparent that the fire was all through the Rice store 
upstairs and down and only needed a chance to break out. Soon 
flames began to shoot out the roof and in almost no time the 
whole interior of the Rice store was a seething mass of flames. 
In the meantime attempts were made to enter I.0.0.F. lodge 
rooms over the Bosard store in the Engle block, but the men 
were driven back by the dense smoke. It was seen then that 
there was no hope for either store, as there was a 13 inch wall 
ot brick between the two stores. Mr. Bosard’s stock of groceries 
were carried out across the street, but considerable was burned. 

From the Rice store a chair, two talking machines, a small 
bureau and a davenport were all that was saved and they were in 
the front windows and were badly scorched. 


Harry Farwell’s jewelry stock was carried out from the 
building next on the west, also his household goods from upstairs. 
' C. A. Holtz’s stock of harness, trunks, etc., were carried out 
as at one time it looked as though the fire could not be confined 
to the brick block, but the Angelica firemen were there with the 
goods and by hard work, though handicapped, they kept the fire 
in the block and never allowed it to spread. 
From the Rice store the fire soon gained headway in the 
Engle store and that was a monster furnace in a few minutes. 


The fire started in the back part of the Rice store and evi- 
dently spread all over the building trying to find a way out, and 
the dense black smoke deadened the blaze until the front was 
broken in and then it burned fiercely. 


Mr. Rice is the heaviest loser for he carried a large stock of 
furniture and house furnishings. His store when built twenty or 
more years ago cost over $6,000, but at cost of material now 
was worth at least $15,000. He carried an insurance of $4,000 on 
the building and the stock and fixtures were partly insured. 

The Engle store was built at the same time as the Rice 
store and cost practically the same amount, but of course was 
worth much more now. There was an insurance on that of $4,000 
on the building and £500 on the fixtures. The building is owned 
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by the Engle estate. Mr. Bosard carried insurance on his stock, 
but as considerable was saved his loss will not reach over $500. 

The 1.0.0.F. rented the upper floor of the Engle building and 
had fine lodge rooms. Their loss will reach $3,000 with an insur- 
ance of $1,000. They sublet to the Rebekahs, Masons, Eastern 
Star, G.A.R., W.R.C. and the Maccabees, all of which lost all 
their records and equipment, nothing was saved from the lodge 
rooms. The Rebekahs carried no insurance and their loss will 
reach $1,000. The other lodges carried a small insurance. The 
records of most of the lodges, with all their equipment, charters, 
etc., were lost. 

The brick walls were left standing until the high wind of Sun- 
day afternoon when the wall next to the bank went down with a 
crash, Just a few minutes before it went down several men and 
boys went through the lane and narrowly missed getting caught. 
During Sunday night the wall next to the Farwell store went 
down. The front wall is still standing, but the sidewalk has been 
roped and notices posted of the danger. 


During the progress of the fire the Wellsville, Scio and Friend- 
ship Fire Departments offered their services, and a train was 
made up to go after the Friendship steamer, but did not go as 
it was later found that the firemen could keep the fire from 
spreading. The Dyke Chemical engine, Wellsville, and Scio 
Chemical engines arrived just after firemen had the fire under 
control and their services were not needed, but certainly Angelica 
appreciates their good will. The visitors were given their break- 
fast and they returned home with the heart felt thanks of our 
tired firemen and appreciative citizens. We won't soon forget 
their kindly act. 

Mr. Bosard’s stock of groceries were removed into the east 
side store in the Arnold block through the kindness of Mr. Ar- 
rold and Mr. Bosard is there for the present and will soon be 
1eady to receive his customers. 

There has been considerable gossip around town regarding 
the low pressure of water at the time of the fire. There was 
enough to keep the fire from spreading, but not enough to put 
it out, if that had been possible with the great headway it had 
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The Rice and Engle Bieck after the fire 
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gained. It has been found on investigation that there was at the 
time of the fire nearly seven foot in the reservoir which would 
have been a great plenty to give a good pressure for a long fire, 
but what is known as the fire gate was found to be closed after 
the fire and that was what caused the low pressure. The gate 
was taken out on Tuesday and repaired. Like any machinery, 
it took occasion to get out of order at an inopportune time. 

Mr. Rice’s horse drawn hearse and his funeral chairs and 
other equipment was in the barn in back of the store and that 
was all saved and Mr. Rice will continue the funeral and under- 
taking business as before, but at present he is undecided in regard 
to rebuilding his store and engaging in furniture business again 

This is the second time that Mr. Rice has suffered loss by 
fire, the other.time was on the morning of March 22, 1899, when 
his store and Chester P. Engle’s store adjoining were practically 
destroyed. The fire at that time occurred at three o’clock in the 
morning and was discovered by Dr. F. C. Davie. The firemen 
then had a hard fight, but with good water pressure they man- 
aged to keep the fire from spreading and saved much of the 
buildings, which were used in the construction of the brick stores. 
The Royce store now occupied by H. W. Farwell was empty at 
that time and Charles Hoitz’s stock next door was carried cut 
then, as at this time. Mr. Engle’s grocery store was moved into 
the G. S. Arnold store where Mr. Bosard has moved his stock. 

How the fire started is not of course known, but the guess 
is that it caught from a gas stove in the work shop back of the 
store. Mr. Kent and Mr. Rice were working in the store and in 
the morning Mr. Kent lit a fire in the gas stove, and then the 
gas was low, no thought was given the matter the rest of the 
day and in the evening Mr. Rice lit his oil lamps and worked in 
his office until after ten o’clock when he went home, supposing 
of course that the fires and lights were all out, but the supposition 
is that neither one thought of the gas stove and the gas coming 
on in the night at the high pressure overheated the stove and set 
fire to the shop. 

Herman Rice dug his big safe out of the fire ruins yesterday 
and found everything in good shape and unharmed. 

Mr. Bosard has been unable to open his safe which was 
pushed just out into the lane and the brick from the wall fell and 
broke the combination dial, but his books are probably all right 
as the safe was out of the fire.

WARDNER LIVERY BARN BURNED 


About 10:30 last Saturday forenoon fire destroyed Daniel 
Evans’ barn on White Street, better known as Wardner’s Livery 
Barn. It was a hot fire and the firemen had one of the hardest 
fights ever experienced in a fire in this place. One has only to 
see the ruins to note the almost miraculous saving of one barn 
when another burned down not more than two foot away. 

The story is about as follows: Mr. Wardner who has been 
renting the Evans barn for years, for his livery business, decided 
to build a barn on his lot just north and the new barn was up, 
enclosed and men were at work putting on the last of the as- 
bestos roofing. Mr. Wardner had been heating the tar cement 
on a stove in the office of the livery barn for a day or two and 
left it for a few minutes before the fire. The tar must have 
boiled over or exploded during his few minutes absence and set 
fire to the office. From that the fire spread rapidly all through 
the building. When the firemen arrived smoke was pouring out 
of the barn all over. Three streams were turned on, but several 
cans and barrels of oil and the hay made great fue! for the 
flames and the intense heat made it almost impossible to save the 
Evans barn and that was soon reduced to a mass of charred tim- 
bers. The Wardner barn to the north only two foot away took 
fire several times, but the fire laddies were there to stop it, and 
only the asbestos roofing and a little of the south-west corner of 
the barn was damaged. 

The fire had gained such headway when discovered and 
burned with such rapidity that hardly anything could be saved 
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from the Livery barn, except one Ford car and a few tools near 
the doors. Mr. Wardner’s new Ford car, partly burned, was 
hauled out when the fire was burning fiercely. All the livery 
cigs, harnesses and other equipment for a livery went up in 
smoke, along with a new gas engine and buzz saw outfit and 
Mr. Wardner’s loss will be a heavy one. He carried some insur- 
ance, but that will not go far toward covering his loss. 

The burned barn was a good one and had served for manv 
sears as a livery barn. Mr. Evans carried an insurance of $1200 
but it was worth more than double that amount. He will not 
build another barn, so he states.

PIATT’S BUILDING COMPLETELY DESTROYED BY FIRE 


At about 3 o’clock Sunday morning the Piatt building. owned 
by Mr. Fred Piatt of Short Tract, situated on the corner of Main 
end Olean Street, and better known as the ‘“‘Busy Corner’’, was 
completely destroyed by fire of unknown origin. When it was 
ciscovered nearly the entire building was a flame. The Firemen 
responded very promptly and also the Frank Sullivan Smith Hook 
& Ladder Co. There were five streams of water, excellent pres- 
sure, pouring on the building for two hours and the firemen did 
excellent work to extinguish the flames in such a short time, on 
eccount of all the fire being on 'the interior of the structure un- 
der a tin roof, and between a fire proof wall which separated the 
meat market and Don Piatt’s Froduce store, which hindered 
their progress to check the blaze as quickly as they could have 
cone if it had not been for these disadvantages. The firemen 
appreciated the hot coffee which was furnished by the ladies and 
it surely helped to revive ‘the boys in ‘their hard struggle to save 
the other buildings which were very close. The front part of the 
building on the first floor has been vacant for some little time. 
The meat market which was run by Ed Burdick, and the Piatr 
Produce Co. were in the rear part of ‘the building and have been 
renting only a short time. 

The Grange Lodge rented the second floor and was com- 
pletely destroyed. There were several other lodges in with the 
Grange, including the G. A. R. and W. R. C. and it is under- 
stood that they all carried insurance. The entire loss is estimat- 
ed at $10,000. Mr. Piatt of Short Tract carried a small insurance 
on the building, and Mr. Burdfck carried insurance on his meat 
market. The Piatt Produce Co. loss was estimated at about $300, 
which was not covered by insurance.

AMES HOME BURNS 


Fire of an unknown origin completely destroyed the home of 
John Ames, a retired farmer, on West Main Street Saturday night. 
about 12 o’clock. The occupants of the house, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Ames and Mr. and Mrs. Alan Kitchen—the son-in-law of the 
former—barely escaped with their lives. ‘They were forced into. 
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the street in their night clothes. The only thing saved from the 
fire was a piano and a rug. The fire seemingly started in the 
back part of the house where there was a gas plate, but Mr. 
Kitchen claims he shut off all the gas on retiring. On account of 
the heavy snow and the long distance from the hose house to the 
fire, the firemen were retarded in getting to the blazing house. 
When they did get there, they soon had the fire under control, 
and did splendid work.’ 

The loss according to Mr. Kitchen was about $5,000. Insur- 
ance to the amount of $1100 was carried by the owner, John 
Ames.

COUNTY HOME BURNS, NINE LIVES LOST 


Fire late Wednesday night. about 11:30 completely destroyed 
the Administration building, the dining hall, women’s dormitory, 
kitchen and boiler room of the County Home, two miles east of 
here. The fire was discovered by Ethel Jennings who is employed 
at the Home. The fire started in the kitchen or boiler room, 
and gained so rapidly that it was impossible to get all the in- 
mates out. It was only a matter of a few minutes after the fire 
was discovered that the whole structure was a mass of flames. 

Superintendent and Mrs. Hall worked frantically to save all 
the inmates they could. At the risk of their lives and with super- 
human effort, they led out one inmate after another to safety—a 
rare display of courage. 

Angelica and surrounding towns did all they could to alleviate 
the suffering of the old and feeble. They were taken to different 
homes about town. 

The buildings were connected by corridors and the reason 
it burned so fast, was because the corridor acted as sort of a 
flue, actually drawing the flames from one part to another. The 
local fire department could not fight it with water as the hy- 
drants at the home are not the same size used in the village. 
The new building (the men’s dormitory), was saved by tearing 
down the corridor connecting this and the burned building. 

Checking up after the fire discloses that nine persons lost 
their lives: 7 inmates and 2 employees, C. L. Sanborn, was 
sent to Belmont, his nome, for burial. This was the only body 
that resembled a human form. 

The dead are: Addie Olmstead, age 73 from Belmont, Cora 
Winard, age 70 from Alfred, Christina Grastorf, age 52 from 
Wellsville, Harriet Foster, age 75 from Wellsville, Hannah Web- 
ster, age 96 from Belfast, Mrs. Sarah Curtis, age 75 from Ros- 
son, Sylvia Bibbs, age 80 from Short Tract, C. L. Sanborn, em- 
ployed as cattle care-taker, age not known, home at Belmont, and 
Fred Schue, employed as night fireman, age 64 and whose home 
is at Buffalo. 

Frances Cook, an inmate, was severely injured. when she 
jumped from a second-story window—she was taken to a Wells- 
ville hospital. There were about fifty-one inmates at the Home. 
The property damage is estimated at $150,000. Mr. and Mrs, Hall 
lost all of their personal belongings.

TRAGEDY NEAR COUNTY HOME 


Another tragedy occurred when Richard Granger, 12 year 
old Hornell boy was killed by a Shawmut passenger train Sun- 


day afternoon about 3:45, on the trestle directly in front of 
the County Home. The father. Leroy Cranger, had a foot 
crushed, necessitating amputation just above the ankle. A 


daughter, Laura, was knocked from the track and badly bruised 
and concussion of the brain is feared. 

Mr. Granger, his wife, and the son and daughter, drove from 
Hornell Sunday to view the wreck of the burned County Home. 
The automobile was left on the state road with Mrs. Granger 
therein, and the father, son and daughter, walked across the 
field to start over the trestle to get to the scene of the fire be- 
yond the highway. While nearly across the trestle, which runs 
through a depression, the Shawmut passenger train from Horne]! 
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Came around the curve and the party of three joined hands and 
ran for safe ground beyond the trestle. One tripped and all fell, 
the boy directly between the rails, and the father at one side with 
a foot projecting across the rail, while the daughter was knocked 
down the bank. 

The tragedy was witnessed by many persons who had driven 
to the scene of the fire of last Thursday. 

The injured were taken aboard the train attended 
Wakely and sent on to Higgins hospital in Olean — 
cied before reaching the hospital. 

Leroy Granger is an old employee of the Erie railroad shops 
in Hornell. The daughter Laura was attending the High School 
and the boy, who was killed was also in the public school. 

There is a sharp curve just before the trestle is reached and 
the engineer, John Daugherty, had little warning of the presence 
of the three persons in front of the train and no time to stop.

SEVERE FIRE DESTROYS TRAVIS MILL

that the fire would get beyond control and clean up the whole 
of West Main Street, only the heroic efforts of our volunteer fire 
department saved the day. 

Calls were put in for help from Friendship, Scio and Wells- 
ville. The Friendship truck arrived here about 12:30 and the 
Scio about one o’clock. 

The Friendship Company were called upon to put out a fire 
op Washburne’s house which caught from sparks. ; 

The Scio truck was of very great service in boosting our 
water pressure. 

The fire completely destroyed the mill and surrounding sheds, 
a quantity of lumber and machinery, etc. It also burned a barn 
partly filled with hay belonging to Charles Lincoln.

FLOOD DOES MUCH DAMAGE 


On Monday night we were visited by one of those infrequent 
devasta::g flcods which always leave in their wake such dis- 
couraging conditions, particularly to those living near Angelica 
Creek. For nearly three weeks past the ground has been satur- 
ated with t!e daily showers of more or less precin‘tation which put 
a stop to all garden work which had been started and made plow- 
ing of the soil impossible. The month of May has gone into his- 
tory as a wet one and made conditions favorable for the over- 
flow which came. It is now nearly five years since the last 
storm of this character came to Angelica for at midday on June 
11, 1922, which was Sunday, conditions prevailed similar to those 
of last Sunday; the morning had been hot and sultry when about 
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noon a swift change took place in atmospheric conditions, rain 
began falling in showers, which developed in an hour into a tor- 
rential downpour from the southwest and then ceased. The creek, 
with usual response to such conditions, began to show that some 
water had fallen beyond the village, rose rapidly. In half an 
hour the oncoming torrent broke over the dikes, cellars were 
filled and the water, backing up, spread over gardens that were 
in-their early fruitage along the territory from Birdsall to Tran- 
sit bridge causing untold damage to growing crops, carrying away 
rich soil as well as damaging bridges and diking. 

The land has had a rest of nearly five years when we were 
again visited by a flood Monday night, in many respects 
equal to that of 1922, but with the exception that most of the An- 
gelicans slept through it all and awakened in the morning to find 
the park transformed into a lake, the roads and sidewalks filled 
with the rubbish and flotsam of the woods, the cellars and low 
ground covered with water and the slime of yellow, slippery mud 
over every spot where the water had flowed. The ground had 
been surcharged with moisture for a week or more by frequent, 
almost daily showers; the precipitation of the government meas- 
urement was one and eight-tenths inches from six o’clock to ten 
when the heaviest rainfall occurred. Two bridges on the Common 
road had their foundations washed out and the Closser road was 
impassable by great piles of logs and boards, crates and boxes 
in endless confusion. Fourteen to eighteen inches was the depth 
of water that flowed over the chicken farm of Mr. Stewart and 
threatened the destruction of a thousand chicks in the colony 
houses at one time, but the water began to recede at midnight 
and the danger was reverted.

ANGELICA FLOODED; DAMAGE HEAVY 


Saturday morning, Angelica experienced the worst flood in 
forty years. Assuming flood proportions about six o’clock a.m., 
the waters rushed through the Roberts’ gas station about 18 inch- 
@s deep, with rising momentum and depth, the creek continued 
through town doing great damage to the houses and livestock and 
cars on the way. Luckily no lives were lost, although several 
thrilling rescues were accomplished by the firemen and volun- 
teers. Ropes were secured from the fire engine to the house oc- 
cupied by R. B. Mott, and the entire family was then brought to 
safety. Mrs. Frank Curtis was carried out in her wheel chair, 
and several others were rescued. 


All day Saturday and Sunday, the firemen, legion and other 
citizens worked hard to bring a semblance of normality to the 
village. Monday evening, houses on Center and Mechanic Streets 
were still being hosed out by the firemen and_ volun- 
teers. With one exception, all the homes on Mechanic Street be- 
low Center Street had their first floor covered with mud and 
water; most of these homes have been evacuated and the street 
takes on the appearance of a ghost town. The water came up so 
rapidly folks had to watch their possessions float down with the 
flood while frantically trying to reach high ground themselves. 

Hen houses, sheds, and garages were lost, among them, the 
garage of Lueil Roberts, and Fay Palmer’s garage with car in it 
went down stream. The car was rescued later in the day but is 
reported a total loss. 

Members of the American Legion Auxiliary with other women 
volunteers served dinner for 50 people in the hose house Sunday, 
workers and those whose homes were not yet in condition to en- 
able them to prepare meals. 

Other groups of men and boys worked in repairing of the ap- 
proaches to the bridges, seeking breaks in the water line and get- 
ting them in condition for service again. 

A truck loaded with water from the Borden Plant went from 
door to door supplying each family with water for domestic uses. 
The local Board of Health distributed posters Saturday urging 
all citizens to boil water before using, no matter from what 
source it was obtained.

With two or three exceptions all cattle washed down the 
stream came to shore in one place or another and didn’t seem 
to be in bad condition when found. A cow owned by the Rev.. 
Harry Fargo went over the Joncy Falls and was found two miles. 
from its place. She had suffered only a few bruises. 

Charles Eldredge, a local pigeon fancier, lost 300 pigeons,,. 
carriers and others, with approximate value of $500, 

Saturday, Angelica had no communication with the outside. 
Bridges were out at James Young’s, George Sheffield’s and the: 
Davis crossing. The bridge at Roberts’ gas station was damaged 
but the firemen got it temporarily repaired so traffic could use it.. 

Center Street was damaged greatly, and Mechanic below 
Center. 400 feet of water line above the County Home was de- 
stroyed. Village water is supplied now by water being pumped 
into the lines from the county house well. / 

The bridge at Ross Phippen’s and section of the North Street 


road was washed away and a hole made in the road by the Wal-- 


thers house, 30 feet wide, 15 feet deep, and 100 feet long. The 
road is being rerouted around behind the Walthers barn. 

The P. S. & N. R. R. was badly damaged and it will prob-. 
ably be some time before trains will again be running. 

We have an old paper with an account of the flood in Angel-- 
ica in 1889. There were 5.12 inches of rainfall in 36 hours and 
practically all bridges were washed out. In July, 1935, there was 
rainfall amounting to 3.39 inches. The rainfall last Friday night. 
was 4.02 inches.

ANGELICA’S LUCK BREAKS WHEN BAD FIRE 
GUTS WARNER BLOCK 


Early Thursday morning fire of unknown origin started in the 
building occupied by Larkin and C. P. Bosard. Because the na- 
ture of the building made fighting it hard work, and the consider- 
able start the fire had made before discovery, the damage was 
large. The Grange which occupied part of the upper floor lost 
practically all furnishings, and furniture of Mrs. Ethel Weidmann 
and of Mr. Taylor Brown which was stored in the building was 
destroyed by flames. The Larkin Company rented the Richardson 
building, formerly occupied by R. C. Warner, and lest only a day 
and a half business. It is not known whether Mr. Bosard will re- 
open or not. His stock was badly damaged. 

Two of the volunteer firemen, Milford Jones and William Gra- 
ham received bad cuts on their hands during the struggle with 
the flames.

some time; yet we are fortunate as compared with some of our 
neighboring villages. Our rainfall for the past five days has 
been about six inches. Sunday and Sunday evening it was 3.6 
inches and Tuesday 1.56 inches. 

The Common’s road wady and the Horner road wady were 
both so high that the water could not flow under the bridge; it 
overflowed in torrents washing out fences, lawns and gardens, 
even breaking the pavement on East Main. The Common’s road 
was made dangerous for traffic. 

The very beautiful sunken garaens of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Brandes and Mr. and Mrs. C. L. Lathrop were washed over and 
badly damaged. 

Sunday night flood waters along our main creek came up 
to do damage to gardens all along its course, and took 25 feet 
off the property of Mrs. J. H. Rook of West Main, 

About 3:30 a.m. water was running down our main Street 
like a river, but by morning had receded. 

Monday afternoon one of the electric poles on the Breadon 
farm was washed out and until 6 o’clock we had no electricity 
in town. 

Until this time we had thought ourselves pretty lucky, but 
when around seven o’clock Tuesday the gas main broke in the 
same place the electricity had, and under five feet of water, 
vrobably necessitating several days for repairs, we are a little 
discouraged. 

Angelica has had an unprecedented rainfall within the last 
few- days as we have all observed, but it might be of interest to 
know just how many inches of rainfall we have had. 

Within 24 hours on July 8th there were 3.39 inches and be- 
ginning with the 6th and continuing through the 92th there were 
6.06 inches of rainfall.

LATER BUSINESS DEVELOPMENTS 


From 1947 to 1952, the Speer Resistor Corporation was lo- 
eated in the Arnold Block on Main Street. Twelve to fifteen men 
comprised the original production force in 1947. This had grown 
to seventy men and women by April, 1948, expanded to 150 by 
1951 with a weekly pay roll of $7,000. About 105 of the em- 
ployees were from Angelica, and its immediate shopping area, 
most of the others from Belfast and Belmont. 

The plant produced more than ten million electronic resistor: 
and coils every month. The Speer Company moved the Ange!:ca 
plant to St. Marys in 1952. 

In 1948 the Penn York built a Compressor Station just west 
of Joncy. This plant was opened August 8, 1948, and pumps 
gas to Batavia and Dunkirk. The plant employs six men. 
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Angelica is experiencing the largest flood we have seen for.

ANGELICA AT LAST A RAILROAD TOWN 
SPECIAL THANKS TO OUR R. R. RESURRECTOR 

The first paper we ever issued in Angelica—on Aug. 15, 
1879—in the heat of summer, and at a time when the only public 
enterprise visable on the surface here was concentrated upon the 
croquet ground of the park, contained the following: 

ANGELICA AND BELVIDERE NARROW GAUGE R. R. 

Trains will connect at Belvidere, when completed. Mean- 
while, Blanchard’s popular line of stages will continue to connect 
with trains, leaving the St. Charles at 8, 12 and 3 o’clock. 

Years ago among the enterprising cit zens of Angelica was 
the Rev. M. Thibou (now deceased and a happy resident, we 
trust, of another and better country). Fourteen years ago on the 
morning of the 15th of February, while the smoke of Angelica’s 
last conflagration was ascending skyward and the place was 
shrouded in gloom, he came down town, and meeting Dr. Carver, 
who was gazing upon the general wreck, where much of his prop- 
erty lay smouldering with the rest, laid his hand upon his shoul- 
aer and remarked with a business accent— 

“Carver, I’ll give $14,C00 toward getting the Erie road 
straightened so as to pass through Angelica!”’ 

That was the ‘‘never say die!’’ business spirit which has ever 
characterized some of Angelica’s leading men. 

The Doctor took the evening train for Elmira, where he had 
an interview with Mr. George Diven, whose father was Vice- 
President of the Er’e, and through him laid the matter before 
the officials of the Erie. In due time certain of our citizens went 
to New York and met Jay Gould, laying before that gentleman 
the data of a survey of the proposed route, as follows—(copied 
from the original memoranda): 

“Distance from Belvidere to Hornelisville 28 miles on pres- 
ent road. Distance from Belvidere to Hornellsville on proposed 
new route via Angelica, 25 miles. (A saving in distance of 13 
miles in a distance of 38.) Height of summit above Belvidere 
€00 feet; above Hornellsville 720 feet: summit from Belvidere 
12 m., from Hornellsville 13 miles. Summit is so short that a 
cut of 100 feet will not be over one mile at base. The whole dis- 
tance to the summit runs in a valley, so that grade can be equal- 
ized. On present route 14 bridges; one bridge only on the pro- 
posed new route. Grade from base of cut of 100 feet, 42 feet 
from Belvidere, from Hornellsville to cut 48 feet.’ 

These were most significant figures and strongly impressed 
Mr. Gould. In a word, it was demonstrated that by making the 
deep cut through West Almond hill, above referred to as the 
“‘summit,’”’ the Erie would shorten its line 13 miles in a distance 
of 38 and greatly improve on grade. It would cost ebout a half 
a .million dollars, which sum, however, would be saved in de- 
creased expense on its trains in two years, not to mention the 
great importance of distance and time saved by fast trains—an 
item which rival lines will force the Erie to more seriously con- 
sider from year to year. While Mr. Gould candidly admitted the 
full significance of the figures, at that time the affairs of Erie 
were in a cramped state, and the most he could then propose, was 
to change the Erie to the proposed new line if the people along 
the proposed new line would contribute the grading of the road- 
bed—which was inore than they could easily do. 

THE NEXT YEAR 


Mr. E. Pottle, of Naples, corresponded with parties here in 
regard to building a road from Geneva to that place and via An- 
felica to Salamanca. Judge Green attended a meeting at Na- 
ples, as a representative of Angelica. An adjourned meeting was 
attended by Messrs. A. Lockhart, D. P. Richardson and C. P. 
Carver. A Company was organized and 10 per cent paid in, An- 
gelica contributing its share. A little work was done between 
Geneva and Naples--and then this enterprise withered and died 
as one born out of due time. 


In 1869 Reuben Weasoner Esq., Attorney for the Avon Rail- 
road Co., and living at Mt. Morris, corresponded with gentlemen 
here, proposing that a railroad be built from Mt. Morris to Bel- 
videre. The propos:tion was favorably considered and a meeting 
was called at Mt. Morris, which was attended by representative 
citizens from the River route and Angelica and Birdsall route 
towns. The 10 per cent was paid in and a Company organized, 
Messrs. A. Lockhart and C. d’Autremont being chosen Directors 
to represent Angelica. 

Then commenced the long and heated contest between the 
Genesee’ Valley and Belmont, and what our Ancient and Vener- 
able Friend, the Father of the Republican Party—we refer to'A. 
N. Cole, Esq.—termed the ‘‘Mt. Pisgah route: via Angelica to 
Birdsall, Nunda and Mt. Morris.’’

The resuit of this was Belmont projected the Arcade rail-- 
road scheme—which was hopelessly abandoned after thousands 
of dollars had been squandered-—and with nothing to show for it 
today but patches of a grass-grown road-bed. And on the other 
rand, the Angelica enterprise, in searching for objective terminal 
points stretched northward and southward and lengthened out 
and out, till it became too big a thing for amateur railroad build- 
ers to pull through. 

Well, the matter of this enterprise is yet fresh in the minds 
of our readers, and we will not dwell upon it again in detail. For 
several years Directors A. Lockhart, D. P. Richardson and C. P. 
Carver devoted their entire time to the building of this Road— 
and so it resulted at great personal sacrifices. We venture to 
say that not one of these gentlemen would again pass through the 
experiences of those years for $50,000 in gold. To state the mat- 
ter in a nutshell: The first motive of these men was unquestion- 
ably to secure a railroad for Angelica; and the second motive 
was, very properly, to advance their own interests. They failed 
on both points—though we particularly desire to emphasize these 
two points today (and simple Justice demands that they should be 
emphasized), viz: 

Ist. That we possess this Narrow Gauge Road today on the 
old road-bed as a result of the former efforts. 

2nd. That had it not been for Dr. C. P. Carver, Mr. George 
D. Chapman would never have known there was such a town as 
Angelica on earth. 

Thirdly. Neither the graded road-bed, nor the presence of 
Mr. Chapman would have availed, had not Mr. Frank Lake, of 
Nunda, who was one of the vigorous Directors in our old line, 
cut of loyalty to it, and in hopes of seeing it revived, yielded his 
interests in the Canal Line and threw his influence for our road.

He held the balance of power, and that power he was influenced 
to wield for us—and by that act sacrificed, as the result proved, 
THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARS~—his Canal Route Stock. And 
what will be his reward? We shall see, bye-and-bye, perhaps. 


It will be remembered that it was one year and six months 
ago, on the 2nd of July, 1880, that Mr. Erastus Pond, of Ports- 
mouth, O., who that day came to Angelica on his annual visit, 
incidentally remarked to Dr. Carver that he knew of a man whom 
he thought would take hold of our dead graded road-bed and re- 
vive it; and it will be just one and one-half vears on Thursday 
next, since Mr. Chapman wrote his first letter, dated at Fair- 
field, Conn., —his summer residence—saying he would return to 
Otlio via Angelica, and look into this thing. It will be 1%2 years 
on the 26th of this month since he first set foot in Angelica. 

And George has had a pretty tough struggle, gentlemen, to 
pull a railroad into this town! But he has done it! And today, 
on general principles, for our part we feel like giving him an an- 
vil salute. ; 

In this connection we feel it is in order to say a few words 
about Mr. Frank S. Smith—the President of our road. 


Tt will be remembered that he first became interested in this 
revived enterprise, by being selected as Attorney for the road. 
This gave an opportunity for the New York capitalists comprising 
the Syndicate that bought this old road-bed, to become acquain- 
ted with him, and to test his capabilities. Their confidence in him 
increased with acquaintance. He was found to be a young man of 


‘ unusual abilities, both native and acquired. In matters of the law 


he was found remarkably able; and withal, they discovered in 
him a man of the strictest integrity and great determination and 
vigor. Possessing such sterling qualities, they finally determined 
to have him take entire charge of this link in their railroad sys- 
tem, and therefore made him President of the Road, continuing 
him as Attorney and also, as Attorney for the Genesee Valley 
Canal line (which they had subsequently bought). 

Through all these months Mr. Smith has worked together 
with Mr. Chapman, ever with the one leading centrai thought in 
view—to give Angelica a Railroad. This has been the one con- 
trolling thought of his mind through all these weary months of 
complications. And we feel that to him belongs, today, special 
credit for the result achieved. 


THE LOCOMOTIVE IN TOWN! 


It was precisely at half past 2 p.m., Monday, Jan. 16, 1881, 


‘when the rails were laid across the corporation line, and at 3:15 


they crossed Olean Street, and at 3:30 the first locomotive moved 
slowly across the street, snorting its loudest and longest, which 
Was responded to by the ringing of all the church bells, which 
continued for half an hour; while the wagon shop men kept up a 
lively whanging of two anvils in the park.

FORMER RAILROAD EFFORTS 
Review by Mr. J. B. Welch 


Faken from Allegany County Republican, January 13, 1882 
Oil City, January 2, 1882 
Dear Editor: 

Passing the winter as I am, in a city of unusual railroad fa- 
cilities for its size (no less than six centering here), and catch- 
ing, through the columns of your paper, the echo of the rail- 
road excitement in Angelica, I have been occupied during my 
leisure walks and moods in some reminiscences of railroads in 
Allegany, which it may not be inopportune to recite at this ex- 
citing juncture. when the long-wished-for iron horse is sounding 
his shrill neigh at the doors of my old home. 

The credit of being the first to broach the railroad idea in 
Angelica township belongs, in my opinion, to the Judge Philip 
Church. At a meeting of citizens held in Geneseo nearly 60 
years ago, to consider the feasibility of the Genesee Valley Canal 
project (the history of whose rise and fall is familiar to most of 
your readers), Judge Church very much surprised the assem- 
bly by the suggestion of a railroad over the course in question, 
in lieu of a canal. At that time the Erie road had not been 
thought of; in fact, there was not a railroad in the State and the 
suggestion was received with the derision and contempt with 
which, in the history of civilization, advance ideas seem univer- 
sally to have been met. Judge George Williams, of Portage, a 
cc-delegate, proposed to throw Judge Church into the river, as a 
wholesome means of restoring him to his senses, which proposi- 
tion was met with such ready acquiescence on the part of the 
threatened party that the learned Portage Justice deemed it the 
better part of valor to withdraw his threat. 

Judge Church lived to ride on the Erie railway, and doubtless 
his far-seeing judgment appreciated, to some extent, the railway 
future of his country; for the Judge was eminently in advance 
of the age in which he lived. The first Angelica R. R. excitement 
proper, however. belongs to the time cf the construction of the Erie 
road, about the vear 1845. It was first talked of in 1832. At that 
time Erie travellers from New York came by boat 20 miles up 
the Hudson, to Piermont, thence by rail to Sufferns, and thence 
by stage to their various destinations.in the western part of the 
State. Gradually the western terminus crept toward us, stop- 
ping at Binghamton, Owego, Elmira and Hornellsville respective- 
ly, for various periods of time. From Hornellsville the road 
still looked westward, and this was Angelica’s opportunity 
to put in her plea for a place along the line. The contest 
was long and bitter, the Scio and Wellsville districts at last win- 
ning, regardless of grades or distance, through their superior in- 
terests, but not until the matter had hung fire for a long time 
Qn one occasicn Mr. Lord of New York, then President of the 
Erie, came up to Angelica, specially interviewed various property 
holders and prominent business men. The prospect seemed 
fair then for Angelica’s victory. 

It was proposed to build the road on ‘‘stilts’’, or trestles, as 
they are now called, and in this way the grade question was to 
have been to a great extent ignored. The old President was an 
ardent believer in the feasibility of this scheme, and for years 
miles of such elevated roadbed could be seen anywhere between 
Binghamton and Hornellsville. ‘To preserve the timber used, holes 
were bored into them and filled with salt, and it took hundreds 
of thousand of dollars to fully demonstrate the plan’s futility. 
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Finally, about the year 1850, the first train was run, on an 
excursion trip, over the present route, from New York through to 
Dunkirk. President Fillmore, Daniel Webster, William H. Sew- 
ard, John J. Crittenden, and other distinguished men accompan- 
ied the party, one which I had the honor of counting, and 
the journey was the occasion of great rejoicing and festivity all 
along the line. The next Railroad agitation. In Angelica oc- 
curred some five or six years later than the event last referred 
to, and was the proposed building of a road from Rochester to 
Pennsylvania State Line, there to connect with a railroad from 
Pittsburgh, thus making direct route from that great manufac- 
turing centre to Lake Ontario. This road was surveyed but never 
got beyond that step. 


A further attempt is that of a few years ago, when the lately 
ceceased Rochester, Nunda & Pennsylvania Railroad Co. essayed 
to utilize the old survey—with the failure yet fresh in the minds 
of your readers. And that the Allegany Central accomplishes the 
long desired end—a Railroad for Angelica—it may chance that 
the ice once broken, Angelica may have more than one railroad 
through her borders, particularly if the oil wealth of the county 
develops as its sanguine devotees expect.

THE LACKAWANNA & PITTSBURGH RAILROAD 
BROAD GAUGE! 
THE ROAD READY FOR BUSINESS AND SOON TO BEGIN 


The contractors for the entire line, Messrs. Warren & Hunter, 
are about finishing up their labors. But a very small amount of 
ballasting remains to be done—about a mile or so; the water 
tanks are all done; a locomotive house is being built at Perkins- 
ville, for 4 engines, and a turn-table put down. The six depots 
have just been contracted for by White & Bennett, as follows: At 
Belfast, Angelica, Canaseraga, Stony Brook Glen, Rogersville and 
Perkinsville. 

Water tanks have been built at Angelica, Belfast, Birdsall, 
Canaseraga, and at Perkinsville. The one at Angelica is supplied 
by water from the creek, which is forced up by a small engine 
located beneath the tank—as is the case at Perkinsville. 

Over $270,000 have been expended in rolling stock. Over 300 
cars of all kinds have been bought, and a contract for a much 
larger number is being considered. The eight locomotives now 
bought cost as follows: One $10,800; two $10,500; one $7,542; four 
$5,500 each. 

The Stony Brook Glen bridge alone cost $78,000. 

Our new broad gauge of 42 miles, connecting the great Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western and B. N. Y. & P. systems is pos- 
itively first-class in every respect and built for heavy traffic.

BROAD GAUGE OPENED 


Trains started at last on our broad gauge and they will run 
forever. A new route opened between East and West. New priv- 
ileges for the public. Eight passenger trains leaving Angelica 
daily and two more to be added next week. 

At last, after many days, trains have begun to run on our 
new broad or standard gauge between Perkinsville, Steuben 
County and Belfast, Allegany County—connecting the great Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad system with 800 miles 
of road of Western New York and Pennsylvania, known as the 
B. N. Y. & P. system, thus being a connecting link between main 
trunk railways of the east and west, giving passengers and freight 
the most direct route via the D. L. & W. from New York City 
to Salamanca, Pittsburgh and Chicago.

THE LACKAWANNA & PITTSBURGH RECEIVERSHIP 


As briefly announced in these columns last week, George D. 
Chapman has been appointed Receiver of our railroad. A brief 
and authentic statement of the events which led to this result, 
although familiar to many of our readers, may be interesting at 
this time. 

The Allegany Central Railroad Company, formed from the 
Olean and Friendship Railroads, and the extension to this village 
and thence to Swains, was projected and built by a few sub- 
scribers, stimulated by the energetic and liberal efforts of citizens 
of Angelica and other towns on the line of the road. During the 
continuance of active operations in the Allegany oil field the 
read was prosperous, but with the decline of that field the busi- 
ness of the road largely fell off, and something had to be done to 
save the road. To that end the extension to Belfast and Perkins- 
ville was built, thus making the road a link in a great through 
line between the East and the West, and bringing competition 
in freight and passenger rates to every door. The Company, 
however, has not as yet reaped the benefit therefrom for which it 
hoped. 

The financial panic of July last, and the bankruptcy of the 
“West Shore’ road seriously embarrassed the principal con- 
tractor for the extension of our road,.and made it necessary that 
the Company accept the road at the hands of the contractors be- 
fore it was finished. The completion of the unfinished work of 
construction has been a serious burden to the operating and fi- 
nancial departments. 

Mr. Chapman was appointed Receiver because of the con- 
fidence of all concerned that his intense energy, his great fi- 
nancial ability, and valuable railroad experience, would be un- 
tiringly devoted to the work of saving the road and placing it 
bpon a sound financial basis.

PLENTY OF MONEY RAISED AND EMPLOYEES PAID 

It is with great pleasure we are able to announce that the 
harassing embarrassments which have so long burdened the of- 
ficials of our railroad, and consequently oppressed the employees 
of the company and our citizens also to a large extent. have at 
last been entirely overcome, as to present distress, and apparently 
securing at the same time a prosperous future for the road. 

That is to say, while the sum due employees was only about 
$60,090, about $190,000 have been raised by the sale of certifi- 
cates, being a sum considerable in advance of present needs— 
which fund will not be needed in payment of employees, as from 
this date the running expenses of the road are rigidly to be kept 
within the receipts, as demanded both by emergency and the or- 
der of the Court. Hence, while for a time there may possibly be 
fewer trains, and employees, with perhaps somewhat reduced

surance they will be paid regularly and promptly every month.

Superintendent Peter issued a new time-table, Monday, which 


will be found in our columns today. By the new arrangement 
but two conductors—Corwin and King—are retained, together with 


their’trainmen, and starting from Angelica, each makes a double’ 


trip daily. 

Corwin thus makes a daily run over the narrow gauge divi- 
sion, of 160 miles, in a period of 14 hours; and King makes a 
daily run of 144 miles over standard gauge road, in compass of 
15 hours.

OUR RAILROAD 
THE WHEELS AGAIN STAND STILL 


The wheels of our railroad again stand still, and may remain 
so for two months—or until the road is sold. 

In December last, when the Receiver was appointed, the men 
worked with renewed hope, but for the last 5 months or so the 
employees, with few exceptions, have not received a dollar of the 
$25,000 they have meantime earned and paid over to the Com- 
pany. They pertinently inquire, Where has this money gone to? 

So, at a few hours notice about sixty of the employees met 
in the Grand Jury reom of our Court House on Monday evening, 
and after duly organizing, decided to do no more work till paid 
in full. 

The tidings flashed to Receiver Chapman in his six-thousand- 
dollar-a-year New York oftice and Wednesday morning he came 
up on the Erie in a palace car, arriving at his Angelica residence 
by his coach from Belvidere. 


During the day the Executive Committee of the employees 
met Mr. Chapman at the railroad office, when he submitted sev- 
eral propositions, and it was arranged that he should personally 
talk to the men at a special meeting to be called in the evening. 

So, at 8 o’clock Wednesday evening about 50 of the L. & P. 
boys were again gathered in the Grand Jury room of the historic 
old Court House—where the G. O. P. was brought forth, and 
where so many and varied scenes have been enacted in half a 
century of time. 

Receiver Chapman came; was respectfully received and lis- 
tened to in a half-hour summary of what had been attempted and 
accomplished. 


The Receiver then retired and the men went into secret ses- 
sion, the result being that it was unanimously resolved to main- 
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tain their present position, and unless some very favorable 
proposition in the line of hard cash is forthcoming in a day or 
two, Hon. Hamilton Ward, their attorney, is to be instructed to 
immediately begin legal proceedings to have the road sold— 
which Mr. Ward assures them can be accomplished in 50 days.

: RAILROAD WAR 
THE R., H. & L. AND THE ERIE CLINCH AT HORNELLSVILLE 


Frank Babcock, defeated in his attempt to stop our L. & P. 
connection being built into Hornellsville, across his farm, put up 
& job with the Erie Company to forestall the movement by build- 
ing across the line of the new road. The Elmira Advertiser of 
Tuesday contained the following account of the incidents to date, 
written at Hornellsville. 


Interest in railroad matters here has of late received a de- 
cided boom. About a week ago the Erie ran a switch from their 
main line near Stephen’s crossing, about one mile north of this 
village, across the lands of F. G. Babcock towards a brick-yard 
leesed and operated by one Sager, on the premises of Charles 
D. Emery, at the request of said Sager and under the understand- 
ing that they were to receive the transportation of 2,000,000 bricks 
per year for so doing, Sager representing that he had such a right 
by his lease with Mr. Emery. When the men constructing the 
switch came to the lands of Emery he forbid the construction of 
the line across his premises at that point. Mr. Emery says that 
by the terms of the lease the right of way for a switch through 
the lands was granted, but in a different place and entirely on his 
cwn land; that he had several times asked the Erie to put in 
the switch, but that they have neglected to do so, and that when the 
Rochester, Hornellsville & Lackawanna Railroad settled with him 
for the right of way through the same lands it was agreed that 


.they were to build a track to the yard as a part of the money 


consideration for such right of way. Friday night the R., H. & 
L. Company began grading their roadbed along the line of the 
Erie where this newly laid switch joined the Erie at a sharp 
angle, and in order to put down their own track tore up a 
part of the Erie’s alleged switch, which at that time had not been 
joined to the main line, and laid about 100 feet of their own 
main line in its place, and the same evening served injunction pa- 
pers on the Erie officials at this place, restraining them from 
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replacing the switch taken up, which injunction the Erie disre- 
garded and Saturday afternoon tore up all of the R., H. & L. 
track, replaced their switch and run about a half dozen loaded 
box and freight cars down the embankment on to the switch, fill- 
ing the same to a cut on the river bank, making a removal of 
them nearly impossible, the cars being piled upon each other in 
various unpleasant positions for moving. 

The R., H. & L. Company began grading their roadbed 
with a large gang of men today near the disputed ground, and the 
Erie has also a large force on hand for the purpose of frustrat- 
ing their plans. 

During the day several Erie men were served with warrants 
for contempt of court against the decision of Judge Bradley, ren- 
dered at Corning on Saturday. Several persons gave bail while 
cthers left the disputed ground and evaded service of the papers. 

This afternoon the Erie under the command of Agent Beiknap 
sent reinforcements to the scene, while the new company claims 
to have sufficient force to hold the fort and to repulse the invad- 
ers. Among the Erie officials present this afternoon were Super- 
intendent Coffin, Manager Mason of the Western Union office, 
Agent Belknap and Chief Clerk Williams. 

The threatening attitude of the opposing forces became so 
marked that it was deemed necessary to send for the Sheriff, and 
in the course of the day that official went to the scene, in the 
meantime telegraphing Deputy Murray to organize a posse for the 
purpose of preventing a riot. 

At 4 o’clock the two parties stood staring at each other from 
opposite sides of the barbed fence, with the Sheriff and posse of 
men looking quietly on, ready to read the riot act in case the ac- 
tion of either party demanded it, although up to evening there ap- 
peared no prospect that there would be any disturbance. The 
Erie has a large gang of wreckers from the shop upon the scene, 
while all the trackmen on the Divison appear to be assembled 
there and all at work, either upon the main track or the switch, 
ties and rails being piled up along the track very rapidly. A 
portion of the Lackawanna road was relaid during the afternoon, 
_but immediately torn up by the Erie men in the presence of the 
Lackawanna officials, who watched the work with a smile of satis- 
faction, declaring that it was just what they wanted. Sheriff 
Baldwin detailed an extra posse of twenty-five men this evening 
who are guarding the points of dispute. Two hundred section 
men are upon the scene and will probably remain there during 
the night. 

Hornellsville is aroused and takes sides with the new road. 

Tuesday night a gang of men representing each Company 
camped upon either side of the fence which divides the disputed 
property, glaring at each other by the light of a large fire which 
was kindled from the ties piled along the track. Wednesday morn- 
ing both parties withdrew from the scene, an injunction grantea 
by Judge Bradley of Corning having been served upon the Erie 
preventing them from laying their switch across the Emery 
property. The situation remained unchanged during the day, 
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nine wreckers from the Erie shops sitting around the switch with 
nothing to do but to watch for something to turn up.

tificates issued in aid of our road in 1884, now due and unpaid and 
held by said Wesson and others. 

This action resulted in a general accounting of all the unset- 
tled affairs of the road.

brought forward a great mass of charges against the Company, 
aggregating some million and a half of dollars. 

It is seen, therefore, that the eminent attorney who acted as 
Referee in the case, has had a very laborious duty to perform, 
and one requiring much time. 

And it may be said that on his decision probably rested the 
life or death of our railroad. For it is clear that if these claims 
of Chapman et al. were found to be lawful charges, the road 
would have been so heavily handicapped by debt as to be in fact 
buried beyond resurrection by mortal man. If these claims were 
just then Chapman would practically have himself possessed the 
toad, in which case it would have been as dead as a salted mack- 
erel.

THE MACHINE SHOPS 


In the year 1884, certain of the enterprising citizens of An- 
gelica joined together and in due form organized a company, 
under name of the ‘‘Angelica Machine Shop Comipany,’”’ with cap- 
ital of 325,000, for the purpose of building shsps here and doing 
repair or new work for the railroad company. The shops were 
built about % mile east of the depot by the side of the track, and 
locomotive stalls also; all convenient to the railroad 

The incorporators of the Machine Shop Company were: James 
T. Brown, William F. Devening, Frank S. Smith, J. S. Peter, M. 
5. Blair, D. D. Gardiner, D. P. Richardson, George S. Arnold. 

These gentlemen expended in ali a total of abcut $18,000 in 
build’ngs, mech'nery and tocl>. Fer awhile the future of the 
enterprise looked encouraging; but it was impossible as events 
proved, for any such enterprise to prosper while dependent on a 
George Dennis Chapman railroad. 

After running shops about six months under their own man- 
agement, the Machine Shop Company sold all their interest tnere- 
in to the Railroad Company, who were given a long time for pay- 
ment, notes to be paid on certain dates, and if any said payment 
passes, then all to come due immediately; and title to remain in 
the Machine Shop Company till all was paid. 

Well, in one way and another, after many delays, the George 
Dennis Chapman Railroad Skindykers paid a few of said notes; 
then, when their road flumed no more notes were paid. 

So, under the contract of sale and purchase between said 
parties, the shops reverted to the possession and full ownership 
of the Machine Shop Company. 

' Awhile ago, after the recent purchase of our road by its 
friends and the casting out of the aforesaid George Dennis Uhap- 
man, the surviving members of the Machine Shop Company got 
together, and with creditable public spirit unanimously decided to 
offer a free and perpetual use of said plant to the new Raiiroad 
Company: provided only, that the Railroad Company should oc- 
cupy and use the same-—otherwise reversion. So a 99-year lease 
was executed by the Machine Shop Company to the C. N. Y. & W. 
Railroad Company, in consideration of one dollar, about five 
weeks ago. 

And thus, through the public spirit of said citizens, was the 
repair work of the new Railroad Company secured to Angelica 
instead of possibly being taken elsewhere. 

More than this: Mr. Frank §. Smith gave another and fur- 
ther proof of fidelity to the home-town of his youth by volunteer- 
ing to have the shops re-roofed and repaired at his personal ex- 
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pense. And Mr. Charles Graham is now at work on this con- 
tract. 
When the work of extending our road south is under way the 
coming season, and business is fully resumed on our road, the 
shops will be a place of greater activity than ever before. So the 
morning follows the night.

There have been three events here this week of local public 
importance, namely:

8. Resumption of regular train service on our railroad, after 
several months’ suspension, while trestle was being filled. 

As to the latter, a few remarks will be made. 

A railroad means a great deal to Angelica. It now has a 
line established as firmly as the everlasting hills, and upon 
which in all human probability, a regular daily train service will 
from this date be continued without stop, forever. 

With two trains daily, Angelica and Birdsall and other points 
on the line are well accommodated in traveling, in freight, ex- 
press, and in mail. With the extension of the line will come in- 
creased benefits.

The work of rebuilding the trestle bridge over the river near 
what is known as Wigwam station, is now about finished: also; 
the repair of the narrow-gauge road-bed on entire line. 

Some freight for Friendship is now at Angelica, and it will be 
taken to Friendship on Saturday, being the first train over said 
part of the narrow-gauge since the strike. 

The narrow-gauge Division will be reopened by regular train 
service, on Wednesday next, as follows: 

A train will leave Angelica at 7:05 a.m. arriving at Olean 
about 10 (official time-card will give the actual time). 

A train will leave Olean at 7 a.m. arriving at Angelica at 
11:40. Returning, leave here at 1 p.m., arriving at Olean about 
5. This train will then make a passenger run to Bolivar and 
back to Olean each evening. 

A train will leave Olean at 1 p.m., arriving at Angelica at 
5:15—connecting with the standard gauge trains. 

And so, at last, business is again resumed on the entire L. & 
S. W. system. 

In 1902 and 1£03 the narrow gauge portions were changed 
to standard gauge. 

In 1903 the Railroad Shops were sreiously damaged by fire, 


‘and in 1918 were practically destroyed by fire, being rebuilt in 


October, 1918. 

There were 184 bridges on the Shawmut. The bridge over the 
Allegheny River at State Line was 800 feet in length. The Via- 
duet in Stonv Brook Glen Park was 40 feet in length with a height 
of 245 feet and was one of the highest bridges in New York State. 

Until 1945 Angelica’s economic life was based principally on 
ihe Pittsburgh Shawmut and Northern Railroad. The shops had 
employed at various times about one hundred and thirty-five men, 
and more than forty other Angelica residents were employed by 
the administrative and operative personnel. There had been a 
Zraduel decline of employment after World War I and in 1930-31 a 
eut was mcce ‘n the Shop to “0-70 men. And the shons were 
closed ‘n 197% Tre main shops were located in St. Marys where 
moderz. shon- were bu'lt in 1941. In Allegany County, New York, 
the Shawmut line touched ten towns, with County Town Taxes 
upproximate!y $20,000 yearly. Passenger service was discontin- 
ued in 1926, 

The Pittsburgh Shawmut and, Northern Railroad Company, 
known as the Shawmut Line was officially abandoned as ~* 
March 531. 1947.

In 1921, at the 
Lathrop, Messrs. W. 


suggestion of Clarence L., 
L. Seiver and then Mayor 
Floyd Gibson, collaborated an:l contacted West- 
inghouse engineers who came to Angelica and 
studied the proposition from all angles. 

On submission of the engineers’ report, the 
three above named went before the Village 
Board and the latter, after careful study of the 
plans proposed set up the Electric Board with 
Cc. L. Lathrop appointed as office manager. 

A special election was held on August 8, 1922, 
at which the taxpayers voted 98-28 in favor of 
having electricitv, as a result of which the town 
was bonded for 320,000 and work commenced. 

The Board obtained the services of James 
McDonald of Fillmore, who scoured the surroun:- 
ing area and bought up necessary Chestnut poles 
for installation. 

Work progressed very favorably and the en- 
tire community became enthused, in fact, so 
much so that businessmen and taxpavers donated 
$2,000.00 for the boulevard lights on Main 
Street and on January 27, 1923 the lights were 
turned on. 

Thus culminated probably the most out- 
standingly successful venture ever undertaken by 
a smal! group of men possessed with foresight 
and ingenuity in the history of our community. 

And today, over 32 years later, Mr. Lathrop. 
still active and enjoying good health, is regarded 
as the “father” of our municipally owned elec- 
tric light board, which has ever been vigilant to 
improve with the times and keep abreast of 
necessary changes. 

On August 17, 1949. the new substation was 
completed which upped the 13.200 original volt- 
age to 34,500 an also marked the completion of 
a new transmission line to Transit. 

Under careful and astute management over 
the years, the present Electric Board. composed 
of Walter Hunt, William L. Seiver and Leo 
Shafer, has a substantial surplus and no jindebt- 
edness and it seems safe to sav that the taxpay- 
ers will shortly benefit. as they have several 
times in the past, by way of continued improve- 
ment to the entire community in some form or 
other. 

In closing, it might be well to point out 
that our boulevard and street lights have been 
operated and maintained without a penny’s cost 
to taxpayers, which in the average community 
of comparable size would equal $4500 to $5000 
cost annually. 

Also a major factor in the Electric Board's 
success is the fact that Mr. Seiver, an electrician 
himself, has kept a “watch-dog eye” on expendi- 
tures from its inception and has contributed 
many hours of service on top of advice that has 
effected thousands of dollars of savings over the 
years. 


HIGHLIGHTS IN GRANGE HISTORY 


A little before the year 1913 the idea of 
equal suffrage began to loom on the horizon, and 
in this year, the Grange had a debate, “Resolved 
that Woman Suffrage would tend to purify poli- 
tics.” 


The affirmative side was taken by Mrs. May 
Milliman, the negative by Walter Kitchen. The 
women lost in this debate, much to the disap- 
pointment of the leader, though I doubt if this 
had any bearing on this 19th Amendment one 
Way or the other, when equal suffrage became 
a law in 1920. 


A debate on, “Would the elimination of 
grade crossings mean unnecessary expense to tax- 
payers.” As we know many dangerous cross- 
ings have been eliminated and probably many 
lives have been saved. 

Granges, becoming more numerous all over 
the country, were beginning to use their infiu- 
ence to obtain “Rural Free Delivery and Parcel 
Post.” All of these being a wonderful contribu- 
tion for the betterment of the farmers, who 
were (quoting from Grange Constitution). ‘‘meet- 
ing together, talking together, working together, 
buying together and selling together, and in gen- 
eral, acting together for mutual protection and 
advancement.” 

Angelica Grange has passed through many 
strange vicissitudes and times of discourage- 
ments. Many have joined and dropped out. 
Many loyal members went through county, state 
and national degrees receiving much _ pleasure 


and profit thereby. Two members also have had 
the honor of holding the office of District 
Deputy. I believe that Angelica Grange through 
the 40 vears of its existence, has kept its place 
at the top, in the county, and have practiced 
the motto, “In essentia's unity, in non-essentials 
liberty, in all things charity.”

Other classes of Initiates soon followed. The 
Grange prospered and grew very rapidly until 
it seemed as though half of the town and near- 
ly all the farmers in the community were mem- 
bers. 

Chicken pie suppers were served, socials 
were held both in Hall and in the homes to raise 
money for the necessary expenses. 

This building burned on Sunday at 2:30 
o’clock, January 15, 1922, while Lewis Graham 
was Master. The Grangers suffered serious loss 
of property. Their piano, chairs, dishes, stoves. 
some records, costumes, badges and other arti- 
cles belonging to the Grange were either partial- 
ly or totally destroyed. 

A few meetings were held in I1.0.0.F. Hall, 
and at the homes of members. The only places 
I can think of were held at Clark Phippen’s, Jay 
LaMont's, Clarence Graham's, Mrs. Radley’s and 
Levi Rearwin’s. 

A committee was appointed to look for a 
Grange hall, in the meantime, and ‘finally voted 
to buy the Blanchard house on Mechanic Street 
which was purchased June 24, 1922. 

The Grangers went to work, removing par- 
titions, putting in new floors and windows, 
scrubbing, redecorating, etc. 

Dances, box socials, and chicken pie suppers 
were again in full swing to. pay for the home 
and new equipment. 

New members came in, and as these rooms 
were rather small for a rapidly growing member- 
ship, the Grange decided to move to larger 
quarters. 

The building was sold to Ted Robinson in 
1928 while Clair Benjamin was Master and the 
upstairs rooms in the Warner block on Main 
Street were rented. 

Here meetings were held for four years or 
until 1932, when fire again partially destroyed 
the Grange rooms and some of the Grange 
property. 

The Grange then moved to I.0.0.F. Hall, 
renting these rooms the summer of 1943. They 
met in the Court House until the rooms in the 
Warner building were remodeled and _ finished

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and moved in at the end of 1943. 

In 1946 the Grange voted to give up their 
lease to the Speer Manufacturing Co., who pur- 
chased the building. 


They then moved in December, 1946, in 
time for Christmas, into rooms, remodeled and 
redecorated in the Presbyterian Church. 


ANGELICA FREE LIBRARY 


On October 17, 1900, the cornerstone for the 
Angelica Free Library was laid by Frauk Harri- 
son Higgins in memory of jis) yrandmother, 
Lucretia Hapgood Higgins. The site for this 
library was given by Mrs. Frank S$. Smith. 

Previous to this memorable occasion many 
events and much of the time of various organi- 
zations had gone into its founding. As early as 
1831, Angelica had a Lyceum for debating per- 
tinent questions of the day. In 1859 a Literary 
Association was formed. An essemblage of An- 
gelica Ladies banded together in the 1580's to 
work for this library. The first cataloguing of 
books was published in connection with the 
school in 1895. Village festivals, held during 
the 1890's, and organizations such as the Progress 
Club all contributed toward this end. One of 
these festivals, held August 8, 1900, netted 
$377.58. Events during this day-long festivity 
included tands and firemen from neighboring 
towns, parades, drills, plays—and the view of the 
first horseless carriage in Angelica. 

According to available information, the 
stained glass window on the stair landing is of 
Felbourne glass brought from Italy and is a 
copy of a window in Florence, Italy. 


A reception for the village residents was 
held in the Library on July 20, 1901, the books 
already having been put in their places. 

Many contributions and donations have been 
received by our Library, helping to make it as 
enjoyable and historic as any building in An- 
gelica. 

Among these contributions are the following: 

1901—Mr. Walter Church, 360 volumes from 

the old library of the Church family of 
Belvidere. 

—tTravelers’ Club and the Camera Club. 
—Miss Emma Whitmore, $2000 bequest. 
—Mrs. F. S. Smith, $15,000 bequest. 
—Town Board yearly budgets $300 for 

Library purposes. 

—Village Board budgeted $100 this year. 

Today there are around 10,000 books found 
within these walls for the public's information, 
erudition, and gratification, made available to 
you 12 hours a week.

THE CHURCH FAMILY 


JUDGE PHILIP CHURCH 
By JOHN'S. MINARD 


John Barker Church was an English gentleman of cons:der- 
able means and a liberal education. He emigrated to America 
about the time of the breaking out of the Revolution. Entertain- 
ing a profound sympathy for the colonists he resolved to espouse 
their cause, and, under the name of John Carter, which for some 
geod reason he for awhile assumed, he was commissary to the 
French. arm. Making the acquaintance of Hamilton, Greene, 
Gates and Schuyler, he became socially interested in the family 
of the latter, whose eldest daughter, Angelica, he married July 
23, 1777. Philip Church, their son, was born in Boston, April 14, 
1778. The family during the war resided at Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia and Albany, as Mr. Church’s duties required his 
presence in these places. While yet an infant Philip was present 
at the Schuyler mansion near Albany with his mother while on a 
visit to her father’s when the memorable attempt was made by 
John Waltmeyer, a Tory refugee at the head of a party of Tories, 
Canadians and Indians, to capture General Schuyler, and destroy 
the powerful influence he was exerting against the banded Tories 
and Indians. As the banditti forced an entrance into the house, 
Margaret Schuyler (afterwards wife of Gen. Stephen Van Rens- 
selaer) discovered that her sister’s child had been left asleep in 
the cradle upon the ground floor. Rushing down stairs and pass- 
ing her father against his remonstrances, she seized the child, 
and was passing the beseigers when Waltmeyer, mistaking her 
for a servant maid, demanded, ‘‘Wench, where is your master?”’ 
With remarkable presence of mind she replied, ‘‘Gone to call 
the guard,’’ and made a safe retreat with the child. An Indian 
threw his tomahawk at them which fortunately did no further 
harm than to tear Miss Schuyler’s dress, slightly graze the in- 
fant’s forehead, and spent its force in making a cut in the stair 
tailing. Judge Church in later life used to exhibit the scar, and 
the mark of the tomahawk is still to be seen in the Schuyler 
mansion. 

The family of Mr. Church accompanied him to Paris after the 
Revolution, Colonel Trumbull, the celebrated American artist, 
then residing in Paris, painted a portrait of the boy Philip, which 
has always been regarded by the family as a treasure of inesti- 
mable value. In Paris Mr. Church renewed his old-time close 
relations with LaFayette and made the acquaintance of Talley- 
rand and many other eminent statesmen of France. He later 
took up residence in London and at ‘‘Down Place’’, his country 
residence on the Thames, about four miles from Windsor Castle. 
The London home of Mr. Church, was the frequent resort of Fox 
and Pitt, and, on the breaking out of the French Revolution, when 
the refugees fled to London, he had as guests Talleyrand and 
many of his companions. Having been a decided partisan of the 
colonies during the Revolution, and having connected himself by 
marriage with so notorious a ‘rebel’? family as the Schuylers, 
Mr. Church found himself not in good repute with the high Tory 
party, and under the special disfavor of his uncle. He was however 
elected a member of Parliament from Wendover, warmly espoused 
the liberal party, and adhered to Mr. Fox when it was said in de- 
rision that ‘‘his party could go to the House of Commons in a 
hackney coach.’’ His famiiy physician was the physician of 
George III, and long before it transpired publiciy, he informed 
Mr. and Mrs. Church of the King’s’ aberration, and did not 
hesitate to attribute to the loss of the American colonies the de- 
velopment of this hereditary tendency. Philip pursued his stud- 
jes at Eton. one of the famous schools of England, for six years. 
Here he formed an acquaintance with many later eminent in Eng- 
lish history. On one occasion he met the Prince of Waies after- 
ward George IV. The prince was always friendly to him, but 
George III could never forget the part the older Church had ta- 


ken during the Revolution, and as he rode by ‘‘Down Place’’ he 
would sneeringly point to it as the residence of the ‘‘American 
commissary.’’ After leaving Eton Philip entered the Middle Tem- 
ple,and commenced the study of law. In 1797 John B. Church re- 
sumed his residence in New York. He was then considered one 
of the richest men in the country. Philip accompanied the fam- 
ily and resumed his law studies in the office of Nathaniel Pendle- 
ton, Esq., and was admitted to the bar, receiving his license from 
Morgan Lewis, Justice of the Supreme Court, July 14, 1804. In 
1801 he acted as second to Philip Hamilton in his duel with E. 
Eckhard, when young Hamilton was killed on the same ground 
where his father later met his death. 


Previous to his admission to the bar, when the prospects or 
war with France made necessary the organization of the pro- 
visional army, Philip was appointed an infantry captain by sec- 
retary of War James McHenry. General Washington at first de- 
clined to approve the appointment owing to the youth of Mr. 
Church, but afterwards, in deference to the wishes of Generals 
Schuyler and Hamilton, and being favorably impressed by the 
efficiency and promptitude of the young man, whom he met on 
several occasions, gave his approbation, and the appointment 
was made. Church was immediately after appointed by Hamilton 
as his aide-de-camp. The original commission is in the posses- 
sion of Major Church. Captain Church as chief of his staff ac- 
companied General Hamilton to Philadelphia to take part in the 
solenm obsequies of General Washington who died Dec. 14, 1799, 
and to pay the last tribute of respect to the great departed. Cap- 
tain Church was Hamnilton’s private secretary through the year 
1800, and remembered filing away among the papers of General 
Hamilton, the original copy of the farewell address of Washing- 
ton. 


Soon after the Revolution John B. Church loaned Mr. Morris 
a considerable amount of money, and, as he had not yet become a 
citizen, took security in the name of his brother-in-law, Gen. 
Alexander Hamilton, as trustee, on the square between 8th and 
Sth Streets, and Chestnut and Ransom Streets in Philade!phia. 
In 1795 or 1796 this mortgage was released, and security taken 
on 100,000 acres in the Genesee country. The consideratioa in 
this last mortgage was $81,679.44. Mr. Church still being an alien, 
this was also given to General Hamilton. In 1799 Captain 
Church visited Canandaigua to attend the sale under forecicsure 
of the 100,000 acres, bid in the property and took a deed in his 
own name dated May 6, 1800. The property however was really 
purchased on joint account with his father, who offered him a 
half-interest to conduct the subdivision and sale of the tract. 


In 1801 Captain Church left the city of New York on an ex- 
ploring expedition. He stopped at Geneva to purchase camp 
equipage and provisions, and plunged into the wilderness of 
Western New York. At Almond he met Maj. Moses Van Cam- 
pen, whose services he had previously engaged as surveyor, John 
Gibson, John Lewis and Stephen Price. Almond was the settle- 
ment nearest the tract and had not yet been dignified with a 
name. A thorough exploration of the tract was their object. In 
this the company encountered fatigue, hunger, hardships and pri- 
vations, and to Captain Church it opened up a new and startling 
chapter of adventures. It was indeed a great transformation, 
from the city of New York to this primeval forest with its popu- 
lation of bears, deer and wolves, and it certainly required cour- 
age, energy and endurance of a high order to execute the under- 
taking and in after life Captain Church frequently related the 
exciting incident. He had cut his foot and was confined to the 
camp. The rest of the party after being out all day became be- 
wildered on attempting their return. He could hear their shouts 
from afar, which occasionally sounding, indicated that they were 
going in the wrong direction. He shouted at the top of his voice 
and tried to get their attention, but all to no avail. Finally their 
shoutings died away in the distance, and as the sombre shades

of evening came spreading over the grand old woods, they 
brought a strangely impressive stillness and an awful almost in- 
tolerable, sensation of loneliness. The night at length wore away 
and with the arrival of morning the lost party returned. : 


The reconnoissance was soon completed and Captain Church 
set out with Van Campen on a “‘trip to Niagara Falls’. They 
arrived at New Amsterdam, now Buffalo, after a toilsome tramp 
of three days, almost famished, with tattered garments, and 
nearly shoeless feet. They visited the Falls, returned to Buffalo, 
and resumed their journey by the ‘white man’s trail,’ a road 
opened to Batavia, shoeless and moneyless, but with renewed 
physical powers and full of youthful vigor, for Bath about 100 
miles distant. Mr. Ellicott had just got his land-office built at 
Batavia. At Ganson’s (LeRoy) there was a militia training, the 
first one ever had west of the Genesee. One of the officers sup- 
plied Mr. Church with money and they resumed their journey, 
making a brief halt at Geneseo to visit Mr. Wadsworth, with 
whom Mr. Church had become acquainted in New York. 


Captain Church soon returned to New York from Bath and 
set earnestly at work in making preparations for the settle- 
ment of his lands. In 1802 he sent Evert Van Wickle to select 
the site for the village, which was named Angelica. A large 
map was constructed showing a good part of New York and 
Pennsylvania and the proper location of this tract, with state 
roads and turnpikes, existing and in prospect, and, in the mar- 
gin, a map on a larger scale, and an announcement as to sales, 
conditions of payment, etc. A brief extract from the advertise- 
ment is here introduced, “This tract * * * is situated twenty- 
two miles ‘south of Williamsburg, 100 miles east of Presque Isle, 
eight north of the Pennsylvania line, and sixteen west of the 
navigable waters of the Susquehana.’”’ The terms and conditions 
upon which he proposed to sell these lands are given in full in 
Beer’s ‘‘History of Allegany County,’’ and in the sketch of Judge 
Church appended to the ‘Life of Van Campen’’ by the writer. 
The curious are referred to those volumes for details. 


In 1802 Captain Church again visited the tract, and selected 
the lands for his farm and the site of his future residence on the 
banks of the beautiful Genesee at Belvidere. In making this 
selection he exercised sound judgment and a high order of taste. 
The 2,000 acres which he set apart is the finest land in the whole 
tract, and the situation of the house is incomparably the finest 
in the country. In 1803 and 1804 he built his temporary residence 
called the ‘“‘White House’’ by early explorers, from its being the 
only painted structure in Western New York. The building is 
still standing in a fair state of preservation. During this year 
Captain Church received a severe shock by the intelligence of 
the duel between his uncle General Alexander Hamilton and Cols 
Aaron Burr. He immediately started for New York, and on his 
srrival found that the remains had been taken to his father’s 
house, and from thence to their last resting place in Trinity 
churchyard. John B. Church was appointed one of Hamilton’s 
executors. Two letters from William Stewart to Captain Church, 
the first announcing the meeting and probable fatal effect on Gen. 
Hamilton, the second, penned the following day, communicating 
the particulars of the ‘“‘affair’’ and his death, are preserved by 
Major Richard Church. They are directed to “Philip Church Esq., 
Angelica near Bath.’’ 


Colonel Burr had in the summer of 1799 fought a duel with 
John B. Church on the same ground where Hamilton fell. 
cinner given by Chancellor Livingston, Mr. Church remarked 
that he had heard that the Holland Land Company had cancelled 
a bond for $20,000 against Burr for services rendered in the legis- 
lature. This reaching the ears of Colonel Burr, he demanded 
an apology. Mr. Church declined this, further than to say that 
perhaps he had been indiscreet in repeating the accusation with- 
cut fuller authority. This was not accepted. A challenge sent, 
accepted, and they met, exchanging shots without effect, the ball 
from Mr. Church’s pistol striking a button from Colonel Burr's 
coat and passing through his vest. Colonel Burr then received 
the explanation which Mr. Church had previously made, with the 
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remark that ‘‘an explanation might be received as satisfactory 
after shots had been exchanged that would not have been ad- 
missable before.’? The pistols used in this duel were the same 
used by Philip Hamilton and Echard, and by General Hamilton 
and Colonel Burr, and are now in the possession of Major Rich- 
ard Church. They are of London make, the barrels about twelve 
inches long, hairtrigger with flint set-locks, the vents bushed 
with gold, of fine workmanship, and kept in a fine wooden case 
lined with soft green flannel. The lock of one has been changed 
to a percussion lock and it has been used in shooting squirrels, a 
thing much to be regretted. John B. Church brought them from 
T.endon. From him they descended to Philip Church, and to Maj. 


‘Richard Church. 


February 4, 1805, Captain Church married Anna Matilda, 
eldest daughter of Gen. Walter Stewart of Philadelphia, and the 
next June the youthful pair came to their home in the wildér- 
ness. The ‘‘white house” was ready for their reception, and they 
reached it by riding from Bath to Belvidere forty-four miles on 
horseback, most of the way following a bridle path cut through 
the woods. General Stewart was an intimate friend of General 
Washington and when in Philadelphia General Washington was 
frequently entertained by General Stewart. A desk at which 
Washington was in the habit of writing while there is owned by 
Major Church. Another valued treasure is a miniature of Wash- 
ington accompanied by this note in Washington’s hand writing: 

Wednesday, March 16, 1796. 


Not for the representation or the value, but because it is the 
production of a fair lady, the President takes the liberty of pre- 
senting the enclosed, with his best regards to Mrs. Stewart pray- 
ing her acceptance of it. 


Captain Church lived in the ‘‘white house’’ until 1810, when 
the stone mansion still standing on the banks of the Genesee was 
completed. In this they spent the remainder of their lives. The 
stones used in this edifice were quarried from the bank of Van 
Campen Creek just where the railroad bridge at Belvidere now 
is. 


On the 8th of June, 1807, Captain Church was appointed by 
Gov. Morgan Lewis, ‘“‘First Judge of the Court of Common Pleas 
for Allegany County’’. This office he retained until 1821, and it 
was the only one he ever held. 


Judge Church visited England in 1811. In company with Mr. 
Russell the American minister, he went to Norfolk, and at Yar- 
mouth was tendered a public dinner by old friends cf his father. 
He visited Mr. Coke, afterward the Eari of Leicester, at Holkom 
Hall, where he met with four or five hundred of the landed gen- 
try. By invitation of the Duke of Bedford, the father of Lord 
John Russell, he visited Woburn Abbey, the duke’s mansion, at 
the time of the duke’s annual “‘sheepshearing’’ and cattleshow. 
Sir Philip Francis, the reputed author of the letters of ‘‘Junius,’’ 
sent him a letter of invitation to visit him at Tanbridge Wells. 


During the absence of her husband, Mrs. Church attended one 
ef the annual festivals of the Indians at Caneadea, contriputing 
to its feast out of her stores, and enjoyed very much their rude 
sports and pagan rites and dances. They received her very 
Eindly and were much pleased with her visit, which was evinced 
by their giving her a name, “Ye-nen-ke-a-wa,’’ “ne first white 
woman that has come.’’ In gratitude for her kindness a party 
of Caneadea Indians, upon the breaking out of hostilities in 1812, 
went to Belvidere and offered to place a guard around her 
house to protect her from the British Indians, but she thanked 
them kindly, and declined their proferred gallantry. 


While in England Judge Church studied carefully the most 
upproved methods of husbandry, yet it is questionable whether 
these studies contributed very much to his success as a farmer. 
The country is, however, placed under a lasting debt of gratitude 
to him for the introduction of a very superior stock of cattle and 
sheep. The difficulties encountered in doing this into an isolated 
frontier settlement, are forcibly portrayed by the expedient re- 
sorted to in transporting a Merino buck. A wagon maker was 
engaged to make an ingenious arrangement whereby a crate was 
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ANGELICA 


suspended beneath the Judge’s ‘gig’? which was of the style 
peculiar to those days, with extremely large wheels, and the 
buck was carried thus suspended from Albany to Belvidere. 
This buck was purchased for $80 of Cancellor Livingston who im- 
ported it from Spain. In 1805 Judge Church purchased and drove 
to Beividere 24 sheep. Arriving late in the evening they were 
folded close by the house. In the morning 19 of the number were 
lying dead. The wolves had tracked them and made the havoc. 
Such were some of the hardships and discouragements attending 
the introduction of sheep into Allegany. 


A distinguishing characteristic of General Schuyler’s de- 
scendants is the more or less strongly marked Schuyler family 
resemblance. This appeared in some of the Judge’s family. In 
1824 LaFayette visited this country, and his progress was marked 
by a continuous series of ovations. His visit to Rochester was 
no exception. Judge Church and some of his family were there, 
and when a daughter was presented, before her name could be 
spoken, LaFayette exclaimed, ‘‘There comes a. Schuyler’’ or 
‘“‘There is Schuyler blood in her veins,’’ or words to that effect. 
In a letter to Judge Church dated at LaGrange in 1826, LaFay- 
cite t us alludes to this incident: 


“Happy am I in the opportunity to remind you of the old 
friend of your parents to present my respects to Mrs. Church, 
doubly dear to my most precious recollections, and to your am- 
jiable daughter, whom a friendly image engraved on my heart 
Your affec- 
tionate friend, LaFayette.’’ 


One great advantage derived from Judge Church’s visit to 
England, proved to be one of the initial forces which started the 
wheels of progress and development in Western New York, is 
found in the light obtained and the impulse given to his mind 
by the study of internal improvements, especially that of the 
railway system, just then beginning to attract attention. If not 
the first to conceive the idea he was certainly among the very 
first to espouse the project of the construction of the Genesee 


‘Valley Canal, and he exerted no slight influence in hastening its 


completion. It was however his freely expressed opinion at the 


time that a railroad would better serve the purpose to be ac- 


complished. In this preference he was overruled, but the wisdom 
of his opinion is now clearly established. But the great work to 
which, for a number of years, over and above all other things 
be devoted his time and applied his energies, was the New York 
& Erie Railroad. He left letters, notices, petitions, memorials, 
papers and memoranda proving that he was one of the chief 
and earliest of the originators and advocates of that immense 
undertaking. 


Judge Church had a vigorous constitution, which he retained 
in a remarkable degree to more than forescore years. He was 
accustomed to athletic sports, he excelled in fleetness, and has 
been known to outrun some of the swiftest of the Indians. He 
was passionately fond of and an expert in cricket, and in ad- 
vanced years frequently engaged in the game. He was a good 
marksman. Major Church relates a trial of his skill with the 
rifle with Major Van Campen. It was a ‘‘general training,’’ when 
a man, fastening a little piece of white paper on a tree with a 
pin, paced off a reasonable distance, and turning, took delib- 
erate aim and fired, driving the pin into the tree, the paper still 
adhering. Handing the gun to the other, he requested him to 
beat it, which was of course impossible. The gun however was 
taken, loaded and fired when, upon examination, no new bal! hole 
could be discovered. It was claimed by some that Church did 
not hit the tree. The controversy was settled by chopping into 
the tree, when it was found that both balls had entered the same 
hole. ‘ v3 
The Villa Belvidere was for years the seat of the kindest hos- 
pitality where many distinguished men were entertained. From 
its stately southern porch the beautiful valley of the Genesee 
could be seen for a long distance. Only a few rods away the 
river bank was gently laved by its waters as they passed on 
their ‘‘winding way io the sea,’’ to the southwest reclined the 
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pleasant valley of Van Campen Creek, reposing in the receding 
distance, while the grand old hills on either side of creek and 
river presented a beautiful background, their summits crowned 
as they were with much of the primitive forest made a beautiful 
and attractive picture. The eastern part of this mansion was a 
land office, equipped with desks, drafting tables and other proper 
furniture, and has been preserved intact as when first opened in 
1810. It was the writer’s privilege to meet Major Church in this 
old office one day in the winter of 1891-1892. As of yore a 
cheerful fire blazed upon the old hearth. Over tne mantle hung 
the portrait of the Judge, by the celebrated artist Fagnans, and 
those historic duelling pistols. The walls were hung with pic- 
tures, some illustrating English sports and pastimes, others fine 
sheep and blooded cattle. The shelves were loaded with vener- 
eble law books, ancient books of surveys and records of land 
sales. There were also letters from Washington, LaFayette. 
General Greene, the English statesman Fox and Sir Philip Francis, 
with official papers bearing the signature of Jefferson. Hamilton. 
Adams, Livingston and others. Here the bronze-faced, horny- 
handed pioneers were wont to come to get their ‘articles’, see 
to having. their boundaries adjusted, make their payments, etc. 

At the close of 1859 the judge practically relinquished busi- 
ness, and devoted much time to reading. In the summer of 1860 
he was enfeebled in health and was confined to the house during 
the fall and winter. His last illness was brief, continuing only 
from Monday to Thursday. On Saturday a public meeting of the 
citizens of Angelica was held and resolutions of respect, esteem 
and sorrow for his loss were adopted. On Sunday, the 1lvuth of 
January, 1861, his funeral was largely attended at St. Paul's 
Church, Angelica. The public journals made honorable and be- 
coming mention of his death and recounted his public services. 

Mrs. Church was as near the ideal mother as was possible. 
Her kindness to the poor was such as to exciie comment, anda 
her benevolent deeds are remembered with pleasure by elderly. 
long resident people of the neighborhood. Her benefactions were 
many and were judiciously bestowed. 

The children of this estimable couple were, Angelica (Mrs. 
John Warren) who died in March, 1895 in New York City; John 
Barker, who died in 1875; Sophia Harrison (Mrs. N. P. Hoosack), 
who died in 1891; Walter Stewart, died in 1890; Philip, died in 
1874; Mary died in 1822, Elizabeth (Mrs. Rev. Robert Hor- 
wood), now living near London, England; Richard, now holding 
office in the U. S. Custom House, New York City; and William 
Henry died in 1860.

DEATH OF MAJOR CHURCH’S UNCLE 


Major Church called on Friday to inform us of the death of 
the last surviving member of his father’s family—Richard S. 
Church, Esq., who died at his home in Uxbridge, England, April 
Ist in his 92nd year. He was the youngest brother of Philip 
Church, Esq. “

MAJOR RICHARD CHURCH DIES 


Again we are called upon to chronicle the passing of another 
member of the Church family. This time it is that venerable old 
gentleman, Mr. Richard Church, almost the last member of the 
family. We shall miss his accustomed visits each summer to his 
old home scenes at Belvidere, where he took such delight in talk- 
ing and reviewing the past days. 

Major (a courtesy title) Richard Church, a son of Judge 
Philip Church, was of medium height, who always carried a cane 
and walked with a limp. A leg had been broken and improperly 
set which caused one limb to .be shorter than the other. His 
smile was genial and the strong pressure of his grip spoke of 
tonest friendship and sincerity... His twinkling eyes spoke of en- 
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joyment and he was never too busy to speak to children. He, 
like his nephew, loved Angelica and when closing his home, 
brought many loved treasures to be kept in the Historical Rooms 
ef the Library where he felt they would be treasured and pre- 
served. 

He was the father of two daughters who were often seen rid: 
ing side saddle over the winding hillsides and valleys. 

Angelica, the older, married Rev. Edward P. Hart, an Epis- 
copalian minister of Rochester and died when her first child was 
born as did the infant. 

Her younger sister, Helen, married John Gilpin. at that time a 
Division Superintendent of the Erie Railroad, who became the 
parents of several children. I have reason to believe that the 
oldest daughter bears the name of Angelica Church Gilpin thus 
carrying on the great-grandmother’s name. 

The following appeared in the Rochester Democrat & Chron- 
icle Tuesday, May 9th: 

In the death of Major Richard Church, which occurred at 
noon yesterday at the home of his son-in-law Rev. Edward P. 
Hart, No. 118 Troop Street, Rochester loses a citizen whose life 
peculiarly linked the present day with the early days of the coun- 
try. He was typically a gentleman of the old school and had 
numbered among his acquaintances men whose lives had an im- 
portant bearing on the history of the United States. 

Major Church’s grandmother was a daughter of General 
Philip Schuyler of Revolutionary fame. Another daughter of 
General Schuyler was married to Alexander Hamilton. The pis- 
tols used in Hamilton’s duel with Aaron Burr were borrowed for 
the occasion from John B. Church and were in the possession of 
Major Church at the time of his death. 

Philip Church, the father of Major Church, married Matilda 
Stewart, a daughter of General Walter Stewart, who was General 
Washington’s aide-de-camp. They were the first settlers in the 
town of Belvidere where Major Church was born on June 15, 
1824. The house, an old colonial mansion, still stands on what is 
known as the Church estate. 

Major Church was the possessor of a remarkable collection 
of letters written by famous Revolutionary characters. Among 
these letters were several written by George Washington, Alex- 
ander Hamilton, Thornas Jefferson, and James Madison. He also 
owned valuable original manuscripts relating to the early days of 
the American Republic. 

Rochester has been Major Church’s home since 1901, when 
his daughter, Angelica, was married to Mr. Hart. He is survived 
by one daughter, Mrs. Henry E. Gilpin, of Cleveland.

DEATH OF WALTER S. CHURCH 


_ Walter S. Church, a well known citizen, died at his home at 
112 State Street, Albany at 8:35 o’clock on December 8, 1890. Al- 
though Mr. Church had not been in the best of health for the past 
year, his demise was unexpected, and the tidings are received 
with sorrow. About a year ago he was seized with a sickness which 
resulted in a gradual wasting away of his magnificent constitu- 
tion. Up to 4 p.m. yesterday no serious result was apprehended, 
but from that hour he failed rapidly to the end. 

Walter S. Church was born in Canandaigua in 1813. His 
father was Judge Philip Church, a wealthy land owner of Angel- 
ica, and one of the pioneer settlers of said county. His mother 
was Anna M. Stewart. 

The deceased spent his early life in Angelica, with the ex- 
ception of a few years passed at the West Point Academy. 

In 1850 he purchased the Anti-rent lands in Albany and Rens- 
selaer Counties, from the Van Rensselaer estate, and at once 
commenced a vigorous crusade in the courts to prove his rights 
to the properties so purchased. From that year up to the time 
of his death he has been engaged principally in adjusting these 
claims, having hundreds of suits in the courts at a time. 
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In 1864 he was chosen colonel of the old 25th regiment, New 
York Vol., which position he held four years. This title of Colonel, 
thus acquired, remained with him, and he was generally spoken 
of as Col. Church. When he took command of this regiment it 
was in a badly demoralized condition. But it was soon placed in 
fine shape and equipped at the personal expense of its comman- 
der. 

Mr. Church was an ardent Democrat in politics, but never 
sought political honor. 

He never married. A brother, Richard Church, of Angelica, 
and three sisters survive—Mrs. N. P. Hosack and Mrs. John 
Warren of New York, and Mrs. Rev. Robert Hawley of London, 
England. ‘ 

As a citizen Col. Church was greatly respected by all who 
knew him. To the poor he was one of the most generous of giv- 
ers. When he considered an appeal for charity deserving, it was 
answered with the fulness of his heart, and many a man in this 
city today can attribute to Col. Church whatever success he has 
had. He was devoted to Albany and its interests. and his efforts 
in the city’s behalf have accomplished much. 

Mr Church received his higher education at Hobart College. 
Geneva, and had for a fellow student Horatio Seymour. The two 
were ever the warmest of friends. 

In 1853 Col. Church moved to Albany from Belvidere. Shortly 
after he came into great prominence from his connection with 
the famous anti-rent troubles which prevailed in Albany and Rens- 
selaer Counties. He and Peter Cagger, et al, purchased the right 
and title to large portions of the Old Manor of Rensselaerwyck. 
The holders of the Manor farms insisted that their title was para- 
mount by reason of long possession, and resisted al! attempts to 
eject them. This gave rise to the anti-rent war, and years of 
litigation resulted in the court and even reached the Legislature. 
In over 100 of these real estate law suits, Col. Church, who con- 
tested with great vigor, came out victorious. He was the central 
figure in the struggle; his life was repeatedly threatened, but ap- 
parently he knew no fear. With the final decision of the courts 
friendly relations were established between Col. Church and his 
tenantry, but his affairs have always been more or less involved 
in litigation. At the time of his death his estate embraced about 
160 farms, besides the Manor homestead at Belvidere of one 
thousand six hundred acres still unsold of the original tract of 
100,000 acres. 

In 1885 he built the summer Hotel Kushaqua, near Altamont, 
in the Helderbergs, at a cost of $75,900. 

His bachelor home was the scene of many social enjoyments 
and sumptuous dinners. Among his warm friends in years 
past were Commodore Vanderbilt, Hon. Horatio Seymour, Ros- 
coe Conkling and many prominent men. 


It is supposed that the last surviving brother, Major Richard 
Church of Belvidere, will have charge of the settlement of the 
estates. It is believed that above all indebtedness the estate is 
worth several hundred thousand. 

The family and relatives have full sympathy in their great 
loss.

JOHN BARKER CHURCH Iv 


When Mr. John B. Church bade goodbye to Angelica friends 
last fall we little thought it was his last goodbye. But so it 
Proved. 

The announcement is received that on March 5th, while on a 
visit at Landsford, Pa., after a two days attack of pneumonia, 
the end came. The interment was at Pottsville, the early home 
of Mrs. Church. 

Thus passes the fourth in line bearing the name of John Bar- 
ker Church—a name honored alike in England and America. And 
thus passes another member of the family who as original pro- 
prietors of an extensive tract of land including this and other vil- 
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ANGELICA 


jages, enjoyed a standing that no other family can ever repeat or 
approach. The first of the line, graced with unusual personal en- 
dowments and acquirements, with a fine estate on the Thames, 
near Buckingham Palace and with ample means for its most ap- 
proved maintenance, was an intimate friend of his neighbor, the 
Prince of Wales, George IV. Espousing the cause of America he 
became the trusted friend of Washington, the close friend of Gen- 
eral Philip Schuyler, whose daughter Angelica he married, the 
confidential advisor of his brother-in-law, Alexander Hamilton 
and the financial helper of Robert Morris. His son, Philip, after a 
classical course at Eton, a study of law in London, introduction to 
the homes of some of the noblest families of the realm, rare priv- 
ileges in Parliament and social recognition and courtesies be- 
fitting the son of the former owner of Downs Place, returned to 
America, was married to Anna Matilda, daughter of General Wal- 
ter Stewart, of Philadelphia, and in the center of the large tract 
of forest land of which he had lately become possessed, estab- 
lished on the banks of the Genesee in this township the home still 
known as Belvidere. Here to the day of his death he maintained 
the traditional hospitality of old England at her best, entertaining 
with hearty welcome guests from this land and abroad, the rich 
and the poor, some with unknown names and some with world 
wide fame. Here it was that John Barker, his son, was born—the 
John Barker who married Maria Trumball, daughter of Professor 
Benjamin Silliman, of Yale. Near the Belvidere home, in a house 
built by this John Barker Church—a house over-looking a broad 
sweep of river—was born to him and his wife, Maria Silliman, 
the John Barker Church whom we have known of late. 


Though Mr. Church’s great-grandfather and grandfather, were 
educated in England, his father and he were Yale men, with 
three generations of Yale blood of the deepest dye back of him 
on his mother’s side. 


From early manhood Mr. Church followed the profession of 
civil engineer, having been engaged in the construction of the 
Western Division of the Erie Railroad; and associated with his 
brother, Benjamin Silliman Church, chief engineer of the Croton 
Water Works and with his brother, Walter, in Pennsylvania coal 
development. Later he led a less active life at Geneva where 
he had made his residence. 


For the last few years Mr. Church has each summer revis- 
ited this, his early home. and the weeks spent here each year 
have been to him and to us most pleasant weeks. In many ways 
has his love for the place been manifested. Especially has he 
taken an interest in the village library. To this he gave bocks 
and relics of various kinds. Among these is the old library of 
classical and standard books which his grandfather, Judge Philip 
Church brought from England early in the last century, the pion- 
eer library of western New York, given in the name of his broth- 
er Walter at his death, but by mutual assent joint gift of both 
Walter and John; various other books from time to time, photo- 
graphs of Down Place, the English home of the first John B. 
Church, and other mementos of his kindred. Many evenings 
did he spend there in the book and reading rooms with his friends 
the books and the journals of the day. How he lingered in the 
natural history and colonial rooms among the, to him, dearer re- 
minders of the past-—-the portraits of his ancestors, his great- 
grandfather, the first John Barker Church; his great-grandfathor 
and grandmother, General Philip Schuyler and Mrs. Catherine 
Van Rensalaer Schuyler, under whose name the Allegany Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution are chartered, his great-grand- 
father and grandmother, General Walter Stewart with whom 
Washington was on terms of intimacy and Mrs. Stewart to whom 
with a graceful letter Washington presented his miniature; his 
granduncle and aunt, Alexander Hamilton and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Schuyler Hamilton, photographs of whose portraits and of letters, 
valued tokens of a kinship, so to speak, between all true An- 
gelicans and those illustrious names, were presented by the Miss- 
es Louisa Lee and Georgina Schuyler; his grandfather and 
grandmother, Judge Philip Church and Mrs. Anna Matilda Stew- 
art Church; the memorial for Mrs. Angelica Church Hart whom 
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all loved; the Silliman letters and poem; the cabinet from the 
Belvidere home, over the mantle in the Colonial room; the Ham- 
iiton-Burr pistols; old account books, mortgages and other inter- 
esting documents bearing the signatures of Alexander Hamilton, 
Robert Morris and others, presented to the library for safe keep- 
ing by Major Richard Church whose deep interest in the library 
has like that of his nephews been shown in many ways. 


Here among mementos of the past or on the open porch, 
Mr. Church loved to sit and talk with old companions of his boy- 
hood days (so few!), or in the friendly shade of neighboring trees 
urged on by eager listeners, to recall the fading memories of 
the place. 


The streets and houses again became familiar to him and the 
hills over which he wandered: and took in at a broader view the 
scenes so dear, were again his own. Often did he have with him 
a photographer and many were th eprints he took of his birth- 
place at Triana, of houses in the village and of landscape views 
around the town. : 


While Mr. Church was never gloomy nor despondent but al- 
ways cheerful and cheering, yet behind all there was a suddued 
sadness as he lived again almost alone the scenes of other days. 
No where and at no time was this more marked than on his last 
visit to the cemetery. Then while standing near the graves of 
his ancestors he said: ‘‘I cannot live over the hill in Belvidere 
where my father was born, where my grandfather lived and 
where my great-grandmother Angelica stayed and plannea the 
grounds. She liked landscape architecture and had a plan made 
for Triana which she named and where I was born. The village 
and town bear her name. I like to have her so loyally remem- 
bered. My grandmother, the daughter of General Stewart had 
the house Belvidere built after designs by La Trobe while her 
husband was in England. These places have passed out of the 
family to my sorrow, but I should like to sleep here when I die, 
near my family and among the hills of old Allegany. Here I 
rambled in my boyhood. I love to be here better than any place 
on earth. I look forward all the year to the summer when I can 
come. After all my wanderings, this is home. 


All Angelicans wish with him that he might indeed sleep there 
“until the day dawn.’’ But it is not alone what Mr. Church has 
said and done that so endeared him to his friends. It is quite as 
much what he has not said and done. Never has he been heard 
to repine over any event of life; never has he been seen to co an 
unkind deed or heard to utter an unkind word of another. By na- 
ture and training, a gentleman, he was recognized by all as such. 
His cheerful friendliness and unassuming grace gave him en- 
trance to every rank of social life; and in his treatment of oith- 
ers, whoever they might be, he was gentleness itself. 


Through his great-grandfather, General Stewart and his 
great-great grandfather, General Schuyler, Mr. Church was 
doubly eligible to membership in the order of the Cincinnati. 

Though born about 1835 one could scarcely realize by the vig- 
or and sprightliness of mind and body that he had reached the 
three-quarter century mark. 

One who, related to Mr. Church by marriage, knew and loved 
him well, writes: ‘‘He was devotedly fond of Angelica; and im la- 
ter years while residing at Geneva passed his summers there. 
The genial disposition of Mr. Church made him beloved by all 
who knew him. He was a gentleman of the old school of urbane 
manners and always a welcome guest wherever he went. His 
fund of anecdotes and good humor made him a pleasant com- 
panion; and his consideration for all men and a heart full of 
kindness along with his Christian faith gave him a balance of 
character which made his personality of a strong type. He will 
be greatly missed by his many friends here and in Angelica.”’ 

The visit he had planned for this summer is not his nor ours 
tc enjoy. But for the visits of the last few vears, so full of kind- 
ness and cheer he has made us all his debtors. 

Mr. Church is survived by his wife, a great-granddaughter of 
Robert Morris of Revolutionary fame and his son, Philip Schuy- 
ler, now a student at Hobart College. —C. P. ARNOLD.

DEATH OF MRS. N. P. HOSACK 

The New York Tribune of April 5, contained the following: 

Mrs. N. P. Hosack, who died at her home, 15 West 21st 
Street, on Wednesday, was a daughter of Judge Philip Church, of 
Allegany. In the early part of this century her father came into 
possession of large land. estates, through his father, John B. 
Church, an Englishman, who was Lafayette’s Commissary-Gen- 
eral in the War of Independence. John B. Church married Angel- 
ica Schuyler, daughter of General Philip Schuyler. After the 
war he returned to England and was for years a Member of 
Parliament. Philip Church, Mrs. Hosack’s father, returned to 
America and married Ann Stewart, daughter of General Walter 
Stewart, of Revolutionary fame (a close friend of Washington.) 
Early in life Mrs. Hosack was married to N. Pendleton Hosack. 
For many years the home of Mrs. Hosack in Chambers Street, 
in Franklin Street, and in Twenty-first Street was a center for 
all that was best in New York society. Of the once large family 
of her father only three survive—Mrs. John Warren of this city, 
Mrs. Harwood, who is married and living in Engiand, and Mr. 
Richard Church, of Belvidere, Allegany County, N. Y. Mrs. Ho- 
sack’s benefactions were constant and numerous. She leaves 
no children.

BENJAMIN SILLIMAN CHURCH 
Benjamin Sitiman Church, civil and hydraulic engineer, was 
born April 17, 1836, at ‘‘Belvidere’’, the family homestead on the 
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Genesee River, Allegany County, N. Y. He is the great-grandson 
of John B. Church, who was commissary-general in Washington’s 
army, and a noted man of the time. John B. Church married 
Angelica, daughter of Gen. Philip Schuyler, whose sister was the 
wife of Alexander Hamilton. 

The son of John B. Church, Philip, afterward judge, was cap- 
tain on the staff of his uncle, Gen. Hamilton, at the time of the 
fatal duel. 


Judge Church’s son was the father of Col. Benjamin Silliman 
Church. The latter is descended, on his mother’s side, from John 
Alden and Priscilla Mullens of Plymouth, Mass., of colonial fame, 
from the two Governors Trumbull of Connecticut, and from Gen. 
Gold Silliman and Prof. Benjamin Silliman, Sr., of Yale College. 
He has been, and is still, connected with very many engineering 
works of note, standing easily at the head of his profession, 

He received a thorough scientific and collegiate education at 
Dartmouth College. His reputation for concise reports upon va- 
rious engineering works in all parts of the country, in which his 
judgment has been sought, is deservedly high, his opinions thus 
stated being remarkable for simplicity and clearness of scientific 
statement. ‘‘He handles abstruse subjects in a way that a child 
can understand,’”’ was the remark of a projector of a great work 
of irrigation, ‘‘and he develops all the bearings in an exhaustive 
manner.’”’ He has had charge of the water supply of the city of 
New York, from time to time during the past thirty years. 


His greatest achievement, and that which has given him his 
world-wide note in his profession, has been the projecting and 
constructing of the new Croton aqueduct, the source of the water 
supply for New York City, of which he was engineer-in-chief 
from its inception to its virtual completion. 
vast rock-tunnel running under ground for thirty miles. It dips 
under the Harlem River, and empties the Croton River into the 
reservoirs within the city limits. Taking into account the ap- 
purtenances pertaining to a work of such magnitude, it has been 
pronounced the greatest engineering achievement of its character 
in the world. 


Col. Church married Mary Van Wyck, whose ancestry was 
also prominent in colonial times. He saw service in the Civil 
War, enlisting, among the first, in the 12th New York regiment, 
end being corporal under Colonel, afterward General Butterfield. 
Soon after reaching Washington, D. C., he was placed on duty 
with the U. S. topographical engineers, and made the earliest 
reconnaissance in Virginia together with Capt. Sutdam of the 
U. S. corps. He was one of the first officers captured by the 
Confederate forces, but escaped from them. Not being ordered 
to dismount, he watched his opportunity, and, spurring his horse, 
left the lines of the enemy, fortunately escaping the bullets which 
were sent after him. Having been laid up from exposure in the 
field, he re-entered the service in 1863, but owing to sickness 
contracted in the army, he was forced to retire before the close 
of the war. 


A GREAT GRANDDAUGHTER OF PHILIP CHURCH 
(By MISS CORNELIA RAYMOND) 


The subject of this sketch, Angelica Schuyler Church is the 
caughter of Benjamin Silliman Church and her mother was of 
the famous old Nashville Cantwell families of Tennessee and 
Virginia. Major Richard Church, the last of the male line of the 
John Barker Church family was her great uncle. 

Her father was a noted engineer who for over thirty years 
was in charge of the water supply of New York City and was 
the designer and builder of the Croton Aqueduct which, at its 
completion, was the longest in the world. For aii of his stu- 
Lendous engineering achievement he was awarded the Gold Med- 
al at the Paris Exposition and at Brussels. In education Miss 
Church studied mechanical engineering and worked for a period 
with her father. ‘ 

She also studied with the idea of becoming an interior decor- 
ator and on the merits of her own work, indicated originality 
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and technical execution. Miss Church studied with Beard the 
Animal Painter; and design with Alphonse Mucha for color and 
composition. Andrew Carnegie bought her ‘‘The Rescue’’ which 
he presented to the New York Police Department. Her portrait 
of Mark Twain received much praise because of its actual life 
likeness. She took Civil Service examinations in practical mech- 
anics and developed a new process for modeling direct in plas- 
ter. She offered her services to the Government during the 
World War. 

We hear of the heads of this famous old Church family of 
the Manor House at Belvidere but seldom do we learn of their 
grand or great grand progeny and with such talent and ability.

BELVIDERE FARMS 2-DAY-SALE IS BIG AFFAIR 


Inasmuch as the recent two-day auction sale at the Villa Bel- 

videre, as the place has been referred to in recent years, has at- 
tracted so much attention and the place itself has carried so 
much lore of the past hundred or more years, this editor 
is desirous of using the very interestingly written story of the af- 
fair in his columns has obtained the necessary permission of its 
authority from Roy A. Peck, recognized as the County Seat’s 
scribe, and the editor of the Buffalo Evening News. in which 
paper the article appeared. The same follows: 
_ Belvidere, the historic 137-year-old mansion looking out over 
spreading lawns onto the graceful curves of the upper Genesee 
River, was visited by hundreds of Western New York residents 
Friday and Saturday, May 30 and 31. They knew a bit of the 
history of the Church family, original settlers, and of the 30-room 
brick and stone home that had housed several families since the 
original owners moved out. 

The immediate drawing card, however, was an auction of all 
the furnishings of this old home. The fact that the home has 
been closed to the public for ten years, with much of the fur- 
niture, paintings, pictures, books and other articles remaining 
there, but added to the interest of many who read the home’s 
history. 

Pure curiosity drew many who were eager to see the reputed 
antiques and the bric-a-brac still in the home. They roamed 
through the drawing room, the nursery, the old land office and 
the other ground iloor rooms of the home. 

_ Interest was added by the tragic sudden death in Wellsville 
April 16th last of Hubert H. d’Autremont, 58, of Tucson, Ariz., 
a descendant of one of the first families to settle in Allegany 
County, on the eve of his purchase of Belvidere and its farm 
acres. He had planned to restore the mansion as a country home. 

The present owners of Belvidere are two daughters of the 
late S. Hoxie Clark and Mrs. Clark. They are Mrs. Albert W. 
Lind of New York and Mrs. Allen Gurganious of Palatka, Fla. The 


7 ladies, with their husbands, were at the home during the two-day 


sale of its furnishings. The sale was under charge of Mr. and 
Mrs. O. Rundle Gilbert of New York. 

Mr. and Mrs. Clark had traveled all over the world and 
made purchases of rare prints, pictures, chinaware, glassware 
and other articles which found their way into this summer home 
which they occupied for many years. 

An interested spectator was Cherles E. Whitcomb, Belvidere 
hamlet resident, who knows more about the history of the Church 
family than any other man hereabouts. While his father was 
farm superintendent for Major Church, he resided on the Bel- 
videre farm for 19 years. 

He still cherishes a timber of the White House, so calied be- 
cause it was the first painted house in the whole Genesee Coun- 
try, and he is probably the only man who knows the location of 
this early house, since removed. I[t was the predecessor of the 
present mansion. 

Some buyers of the rare articles in the home were present 
from Massachusetts and Rhode Island, as well as New York 
State. Memorial Day holiday found hundreds of buyers on the 
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scene from Buffalo, Rochester and the villages of nearby coun- 
ties. 

Many of the articles of furniture were bought by persons who 
once had been acquaintances of former owners or been entertained 
there. 


One such was Henry Terlanger of Warsaw, who bought an 
arrowback bench, used during the ownership of Fred B. Keeney, 
late of Warsaw, breeder there of Jersey cattle of national re- 
nown. One five-piece mahogany bedroom suite, said to have cost 
$800, brought but $110. 


The sale Saturday was reserved for the more valuable arti- 
cles, china, glassware, oil paintings, desks, books, grandfather 
clock, etc. 

It'is a tradition that Washington once used a long, three- 
drawer standing desk. Bibles dating back to 1700, some first edi- 
tion sets of works of Eugene Field, John Burroughs, Riley, Hugo, 
Holmes, -Tolstoy and other celebrated writers were offered. 


Two pieces that date back to the Church family came to light 
Saturday. One was the standing, three-drawer desk used at one 
time by John B. Church, a grandson of the original Church tract 
purchaser, on ‘Triana Farm,’’ an adjoining farm, and iater in 
the Belvidere land office. 


A secret drawer in this desk once contained the famous Ham- 
ilton-Burr dueling pistols now owned by the Bank of Manhattan, 
stated Auctioneer Gilbert. 


The other piece, greatly admired. was the crystal chandelier, 
hanging in the drawing room of the home. It was placed here 
about 1880, by Mrs. Richard Church. the last Church occupant 
cf Belvidere. When bids were sought one of $300 was called 
too low and the chandelier was withdrawn from the sale. It will 
be left with the home, for sale by its present owner. 

An.ornate china vase of unusual design, intended to be used 
as a centerpiece, brought $50, purchased by Robert F. Leffing- 
well, Rochester. A French clock went for $80 to H. W. C. Gliente, 
Rochester. : 

A walnut bookcase with a history brought a surprisingly low 
figure, $17.50, bought by Henry Debarbieri, Wellsville. it was 
mace from wood in the railroad funeral coach that bore the 
body of President Lincoln from Washington to Springfield, I1l. 

It was willed to the Clark family through S. H. H. Clark, once 
president of the Union Pacific Railroad. 

A hand-carved, four-poster bed, made in New Orleans, said 
to have cost $1,500, went for $220 to O. E. Cornish, Canisteo. A 
Steinway grand piano, in the mansion during the dozen years 
since it was occupied and which still gave forth surprisingly true 
tones, brought $450, purchased by Mrs. Beatrice Gram of Cuba. 
A 12x20 oriental rug brought $525, going to Mrs. Clarence Christ- 
man, Wellsville. 

A mahogany chime clock, with moon phases, one of the last 
articles sold, went to O. E. Cornish, Canisteo, and brought $330 
said by men familiar with such articles to be a low price. 

The two-family, rubber-tired carriages and the low, six-seated, 
red, yellow and black trimmed sleigh, the latter such as might 
be seen in a Currier & Ives print, were not sold. 

The total amount of the sale for the two days approximated 
$9.000. ; 

_ In the group of buyers brought together Saturday were a 
number of dealers in antiques. They bought oil paintings, two by 
Arundage, ‘‘Peasant Girl’’, 375, and ‘‘piano lesson’’, $140, and a 
Dutch scene by K. Wagner, $200. 

Buyers were attracied from a wide area. Among the 150 
cars parked at one time about the mansion grounds were those 
bearing North Carolina, Ohio, Florida, and Massachusetts plates. 

Among the interested persons in the group were Mrs. Nor- 
man Hovey of Geneva and Mrs. W. W. Dodge of Forest Hills, 
daughters of Mrs. Fred B. Keeney and her late husband, pur- 
chasers of the estate from the: Church heirs, who resided there 
from 1892 unti! 1909. Mrs. Keeney now resides with her daugh- 
ter in Geneva.

CLARKS RELEASE OWNERSHIP OF BELVIDERE FARMS 


The purchase of the very historic Villa Belvidere, together 
with 200 acres of Belvidere farms surrounding the villa, by Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert B. Bromeley of Derrick City and Bradford, Pa., 
and also the separate sale of 1200-acre Belvidere Farms land and 
buildings, to Mr. and Mrs. Cecil Austin and sons, Charles G. and 
Victor, all of Batavia, Genesee County, has been announced 
through the offices of Van Campen and Van Campen, Belmont, at- 
torneys for the owners. 


Mr. Bromeley is a prominent business man in Bradford, as- 
sociated with the Bradford Era and other Bradford newspapers 
and many enterprises, including the Emory chain of hotels at 
Bradford and Corry and the Fassett Hotel in Wellsville. He and 
his wife have purchased Villa Belvidere for a private summer 
home and expect to restore the property gradually to its former 
state as when occupied by the Church families. Work will be 
“begun on the restoration process this fall but it is unlikely the 
house will be occupied until next summer. Mrs. Bromeley has 
expressed herself as being particularly interested in the early 
history of the estate. Delos A. Van Campen, caretaker on the 
estate for many years, will remain with the new owners. 


Mr. and Mrs. Austin and sons are practical farmers, now en- 
gaged on rented land in Genesee County, and plan to till the 1200 
acres they have purchased, taking active possession next April 1. 
On the portion they have bought are two farm residences and 
the large barns and farm buildings adjacent to the two residences. 


The sale is one of the largest and most important in Allegany 
County in some years. The retiring owners are Mary Clark Lind 
of New York City and her sister, Elizabeth Clark Gurganious of 
Palatka, Fla., daughters cf the late S. Hoxie and Louise Squires 
Clark of New York City. 


Belvidere Farms and the commodious residence have been 
owned by the Church family, whose history has been closely 
linked with that of the nation and of New York State; by the late 
Fred B. Keeney of Warsaw, who maintained a famous Jersey 
stock farm on the estate, and by the late Mr. and Mrs. Snyder 
Hoxie Clark, wealthy New York City residents, whose summer 
home it was. The estate home of stone and brick, built 157 years 
ago, was closed for a dozen years following the death of 
Mrs. Clark, but was opened for two days early this summer to 
the public during an auction of the furnishings. The big house 
with a commanding outlook on the Genesee River opens onto a 
commodious veranda with four pillars of considerable height in 
the colonial architecture of the period in which it was construc- 
ted. The house has 13 fireplaces. 


John B. Church, an Englishman who became interested in 
early American politics, came to this country as ‘‘John Carter’’ 
and became intimate with leaders in the Revolutionary War and 
aided financially in founding the new republic. He and Secretary 
of the Treasury Alexander Hamilton married daughters of Gen- 
eral Philip Schuyler, Revolutionery hero and statesman and 
Washington’s trusted adviser. The Church family returned to 
Europe after the establishment of peace and the new government 
by the colonies. The Churches returned to New York City in 
1797, bringing with them their son, Philip, who later became 
owner of Belvidere. 


John Church’s old friend, Robert Morris, who had become the 
largest individual land owner in the United States, borrowed a 
large sum of money from him, $80,000, giving Church Philadel- 
phia property as security, later transferred to an obligation cov- 
ering 100,000 acres in the Genesee Country. 


Captain Philip Church explored the country along the Gene- 
see with Majcr Moses VanCampen and in the center chose the 
site for Angelica village, named after the captain’s mother. About 
2,000 acres were set aside for the family estate. In 1804, Captain 
Church built a temporary home near the present villa, called 
the White House, since it was the first painted structure any- 
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where in the sparcely settled country far out from the cities first 
settled much farther to the east. 

It was while visiting their son, Philip, and his wife, Anne 
Mathilda Stewart, daughter of General Walter Stewart of Phila- 
delphia, that John and Angelica Church decided on a summer 
home on the big farm and in 1810 built the present section of the 
house, Building materials came from the vicinity, native stone, 
brick made on the estate, timber from the plentiful forests all 
about the site, sawed by hand with a pit saw. It is said some 
slave labor was used. 

The dining room fireplace was set with brown and cream 
glazed tiles, reported brought from Holland, showing scenes from 
Walter Scott’s novels. The center tile in the top row represents 
‘“‘Ravenwood”’, family seat in the ‘‘Bride of Lamermoor.’’ The 
cld fireplace and tiles are still intact. A handsome crystal chan- 
delier, said to be an original decoration, still hangs from the ceil- 
ing in the dining room. John Church did not live long in his new, 
pioneer country home. He returned to London in 1816 and died 
and was buried there two years later. 

The son, Philip, had become a judge of the Court of General 
Sessions of the Peace in 1809. He added the wings, the east one 
housing the land offices and the west wing including a first-class 
nursery, the present library. 

Judge Philip Church has been credited with helping greatly 
to raise the standard of livestock breeding, starting with improved 
merino sheep. His son, Major Richard, continued with cattle 
breeding, ‘specializing in shorthorn Durhams. The old judge did 
much toward road building, urged construction of the Genesee 
Valley Canal, and worked over a long period to bring about build- 
ing of the New York and Erie Railroad. It was a big event for 


him when, in 1851, completion of the railroad was celebrated. An- 


excursion train brought President Millard Fillmore, Daniei Web- 
ster and other national figures to Belvidere Station, narned after 
the manor. 

The judge died in 1861, at the age of 83 years, and was buried 
in Angelica cemetery beside his wife and near his old companion, 
Major VanCampen. His son, Richard, eighth of nine children, 
died in 1911 in Rochester. 


THE CAUTREMONT FAMILY

Hubert d’Autremont was a royalist who lost his life during 
the very disturbing difficulties of the French Revolution. 

Marie Jaene d’Ohent was marrried to Hubert on February 
5, 1770. She was born in France in 1745. 


In 1792 Mrs. d’Autremont accompanied by her three sons, her 
sister, Marie Genevieve d’Ohent La Fevre and her sister’s hus- 
band Antonio Bartholemy Louie La Fevre, together with other 
French refugees, sailed from Havre for America. Mrs. d’Autre- 
mont had previously made the purchase of a large tract of land 
on the Chenango River, New York, near the present town of Mor- 
ris. She and her sons remained a short time on this land and 
then removed to a colony of their French refugee friends on the 
Susquehanna River in Pennsylvania. This colony was called the 
“Asylum”? or ‘‘French Town.’’. It was peopled entirely by roy- 
alists who had fled after the Revolution, and some were of the 
most noted royalists of France. The Duke d’Orleans, Prince 
Talleyrand, the Viscount de Noaillies, Omer Talon and many oth- 
ers of note were in this Susquehanna haven. When Napoleon 
granted amnesty, this quaint French colony was broken up and 
most of them returned to their native country. This was about 1800. 


Mrs. d’Autremont and her two younger sons, the oldest hav- 
ing returned to France, returned to her property on the Chen- 
ango River where they remained until 1806. They then came to 
Angelica where she had purchased property of Philip Church on 
his tract, on the Genesee River country. She called this prop- 
erty ‘‘The Retreat’. There she died on August 29, 1809, being 64 
years of age. 
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Alexander, the second of her sons was born in Paris on March 
12, 1776. He died in Angelica on August 4, 1857 at the age of 81 
years. He was married to Abigail Dodge in 1797. They had 
ten children. 


The seventh of his children was named Charles. He married 
a sister of Judge Collins named Sarah. He was the father of 
Miss May d’Autremont, a most charming person who, in later 
life went west to live with her brother and his family, Hubert 
a’Autremont, of Arizona, who recently passed away so suddenly 
in Wellsville, N. Y. 


The third son of Madame named Auguste Francois Cecile, 
was born in Paris in 1783 and was married to Sarah Ann Stew- 
art in 1816. This son died in 1860 and his wife had preceded him 
in 1840. 


Mrs. d’Autremont’s unmarried sister, who had been a nun in 
a French convent, came to make her home with her sister in An- 
gelica. The convent had been destroyed during the Revolution- 
ary troubles. She died at the age of fifty-two, January 10, 1810. 
She was buried in the Angelica cemetery and her grave and its 
tall stone marker lies near the tool house. 


The family of Madame’s married sister decided to follow her 
to this new life in America; but all might not follow at once. M. 
Le Fevre, whose wife was the sister of Mrs. d’Autremont, was 
professionally an architect and a master builder. He was allowed 
to take but a part of his family with him and his passport was 
‘made out for himself and one son. The son died before the ship 
sailed so he dressed one of his daughters in the son’s apparel and 
in this way managed to smuggle her on board ship. His wife and 
remaining daughter followed him later. These also rest in the 
Angelica cemetery. 


The house and farm to the South of Angelica village was 
built and owned by the descendants of the original Mrs. d’Autre- 
mont. The last direct descendant to occupy the property was 
Charles d’Autremont, the seventh child of the second son of 
Madame. He was a kindly gentleman of quiet voice and digni- 
fied demeanor. As he grew older he became more feeble and 
dependent upon others. Thrashers working in the barn attrac- 
ted his attention and he was given permission to go there. He 
Gid not tarry long at the barn but continued on over the hill 
keeping the barn between the house and himself. He finally 
reached other property of his on the Gibson hill road, the barn of 
which was filled with hay. The barn burned and so sadly passed 
the life of the last of the d’Autremont male line to occupy the 
d’Autremont home, once so filled with dignity, culture and re- 
finement.

MRS. CHARLES d’AUTREMONT 


Died, Monday, February 5, 1912, at her residence in Angelica, 
Mrs. Sarah Collins d’Autremont in the ninetieth year of her age. 


Mrs. d’Autremont’s father—the Hon. John Collins--was born 
in Litchfield, Conn., moved to Geneva, N. Y., in early life, and 
married Miss Ann Gregory, whose birthplace was Whitchurch, 
England. In Geneva, the daughter Sarah was born November 19, 
1822. 


Having associated himself with the Hon. Henry Breckman of 
New York, Mr. Collins purchased a large tract of land near An- 
gelica—a tract which included the present village of Phillips 
Creek, known to this day as Collins’ Settlement — and in 1825 
moved to Angelica with his family to take charge of the new 
property. 

Besides his land transactions, Mr. Collins served several 
years as Judge of the County and was thenceforward known as 
Judge Collins; and he has sometimes, by later generations quite 
naturally, been confused with his son John G., who was also a 
Judge. 


The mother was most highly esteemed throughout the com- 
munity as a woman of intelligent refinement and practical piety. 


With such parents it is not remarkable that the daughter 
grew up into a well developed, true and consistent womanhood. 
From early infancy until her final departure, Angelica, with the 
exception of two or three years, was Mrs. d’Autremont’s home. 


She had a very retentive memory and often repeated poems 
and songs that she had read or heard sixty or seventy years ago. 

How well did she recall the events of those early days! 
Among other things, were the building of the first church in the 
Elace—the old Presbyterian church—the raising of which she saw 
through a young child’s wondering eyes from her next door horne 
to the east, and the destruction by fire of the first Episcopal 
church. 

From his first home above the park, Mr. Collins moved to his 
new house facing the park on the northwest corner of South Street. 
The house, which, up to the time of her marriage, was Miss Col- 
lins’ home and which continued to be the home of her parents un- 
til their death when it was sold to the Methodist Episcopal Church 
for a parsonage. 

In 1850, Miss Collins was married by the Rev. Lewis Thibou 
in St. Paul’s Church, Angelica, to Charles d’Autremont. Soon af- 
ter the marriage, Mr. d’Autremont purchased property at the 
south of the village and there built on the hillside near the well- 
known mineral spring, the comfortable house that became from 
that time forward the d’Autremont residence; and where, with 
brief exception, Mrs. d’Autremont passed her remaining years. 

By her sympathy with those in need, wherever they might be, 
Mrs. d’Autremont in early life became much interested in the 
anti-slavery cause; and continued this interest until the emanci- 
pation proclamation of President Lincola made freedmen cf the 
slaves. 

But her interest in humanity and public affairs did not stop 
there. Even to within a short time of her death, she kept fully 
and intelligently in touch with the current events of the day. 

Her deep moral convictions and absolute sincerity, unobtru- 
sively yet firmly manifested in her daily intercourse with others 
were life-long characteristics recognized and admired by all who 
knew her. She was a true gentlewoman, as her mother was be- 
fore her. 

That the passing of such a life, which had covered the 
greater part of the life of the town and had been so identified 
with its best interests during all that time, should impress in a 
more than ordinary degree, even those who knew her only by 
reputation, is in no way remarkabie. It could not be otherwise. 

The customary service of the Episcopal Church will be held 
by the Rev. J. H. Herendeen, rector of St. Paul’s, at the late 
residence of Mrs. d’Autremont this Thursday afternoon; after 
which the interment in the Angelica cemetery. 
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Two children survive their mother—Hon. C. d’Autremont, Jr., 
of Duluth, Minn., and Miss Mary d’Autremont, Angelica.

CHARLES d’AUTREMONT 


When Charles d’Autremont came to Angelica last May it was 
as usual; and yet it was not as usual. During the last years it 
had been a growing practice with him to spend a considerable 
time in his early home. And with his love of nature—of forest 
and of stream—he has in former visits brought with him an 
ample equipment of brawn as well as brain. This time all was 
reversed. 

When last year, in pursuit of health, his projected visit to 
Southern California was checked in Colorado and he resided sev- 
€ral months in Denver and then a number more in Phoenix, Ariz., 
without the hoped for results he decided that the health laden at- 
mosphere of his birth place town was most to be desired. And 
so it was. But too late he came. 


Mr. d’Autremont had a varied life. After his collegiate 
preparation in the Angelica Academy and a course in Cornell 
University he studied law in the office of Hon. Erastus Hart of 
Elmira, married Mr. Hart’s daughter Harriet and opened a law 
office in Duluth. There he soon won distinction in his profession 
and was elected Mayor of that strong Republican city although a 
Democrat himself. At the Decoration Day Exercises that year 
his thoroughly patriotic address captured all hearers and raised 
him still higher in the estimation of all citizens. 

He. soon became acquainted not only with the legal standing 
of the country but gained more or less familiarity with its hid- 
den wealth also; and it was from these underground treasures 
that his resources largely came. Indeed his interests in mines 
were soon established here and there from Mexico to British 
Columbia; and wherever he engaged with others his natural 
character bore fruit. In all the mines and in all the business 
enterprises with which he was connected there never has been 
a strike and never a time when operatives from the highest to 
the lowest were not ready to meet and greet him with a smile. 

With a true municipal spirit the interests of Duluth were con- 
stantly advanced by his loyalty and generosity. The Y. M. C. A., 
the Red Cross and the various war loans were not neglected; and 
private charities were with him an every day pleasure. 

Nor were his boyhood friends forgotten. All were still his 
friends. 

His love for his native town was evident in the name of his 
last mine—‘‘The Angelica Mining and Development Company’’. 
This mine has been under the management of Mr. d’Autremont’s 
son Maurice, a mining Engineer, and will continue. Mr. d’Autre- 
mont’s son Hubert, who was during the war in the aviation ser- 
vice, is a lawyer in Duluth. 

~ On reaching Angelica, Mr. d’Autremont walked around feeb- 
ly chatting with friends for a few weeks until on Friday, July 25, 
the final summons came. 

His funeral services, conducted by the Episcopal clergyman, 
were held Sunday afiernoun at the d’Autremont residence; and 
Monday he was taken for burial to Duluth.

The following is handed us; we wish it were longer; but much 
has been printed of Mr. d’Autremont in the past— 

Entered into rest, on Thursday, April 21st, Victor d’Autre- 
mont, aged 84 years, 8 months. 

Victor du Pont d’Autremont was born in this village in 1807, 
and at the time of his death was the oldest settler here. 

He had been a member of St. Paul’s Church from his youth, 
and was senior warden for many years, and never failed to at- 
tend services when he was well.

A year ago he had three slight shocks of paralysis, from 
which he never fully recovered, although he was very comfort- 
able and able to be about the house till within a week of his 
death. 

He was a noble and upright man, and leaves a name behind 
bim that his children are proud to remember. 

He leaves three daughters and one son to mourn him. He 
now rests by the side of his wife (who passed away three years 
ago last January), and to whom he was very devoted. 

Mrs. Harriet Fassett, Mrs. Abbie Reed, J. Cotton Smith and 
Charles Smith of Wellsville attended the funeral of their late 
uncle.

: HISTORICAL LETTER 
Pioneer Years in Angelica—The du Ponts, d’Autremonts, et al 


It is with special pleasure we lay the following exceedingly 
interesting historical letter before our readers—called forth, as 
is seen by our recent incidental mention of the old duPont money- 
drawer—one of the first money-drawers of any store in this 
county, if not indeed the first; and beyond question the oldest 
money-drawer of this county now in existence; which has hap- 
pened to be saved from destruction—of no value, of course, ex- 
cept as a relic. 

Mr. Charles d’Autremont Jr., is well posted in the line of 
history followed, and this letter should be preserved by the 
County Historical Society:

I. was very much interested in an article in one of the late 
issues of your paper entitled, ‘it Was Part of the Oldest Business 
Building in Allegany County.’’ I hope you will not feel offended 
if I make one or two slight corrections of that article. 


VICTOR du PONT de NEMOURS 


Victor du Pont, Hyde de Neville, and my grandfather, Alexan- 
der d’Autremont, were all Catholics, and left France, not on ac- 
count of their religious, but their political belief, they being Roy- 
alists. 

Victor du Pont de Nemours twas: the great-uncle of the present 
U. S. Senator-elect from Delaware. He lived in Angelica from 
about 1806 to 1810, when he removed to Delaware where he and

his brother, Irenee du Pont de Nemours, under the firm name cf 
“Irenee du Pont de Nemours & Company,"’ had since 1802 been in- 
terested in the manufacture of gun-powder—which their descend- 
ants have kept up to the present time, without changing the 
Firm name. 

His first trip to Angelica was in 1806—a few months after my 
grandmother had settled, with her two sons, Alexander and Augus- 
tus, on the Genesee River flats, in the town of Angelica, on a 
farm she called ‘‘The Retreat.’’ Traveling then was slower than 
now, as the old letters of Victor du Pont show: That in coming 
from New-York he was in Utica on the 30th of March; arrived 
at Geneva April 2nd. and on May 6th reached ‘‘The Retreat,”’ 
where he dined with the d’Autremonts, and was still there on the 
13th of May; and at Bath on the 28th. He was at, and around 
Angelica, in Western Pennsylvania, at different times after that. 


He was an able, and also a plain-spoken man, which latter is 
shown by a letter of his, dated at Pittsburgh, Pa., Monday, 4th 
of March, 1812, to Ruben Haley, Esq., at Angelica. This Mr. 
Haley and my great-uncle, Augustus d’Autremont, were inter- 
ested in floating some rafts of lumber from Olean to Pittsburgh 
and from there further down the river. The letter begins as 
follows: 

“Dear Sire—I am the Secretary of Augustus d’Autremuut, 
and take the liberty to inform you that he and you and the con- 
cern are going to the devil as fast as you can. Instead of finding 
three rafts here, which Augustus expected to take down with 
him, he has found only half of one.’’ (The men who were to take 
the rafts down having sold two of them and wrecked the other, 
so that half of it was lost.) 

The father of Victor,— 


PIERRE SAMUEL du PONT de NEMOURS, 


was a distinguished Frenchman, and took an active part in 
the affairs of his country. He was a prolific writer on finance. 
In 1772 he was Secretary of the Council of Public Instruction in 
Poland. In 1774 he returned to France and was a member of the 
French Cabinet with Turgot, and was dismissed with that states- 
man and amused himself by publishing a translation of Ariosto. 
In 1782 he was one of the Commissioners in making treaty by 
which the independence of the United States was recognised, and 
afterwards was a member of the Council of State of France. 
When the French Revolution broke out he was one of the leading 
men and favored a constitutional monarchy, which of course en- 
raged the extreme revolutionists, and he had to flee from Paris, 
and while in hiding wrote a book entitled, ‘‘Philosophy of the 
Universe.’’ He was captured and imprisoned by Robespierre 
and only escaped the guillotine for the reason the latter’s head 
was cut off before he ordered du Pont’s head cut off: and after 
the downfall of Robespierre he was of course released. In 1797 
a mob sacked his house in Paris, and soon after, in 1799, he 
‘came to the United States with his two sons, Irenee and Victor. 
He returned to France in 1802; declined political office under 
Napoleon, but was one of the Commissioners to arrange for the 
transfer of Louisiana territory to the United States; and after- 
wards, at the request of Jefferson, prepared a scheme of national 
education, which was published in French in 1812; and although 
never adopted in the United States, part of it is in use in France 
to this day. 

After the first down-fall of Napoleon he became Secretary of 
the Provincial Government, and on the restoration of the Bour- 
bons he was made Councillor of State; and when Napoleon re- 
turned from St. Helena he came to the United States, and spent 
the remainder of his life with his two sons in Delaware. 

He was a great friend of my grandfather’s elder brother, 
Jouis Paul d’Autremont, the latter in his letters often speaking of 
him, and also of Victor du Pont. 


BARON HYDE de NEVILLE 


mentioned in article, was also a man of considerable note, and 
one of the most bitter Royalists of the whole outfit of French 
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refugees to this country. Before coming here, when Napoleon 
became powerful with the army, he tried to have him reinstate 
the Bourbons in France; and failing in this for very good rea- 
sons, thought his native country was not conducive to his health, 
and came to this country. He came to Angelica about the time 
my great-grandmother did; and after the downfall of Napoleon 
returned to France, where he was welcomed by all the old Bour- 
bons, and was one of the very bitterest against the late dynasty. 

From 1816 to 1821 he was Minister from France to this coun- 
try, and negotiated some of the old treaties. In 1824 he was Am- 
bassador from France to Portugal, and got badly mixed up in af- 
fairs there, by trying to have the King on the throne release the 
old King whom he had imprisoned. Afterwards, in 1818, he was 
a member of the French Cabinet. 

The lands he owned at Angelica he held for a long time, and 
finally, a good many years ago, sold some of them to my father. 

My great-grandmother and her three sons— 


LOUIS PAUL, ALEXANDER, AND AUGUSTUS d’AUTREMONT, 


left France in 1792, and first settled at Chenango Forks, Chen- 
ango County, N. Y., north of present city of Binghamton, where 
they remained a short time, and then went with other exiles to a 
place called Asylum, or French Town, on the Susquehanna River, 
Tioga County, Pa. These refugees were not accustomed to pion- 
eering, and the colony soon broke up, many of them returning 
to France; among those, her oldest son, Louis Paul d’Autremont, 
returned with Tallyrand. 

After the breaking up of the colony at Asylum, my great- 
grandmother went to Pittsfield, on Butternut Creek, in Chenango 
County, where she remained until moving to Angelica in 1806, 
Her eldest son, Louis Paul d’Autremont, although having returned 
to France, was strongly attached to his mother and brothers, and 
had warm interest in them. He owned lands in different parts 
of this country, and furnished them money with which to buy 
land. He was a great friend of Victor du Pont, and also his 
brother Irenee, and of their father, Pierre Samuel du Pont, above 
mentioned of whom he frequently speaks in his letters. 


It was this Louis Paul d’Autremont, my grandfather’s broth- 
er, who owned this old building, recently burned, before my 
srandfather did; and in a letter to his aunt at Angelica—Marie 
Claudine Dohet, his mother’s sister, written in 1810, in response 
to one from her, informing him of the death of his mother—he 
mentions this very building, so lately burned, and that it was 
then rented for $179 a year. The letter is of a private nature, but 
at this date can harm no one, and a translation of it is as follows: 


Paris, May 23, 1810 
I have received, dear Aunt, the letter you wrote me—a letter 
very sad for me, since it announced the death of my mother. 
‘You have known all my tenderness for her, thus you can judge 
how her loss has affected me. It gave me so much happiness 
to think of seeing her and embracing her again. I took so much 
interest in knowing she was happy. All these projects are de- 
stroyed. Heaven has recalled her to itself at the moment when 
all my wishes were about to be realized. No longer having this 
principal object in view, I still defer my visit to you. I am 
hindered, not withstanding all the desire I feel, by the health 
of my wife, which is very poor—I hope that by next Spring I 
can go to see you. I have great need to do so, for I have a very 
strong desire to see my property and to refresh my ideas of your 
country. While waiting for this moment, my dear Aunt, try to 
represent me with that amiability and gentleness which ought al- 
ways to belong to your sex. 


M. du Pont writes me that my house at Angelica (its remain- 
ing part recently burned, and the ancient money-drawer 
which was saved from flame, and is now in our possession. —-Ed. 
Rep.) —is rented for 179 dollars, without the farm near the vil- 
lage. I beg you to use a part of this sum to have the outside 
of the house painted, to preserve it from the rain. I request that 
my household effects be not removed, for as they belong to me 
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they cannot be divided, and as it is my intention always to re- 
join you I do not want to be obliged to refurnish my house. As 
to my portrait and that of my wife, I do not wish them to be 
given away; I insist that they always remain in my house as 
long I have one. 


It ought not to be necessary for me to suggest that you see 
M. and Madame Church often. The consideration which they 
enjoy, as well as their fortune, would lead you no doubt to de- 
sire to cultivate their friendship, which ought not to be difficult. 


I wish you could marry Augustus to some one! He ougnt, I 
think, take a wife. It is the happiest condition in America!—only 
let him make a good choice. He has now a business which will 
provide him with something to live on; hence, he ought to find 
someone easily. It appears that he would like to marry the 
sister of M. Church. Why does he not pay court to her? I do 
not see anything disproportionate in the marriage. Certainly 
when I go to see you I will give Augustus means to set up a fine 
establishment, (that’s the kind of Uncle to have!..Ed. Rp.) which 
would certainly be equivalent to the little fortune of Miss Church. 
Moreover, I have only one daughter, and little hope of a son, 
considering the health of my wife. I shall always be able to be 
useful to my brother’s children, and believe I have sufficient 
AMOAR PROPRE to wish to give them a good education. Re- 
flect well about all this, and direct your conduct to this end; 
meanwhile take care of your health and live the longest time pos- 
sible. 


I embrace you tenderly, Your Nephew, d’Autremont. 


N. B.—There is no news from Dohet.—His father is most 
anxious about him. He has been wounded and made prisoner. 

As showing how slow the means of communication in those 
days, I might add, that Miss Dohet, to whom the above letter was 
sent, died January 28, 1810—almost four months before the let- 
ter was written.

EDWARD DODD FAMILY 
Written by MRS. EDWARD C. DODD 


Edward Dodd, one of Angelica’s pioneers, was born in Lan- 
cashire, England, in the year of 1755, and settled in this country, 
in Angelica, N. Y., in the early 1800s. 

He was a free land holder, and served on the first town board 
in 1805. 

The first land he purchased was at 10 a.m., April 24, 1807, 
for one dollar ($1.00), he got 24 and 54/100ths acres, and in 1822 
he purchased 10 and 75/100ths acres for $72.50, and in 1833 he 
purchased on November 19th, his last tract of land ef 47 and 
35/100ths acres for $212.50. All this land was purchased from 
Philip Church. Mr. Dodd served as path-master in Angelica in 
1826 and 1827. 


He was a devoted Episcopalian and deeply versed in the 
knowledge of the English Church, and was one of the first lay 
readers of St. Paul’s Episcopai Church. 

His sons, Edward, William and John were the first children 
to be baptized in the church. The church burned in 1847, eight 
years after his death but was rebuilt in 1848. P 

There are many beautiful memorial windows now in the 
church, there being one given by the Rev. Charles Hasting Dodd, 
D.D., pastor of the Second Baptist Church of Philadelphia, Pa. 
reading on the window is:

Edward Dodd Sr., married Miss Phippen, who was a member 
of the Methodist faith and was one of the first ladies to speak in 
the Methodist pulpit in this section of the country. 

Mr. Dodd helped set out the many beautiful trees in the park 
which are standing today as a living memorial to the men who 
made Angelica what she is today—a clean, quite prosperous town 
with many beautiful churches of various faiths and a_ school. 
What more could your heart desire? 

These are the surrohndings that Mr. Dodd brought up his three 
sons in to prosperous business men. 

John married Hannah and settled in Shinglehouse, Pa., and 
some of his’ children married and moved as far away as Santa 
Monica, Calif. 

His son John was born May 27, 1866. He married and has only 
two daughters. Died in 1953, at California. 

William married Harriet Knapp of Angelica and in 1860 he 
moved his family on a farm on Sweden Hill near the county seat 
of Potter County, Coudersport, Pa. William was born in <Ange!- 
ica, January 12, 1830, died July 26, 1897, leaving a son William 
E. He died in 1935, leaving a son who still owns the old home- 
stead. 

Edward Dodd, Jr., married Betsey of Holcomb, who came 
from Holcombeville, England. To this union were born eight boys 
and two girls, one boy and girl dying young. He settled in Al- 
mond and was a tin and copper smith by trade. In the 1855 census 
shows his assets were as follows: real.and personal estate, $11,- 
000; 10 boxes of tinplate, $720; 800 pounds of copper, $186; 2% tons 
sheet iron, $250; 1,471 quantities of pans, $307; 80 stove boilers, 
$235; 2% tons of stove pipe, $500; and other articles, $900. All 
his work was done by hand power. He hired one and one-fourth 
men at $40 a month. 

Allegany County census records of June, 1855, Edward Dodd, 
age 33, tinner. His wife Betsey, 29, born in Broome County; chil- 
dren, John R., age 8 years; William H., 6 years; Edward L., 4 
years; and Sherman O., age 1 year. 

In the year of 1861 he moved his business to Coudersport, Pa. 
Later he settled on a farm he cleared at Sweden Valley where he 
lived until his death in 1913. The farm is known as the ‘“‘Glen 
Mary Farm’’. 

Here is where he raised his seven boys and one girl, Mrs. 
Mary (Dodd) Lyon being the last to die at the age of 96 years, 
in 1953. 

Of this union remains one son Edward C. Dodd IV, son of 
John R. Dodd. The first son of Edward Dodd Jr., Edward C. 
Dodd has a grandson, Edward R. Dodd, VI, both of whom live in 
Buffalo, N. Y. 


DUDLEY-LYTLE FAMILY 


Among the early settlers in tms vicinity was Elon Dudley who 
was born in Guilford, Conn., in 1808, and who married Fannie 
Smith Latham of Scituate, R. I., born in 1812. After coming to 
Allegany County they first made their home in West Almond 
where he was engaged in farming, and later moved to what is 
generally known as the ‘‘Dudley place’’, five miles east of An- 
gelica. They had several children but only four of them lived 
to maturity; two sons, John and Horace, both of whom served 
in the Civil War, and two daughters, Sarah, who married Benja- 
min Burns and Fannie C. who married Alex Lytle who had come 
to the United States from Ireland in 1819. He also served in the 
army having been in Cornpany I, 189th N. Y. Regiment. 

When Elon Dudley and his wife left their farm they moved 
to the village of Angelica to live and during their later years 
owned and occupied the house which is now the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Herdman Sr., on East Main Street.

John Dudley, after the war, went to Granger to live, but 
Horace Elon Dudley was for many years a prominent lawyer in 
Angelica and took an active part in civic affairs. : 

Mr. and Mrs. Alex Lytle, after residing for several years on 
the Dudley place moved to the farm just west of the County 
Farm, one and a half miles east of Angelica, where they lived 
their remaining years. 

The children of Mr. and Mrs. Lytle, who now reside all or 
part of their time in Angelica, are Mrs. Mabel Lilly, Misses Mar- 
garet, Edna, Mary and Fannie and Walter Dudley Lytle. 


THE ELDREDGE FAMILY

On this date, October 6, 1955, the Eldredge family have lived 
in or near Angelica for well over 125 years. The first John 
Eldredge was born April 7, 1774 and died about 1856. One of his 
sons, Henry Wright Eldredge was born August 20, 1819 and died 
December 14, 1889 in Angelica. On October 23, 1846, he married 
Caroline Henrietta Schenck. She died in January, 1894 at An- 
gelica. 

They lived for a time at Nunda, N.Y., later moving to An- 
gelica where he was a gunsmith and later proprietor of the 
American Hotel. They had four children, Mary Ordelia, Eliza 
sane, John Daniel, and William Bradley Sherman Eldredge. Mary 
was born August 7, 1848, and died May 28, 1912 at Angelica. She 
married Edwin Blanchard, who for some time drove the stage 
between Angelica and Belvidere. There were no children. 

Eliza Jane Eldredge was born May 2, 1850 and died May 30, 
1912. She never married. She was for many years the ‘‘dress- 
maker’’ of the town. 

John Daniel was born February 21, 
31, 1925, at Angelica. On December 24, 1879, he married Cora 
Henrietta Carpenter. They lived at Angelica where he was a 
gunsmith and later gardener. He was janitor of the public school 
for 35 years. Their nine children were all born in Angelica. They 
are, (1) Caroline Celinda, who died in infancy; (2) Maude Blan- 
chard, who married Leonard Palmer, now deceased. They 
have one son Ronald, who is married and lives in Macon, Ga.; 
(3) Herbert Henry, who married Irene Townsend of Vandalia, 
N. Y. He died June 21, 1912, and his wife, who was then Mrs. 
John Hensel of Lockport, N. Y., in September of this year. They 
had two sons, Daniel, who is married and lives in Michigan. 
They have two children; and Clifford who is married, and has 
two sons and lives in Lockport; (4) Mabel Catherine, who mar- 
ried Ralph Jennings of Birdsall and who now lives in the town of 
West Almond. They have one son, Herbert. He is married io 
Barbara Piatt. They have five children, Robert, Dorothy, Nancy 
Lee, Bette Anne and Donovan Ralph; (5) Edwin Lowell, who mar- 
ried Cassie Mayo of Arkport. He is a retired Methodist minis- 
ter, and they now live in Angelica. They had three children, 
*Ruth, who died at the age of six, Leonard, who is married and 
has four daughters and lives in Attica, N. Y., and Jean, who is 
now Mrs. Clarence Burr, has two daughters, and lives in Scotts- 
burg; (6) Charles Richard, who married Frances Phippen and 
now lives in Angelica. They have two children, Janet, who is 
now Mrs. Kenneth Williams, of Andover, and who has one son 
Dana, and Gerald who is now in the service; (7) Clara Henri- 
etta, who married Florris Harding, of LeRoy, N. Y. They have 
three sons and a daughter, Clair and Tom who live at home, 
Jack, who is married and lives at Newport News, Va. They 
Lave two daughters; and Joanne, who is now Mrs. William Little 
and lives in Malden, Mass. They have two sons and a daughter. 
(8) Mary Adelia, who married Clarence Weaver of Birdsall and 
lived in Alfred Station, who died December 14, 1936. They had 
two daughters, Beatrice, who is now Mrs. Kenneth Larrow, and 
lives in Alfred Station, and has two children; and Barbara who 
is Mrs. LaVerne Dickerson of Canisteo and has one daughier. 
(9) Cora Elizabeth Eldredge, who lives in Angelica. 

William Bradley Sherman Eldredge, a painter and paper- 
hanger, married Frances Scott. They had five children: (1) 


1852, and died March 
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Pearl Bertha, who married Charles Weaver. They are both de- 
ceased. They had two children, William, who is married and lives 
in Dansville and Bertha Mae, who is Mrs. Larry Skinner, lives in 
Friendship, and has three sons; (2) Albert Benjamin, who lives in 
Hornell. He married Louise Wittie, who died several years ago. 
They had three daughters one who is deceased; Maxine, 
married and lives in Rochester and has three children; 
Margaret, who lives in Hornell; (38) Caroline, who married Alex 
Mapes, now deceased. Her hcme is in Vestal, N. Y. She has 
one son and two grandchildren; (4) Marion who is now Mrs. Keyes 
cf Baltimore, Md., has a daughter Barbara at home and a son, 
Donald Kent of Andover. Marion has two grandchildren; (5) 
Winifred, who is married to Leighton Rowe, lives in Angelica. 
They -have two children, Dodworth, who is married, has three 
children and lives in Rochester and Doris, who is now Mrs.: Rob- 
ert Feldbauer.

(From the Allegany County Republican of August 13, 1898) 
THE FIRST SHERIFF OF ALLEGANY, AND DESCENDANTS 


John Gibson II (son of John I) was born in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land. After a thorough course of study he was apprenticed to a 
wheelwright, and served 7 years, finishing his time at 19 years 
of age, when he resolved to come to America; which purpose he 
carried out the same year, 1786, coming to Geneva, this State. He 
remained there 16 years, busily engaged in his profession. In 
the course of time it so happened that he became acquainted 
with Mr. Evert Van Wickie—one of the pioneers of Allegany Coun- 
ty, and his future father-in-law. Mr. VanWickle realized how fine 
an opportunity was presented for business development here, by 
the Church purchase, and induced Gibson to come here—being 
cne of the kind of young men needed. 

So it came to pass, in the year 1801, and in the 35th year of 
his age, John Gibson II came to Angelica. He was then in full 
vigor of his powers; of superior force of character, and at once 
became allied with the leading pioneers of this region. The 
same season he arrived, he was one of a self-appointed commit- 
tee of four—consisting of Major Moses Van Campen, John Lewis, 
Stephen Price, and himself—who formally met Capt. Philip 
Church at Almond, on his entree here in 1801, ‘‘to make an ex- 
ploration of the 100,0CC-acre-tract purchased the previous year,” 
and who came via Geneva. 

The proprietor of this great estate was at once very favor- 
ably impressed withithe young man Gibson, ana in the following 
year, 1802, Mr. Church placed him in charge of a store he started 
nere: being the first store in the new settlement, and at the time 
none other in this region. The store was built on the site where 
Mr. Charles Wollman’s house now is, Depot Street. In that time 
there were many Indians here, and the militia had about 50 mus- 
kets, which were kept in a rear room of the store; and at times 
when some of the Red Men would become noisy from too free use 
cf ‘‘fire-water,’’ Mr. Gibson vould take one or two of the leaders 
tc the back room and show them the muskets, which at once had 
a quieting effect, and the entire band would then go to their 
tuts, which were in the woods on the hills all around the new 
settlement. 

Mr. Gibson was for a number of years one of the secretaries 
aid bookkeepers employed by Mr. Church in his extensive land- 
office business—attending to these matters in addition to his store 
duties. In this capacity he made a horseback ride through the 
‘wilderness, to Canandaigua, carrying Church’s Deed of 100,000 
acres, to have it recorded at the County Clerk’s office there. He 
also made two business trips for Mr. Church on horseback, to New 
‘Tork City and hack, through the wilderness. He was a great 
horseback rider, and would so ride when above 80 years of age. 

Being a millwright, he superintended the building of a 
gristmill at present Belmont—on the upper Genesee—being the 
first grist mill erected there. 

He built the first bridge over Angelica Creek, Olean Street, 
of stone, with arch. 
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He was a man of superior ability, and popular, and upon the 
formation of Allegany County, by legislative Act he became its 
first Sheriff, 1808-09, and elected again 1814-16. He had to take 
but one man to State prison—one named Chamberlain, who 
passed counterfeit money. The man he took to Sing Sing. 
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This picture is labeled “Historic Houses of Ange‘ica—Gilson House”, but 
it clearly is not the house referred to when John Gibson bought 20 
acres of land bounded on the north by Main Street and on the west by 
Olean Street, agreeing to put up within one year a framed dwelling 
“twelve by fifteen feet square’. According to the Gibson family his- 
tory, this house was built nearly on the spot where stands the Arnold 
stone residence, now the Wolcott home. We believe the above picture 
must refer to some house built by Mr. Gibson after 1830 when he pur- 
chased 154 acres of woodland on Gibson Hill. 


In 1802 Mr. Gibson bought 20 acres of land in what is now the 
heart of Angelica, at $1 per acre, at the time an unbroken forest; 
and a condition of the sale was, that he should ‘‘erect within a 
year a framed building at least 12x15 ft. square,’’ upon the 
tract—presumably to inauce others to buy and build. That sma:l 
rustic structure was built nearly on the spot where now stands 
the Arnold stone residence. The 20 acres were bounded north by 
Main and west of Olean Street. A few years later he built a 
hotel on the lot—on the spot now occupied by a small house, west 
ef the fire-hose building. It became and so remained during the 
years he conducted it, the leading hotel of this wilderness ham- 
let. During the war of 1812-15 it was a resort for vets,!who often 
prevailed on landiord Gibson’s generosity, when short of funds, 
and when refused, as a dernier ressort to get a ‘‘bracer’’, they 
would join in singing— 

“A& poor soldier ne’er despise, 
Nor count him as a stranger: 
Remember, he’s the country’s stay 
In the day and hour of danger!’’ 


That never failed to bring out the jug and pewter mug. 


In 1808 Mr. Gibson was one of the three commissioners to 
superintend the building of a court house and jail here—the court 
house which later became famous as the ‘‘Birthplace Cradle of 
the Republican Party,’’ and which still stands, a monument to the 
careful supervision of its building commissioners. For a number 
of years public religious services in Angelica were held in the 
court house. Mr. Gibson was a Trustee of the Presbyterian 
Church, and his children were baptised there, as were others. 
In this connection it will be stated, that though for awhile he kept 
public house and sold liquor (most church citizens drinking in 
those years), Mr. Gibson was a devout man and daily reader of 
the Bible—which well worn volume his son, Mr. J. W. Gibson, 
now possesses. Also, he was a Master Mason, having joined 
the Order in Scotland, and where he continued membership. 

About the year 1830, in the 64th year of age, Mr. Gibson 
bought a tract of 154 acres of woodland, on the top of the hill 
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south of the village, and cleared it of timber—a substantial proof 
of his powers past the meridian of life. He lived there the re- 
mainder of his days—about 30 years, dying May 12th, 1856, in his 
S8th year. The name of ‘‘Gibson Hill,’’ which that hill still bears, 
is a proper perpetual reminder of John Gibson II and his pioneer 
work here. 


He was one of the most conspicuous pioneers of Allegany. 
In appearance he was ‘‘very much of a gentleman,’’ as one who 
knew him, states to us, but withal plain. He was like others of 
the cultured and refined pioneers of Allegany. 

Mr. Gibson was brother-in-law of John Mullender, Esq., the 
first attorney in this town and county, their wives being respec- 
thvely, Mary and Catherine, daughters of Judge Evert Van 
Wickle. Mr. Gibson married Mary Van Wickle, April 6, 1815, and 
they had six children, two dying in infancy. The others were: 
Jane Ann, born February 27, 1819—present Mrs. William Shoff; 
Catherine M., deceased, born April 21; 1821, who married David 
Wafler, who, with one son by her, John W., survives; John Wil- 
liam—of this place born March 5, 1822; and Esther Garra Dianah 
Van Wickle -Gibson, deceased, who married James Shoff, and 
sons John and Fred surviving. 


In a paragraph here it will be stated, of the two brothers of 
the above, who for a number of years lived here: Thomas Gib- 
son and Robert Gibson—the former removed to Green Bay, Wis., 
and reared a family there; and the latter finally removed from 
Angelica, a bachelor; went down ithe Ohio River, and all knowl- 
edge of him lost. 


Of Mr. John W. Gibson and sister Jane Ann, now Mrs. Shoff, 
(surviving children of John Gibson II), the first named passing 
his 76th birthday on the Sth of March last, and the latter now in 
her 80th year—we shall speak in our next issue. L. G. R. 


John W. Gibson III (son of John II, the first sheriff of Alle- 
gany), is one of the few persons still surviving here whose life 
links the present with the pioneer era of Allegany County. Many 
of the facts related in this narrative were secured by interviews 
with him. He still stands erect six feet, and his hair is only 
silghtly tipped with gray, and the general health continue; faii- 
ly good. He says : 


“T went to school in a log house opposite the present 
Wheeler place, on Belvidere road, John Renwick teacher. Of 
school boys and playmates now living here, are Harvey Miles. 
John C. Moore, James and Warner Hooker, Cyrus Jennings, Al. 
Rice, Ben. Burns and Robert Mapes. I recollect when a log house 
in the village where Mrs. Flenagin’s house is now, and Sol. Tracy’s 
grandfather Solomon then lived in a log house near where Smith 
Latham’s house now is. I recollect my grandfather Van Wickle, 
who was often at father’s house; and Van Campen and other pion- 
eers. There were lots of Indians here. They lived in huts all 
around top of the hills, and I used to go into their places. I 
have seen fifty or more in town at a time. They used to practice 
with bows and arrows in the park, and would shoot pennies 
off the top of a stick, laid flat down, standing ten rods away. 
There were plenty of wild-cats and catamounts, and wolves did 
a good deal of damage, especially to sheep, which had to be 
yarded in a tight log pen at night. Deer were as plenty as 
cattle are now. They often came into the barnyards and fed with 
the cows. I remember one morning John Renwick shot three 
deer at a ‘deer-lick’ west of father’s-house at foot of the hill, 
about half mile west of the road. I have an old fork made by Wil- 
liam Geiger, the first blacksmith here, and this is the first barn 
fork ever made or used in the town. H's shoo was east of the 
corner where the Presbyterian Church now is. My sister still 
has the first baby cradle ever in Angelica.’’ 


Mr. Gibson married Miss Mary Scheanck, July 4, 1849, and 
their children are: Jane (Mrs. John Davis), William S., and John 
D. Gibson. Mr. Gibson and wife have lived the last 20 years in 
the suburbs of the village, head of Olean Street, on Gibson Hill, 
and have a lot of ten acres. 
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Mr. Gibson is politically a ‘‘Jacksonian’’ Democrat, but has 
had the compliment freely given him, in years past, of being re- 
peatedly elected Street Commissioner in this Republican village. 

All join in wishing many years more of life and quiet domestic 
happiness to this »’ed and respected couple. 

Jane Ann Gibson—Shoff, was married to Mr. William Shoff, 
December 25, 1845, passing their golden wedding day nearly three 
years ago, and they have always lived in the house previously 
built for them by Mr. Shoff, situated in the town of West Almond, 
about four miles east of Angelica, on a part of the 400 acres for- 
merly owned by Mr. Shoff’s father, Jacob Shoff. They have 84 
acres. The dwelling is about half a mile north from the main road, 
and across the creek—quite a secluded place—but it is a place 
where domestic happiness and contentment has been present. 

Jane Ann Gibson was one of the first babies born in the new 
settlement, and now in her 81st year, still remains a highly inter- 
esting character. Before she was born, there arrived from Scot- 
Jand a brother of John Gibson II, Mr. Robert Gibson. He was 
a cabinet maker and painter—a superior mechanic, ‘‘A polished 
painter and carpenter,’’ as Mrs. Shoff puts it. At the time he 
came here there was no baby cradle in this town or county, 
end one day (before his brother’s marriage to Mary Van Wickle) 
Robert said to John, ‘I am going to make a baby cradle for 
your wedding present!—your babies shall have something better 
than a hollow log or chair to be ‘toted’ in!’? And so he made the 
_cradle, being the firnct thing of the kind ever in this town or county 
—-and which cradle Mrs. Shoff still has, and in as good preserva- 
tion as the day it was made, nearly 100 years ago. For 53 years 
it had not been off their premises, until kindly loaned us a few 
days ago, for exhibition at the annual Village Festival. It is an 
unique affair. The maker ornamented its sides and end with pic- 
tures of an eagle, some fern leaves, the Gibson Hotel and first 
bridge over Angelica creek (on Olean Street)—thus making the 
cradle trebly historic. These pictures—of the hotel, and the 
bridge—though crude, are in a sense historic and have special in- 

.terest locally, as well as the unique cradle—all in perfect preser- 
vation still; attesting to the excellent make, and also great care. 
-The cradle rocked to sleep the babies of Mr. and Mrs. John Gib- 
son II, and in time passed to possession of the married daughter, 
Jane Ann Shoff, whose it still is.

THE LOCKHARTS 


Some one living at Karrdale has been writing a series of lo- 
cally very interesting letters to the Hornellsville Times. The last 
one speaks of the Lockhart family as follows: 

George Lockhart was one of the early settlers of Almond, as 
also was his brother John. Their mother died in Ireland, and 
they came with their father to this country at an early age. Their 
father’s name was James, and he was of Scotch-Irish blood, born 
in north Ireland; came to America 1791. They lived several years 
in Pennsylvania before coming to Almond. John never mar- 
ried, and died in 1870 aged 84 years. 

George came to Almond a single man, with nothing but his 
axe and a will to work. After a few years he married Mary, 
daughter of Major Moses Van Campen, a famous pioneer of Alle- 
gany, settled in Angelica. They raised 7 children—5 sons and 2 
daughters. 

Moses, the eldest, married Elizabeth Karr, and they raised 
3 sons. Moses was a ruling elder in the Presbyterian Church 
many years. He died in 1887, aged 80 years. 

John married for his first wife Sally Major; she died leaving 
a daughter, Matilda, who married Almond Chamberlain, and they 
are now living in Michigan. His second wife was a Dey. John 
died in 1870 aged 58. He served in the Union army under Sher- 
man. 

James Lockhart was born at Almond July 30. 1810, and died 
at Angelica August 20, 1886. He married Miss Henrietta Wood- 
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tuff, at Ithaca November 23, 1854—and she died in April last. 
James was for many years a leading merchant in Angelica, and 
was a man of sterling character and very highly respected. One 
child, a son—Henry—was born to them, December 8, 1857, and he 
is now conducting a dry goods business in same place. 

Alfred married Sarah, daughter of David Crandall of Almond. 
They have no children. Alfred was also a merchant in Angelica. 
He has been Assemblyman. Was prominent in work of getting 
railroad for Angelica. Last few years has had position in one of 
the Government Departments at Washington. 

Joseph, the youngest son, lives in Karr Valley, on the old 
farm, and now owns about 50U acres. Like all the family, he has 
been a zealous patriot and Republican. Has repeatedly been Su- 
pervisor. In all respects a most excellent and highly esteemed 
citizens. He married Anna Karr, and has one daughter—an ac- 
complished young lady. 

Of the two daughters of aforesaid George Lockhart and Mary 
his wife: 

Elizabeth married H. W. Crandall of Almond. 
daughters. Mary, the youngest, lives in Almond.

LLOYD FAMILY 


John Lloyd was born in Bristol, R. I. He married Sarah De- 
voe, of Vermont, and they reared a family of 7—stalwart in 
stature and in manhood. Mr. Lloyd was a man of uncommon 
strength of character and business enterprise. He became a 
leather manufacturer, and went westward to Rensselaer County, 
this State, and thence to Ulster County, where a town still 
bears his name. Thence to Madison County; where, in the 
war of 1812 he manufactured powder for the government; and a 
con Ransom Lloyd, then but 13 years old, in government employ, 
drew powder for the patriots at Sodus Bay. 

In 1825 John Lloyd came to Angelica, and here lived 13 years. 
He had a tannery on West Main, at corner of present High and 
Main. He was a man of uncommon vigor and energy, and excei- 
lent character. He had the spirit of the pioneers, and went west- 
ward from here to Warren, Pa., where he again successfully 
developed business—and there died. 


Two years after he came to Angelica, 70 years ago, Ran- 
som, one of his sons, also came here. The young man had grad- 
uated at a law school at Utica, this State, and hed practised 
law two years at Canandaigua—at the time a larger place than 
Rochester. 1 VQ at eA , 


Ransom Lloyd came to Angelica in the year 1827—about two 
years after his father. He was attracted here as being a place 
at the time of much business activity and promise; the central 
and capital town of the great Church estate; and a place of op- 
portunity for a young attorney. He was cordially welcomed by 
the leading citizens, and here made honorable record, and here 
passed the remainder of his life. He married the excellent 
daughter of a worthy citizen—Miss Julia Starr; and from this 
happy union were born a family of children honorable to them 
and to the birthplace. 

Mr. Lloyd it appears came here fully determined to make 
Angelica his permanent home. Soon after arrival, and when he 
had succeeded in winning a lady for life companionship, he began 
to plan to build a permanent residence. To tnis end, he bought 
a building lot on Central Main Street. He inherited from his 
father a plot of several acres of real estate near Joncy gorge, 
where was good building stone; and in the year 1834 he built the 
stone mansion which has remained known as the Lloyd mansio.: 
tu this day—a most pretentious residence for this place 60 years 
ago, and will remain conspicuous still for unlimited time to come: 
testifying to the stability of the builder. 

In the old files of this paper in our possession, we find in a 
copy of 1831, a business card, ‘‘John B. Cooley & Ransom Lleyd, 
att’ys and counselors at law; office a few doors west of the 
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16 ANGELICA 
Farmers’ Exchange Hotel;’’ dated June, 1831. And 16 years la- 
ter, in 1847, this notice: ‘‘Lloyd & Pulling; att’ys and counselors 
at law and solicitors in chancery; office in rear of postoffice 
building; Ransom Lloyd, David J. Pulling; June 26, 1846.” — 


But previous to this time, in the year 1838—being only seven 
years after his arrival in this place—Mr. Lloyd had won so ex- 
cellent reputation as an attorney and as a citizen that he was 
elected Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of this county, and 
filled that office with honor during the five year term. 


So it came to pass that Judge Ransom Lloyd and wife, in 

their years—in the professional and business, the domestic, social 
and religious spheres and in the home circle were conspicuously 
and honorably identified with the early history of this town and 
county. : 
Mr. Ezra Starr,(now here with son) has lived in Chicago a 
dozen years or so; engaged in a patent iron roofing business 
with factory running at comfortable profit. He is well and doing 
well, and old friends here are glad to see him and are glad of 
his prosperity. 

Mr. Harlan P. Lloyd of Cincinnati is also enjoying to full brim 
of possible pleasure—a respite from the wearing cares of a very 
busy life, at the old home; at the home of other years; and he 
says it is good for him to be here! while old friends also say, 
with warm grasp of hand and smile. ‘‘We’re glad you’ve come!” 


Now, Major Lloyd is in fact a very modest man (one of his 
many admirable traits, by the way), and does not court newspa- 
per notoriety; but we trust he will pardon us for taking some lib- 
erties with him at this time, as seems proper—because, as a 
matter of fact, he has won conspicuous place amongst sons or 
sometime residents of this town. Let us briefly review: 


First a few words as to his military career, which extended 
from beginning to end of the war. He served at first two years 
as Lieutenant in a detached battery of light artillery, and after 
that to the end, as Major in the 22nd N. Y. cavalry, at the close 
as staff officer; and came to be personally familiar with Gens. 
Sheridan, Custer, and others. In August, ’64, in a skirmish near 
Harper’s Ferry, he was wounded in a remarkable manner, and 
that he survived is a wonder: A minnie ball entered above his 
heart and around under the left shoulder blade, and was so 
turned in course as to pass over spinal column, under right 
shoulder blade, through right lung and breast, and from his body 
into a horse, which was disabled. The surgeon considered the 
wound fatal; but he lived; Major Richardson (brother-in-law), 
personally attended him till a brother and sister (Mrs. R. and 
Starr) came and brought him home to Angelica; but before the 
wound had wholly healed, Major Lloyd rejoined the forces under 
Sheridan; and although exposure to wintry campaign up the 
Shenandoah caused him intense suffering, he resolutely held to 
the saddle and kept in the van in the pursuit and final over- 
throw of Jubal Early. Since the war was pensioned, but volun- 
tarily later caused his pension to be stopped. In 1884-5 he served 
es G. A. R. Commander of State of Ohio. 8 heen ballin 


As to his professional life: He graduated at Yale-College and 
at law school, and after the war he and Mr. Richardson went 
to Cincinnati and opened a law office; but fer domestic reasons 
solely, after a few months Mr. Richardson returned here. 

Mr. Lloyd later was invited to law partnership with ex-Gov- 
ernor Noyes which continued until the latter was appointed U. S. 
Minister to France. He next formed a law partnership with 
Judge and ex-Att’y General Taft, of President Grant’s Cabinet; 
which continued until the latter was appointed U. S. Minister 
to Austria. ‘ 

And his law practice has been wide and important and re- 
munerative in proportion. 

He has been te Europe a number of times. 

As to domestic matters: He married a daughter of the late 
President Raymond of Vassar College, since deceased, and a 
daughter, and son, Raymond Lloyd (latter a Yale graduate and 
now living here), survive. This young man is of the third gen- 
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eration of this family, studying law. The daughter, a Vassar 
graduate, is a popular favorite of Cincinnati society.

THE OLD LLOYD MANSION TO BE FINELY IMPROVED 


Richardson appears to enjoy making improvements around 
bis residence much as we imagine a fellow enjoys eating oranges 
down in Florida, where there are lots of them, and nice—and 
plenty of time in which to eat them; or, as Artemus Ward said— 
he wished he had a neck as long as a giraffe, so when he took a 
glass of beer it would feel good all the way down. 


Richardson enjoys modernizing the old stone mansion, and 
con:zcious: of having a sure thing on a good thing, is in no hurry 
about it. His first season’s work was to remove the old wooden 
building from the east side to a lot on back street, and the law 
office building from west side to the opposite side of the Thomas 
residence. Then graded the lawn. This opened up things. Next 
was put down the splendid steps in front of the residence and 
flagging the entire length of the lot—now extended past the 
Thomas front and the law office beyond—as improved, the finest 
law office in the county. And now he is rebuilding the rear, wood- 
en part of the residence. The addition is to be full two stories 
high and to be! faced with brick. And a steep roof is to be 
put on the main, stone part. Then Rich has a design for front, 
which he may finish up with next year. It proposes turning the 
front stone steps around so that the same will mount from the 
west instead of from the north, as now, and an artistic porch to 
ornament the same at the entrance; while gothic tower is to be 
built above—and the windows to be ornamented with modern 
caps. 

When complete, people will stop on the sidewalk, and re- 
mark, ‘“‘Say, is that the old Lloyd mansion? Why, I wouldn’t have 


known it! It looks mighty fine with the touch of a modern artist 
upon it!”

: OF ANGELICA

_Arad Rice came from Vermont in the year 1801 and was one 
of the first pioneers to settle in Angelica. He along with John 
Gibson and Abram Post followed Philip Church to erect rude 
log cabins. Arad Rice located on the farm now owned and occu- 
pied by Albert and Theodore Link and which joined the Jay La- 
ment place. 

Arad married Tolitha Hooker and to them ten children were 
born. Laurania married a man named Moore and in the year 
1849 they drove a covered wagon to California. Orin and Levi, 
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brothers of Laurania, went with the Moores. Levi stopped in 
Kansas and settled there so did not complete the trip to Cali- 
fornia. 

Hiel Rice, another son of Arad, walked to Wisconsin. Oliver 
and Newell, -Erothers of Hiel, went to Illinois, settied there and 
had families. . 

Emily Rice was a school teacher and married a man named 
Perks. They lived in Groveland on a hill overlooking Conesus 
Lake. 

Malinda Rice married Grummons and lived in the town of 


Allen. They had three children named Hartley, Francis, and 
Sarah.

Arthur Rice married Rhoda Piatt and had one daughter 
named Lillian. They also lived in the town of Allen. 

Austin Rice was the only one of Arad’s ten children who re- 
anained in Angelica. He was born in 1827 and died in 1909. He 
was first married to Jane Rutherford, daughter of Andrew Ruth- 
erford, a pioneer of Allen. Austin Rice and his wife settled oa 
‘is father’s farm in Angelica. Their oldest child. Alice, was 
born in 1857. In 1860 Harlan was born. It is believea chey were 
born in the log cabin erected by their grandfather, Arad Rice. 

In 1863 Austin Rice and his family moved to a farm on the 
Transit Road now owned and occupied by his granddaughter, 
Mrs. Raymond Hall, her husband and family. The rest of Aus- 
tin’s family, were born on this place. In 1878 Austin’s wife, Jane, 
died leaving seven children: A number of years later Mr. Rice 
To them one child was born. Austin 
Rice taught singing school to the people around Transit Bridge. 
He died in 1909 and after that the farm was bought by his oldest 
son, Harlan. 

The children of Austin Rice who spent the greater part of 
their life in or around Angelica were Harlan, Herman and Mrs. 
Hamilton Young. 

Harlan Rice travelea west to Haley, Ida., when a young man. 
He worked there in a livery stable for eight years. He had many 
exciting. experiences traveling into the mountains which were 
wild and sparsely settled. Harley, as he was sometimes called, 
made several trips across our country. He returned in 1908 to 
marry Lina Jacobs. They went to Nebraska but returned in 1909 
when his father died. One daughter was born to them. Bernice 
Rice. Mrs. Rice died in 1914. Harley lived on the farm and 
brought up his small daughter. He died in 1937. That year 
Bernice married Raymond Hall of Geneseo, N. Y. To them were 
born two daughters: Donna and Marjorie. 

Herman Rice, second son of Austin, was born in 1865. He 
married Louise Arnold.

THE WILLIS FAMILY 


Among the Frenchmen who settled in the Angelica area was 
John de Neuville. He was a member of the family in France of 
which Baron Hyde de Neuville was the head. John de Neuville 
accompanied the Marquis de Lafayette to this continent to help 
the colonists win their fight for liberty. After the war he married 
Patience Ann Sheldon of New England and they lived in Sara- 
toga County, N. Y., raising a family of nine children. About the 
year 1833 they came to Basswood Hill and established their home 
where Charles Behrens later lived. He and his wife are buried at 
Allen Center, N. Y. 


Their youngest daughter Abigail married Araunah §S. Willis. 
Their children were Araunah F., George V., Louisa (married 
Frank Warner), Daniel H., Lydia (married G. H. Abbey), Abigail 
Jane (married Calvin Farnum). Martin G., and Annette (married 
Solomon Palmer), and all grew to adulthood on Baker’s Creek. 
Araunah, George and Daniel fought in the Civil War, as did Ge- 
hial Abbey. A namesake of George, Martin’s oldest son, lost his 
life in France in World War I. The second son, Herbert, was in 
the first World War, and has made the Army his career. He re- 
cently retired with the rank of Colonel, and lives at Clifton Forge, 
Va. Louisa Willis married Frank Warner who was a fine car- 
penter. He built many fine houses around Angelica, among them 
the Alex Lytle, Israel Jacobs and C. Rearwin farm houses; his 
own dwelling now occupied by Florris Harding, the Abbey home, 
Ray Arnold home and two beyond them on Common Road, now 
called North Street. He and his brother Roswell built the Bird- 
sall No. 1 Church. 


The aforementioned Araunah S. Willis was born in Taunton, 
Mass. His father died when he was a young lad. His mother 
was Lydia Shaw Willis and she sold her interest in their cotton 
mills, bought a team and wagon and with her four daughters and 
cne son moved from Massachusetts to New York State, following 
her mother Betsey Shaw Jennings. Betsey Shaw had married 
Joseph Jennings after her first husband’s death and they all 
moved to Allegany County and settled at Baker’s Creek. In- 
cidentally they settled on the farm which was later owned by 
Cyrus Jennings, then by his daughter, Martha J. Cochrane, and 
more recentiy by Bruce Chaffee, now by J. Graham. 

There are now many descendants of these hardy pioneers liv- 
ing around Angelica. It is interesting to note that of the direct 
cescendants (and there were many) of Araunah and Abigail Wil- 
lis, more than twenty-five have been school teachers. 


- Annette Willis married Solomon Palmer at her home at Ba- 
ker’s Creek, on November 13, 1872. They met in a rather unus- 
val way. While Annette was helping her father nail a new 
shingle roof on their house Solomon Palmer stopped to see her 
father, Araunah Willis, on business. Annette was sixteen at the 
time they met and was married to Solomon two years later.

JOSEPH GILLIES’ RESIDENCE 


The many friends of ex-Sheriff Joseph Gillies throughout the 
Southern Tier may be interested in a brief description of the 
elegant residence he constructed here during the past season, 
costing about $10,000. It is located on one of the most desirable 
points in town, situated on the northeast corner from the park. 
It was only after long negotiation and the payment of an exceed- 
ingly high price, that he succeeded in buying this most desirable 
site. This was for a long period of time known as the Harvey 
Miles prcperty, and many persons since more or less prominent 
in County, State or National affairs, in years past for a time made 
the old dwelling located thereon their boarding place. Of this 
number Secretary Teller (now Senator-elect from Colorado) may 
be mentioned. The new residence is one of the most conspicu- 
ous and striking of the improvements which have been made here 
since the advent of our railroad, during the period known as “‘An- 
gelica Redeemed.”’ 

Its general design is a combination of Gothic and Queen Anne 
styles of architecture, and its general appearance is at once 
imposing and pleasing. A fine lawn surrounding the dwelling 
adds to the artistic effect. The structure in the main is 45x75 
feet, three stories in height, with basement under all. It fronts 
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Joseph Gillies property corner East Main and Park Circle, built in 1884— 
cost about $10,000, formerly Harvey Miles property. Sold to Martha 
Bingham in 1914 and named the Parkview. Sold in 1919 by Guy 0. 
Hinman, referee, to Ray C. Wafler for $2475. Later owners are Rollo 
Chamberlain, Jack Cairns, Mrs. Moore and now owned by the Bernards. 


both to the south and west. Beginning at the base, the cellar 
wall is laid to the surface, in cement, with cut stone three feet 
above ground. In the basement is located the steam heating ap- 
paratus with which the entire dwelling is warmed, registers and 
radiators be ng in every room. There is also in the basement a 
cistern of 125 barrels capacity, into which is conducted all the 
water frcm the entire rootage. ‘ 

The first story is entered from a porch leading to the dining 
room, toward the rear part on the west, or through a spacious 
haliway in the Main Street front. Entrance is thence had into 
two large parlors. separated only by two heavy curtains. Beyond 
is the family room, dining room, kitchen, laundry, bath room and 
closet. The kitchen is supplied with an abundance of both hard 
and soft water. The story is twelve and one-half feet in height. 
From tke hallway a quarter-circle staitway leads by an easy 
flight to the second story on which floor are six large compart- 
ments with clothes presses connected with each. Also a room for 
general purposes. A flight of back stairs leads down to the kitch- 
en. Frem tke front hall landing a stairway leads to the third 
story, which is a sort of private club room, smoking room and 
billiard room comb‘ned. From this floor fine views can be had 
«f the entire town and landscape. The roof is covered with the 
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best of slate and 450 feet of fine cresting gives an artistic finish 
to the structure. The walls throughout are elegantly prepared 
and ceilings frescoed. Two very fine mantles are in the parlors. 
“he carpeting and general furnishing are in harmony with the 
surroundings. Altogether an elegant home, and Mr. Gillies and 
his excellent family are to be congratulated on its possession. 
May Mr. Gillies long live to enjoy the domestic harmony and 
comforts which are found therein.

MOVING AN HISTORIC BUILDING 


Many years ago—’way back in the thirties, Dr. Charles built 
an office on East Main Street, south side, 125 feet or so from 
corner, now rear of Presbyterian Church. Later a rear part ,.was 
built. Succeeding Dr. Charles, Dr. William M. Smith had his of- 
fice there, and the late Dr. Andrew Smith, when a young man, 
studied medicine there with his brother. The upper room was 
used as the first German Methodist Church room in this county, 
the living rooms in rear being used as their parsonage. The up- 
per room, at various times was used as a Lodge Room by Odd 
Fellows, by a Temperance Society, by young people as debating 
room, etc. In the latter years of her life Harriet Brown owned 
the property and lived there. Jerry Freeman, the barber, now 
of Belfast. was married in the front lower room, formerly the o!- 
fice, then Harriet’s parlor, and there, later, Harriet died. A few 
months ago Mr. George S. Arnold bought the property for the 
church, with a view of selling the building, to be moved away and 
thus leaving a nice lawn around the rear of the church and de- 
creasing the danger from fire. Solon Clapp bought the front 
building for his daughter, Mrs. Oscar Milliman, and John Isaman 
put it on wheels and this week moved it down through the park 
and upon the cellar walls where the Thornton buildings stood, 
west of the Lightfoot building. Thus the burned district is again 
covered, 


THE OAKS HOMESTEAD 


High in the hills of the Town of Angelica on the Peavy Road 
stands the Oaks Homestead. It has the unusual distinction of 
having housed six generations of one family. According to the 
original deed, the farm on which this home is located was bought 
in 1818 by Ezra Oak; from a large area of land belonging to a 
man named Short and known as the Short Tract. The puchase 
price was twenty-five cents per acre. 

The first owner was a native of the township of Athens, Vt. 
A few years after he had served as a soldier in the War of 1812, 
he set out on foot from Vermont, accompanied by Deacon 
Chaffee, to select a site for a home in Western New York. 
These two pioneers made their way through dense forests 
and forded many streams until] they reached the Genesee River 
in the vicinity of Mount Morris. Although the broad flats of 
river land there were lush and fertile, they dared not settle on 
them because of the Genssee fever or malaria that had taken 
the lives of so many. They walked on into the Allegany hills and 
were attracted to the Angelica region by the great oak and pine 
trees there. Surely, they reasoned, land that could grow such 
mighty trees would be most cesirable for raising farm crops. 
To select the acres they wished to buy, they climbed to the tops 
of tre tallest trees to see how the land lay. After their choice 
had been made, Ezra and his companion set out on the long 
walk back to Vermont. 

As scon as it could be arranged, he returned to his new pos- 
sessions in Angelica but not on foot this time for he brought 
his bride, Polly Porter, with him. This honeymoon journey was 
made in a two wheeled cart drawn by oxen. In the cart came 
not only their primitive furnishings for the new home but also 
apple seeds to plant an orchard, bulbs for a posy garden and 
herbs for medicinal purpose. , 

When they arrived at the home site, the work of clearing the 
land and building a log cabin ciaimed all their waking hours for 
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child to be born on the farm 
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many, many months, The first 


was named Amelia. 


After a few years of log cabin life, they were able to 
build a frame house close by, the present Oaks Homestead. Its 
inner walls are broad pine planks fastened together with wooden 
pins. 


The original Oaks farm has passed in regular succession from 
father to son to the present time: from Ezra I to Seth to Ezra II 
to Charles Scott Oaks, who now lives upon the ancestral acres. 
Following these are two more generations that often enjoy the 
mellow charm of the Oaks Homestead. 


Probably the brightest years in its history came in the sec- 
end period. Then its owner, Seth Oaks, married Margaret 
Scott, a native of Scotland. Her warm personality and rare abil- 
ity as a hostess made the hospitality of the Homestead a delight 
and joy to all its many guests. 

If, as Edgar Guest has written, it takes a “heap of livin’ "” 
to make a house a home, this dwelling meets that requirement. 
Many babies have been born here and ever so many children 
have played in its ample rooms from the little Amelia of 1818 to 
the youngest member of the family, Barbara of 1954, daughter 
of Irvin and Laura Oaks Weiss. There have been many wed- 
dings too with Oaks girls as brides. Here the last rites have been 
performed for those whose earthly days were ended before thes 
were carried to the nearby pioneer cemetery to rest—the peace of 
the Wigwam Valley among the Allegany Hills. 

The Oaks Homestead has at least three unique possessions. 
The first is a never failing supply of cold, delicious water from 
a hillside spring. Absent members of the family have a nostal- 
gic longing for a ‘‘drink from the old spring’’. Then there is the 
collection of wedding coats of its married sons from the bright 
blue coat with brass buttons of Ezra I down through the genera- 
tions to the latest, the uniform of an army officer of the United 
States Air Force that was worn on his wedding day, by Major 
Gerald Ezra Oaks in 1942. The Homestead’s record of Christmas 
celebrations is also unusual for this year 1955 it will have its one 
uundred thirty-seventh observance of Christmas by the Oaks 
family in this one place. The outstanding traditions for this 
holiday are: a roast goose dinner, the burning of a pitch pine knot 
and a.candle lighted tree. 

The Oaks Homestead—Herein have dwelt many Oaks who 
lived and died like other folks.

The residence Mr. Charles Graham, contractor, has built for 
Mrs. Scofield, on East Main Street, south side, about opposite the 
east part of the Wilson Academy place, is one of the most 
noticeable residence improvements in town this season. This 
was last previously known as the Tucker property, the building 
Tucker had put thereon being a part of the old Thibou residence— 
which part Mrs. Scofield has had worked into this new residence 
as its rear part. When all finished this will be one of the finest 
looking dwellings in the vicinity and a noticeable improvement 
to the southside of East Main Street. The property when all 
ready to occupy will have cost Mrs. Scofield about $3,000. The 
lady took a notion to make this improvement, and having accom- 
plished her desire in this direction, we understand she will rent 
the residence to an acceptable tenant, or she will sell the property 
cn easy terms of payment.

SMITH MANSION 


On the night of October 29, 1883, the residence of Mr. Frank 
S. Smith burned. 


On ‘Wednesday evening of this week the doors of his new 
Mansion were opened and the public invited to attend a Japan- 
ese tea ‘party and entertainment therein held for the benefit of 
the Wilson Academy. 

No aescription of the new mansion will be given until it is 
completed, the front rooms of the first floor not being finished 
yet. Suffice it to say at this time that it will be in certain fea- 
tures probably the finest residence in this county. 

The evening, happily, was the most charming in the matter 
of weather that we have had this winter. 

The entertainment was held and refreshments served on the 
third floor and rooms on the second floor were thrown open io 
the public. 

It amounted to a reception by Mr. Smith and ladies of this 
entire community and not another residence in town could with 
any degree of comfort have accommodated the multitude that 
came. It seemed like an immense picnic, in which our entire 
community took part, and all seemed to thoroughly enter into 
the spirit of the occasion and thoroughly enjoy themselves. All 
together a very happy affair, and the kind of ‘‘Socialism’’ found 
alone in our Republic.

THE OLD MOSES VAN CAMPEN PLACE 


For now three-quarters of a century the brick mansion on the 
main road half a mile east of Angelica village—built by the lo- 
cally famous Moses Van Campen in 1809—has been a conspicuous 
and familiar land mark, with whose history all older residents 
have been acquainted. We never happened to step within the doors 
of the old mansion ‘til Monday afternoon, when on passing by we 
took occasion to saunter in and rest awhile, chatting with the 
present proprietor of the estate, ex-County Superintendent, Edson 
D. Barnum. 


When one stops a moment to consider, he is impressed with 
many thoughts on standing before this almost stately pile—erected 
_ at a time when there was not another such structure within a

hundred miles and then to be found only in cities, while this 
edifice of brick was reared in the midst of a then dense wilder- 
ness. It bears still the impress of the strong revolutionary 
character that reared it, and the massive walls stand today as 
solidly as when the last brick was laid thereon 78 years ago, and 
the hewn foundation timbers and handworked floors, doors and 
inner casings are unimpaired by time. And how stately and 
ernate the front and entrance! for a structure built when this 
one was, not long after the revolution, and when this region was 
on the outskirts of civilization. This building was built by one 
man, eleven years before all citizens of the county combined 
built the present courthouse. The structure and all circum- 
stances surrounding this building indicate the strong character 
of its famous builder—in harmony with which is the stately hall- 
way and courtly rooms within. 


This, in our opinion, should ever remain known as the ‘‘MA- 
JOR MOSES VAN CAMPEN place—though the present proprie- 
tor, out of courtesy to its iast previous owner, calls it the ‘‘Burr 
Farm”. If we owned the place we would insert in the front wail 
@ marble slab in memory of the noble man who alone is there en- 
titled to distinctive honor. 


How refreshing cool are these spacious rooms on a hot day! 
And after the estimable lady of the mansion had consideratelyv 
provided a pitcher of lemonade, the ex-superintendent presented 
Havanas and we sat down for a good smoke and cnat. 

“‘Barnum, how did you happen to buy this place?” 

“Well, I wanted a nice, large house and farm near town, and 
I didn’t find anything in the county that pieased me as well, and 
that could be bought. We had two small farms near Canaseraga, 
and five dwelling places in that village, all of which we sold and 
put the money here, and I still own a store there and a farm 
in Birdsall. There are 257 acres in this farm. I have expended 
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over $1500 in improving the place, and it will cost a good deal 
more to get everything as I want it. I am now building a two- 
story granary, convenient to the railroad, which will be con- 
venient to ship from. Next Spring my barns will be reconstruc- 
ted, then, as soon as I get around to it I shall expend a thousand 
dollars or so in improving the house, modernizing it in some re- 
spects.”’ 


The crops on this old farm never looked finer than at the 
present time, and finer fields of wheat can not be seen any- 
where—attesting to good tillage. 

Congratulating Mr. and Mrs. Barnum on their present sur- 
roundings, we sauntered on. 


. ANDREW WAKEFIELD HOUSE 


The house occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Wakefield on the 
Peavy Road was built by one of the Peavys long before 1828, 
and has always been in the Peavy-Wakefield families, having been 
in the latter family for over 150 years. 


It still has the old fashioned pull up latch on the doors 
and is put together throughout with wooden pegs instead of nails. 

William Wakefield, father of Andrew Wakefield, had a livery 
stable some 70 years ago where the Larson grocery store now 
stands. 


When the Andrew Wakefields moved into the house a geod 
sized cider mill was under the front part of the building, cider 
being made from the 300 tree orchard on the place. Another 
product of the orchard was peeled apples, for which a mechanical 
apple peeler was used, and which were sold for $14 a barrel. 
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Home of Mrs. H. L. Newman, erected in 1802 by Evert Van Wickle. Owned 
by Rev. Thibou on the 1870 map; owned by B. C. Wakely in 1882, at 
which time he made some repairs and built on an office. Jn 1894 was 
the residence of J. S. Rockwell.

AN OLD BUILDING BEING ADDED TO 


Changes in buildings and inhabitants is all the time going on 
in city and country. 

There are many still surveying here who remember Judson 
Sherman—but very few who remember Bildad Sherman, his 
father. He owned at cone time what is now the Smith and Flena- 
gin grounds which Alpha Morse later bought of him. Bildad built 
the building now Tilden’s store and its original site was near the 
street and where the driveway now is to Frank Smith’s residence.

The earliest tenant of that building that George S. Arnold 
can remember was Mr. Erastus S. Palmer, who started a printing 
office in it, the Allegany County Advocate, 56 years ago this 
month. Later, the building was moved down West Main to west 
side of the Todd place, on line where High Street now goes up the 
hill; and at last to its present location—on leased ground which 
through a debt passed into ownership of Mr. Hotchkiss, the mil- 
lionaire pepperm.nt cil man of Wayne and Ontario counties (re- 
cently deceased), Mr. Harvey Miles, a friend, being deputized 
agent here to see to the leasing of the said lot. 

The building has had a long and varied experience. Elder 
Hart has twice owned it, and he made the patent Elder Critten- 
den fly-nets in it. And for a time it was Swink’s meat shop. Weed 
owned it; and P. S. Norris had a job print shop in it; and Ed. 
Blanchard owned it and lived there a number of years. For 
awhile Mr. Tilden has had a grocery in it—and he is building 
a front, two story addition to it, extending to the walk, and thus 
the venerable old structure loses its identity and renews its youth 
hy being merged in a new structure—and may the prosperity of 
its improver be doubled.

CHARLES HOTEL 


The above picture of the Charles Hotel was made many years 
ago during the time Dr. Todd was lessee. But it is substantially 
the same as the house still looks. 

In 1808 ten liquor licenses were granted in this town, at $5.00 
aplece. 

One of the early hotels was the ‘‘Exchange’’, located on cen- 
tral Main Street, South side, where Seiver stores now stand. 
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For many years this was the popular hotel of Angelica. 
burned in 1875. 

In 1839 Andrew Charles was living in a private residence on 
ithe spot where the Charles Hotel now is, and at that time, on the 
corner where is now the Presbyterian Church, one Warner Has- 
tings kept a Hotel. That year the Hastings House was burned 
and the proprietor at once leased the dwelling house alluded to 
of Mr. Charles and fitted it up as a hotel. In 1890 Mr. Charles 
took possession of the House and enlarged, and gave it the name 
ever since. He continued as the proprietor 17 years, until 1857, 
when William T. Barnes, and R. H. Charles came into possession. 
They kept it 4 years when Mr. Andrew Charles became proprie- 
tor again. In 1863 he sold it to William T. Barnes and George 
Elwell, and Theodore Oliver kept it for them. The business was 
not very profitable, in that period, owing to the popularity of the 
Exchange and this hotel soon again changed hands, and William 
Bronson, kept it, until Dr. A. C. Jackson succeeded him, running 
the House as a sort of sanitorium. His successor was Dr. Todd: 
and then Joel Norton rented it of U. B. Lowe, who had become 
the owner. 

At this time the property had become valueless, as a hotel, 
and was closed up. It so remained until 1871, when it was bought 
by Joseph Gillies, who had been elected sheriff of this county. 
He repaired the House and occupied it as his residence. Being 
a county official, and at the same time a very superior landlord, 
he at once gave the Charles Hotel a popularity and brought to it a 
patronage as never before possessed. It became a rival to the 
long popular old Exchange. , 

But it was not until 4 years later, in 1875, that the Charles 
Hotel became the sole first-class hotel of Angelica by the burn- 
ing of the Exchange. From that event it became a good-paving 
property. Joseph Gillies gave it the widest pcpularity of any 
country fried-meat hotel in the State. 

But for various reasons he sold the House in 1884, Mr. R. E. 
Hedden, a commercial traveler of Youngstown, O., being the 
purchaser. As is generally known, Mr. Hedden gradually became 
insane and incompetent to conduct business. His wife did the 
best she could under the circumstances, but the end to this man- 
agement came two or so years ago, when Mr. C. L. Dailey and 
Son of Belfast took charge. They soon restored the excellent 
reputation of the House. 


Mr. A. K. Fletcher of Hornellsville had loaned the Hedden’s 
$5,600 on the Hotel property, and at last was compelled to take 
the property for the debt and personally took control of it this 
last spring, though he did not like to bring his family in to a Ho- 
tel, preferring the quiet of retired domestic life. 

Mr. Fletcher has thoroughly repaired the property, inside and 
out, the latest and final work being the thorough repair of the 
stately front porch, and repainting. A thousand dollars or so 
have been expended in improvements. 
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Mr. Fletcher and wife are maintaining the pupular reputation 
of the Charles Hotel, which promises, from its position, ever to

1858—Special meeting on July 8, 1858, com- 
mittee for purchase of land reported there were 
no funds and they had made no selection of 
grounds. 


The annual fair was held at Angelica, Sep- 
tember 29th and 30th. The 
large, and the exhibition, in nearly every de- 
partment, creditable to the county. The show 
of cattle was unusually fine. 


We expect to organize, during the present 
month, under the laws of 1855. 


1859—The exhibition of stock and sheep 
much better than ever before. The county is 
well adapted to the growing of wool, and an in- 
creased interest is manifested in the improve- 
ment of sheep. 


October 22, 1859, sixteen men met to re-or- 
ganize the Allegany County Agricultural Soci- 
ety to comply with new State requirements, to 
form a county society in and for the County 
of Allegany, for the advancement of Agriculture, 
Horticulture, the Mechanical Arts, and  House- 
hold. Industry. A certificate of formation was 
made before a Justice of Peace. The said Sovci- 
ety to be called the Allegany County Agricul- 
tural Society. All was done under the Act 
to “facilitate the forming of Agricultural and 
Horticultural Societies passed by the State Legis- 
lature, April 15. 15 and an amendatory act 
passed April 15, 1857. 


1860—February 15, 1860, a meeting was held 
and a Constitution and By-Laws were adopted 
for the Allegany County Agricultural Society. 
All details of officers, directors, meetings, and 
conduct of meetings, and passing of By-Laws 
were provided for. By-Law was passed to have 
a Vice-President in every town excepting the 
town where the Society is located. This was 
stricken out in 1908. 


At the annual meeting of the Fair Associa- 
tion held on December 26, 1860. the Committee 
to lease and fit up the Fair Grounds reported, 
the report was accepted, and the Committee 
was discharged. The report follows: “The Com- 
mittee begs to report that they have leased a 
piece of land from Judge A. C. Hull in the Vil- 
lage of Angelica situated south of his residence 
(the west side of South Street) containing about 
four and one-half acres. for the term of 12 
years—for annual rent of $30 per annum. We 
have also surrounded said lot with a tight board 
fence 7 ft. high, with suitable gates. and have 
also built a suitable office for the officers’ use, 
and with the assistance of the surrounding 
farmers have ma‘le a trotting track,” Signed A. 
Morse, J. Lockhart and William Franklin, Com- 
mittee. 


_1864—The Fair held in this Village Septem- 
ber 15 and 16, was in some respects not all that 
we had hoped for. 


1865—At the annual meeting held on Decem- 
ber 27, 1865, a report was made by the Com- 
mittee which had purchased the McAdam lot 
containing about 11 acres, for the sum of eleven 
hundred dollars, three acres of the Tucker lot 
for five hundred dollars. and about an acre 
from the William Hull estate. A contract was 
made with the Angelica Driving Park Co. for 
the fencing and tracking of sail groun/s. 


The Fair, held on the new grounds of the 
Society in this village, September 20, 21, 1865, 
passed off very pleasantly indee‘l. The weather 
was all that could be desirec, and the number 
of people in attendance. and the receipts (about 
$709) larger than ever before. 


1866—The County Fair held in this Village 
October 3 and 4, 1866, was a grand success— 
the number of people in attendance and the 
receipts larger than ever befoce. 

1867—A heavy shower of rain on Wednes 
day morning evidently dampened the ardor. of 
the generally enthusiastic Alleganians as the 
display of products on the Fair Grounds the 
first day was rather meagre and the attendance 
comparatively small.

1868—Our County Fair. if we may he al- 
lowed to judge from the number of people in 
attendance, anid taking into consideration the 
unfavorable condition of the weather, was a 
most gratifving success.

On the second day there was little change in 
the weather. and the attendance was not. ex- 
pected to be very numerous. About nine o'clock, 
however, streams of wagons and buegies, loaded 
with men, women, and children, began to enter 
our village from every direction, and by twelve 
o'clock, it is estimated that two thousand peo- 
ple were on the grounds. 


The south part of the Hunt lot was sold 
to Billy Hull for $50. Committee authorized to 
purchase of J. S. Arnold certain lands enclose 1 
in the grounds of the Society. 

1869—Fair postponed from September S an’ 
9 to October 4 and 5, on account of a terrific 
rain storm. 


The county Fair this year, in spite of many 
discouraging circumstances, all agree was one of 
the most successful exhibitions ever held on the 
grounds,

1870—The annual Fair held September 31 
and October 1. The weather all that could be 
desired, and the number of people in attendance, 
very large.

1877—The last day, Tuesday. the 9th inst., 
to which the Fair was postponed from Thurs- 
day, the 4th inst.. a'’though preceded and _ fol- 
lowed by disagreeable weather. was most favor- 
able, and, contrary to the expectation of all in- 
terested, brought out from all parts of the coun- 
ty a large and enthusiastic crowd. 


Sheriff's Deed issued selling all Fair Ground 
property to John R. Common. 


1878—The success of the 34th annual Fair of 
Allegany County Agricultural Society is greatly 
due to the fine weather and large attendance of 
people, but no more so than to the energy and ef- 
ficiency of all of its managers. especially Secretary 
Dudley, who has labored incessantly: for the past 
three months to have everything in order, and to 
him and the President, Mr. Rutherford. great 
credit is due for the systematic order of arrange- 
ments, and the excellent police efficiency in 
keeping order and quiet. 

The financial success this year has deter- 
mined the managers to go on and make decided 
improvements for another year. by building new 
pens, sheds, and other conveniences for stock 
and poultry, painting buildings, a new ticket of- 
fice, and a _ thorough fitting of the trotting 
course, all of which attend to convenience and 
attraction

1881—The 37th annual Fair of the Allegany 
County Agricultural Society has passed into his- 
tory. In attendance and reveipts. it was a great 
success. The receipts were $1200. There were 
3.509 people on the grounds the lust day.

Curtis, ran seven miles in 44 minutes. without 
stopping—fourteen times ‘round the track.

It came sudden as 
a clap of thunder, A very black cloud, spiral!

southwest, similar to fleeting clouds hefore a 
Violent) thunder storm. 

Starting southwest cf town. trees were bro- 
Fen on Gibson's place and fences were blown 
down continuing across the town moving 
buildings — blowing down signs — ripping oft 
roofs and blowing down trees.

Arriving at the Fair Grounds, Mechanics’ 
Hall was torn to pieces and another building 
twisted from its foundation—and the cyclone 
walked plumb through the fence in departing. 


As prophesied by us several months since, 
our 38th annual Fair was the most. successful 
ever held here, the railroad facilities for the first 
time, influencing hither hundreds that were 
never here before. Nearly $2,000 were received 
in receipts. The attendance the last day was 
about 4,000. The weather was favorable and the 
number of turnouts was unprecedented. 

The local entries were very creditable. Sev- 
eral of our businessmen took the pains to make 
exhibits, and most of their names appear in the 
premium list. We would note that the County 
Farm under Weaver's management comes in for 
seven premiums. Seiver had a fine display of 
carriages and wagons. Harry Gardiner’s dis 
play of stuffed animals received many well-de- 
served compliments. W. B. Eldredge had 4 fine 
display of paints, etc. 


The Short Tract Cornet Band furnished ex- 
cellent music.

Fair was held September 29 and October 1 
and 2, and owing to storm was continued to 
October 3rd. 

At a meeting of the managers, it was de 
cided to give Charles Lounsbury a mortgage for 
Whatever sum might be back after paying prem- 
iums. It was voted to petition the Supreme 
Court at Belmont for an order to mortgage the 
frounds. This was finally concluded Januury, 
1887, amount $597.77. 

1885—Again the time of holding our Fair 
has proved unfortunate. A cold rain came be 
fore the day of opening, which was a check to 
many intended exhibitors; and on Thursday. the 
third and usually the best day of the Fair, rain 
began to fali at midnight and at daylight it 
was so cold that snow fell with the rain. At 
noon, an announcement was made that owing to 
the bad weather the Fair would be continued to 
Friday with final races in the afternoon. 

But not withstanding the bad weather. the 
exhibition was in some respects above the aver- 
age—notably in fine cattle and horses—and the 
attendance was fair. 

1888—Voted to build a log cabin-—Evidently 
people interested were invited to contribute $1.00 
for a log in the cabin. 

1889—April 6, special meeting called to 
consider disposition of funds coming to Society 
under the Ives-Pool Bill. It was voted to pay 
up Renwick mortgage and to build a barn. 


1890—Voted to solicit funds to build 12 
sheds.

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HISTORY OF 
THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH 


(The following article was prepared by Rey. 
Joel Hendrick, pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Angelica, written sometime in 1896.) 

The Baptist Church of Angelica was or- 
ganized July 18, 1834. The names of the persons 
who entered into this covenant are as follows: 
viz: David C. Hammond, George Hammond, Jo- 


siah Whitman Jr., Jesse Parmeter, Charlotte 
Whitman 2nd, Keziah Whitman, Permelia Ham- 
mond, Jane McBride, Electa Parmeter, Orris 
Goodrich, Rachel Goodrich, Joel Fosdic, Sally 
Fosdic, William Webster, and Sarah Webster. 
The next year 1835, seventeen united with 
the church, seven by baptism, ten by letter, 
among whom was Lyman Chaffee and_ wife. 


This brother was long and familiarly known as 
Deacon Chaffee, a faithful co-laborer, who wore 
the noble title, servant of the church, up to the 
time of his death, January 26, 1880, in the 90th 
year of his age. In the same year Mrs, Pru- 
dence Davis united with the church by letter. 


The church had no pastor at the time of its 
organization, Eld. John Evans was with them 
for council and advice, and acted as Moderator of 
the meeting. A brother, H. E. Closser, was li- 
censed by the church and preached fur them 
six months. 

In August, 1835, Eld. J. P. Evans commenced 
labor with the church but continued only three 
months. 


In November of the same year the church 
voted to engage the labors of Bro. Jatnes Sal- 
mon, a licentiute, to preach for them three 


months on tria’. and if his work was approved. 
he was to continue one year, and receive a com- 
pensation of $100 and three months board for 
the year’s labor. 

In May, 1837, the church voted to call the 
Rev. E. T. Jacobs, with a salary of $150, and 
wood = furnished. Bro. Javtobs continued one 
year. 

Following this pastorate there was a va 
cancy of two years. Then Rev. R. Sabin came 
among them and served one year; that was from 
the spring of 1840 to 1841. On the second Sun-

cav of August Eld. V. Bemis entered upon the 
pastorate, coming to this place from the Almond 
church. 


Bro. Bemis labored with this church all the 
time for two years more; the other half being 
with the church in West Almond, making a 
pastorate with this church of four years. 


After Bro. Bemis there was a vacancy in the 
pastorate of nearly one year when Rey. CraG: 
Smith was called to the pastorate. He continued 
to ‘aor with the church about one year. 


Following Bro. Smith another interval of 
about one year occurred, when in Feb., 1848, 


Rev. O. B. Call was invited to the pastorate to 
labor with the church one half of the time and 
tre e’+or with the Phillipsville church (now 
Belment). Bro. Call’s labors with the church 
continued one year. 

Rey. C. A. Newland came in July, 
ecnt'nued untii May, 1850. 

In 1849 Bro. E. S. Palmer was appointed

then clerk of the church, also publisher of the 
village paper here, afterwards removed to E1l- 
mira and connected with the Elmira Advertiser. 


From May, 1850, to Sept., 1853, three years 
and three months, there was no pastor.

In Lecemter, 1857, Rev. C. B. Read, was 
ealled frem Richburg to the pastorate of this 
church.

At this time Mrs. Curtis Gardener, a mem- 
ber of the Tabernacle Baptist Church of New 
York, who was stopping for a few months in 
the place, announced that she had in her pos- 
session $100 for the use of the church, a dona- 
tion from Bro. Lispenard Stewart, a member of 
the same church with herself. This announce- 
ment sent a thrill of joy through the hearts of 
the membership, for completion of the house 
was now in sight. 

Previous to this the church had received 
from the Tabernacle Baptist Church, New York 
on their building fund the sum of $136.00 large- 
ly through the solicitation of the same Mrs. 
Gardener. Thus the year 1858 closed with the 
bright prospect to this long struggling church. 

January 20, 1859 was a “High Day” to this 
church, the day on which was dedicated to the 
service of God their House of Worship. Twenty 
four years and six months from the date of 
organization of the church. 

Bro. Read’s work under whom the church 
edifice was completed and dedicated, continued 
about two years, then followed an interval of 
about six months when Bro. Orrin Munger, a re- 
cent graduate of Rochester Theological Semin- 
ary, became pastor beginning with the month 
of October, 1860. He died March 1, 1862. 

In October, 1862, Rev. J. M. Shotwell was 
pastor for a year. 

Following this for a period of seven years, 
the church had no pastor; yet for four years of 
that time it was quite regularly supplied for the 
morning sabbath service by the present pastor, 
while my leading work was at the head of the 
Genesee Valley Seminary in Belfast. In the 
spring of 1867, I received a call from the Bap- 
tist Church in Hornellsville, which call I have 
accepted, to enter upon its duties July 1. 

Early in June I was called to this place to 
attend the funeral of David Brown. After the 
funeral two members of the family living and 
doing business in other places, urged upon the 
ehurch, that they secure my services as_ pas- 
tor, promising to give liberal sums for my support. 

In view of this unexpected promise of help, 
I-was urgently solicited to decline the Hornells- 
ville call and accept the pastorate of this church, 
but as the church in Hornellsville, did not see 
fit to release me from my engagement there, 
Iwas obliged to decide adversely. 

In 1870 the Rev. J. R. Merriman then en- 
gaged in teaching in Belmont began to supply, 
and after a few months moved to this place 
as pastor. 

From the time Bro. Merriman closed his la- 

bors in April, 1873, to May, 1879, a period of 
six years, the church had no pastor. It was 
supplied a portion of that time by Rev. Howell 
from Friendship, but more by Rev. R. Sabin 
who years before was pastor but now retired. 
s Early in 1879, Rev. P. A. Meade of Clarks- 
ville received a call to the pastorate and en- 
tered upon labors here the second Sunday of 
May. His pastorate closed May 1, 1883. 

Following Bro. Meade’s pastorate was an- 
other vacancy of three years, and they were 
three years of much. discouragement and 
doubt in regard to the future. 

About this time the Rev. R. K. Hammond 
came. 

By his request and arrangemeiit, came the 
evangelistic meeting appointed by the mission- 
ary committee of the association and conducted 
by the district missionery of the Convention. 
Rev. C. W. Brooks, in the autumn of 1886 and 
through which came my conviction of duty to 
accept your call to the pastorate upon which I 
entered in November of that year.

In 1828 Rev. Bostwick ceased his labors 
here and the same year Bishop Hobart preached 
in the court house confirming thirty persons. 
Rev. Bostwick was succeeded by Rev. M. P. 
Bennett, who resigned in 1830, and, in 1831, 
Rev. Mr. Bostwick laid the corner stone of a 
church — edifice. In August, 1831, Rev. Lewis 
Thibou assumed the charge of the parish, and in 
August, 1832, Bishop Onderdonk visited the par- 
ish, confirming nine persons. 

In 1833, the church partly completed, was 
damaged by lightning. August 30, 1834, the 
edifice being completed, consecration services 
were held by Bishop Onderdonk, and May 1, 
1835, Rev. Thibou resigned, after which for a 
time Rey. N. F. Bruce conducted services. Rey. 
Thibou again became rector May 1, 1838, con- 
tinuing until the spring of 1857. Fire de. 
stroyed the church February 10, 1847, and July 
23, 1848, a new structure, the present one, hav- 
ing been completed. it was consecrated, Right 
Rev. William H. Delancy. D. D., officiated. 

Rev. Robert Horwood became rector in June 
1857, and resigned June 13, 1863. He was fol- 
lowed by Rev. M. Scofield, who resigned Febru- 
ary 10, 1867. From 1867 to 1870 Rev. Joseph 
Hunter was rector, and Rev. J. C. L. Jones ot- 
ficiated as rector from 1871 to 1872, followed 
by Rev. John Leech 1872-74. March 19, 1876, 
Rev. Scofield again took the pastorship and the 
Rev. Joseph Wayne 1879-1881. 

In 1881 the Rev. A. J. Warner became rec- 
tor of the parish and received a salary of five 
hundred dollars and _ house. In 1881 the rec- 
tory was purchased for $1600.00. the Church 
Workers paid most of the amount. In 1884 
extensive repairs were made on _ the church, 
the roof was rebuilt, suitable chancel and choir 
made, and the ceiling changed. The altar was a 
gift of the Rev. A. J. Warner who resigned in 
the year 1884. The Rev. Ingram Irvine was 
rector from 1887 to 1888. In 1887 the two man- 
ual pipe organ was purchased. 

From 1888 to 1891 the church was without 
a rector. During the summer of 1891 the Right 
Rev. Thomas B. Kemp held services, From 
1891 to 1893 the Rev. W. F. Shero was rector. 
From June 11, 1893, to Feb. 10, 1895 the Rev. 
Dwight Galloupe was rector. 

From April 14, 1895 until July 3, 1898 the 

Rev. F. W. Beecher was rector of St. Paul's. The 
Rey. A. J. Warner supplied during the summer 
of 1898 and on Christmas Day, 1898. the Rev. 
E. B. Dean became rector of the parish. Mr, 
Dean resigned December, 1899, and the Rev. 
George A. Harvey was rector from then until 
December, 1902. The cnurch was without a ree- 
tor until June, 1903, when the Rev. Joseph A. 
Maughan became rector and stayed until the 
summer of 1905, 
‘ Rev. Louis Buisch was rector from 1905 un- 
til the summer of 1908; the Rev. Guy Raines 
from 1908 to 1910; the Rev. J. H. Herrenden 
from December 12, 1910 until June 13, 1917. 
Archdeacon Stanton of Buffalo held services 
during 1918. The Rey. A. H. Houbert became 
rector in 1919. 

The Allegany County Associate Mission began 
to minister to St. Paul's on November 15, 1921, 
under the rectorship of the Rev. George T. 
Lascelle with headquarters at Belmont. 

The Rev. George T. Lascelle resigned Sep- 
tember 1, 1924, at which time the Rev. Samuel 
Whitney Hale became rector of St. Paul's and 
the Associate Mission, and continued until Feb- 
ruary, 1930. 

The Rev. Roy Webber, who had been the 
Rev. Whitney Hale's assistant in the Mission, 
and had charge of the parishes at Cuba, Friend- 
ship and Beifast, then took over Angelica, with 
age Bets BE i als He continued to live 
in Cuba and have charge arishe: 
until the Fall of 1949, Ree ene ane parishes 

The Rev. John Dennis supplied at St. Paul's 
until the Rev. Walter Mitchell came to he 
Priest-in-charge July, 1950, and stayed until 
July, 1951, Since then the Rev. John Dennis 
has been Vicar-in-charge and since July 1, 1952, 
Rev. Richard Caldwell has been in charge of the 
parish.

History of the Church Workers 

A sketch of the life of the Church Workers 
of St. Paul’s, Angelica, would make a pamphlet 
by itself.

In October, 1831, Miss Angelica Church pur- 
chased the communion service for St. Paul's for 
which she paid $46.00. 

On October 14. 1846, the society paid Mr. 
Thibou $250.00 to buy a bell for the church. Mr. 
Thibou went to Meneely’s in Troy and selected 
the bell. 

Nov. 16, 1887. “The Old Society with its 
rules and regulations was discontinued and al! 
the ladies in the church agreed to work together 
and be known as the Church Workers.” The 
officers that vear were: President. Miss Emma 
Whitmore; treasurer, Mrs. Branson: secretary, 
Miss Sara Hart. Money on hand, $268.82. 


Beginning with 1894 meals were served on 
the Fair Grounds during the fair for several 
years. the proceeds averaging about $70.00 an- 
nually. 


On May 1, 1906 at a joint meeting of the 
Vestry and Church Workers the insurance was 
raised from $4000.00 to $5000.00. A motion was 
made and carried te pay $385.00 to the Vestry 
with which to purchase new oak seats for the 
church, 


The Vestry room was built on the church in 
1915, 


In 1923 oak floors were put in the church. 


In 1924 the Church Workers. Mr. Herman 
Rice and the parish installed an electric organ 
blower. 


In 1927 the Church Workers had the Emily 
Grover Parish House wired for electricity. and 
purchased a set of dishes and a set of silver for 
the Parish House. 


This is an incomplete account of the ac- 
complishments of the society but gives an idea 
of some of their work. 


The Rectory 


There is no record where the Rev. Caieb 
Hopkins lived but we know that Philip Church 
gave him a house and a few acres of land in 
Angelica. We do not know where the Rev. M. 
Bennett or the Rev. W. W. Bostwick lived. 


The Rev. L. Tnibou owned the Van Wickle 
house on East Main Street. 

The Rev. Robert Horwood lived in a rented 
house. 

The Rev. M. Scofield lived in the house on 
the hill known as the Jackson house, and later 
owned and occupied the red brick house which 
later was used as the Wilsoniaa High School. 

The first rectory owned by St. Paul's was on 
the corner of Center and Mechanic Street and 
this rectory was occupied by Mr. Hunter and Mr. 
Jones. This was sold and in 1881 the rectory on 
East Main Street was purchased. It was occupied 
for the first time by the Rev. A. J. Warner and 
family and was occupied by most of the re<ident 
rectors who foflowed. After the bequest of the 
Emily Grover Parish House and Rectory, it was 
decided to sell the former rectory which was 
done in 1926. 


The Emily Grover Parish House 


Miss Emma Whitmore bequeathed her home 
to St. Paul’s Episcopal Church to be used as Par- 
ish House or Rectory of the church and desig- 
nated that it shail be known as “The Emily 
Grover Parish House and_ Rectory”. This 
house was ‘formerly owned and occupied by 
Judge Martin Grover and his wife, who was 
Miss Whitmore’s aunt, and for whom the Parisb 
House is named. 
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HISTORY OF THE FIRST METHODIST CHURCH 


(The following is taken from the Centennial Booklet on the History of 
the First Methodist Church prepared in 1931): 


The First Methodist Episcopal Church of Angelica was organized by the 
Rev. Dewey in 1827 on Baker's Creek and was removed to its present site in 
the village of Angelica in 1830. The first pastor appointed to the present 
location was from the old Genesee Conference in session at Rochester, N. Y., 
July 29, 1830, by Bishop Elijah Hedding. Jonathan Benson was appointed 
to the Angelica Circuit then comprising points as far distant as Mt. Morris. 
The first year the pastor received $180 salary and the second year $280. Both 
years he reported good revivals on the circuit. 

The first “church building of wood was dedicated in 1830, the second 
structure, of brick, wes dedicated in 1873. To this structure from time to 
time have been added new units until the society is nicely housed. There 
are a few among us yet who remember the dedication of the building of 
1873. Under the pastorate of Rev. T. E. Theuresson, there was built the 
room now used by the men's class. This was first used for the meetings of 
the Morning Class which preceded the morning service in those days. The 
memory of these men of the Morning Class is still with us in the names of 
William Weaver, Warner Hooker, and Fred Lilly. Also of this number was 
James Lee whom the pastor always left in charge if he were absent from 
the midweek service. William Weaver served as class leader for many years. 


Under the ministry of Rev. B. R. Germer further improvements in the 
church building were made. A new floor was put into the auditorium and 
new seats were added. The organ and pulpit were moved from the side to 
their present position. Then under the leadership of the Rev. J. S. Fleming 
the new educational unit was added and equipped making possible modern 
and forward looking work in the field of religious education. 

Among the first members of the church in Angelica were David N. 
Barnum and wife, Enos Shaw and wife, and Mrs. Margaret Kingborn. From 
time to time after the organization of the Church, revivals came and the 
numbers increased. In 1889 under the inspirational work of the Rev. Ira T. 
Walker came the greatest additions to the membership: In a single year 
one hundred and fifty-six members were received into the fellowship of the 
Church and the religious work of the whole community greatly strengthened. 
This is still remembered among older Angelica people as “The Great Re- 
vival.” 

For many years Angelica was the center of a large circuit, often the 
preacher in charge had with him an assistant. It was the year 1879 before 
the Angelica circuit was reduced to two “out” appointments. By 1889 it 
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was a “station” and was regarded as one of the desirable appointments of 
the Genesee Conference. So for a long period this Church was looked upon 
as the center and inspiration’ of Methodism in the section. When Jonathan 
Benson was appointed to Angelica Circuit, he was thirty-one years of age 
and had William Merritt Ferguson to assist him in riding the circuit. It 
was no small task when there were seven preaching points of stated recu- 
larity and others where preaching was expected with more or less frequencs 
and the territory was wide and still wooded and wild. We must remember 
that in those days the preacher covered his territory on horse back. How- 
ever strenuous the work may have been Jonathan Benson lived to the good 
age of eighty-nine. Daniel Anderson who came to the Angelica circuit a few 
years later lived to the age of ninety-one. Throughout those early years 
the pastorate was limited to one and two years. The first three year pastor- 
ate was that of Wesley Cochran, 1863-1866. 


There are names and records of a past generation in this church which 
bear witness of loyalty and faith to those still living. The name of Calvin 
Fairbanks is still recalled and the story of his anti-slavery beliefs retold. Wéil- 
liam Schrader was one of the old standbys and was known as “Grandpa” to 
all the church folk. William Seiver was forty years director of the choir. 
Mrs. Alice Shuart is remembered for her long and continued interest and 
labors in the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society. Other women who were 
always faithful in the labors and the worship of the church a generation 
ago were Mrs. David Walker, Mrs. Regina Osgood, Mrs. Esther Blauvelt, Mrs. 
Rhoda Bentley and Mrs. I. S. Benson. And the roster of the men of the 
church would not be complete without the names of Aaron Lilly. Oliver 
Bentley, Fred Camehl, William Young, John Gibson, Madison Engle, Daniel 
Evans, Joshua, Davis, Henry Blickwede, Gehial Abbey, George P. Mayhew, 
Jerry Closser and Ernest Buehring. 


Two services to this church in later years are worthy of remembrance. 
Catherine W. Shaw was superintendent of the Primary Department of the 
Church School from 1915 to 1923. Miss Shaw laid the foundations for the 
present fine work with children and practically gave her life for the work 
she loved so well. As a memorial to her tireless effort, the Primary chil- 
dren under the leadership of Mrs. J. N. Thompson have placed a beautiful 
marble baptismal font in the church. Dawson D. Dickson served for tw enty- 
five years as Superintendent of the Church School, retiring from that activ- 
ity under the pastorate of Rev. G. E. Bond only to assume the arduous 
task of teacher of the Men’s Class of which he has been the faithful instruc- 
tor until the present. ‘

HISTORY OF 
THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 


The following is a report of an address de- 
livered by the pastor, Rev. David McLeod, in the 
Presbyterian Church of this place, Sunday morn- 
ing, May 6, 1888, being the 76th anniversary of 
the foundation of this church: 

The history of a particular church is so 
largely the history of its leaders that I may be 
excused for confining my remarks to a_ brief 
sketch of the successive pastors and their work. 

The Presbyterian Church of Angelica was 
founded May 6, 1812—seventy-six years ago to- 
day. The man who affected the organization 
was the Rev. John Niles, of Bath, N. Y. The 
membership consisted of the following persons: 
Moses Van Campen, Margaret Van Campen, Pru- 
dence Johnson, David Chamberlain, Elizabeth 
Chamberlain and James Renwick. These six 
members subscribed to a Calvinistie creed of 24 
articles, and a solemn covenant. Moses Van- 
Campen was then elected and ordained ruling 
elder, and for many years this celebrated man 
was the only officer to assist in the government 
of the church. 

The first pastor—Rev. Robert Hubbard—was 
installed August 20th foliowing, the service be- 
ing held on the veranda of the house of Mr. 
Evert Van Wickle (now the residence of Dr. B. C. 
Wakely.) 


The church at Almond—organized by Mr. 
Niles at the same time as this church—was 
Placed in the same charge. A parish consisting 
of two churches separated by 18 miles, may 
seem large, but it wus not large enough for Mr. 
Hubbard. For several years before any other 
ehurch was organized in the place, this kind- 
hearted, ‘zealous, and energetic man ministered 
to the spiritual wants, mot only of the people of 
Angelica and Almond, hut his ceal parish took in 
as well Alien, Scio, Belfast. and, upon occasions, 
he paid visits to Livingston, Steuben and other 
counties. 

Although Mr. Hubbard was not released 
by Presbytery from this church until October 4, 
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1826, his work seems to have been accomplished 
several years before. Up to 1819, 21 members 
had been added to the church, but at this date 
it appears to have not only ceased to grow, but 
to decline. All the causes are not very clear, 
but fear in regard to the validity of land titles 
caused a panic and many of the settlers moved 
away. 

The church gradually went down: services 
were held less and less frequently, until it be- 
came apparently too poor to live. Happily, be- 
fore it became extinct, the Rev. Moses Hunter, 
of the Presbytery of Troy, visited the place; 
preached May 6, 1827, and gave notice of a 
meeting to be held the following day for the 
reorganization of the church. That meeting was 
held at the house of Mr. Samuel S. Haight (now 
the Wilson Acadetny.) The presiding officer 
was the late pastor, Rev. Mr. Hubbard. Eight 
persons, including three of the original six— 
Moses Van Campen, Mrs. Van Campen, and their 
daughter, Mrs. Johnson—constituted the new  or- 
ganization. The most notable of the new mem- 
bers is the name of Vial Thomas. Mr. Thomas 
had been received into the church upon pro- 
fession of faith, July 24, 1813, and, at his own 
request was baptized by immersion the day 
following. 

Although no record is made of the fact, it is 
likely that all the remaining members of the 
old organization in course of time joined the 
new. <A cail to the pastorate was extended to 
Mr. Hunter, accepted. and the installation took 
Place November 15, 1827. The second pustor’s 
labor was blessed from the start, and the mem- 
bership was increased to 60, twenty being added 
at one time. Spiritual prosperity was followed 
by temporal. 

Previously to this, the congregation had no 
house of worship, but now they set about erec- 
ting one. Of them it could be truly said, “The 
people had a mind to work.” They gave not 
only of their money, but of their time and Ja- 
bor. The enterprise was started in 1829 and 
completed in September, 1851. 

The church was erected on what now is the 
lawn of Dr. Batt’s residence, and on the land

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HISTORY OF 
SACRED HEART R. C. CHURCH 


Angelica is the oldest town in Allegany 


County. There were probably few Catholics 
among the earliest settlers, but when the Gene- 
see Valley Canal was begun in 1837 hundreds of 
Irish German and Scotch workers flocked to the 
region. The Catholics among them were prob- 
ably visited by Father Charles Smith of Buffalo 
and Father Bernard O'Reilly of Rochester, but 
no written record of these visits has been pre- 
served. 


The first Mass in Angelica was said by 
Father Thomas McAvoy in 1844. This was the 
fifth Catholic service held in the county. Twice 
that year Father McAvoy said Mass in the An- 
gelica Courthouse. The next year he built a 
church in Greenwood. Father McAvoy was suc- 
ceeded by Father Michael O'Reilly who made 
regular visits to Angelica saving Mass some- 
times in the Courthouse and sometimes in the 
home of John Crosby. 


Catholics and Protestants alike contributed 
toward a new church. The building was begun 
in 1848 on the site of the old county jail on the 
Park Circle. Brian Coyle was the architect, The 
church however was not completed for more 
than two years. It was dedicated in 1851 by the 
Most Rev. John Timon, C. M., D. D., first Bishop 
of Buffalo. John Crosby and Timothy Culbert 
were the first trustees. Among the prominent 
members were Patrick Cline, Daniel Sullivan, 
Edward Howe, Major Peter Keenan, the Civil 
War Hero immortalized in George Parson Lath. 
rop’s poem, John Haire, James Hunt. and Mi- 
chael Collins. 


In 1851 the priest residing in Hornellsville 
(now Hornell) said monthly Mass at Angelica. 
After 1869. the priest from Belmont was in 
charge of this parish. 

A disastrous fire broke out in Angelica on 
May 21. 1895. All the buildings in one large 
block, except for the Post Office, were burned 
to the ground. During the fire, the Blessed 
Sacrament was removed from the church. The

upon which Mr. Thomas Gillies’ house stands. 
It was dedicated September, 1831, and used for 
worship until the winter of 1856. when a new 
church was built. It was then transferred to the 
trustees of the Angelica Academy and used for 
school purposes until 1868, when it was de- 
stroyed by fire. 


Mr. Hunter was a graduate of Princeton—a 
man of great mental power, but it does not ap- 
pear that he was well-balanced. Towards the 
close of his ministry in this church, he developed 
eccentricities, and though it may be said of this 
good man “his faults leaned to yirtue’s side”, 
still they interfered with the success of his 
work. The pastoral relation was dissolved, at 
Mr. Hunter's own request, by the Presbytery of 
Bath, August 27, 1833. 


After Mr. Hunter's witharuwal the church 
was supplied for nearly two years by Rev. Sam- 
uel W. May. During the latter part of this 
period the Rev. Leverett Hull cooperated with 
Mr. May in holding special services; the result 
was a powerful revival of religion. Forty-seven 
were added to the church at one time, and oth- 
er additions soon made the number S84. 

Consequently, the Rev. Leverett Hull was 
called as third pastor, and installed September 
29, 1835. The success that attended Mr. Hull's 
preaching previously, continued during his shert 
pastorate of two years, frequent additions being 
made to the church. 

In the early spring of 1836 a very affecting 
scene was witnessed in the church one sab- 
bath evening, after service. Dr. Marcus Whit 
man and Miss Narcissa Prentiss—two of the 
first missionaries sent out by the American 
Board, beyond the Rocky Mountains — were 
united in marriage by the pastor. Some who 
were present could never’ describe, without 
tears, the circumstances; and especially the in- 
cident of the bride singing the missionary hymn 
in a strong clear voice, after all others had 
broken down with emotion. 


From the date of Mr. Hull’s retirement, in 
November, 1837, until about the close of 1850, 
the church was without a pastor, but regular 
services were kept up by the following stated 
supplies, viz: Rev. A. Parmelee for 1838: Rev. O. 
W. Norton for 1839; Rev. Charles B. Smith for 
1840; Rev. George M. Ccan for 1841; Rev. James 
Smith for 1842; Rev. Mr. Hull (former pastor) 
for 1843-4; Rev. Horace Fraser for 1845-8: Rev. 
F. V. Warren 1849, and Rev. Samuel Center 
1850. 


Nine ministers in 13. years! The church 
during that period seems to have regarded its 
ministers as an almanac—a new one every year! 
The frequent changes in the ministry had a dis- 
astrous effect upon the church. The tone of its 
life was lowered and the sanctuary services neg- 
lected. It was not the fault of any of these men 
that the spiritual life of the church declined, for 
they were good and faithful servants of the 
Lord; but the fluctuating conditions of the 
church rendered any great degree of prosperity 
impossible. Many of the officers and members 
of the church left the place during this period, 
and their places were not supplied by the new 
scomers. AS a Way out of the difficulty in which 
it found itself, for lack of officers, the church 
changed from the Presbyterian to the Congrega- 
tional form of government, but still found no im- 
provement. 

This unhappy state of affairs was brought to 
an end by extending a cath to the Key. Tynell 
Blair, who was instalied as fourth pastor, June 
25, 1851. A new impetus was given to every 
department of the church work. The Presbyter- 
jan form of government was again adopted, 
elders were elected and ordained, the contribu- 
tions of the people increased and the standard 
of Christian character raised. Mr. Blair's use- 
ful ministry was terminated by his death, to the 
great sorrow of the church. April 12, 1855. 

In May 1856, the Rev. Henry E. Niles was 
unanimously called, but for reasons that will 
Presently appear he was not installed. The 
work so well commenced under Mr. Blair was 
vigorously carried forward by his successor. The 
people set about erecting a new house of wor- 
ship, in 1856, completed and dedicated in Janu- 
ary, 1857. The manse was purchased in 1859. 

Mr. Niles was a man of excellent qualities 
—a graceful preacher, of good executive ability. 
The resources of the congregation were thus 
utilized to the utmost. Meantime tne Presby 


tery of Angelica lapsed and for convenience the 
church returned to the Congregational form of 
government. Soon, however, the Presbytery of 
Genesee Valley was constituted and the church 
once more returned to the Presbyterian form. 

The ministry of Mr. Niles was successful, 
and the total membership at the time of his 
retirement. September 1, 1859, was 126. 

Rev. E. W. Stoddard succeeded, as_ stated 
supply, and served the church with great ac- 
ceptance during the period of the Civil War. 

The fifth pastor, Rev. Elias L. Bowing, was 
called July 1, 1864, and installed by the Presbvy- 
tery of Genesee Valley, October 12 following. 
The prosperity that marked the last pastorate 
continued. The church edifice was remodeled, 
the organ purchased, and other improvements 
made. 

The reception given in this church by the 
citizens, in the Spring of 1865, to the Union 
soldiers upon their return from ‘the war, is a 
notable event in this period. 

The sixth pastor, Rev. John Reid, com- 
menced his labors in this church early in March, 
1868, and was installed on the 30th day of June 
following. 

Rev. Frederick S. Hayden came to the 
church and was examined and ordained in this 
church by the Presbytery of Genesee Valle, 
October 24, 1874. Mr. Hayden remained as stated 
supply until the first sabbath in May. 1877. 

Rev. Robert R. Kendall, like his predeces- 
sor. came to the church from Yale. Ordained 
January 30, 1878 and continued as stated supply 
until September 4. 1881. 

On Mr. Kendall's withdrawal. Rev. Gilbert 
Reid—son of the former pastor of that name. 
a graduate of Union Theological Seminary, and 
licentiate of the Presbytery of New York—sup- 
plied the pulpit for a short time during the 
summer of 1882. 

The pastorates of Rey. 
1883-1889, and Rev. James A. 
1890-1897, followed, 

The Rev. David Craft was the last resident 
minister, serving from 1898 to 1908. Services 
were held intermittently until about 1930. To- 
day the building, as a church. is but a memory, 
and though a church well endowed, the Steu- 
ben Presbytery thought best. due to lack of 
members, to present it to the Village officials, 
from whom the Angelica Grange secured it.

heat from the burning buildings was so great 
that the church was_ blistered, many win:lows 
were blackened and a number were broken or 
cracked, Fortunately the church, located across 
the street from the Post Office, suffered no oth- 
er damage. The parishioners contributed to buy 
new stained glass windows to replace the p‘ain 
ones damaged in the fire. 

The first resident pastor was a> »ointed by 
Bishop Colton on November 17, 1910 He was 
Father Francis Kanaley. Father Kanaley was 
also assigned the church in Birdsall. formeriv 
attached to Canaseraga, as a mission. Work 
was begun immediately on a rectory. While the 
building was going on Father Kanaley boarded 
at the American Hotel. The rectory was com- 
pleted in 1912. 

During the time that Angelica was a mis- 
sion of Belmont it was known as St. James 
Church, but after Father Kanaley was appoint- 
ed pastor the name was changed to Sacred 
Heart Church. The name of the Birdsall Church, 
formerly St. Patrick's, was changed to St. Mary's 
in 1923. 

Father Kanalevy was succeeded in 1917 by 
Father John Campion. Two years later Charles 
dAutremont died. He beqiteathed $1,000.00 to 
each of the five’ churches located in’ Angelica. 
The money given to Sacred Heart Church was 
used to help redecorate the church. The altar 
now in use was donated in 1920 by Miss Sarah 
Howe. The Altar Society gave the Sacred Heart 
window above the altar. Statues of the Sacred 
Heart and the Blessed Mother hal been donated 
by the Misses Sarah and Mary Howe. 

Early in 1929, Dr. Joseph McNamara pre- 
sented the church with a new set of fourteen 
stations in memory of John Griffin. 

Father John Keavin succeeded Father Cam- 
pion in 1929. He was followed by Father John 
Golding. Father Leo Glynn became pastor in 
1936, Father Edward Godfrey in 1939, and Fath- 
er Daniel McCarthy in 1940. 
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In June, 1949, Sacred Heart Church, Angel- 
ica, with its mission, St. Mary’s Church, Birdsall, 
were given into the charge of the Missionary 
Apostolate of the Diocese of Buffalo. Father 
Edward T. Fisher was assigned as administrator 
of the church. He was succeeded in June, 1950, 
by Father Eugene F. Kolb. Each year since 
that time there has been a change of priests. 
These names are included in the roll of pastors. 

The church building now in use is the orig 
inal church erected in 1851 making Sacred 
Heart the oldest Catholic Church in the county. 
Many repairs have been made during the past 
few years in preparation for the Centennial 
Celebration in 1951. A new roof was put on 
the church and the floor beams were repaired. 
The Altar and Rosary Society has donated a new 
bronze and steel Tabernacle. The entire build- 
ing has been redecorated, the altar and the stat- 


ues have been refinished. All of the actual 
work of redecorating was done by the men of 
the parish. 


Present Trustees of the church are: Angel- 
ica—Mr. Edward Dorsey and Mr. Jacob. Al- 
meter; Birdsall—Dr. Dennis McCarthy.

THE ANGELICA SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Minard’s History of Allegany County of 1895 
says that the first school here was tanght in 
1804-05 by “Widow Smith.” 

Schools of this sort were supported by _pri- 
vate subscriptions.

The studies taught in the departinent§ of 
which Miss Moore has charge are English gram- 
mar, geography, astronomy. arithmetic. book- 
keeping, rhetoric, logic, philosophy. chemistry, 
mental and moral philosophy. algebra, geometry, 
ancient and modern history. French. etc.

THE WILSON ACADEMY TO BRE 
STARTED AT ONCE 


As we all know, Col. Wilson, who died a 
number of years ago, provided in his will, the 
sum eventually available to he about 320.000. 
But for reasons not necessary now to consider, 
days and weeks and months and years dragged 
wearily by with no action taken by the duly 
constituted Trustees, till at last the public be- 
gan to wonder whether or not these worthy 
gentlemen had quietly made a “divv” of the funds. 

But there was reason for delay. At last, 
however, the time for action came. Frank S. 
Smith opened correspondence with John P. Slo- 
cum—one of his classmates at Yale—and that 
gentleman is now here. 

At a meeting of the Wilson Academy Trus- 
tees held at the office of Richardson, Smith & 
Robins on Wednesday afternoon, a_ resolution 
was passed to give to Mr. Slocum for one year, 
the interest on the present available ftunds— 
amounting to about $8,500—with interest, added 
to the tuition fees from the thirty or more pu- 
pils already guaranteed, will make a total of 
about $1,000 for the vear. 

Mr. Slocum will be assisted by Mary d’Autre- 
mont, who will teach German and French.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOL 


The attendance at our public graded school 
for the Fall term has been the largest in’ iis 
history. During the term there have been 95 
pupils enrolled in the primary department, 70 in 
the intermediate and 35 in the academic de- 
partment, besides 22 enrolied at the Joney, muk- 
ing the total enrollment 222. 

During the term classes in the academic de- 
partment have been instructed in all cf the 
elementary subjcts besides physiology and hy- 
giene, civil government, WU. S. history. linear 
drawing, algebra, Latin and bookkeeping. The 


students in these subjects are required to be 
thorough in their work as it is held more real 
discipline and preparation for the duties of life 
are obtained from an exhaustive knowledge of 
a few subjects than from a smattering of many. 

The work of the term has been retarded to 
a considerable degree, however, by the crowded 
condition of the rooms and by the noise and 
confusion necessarily connected with the work 
of repairing and enlarging the building. 

The new building, which is rapidly nearing 
completion, will give us three fine rooms more 
than 30 feet square, besides the room, 20 x 24 
feet which has furnished accommodations for 
the 95 pupils of the primray department, and has 
been attached and will be available for another 
department when necessary.

From the beginning of the school in 1885 
to its close in 1897 there was but one _ principal. 
John P. Slocum. June 28..1897 the public (Un- 
ion) school and the Wilson Academy became 
one institution. In 1909 one building was built 
large enough to take care of the Academy as 
well as the grades. The name of the Public 
Union School was changed from Wilson Acad- 
emy to Wilsonian High School, August 29, 1912, 
by authority of the Board of Regents. The new 
building built in 1909 was made possible by the 
fact that the trustees of the Wilson fund turned 
over practically all of its assets in 1908 to the 
Board of Education. The new building erected 
in 1909 is one of the best equipped. pleasantly 
located and substantially built school buildings 
in this part of the state. The principals from 
1897 to the present date are given below:

CROQUET REDIVIVUS 
By GEORGE E. MOTT 
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Up near where the headwaters of the Genesee and the Alle- 
gheny rivers rise from mountain springs not far distant from each 
other, to pursue their winding courses toward their lowest levels 
in different directions, the former through New York State, the 
latter through Pennsylvania, there is a very pleasing territory, 
a part of the Morris Reserve, in what is known in the Empire 
State as the western plateau. 

The Genesee flowing directly north from this divide, prob- 
ably 1500 feet above sea level, twists its tortuous course through 
most of its length over a shaly, sedimentary rock in a terrain 
of scenic beauty until it reaches Rochester, where it divides the 
city and tumbles its last cascade into Lake Ontario. 

The Allegheny, flowing southward, meets the Monongahela at 
Pittsburgh to form the Ohio River, which is tributary te the 
“Father of Waters’’ at Cairo, Ill., and pours its turbulent stream 
into the Gulf of Mexico and eventually to mingle its waters with 
the broad Atlantic. 

This prelude is to introduce the Genesee country; that won- 
derful belt of historic landscape that lies along the river’s water- 
shed from the Pennsylvania boundary to Lake Ontario and identi- 
fies New York as the facile princeps in the beauty and the infinite 
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variety of its scenery, not so much in its immensity as in its 


charming diversification of natural gifts both upon the surface 


and below. 

Near the geographic center of Allegany County, the third of 
the southern tier from Lake Erie, is located the quaint little vil- 
lage of Angelica, which from its first settlement to the present 
time has maintained the differentia through a hundred years of 
growth since its incorporation in 1835. It is quaint in that its lo- 
cation is away from the foot-paths of travel with the accompany- 
ing vices, the invasion and exploitation of a foreign element, the 
nomadic population that does little to advance the ethics of any 
community, but possessing in a larger sense ‘‘the homing in- 
stinct’’, the perpetuation of the antique and its native clannish 
style. Although located on the southern highway to Buffalo and 
at one time the favorite stopping place for herdsmen traveling 
with cattle on the hoof, years before the transportation for stock 
was by rail. The population of the village has never advanced 
much beyond a thousand persons and never decreased much be- 
low it. Then as now it was the home of retired farmers and 
storekeepers with lots of leisure; save for some sporadic indus- 
tries and the shops of a small railway that in a slender way has 
brought mechanics to vacancies made occasional by death and 
dispersion. The century has brought no speculative era, no 
frenzied finance, no delirium of oil, no booms or boosts; the sons 
have followed their sires in the beaten track and as suggested in 
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the lines of Gray’s Elegy: ‘‘Along the cool, sequestered vale of 
life, they kept the noiseless tenor of their way’’. 

Five denominations have set up their steeples around the 
village park which contains a noble array of age-old maples and 
elms, and where some discarded cannon mar the sight while a 
granite statue of a union soldier proclaims the love of war and 
the perpetuation of its sanguinary romance; but less hailowed 
and more revered is the spot that encloses the village croquet 
field used by one of the exclusive clubs of the village whose his- 
tory reaches back several decades and embraces among its mem- 
bers many of the village’s most honored and elderly citizens. 
They come and they go but the game and the place of combat 
goes on forever for the passing years seem to cement more firm- 
ly the attachment the players hold for the diversion, for the lawn 
game of croquet, wherever or whenever its origin, has the pe- 
culiar faculty of appeal to the age or ability of the players as it 
commanded years ago. The basic rules and laws remain the 
same object of friendly contention, the latitude of which is great- 
ly diversified to fit the age and temperament of those who find 
themselves drawn into frequent debates upon its precepts for 
they stand like the rock of Gibraltar for ‘‘age cannot wither or 
custom stale their infinite variety’’. 


The era in which the whole family could enjoy the pleasure 
on the lawn and make it as broad in its blessings to as many 
players as there were colors on the starting stakes would make 
it possible, was the time when everybody in the game was medi- 
ocre in skill and there were no champions for the game did not 
seem to possess the hair-splitting accuracy that is now so neces- 
sary on the pool-table—its only rival. Then too the lady players 
wore copious crinoline that swept the ground and everything else 
including the player’s ball that was swept into a more favorable 
position when the gentler sex was on a promenade over the field. 
This innocent diversion was one of the features that gradually 
eliminated the female players and other amateur co-eds who had 
not even a semi-professional interest in the play and from that 
source the sport became a man’s diversion solely in the arena 
of Angelica. 


So in the early days of the eighties, which gave us the crave 
for skating on the wooden floor of a rink with roller skates, as a 
social feature for adults, but which reverted shortly into a street 
and sidewalk fad for children only, that the men of Angelica who 
believed in out-door sports, formed an organized club to raise the 
game of croquet to a higher level and endowed it with a measure 
of skill and prestige to equal the royal game of billiards. This 
higher education has been handed down, from sire to son, from 
champion to champion, on the field at Angelica and played by the 
prospective devotees by daylight and now also in the flood-lighted 
area at night, with players dressed in the light garb of summer 
or vested with overcoats and gloves, while the field is being cov- 
ered by the falling snow and an openwood-fire blazed in an open 
stove beside the field to help fire the flagging zeal when the con- 
test was not exciting. The players were restricted to four only 
which shortened the period of play and gave an opportunity for 
the waiting members seated about to enjoy their turn; but no 
woman’s hands have been found capable of reaching to the 
scientific heights that is required to successfully work out the 
algebraical and geometrical abracadabra of the game as played 
here and for that reason no female has ever engaged in the con- 
tests that have been waged on the Angelica field, even with the 
abridged garment that the century permits the female of the 
specie to don, by the quartettes that have made history for over 
a quarter of a century on these exclusive occasions. 


Thirty or more years in the past when first the idea of cro- 
quet as a recreation was begun in Angelica and the field had been 
duly allocated by the town board (for the deed of gift of Angel- 
ica’s park was made by Judge John Church to the town and not 
{o the village of Angelica) the players have never used the 
ground on Sunday for a game, although lately weekend games 
may have been scheduled when’ the hours were small under the 
electric light. Consequently there were many croquet games 
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played on privately owned fields and some tournaments have 
been contested on village fields where blue laws do not exist 
relative to the fourth commandment. The popularity of croquet 
is not demonstrated by noise or irreverence any more than a 
game of chess, hence the liberty it enjoys and its renascence or 
perpetuality is but the further extension of a pleasing mental 
and pleasing physical life in the daily round of modern life.

A VENERABLE RELIC 
By George E. Mott 


Angelica, in the Genesee country, was at one time the county 
seat of Allegany County, New York, from 1808 to 1860, when it 
hecame halfshire with Belmont and so remained until 1876 when 
the county seat was permanently located at Belmont and the 
quaint old brick courthouse, painted white, with its useless cupola 
of glass windows and its age-old cracks in the supporting walls 
still remain to certify to the fact that its purpose was far from 
any other than that for which it was built—to transact the coun- 
ty’s business, civil and legal. 

The village is very pleasantly located in the heart of a dairy 
and grain country and far enough from ‘‘the maddening crowd’s 
ignoble strife’? to maintain a standard style of living that is nei- 
ther high nor low but sufficient to establish a rural] felicity for 
which communities are noted. One of the State highways is its 
main street but the outside world is reached only by horse or rmo- 
tor conveyance. It traces its name to Angelica, wife of John 
B. Church, the eldest daughter of General Philip Schuyler of 
Revolutionary fame. The first settlement was made on the site 
of this village by Philip, son of John B. Church, in 1802. John 
B. Church became owner of 100,000 acres of the Morris reserve. 
His son, Judge Philip Church, subsequently became the propri- 
etor of 50,090 acres in the valley of Genesee at this place and 
was the pioneer settler of the tract of 1,000 acres at Belvidere, 
near Angelica. In 1804, he built a spacious home in the French 
style of architecture with fluted white coitmns on the front run- 
ning up to the second story and facing a bend in the Genesee 
River at Belvidere. This included a large land office for the sale 
of the farms from his holdings. fhe settlement of the county 
may be said to have comimenced wiih the century. The village 
of Angelica was incorporated May 2, 1835, and the court house 
and jail were erected about this time. 

The old court nouse is conceded to be the oldest of its char- 
acter in the upstate region of New York and is rich in historic 
interest. When the county seat was removed to Belmont, that 
village having built a new jail and a building suitable for the 
‘conduct of the affairs of the county, the Angelica building was 
abandoned as the seat of law and its walls no longer resounded 
with the forensic eloquence of the legal fraternity who used the 
opportunity offered to lift themselves into higher service to the 
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county, state and nation and the old relic converted to an historic 
edifice and was used for the varied purposes of any public util- 
ity. Its story is closely allied with the history of the State. It 
opened its arms to assist the struggling churches of Angelica; the 
Wilson Academy, an incorporated body of September 21, 1885, 
used it as a school for a year until a brick building on East Main 
Street was purchased. Until the new building of the Union School 
and the Wilson Academy was erected in 1909 the court house 
contained the only auditorium in the village fitted for public 
meetings. For eight years it was a school gymnasium. The 
lewer floor (formerly the grand jury room) contained classes of 
the second grade of the school. It is, and has been for years, the 
polling place for every election or caucus and the line of the two 
election districts runs through the center of the building north 
and south. The town board holds its biennial sessions there in the 
old court room. The town band and the village trustees use the 
supervisors’ quarters for their meetings and an iron cage in the 
surrogate’s room is the town lock-up. 


Yet this old building, now crowned in its decadence by the 
glorious memories of a youth in which many historic things that 
were done here have become salienta in State and National an- 
nals, for so firmly fixed by written records, by tradition, by the 
unforgettable fact that on October 17, 1854, the principle upon 
which the Republican Party was largely based were first enun- 
ciated from the platform in this very building and hundreds of 
angélicans from that day have believed and died with the belief 
that-it was here that the party found its birth. But what of it? 
Ivo doubt there were some happy souls who did die and are dying 
today believing still that the world is flat. The abhorrence of 
State rights, slavery and disunion were the foremost in the found- 


ing of the party and this hatred prevailed over all the northern 


states; and everywhere that it existed THERE was the spot that 
gave the party its birth. So the old venerable court house but 
shares in the honorable stigma but does not possess it wholly; 
like the poet Homer, a hundred places claimed to be the city 
of his birth, without the distinction of its certainty. 


’ The evolution of time since that date has resulted in the rise 
and fall of a dozen different parties with varied ephemeral, local 
or lasting fundamentals aimed to be better politically, but in 
that year history records that Free Soil Democrats and Abolition- 
ists coalesced to form a new party. Two years later its first 
candidates, John C. Fremont (the Pathfinder) of California and 
William J. Dayton of New Jersey went down in defeat but carry- 
ing 114 electoral votes. Four years later, in 1860, the same party, 
having perfected its organization, and with the impending strug- 
gle, the internecine conflict plainly visible as if to verify the 
original platform, went forward to victory with Abraham Lincoln 
of Illinois and Hannibal Hamlin of Maine as the standard bear- 
ers, and for a quarter of a century were successful at the polls. 


When the World War came on, our nation was not drawn into 
the conflict until the German submarines appeared in New York 
harbor to destroy our ‘‘splendid oceanic isolation’’ and our peace 
cr neutrality was no longer assured and we sprang to arms and 
a home defense company was formed and equipped by the coun- 
iy. Consent was secured to use the court house as an armory 
und the sentiment that pervaded as well as the sacredness of the 
old building was destroyed and with ruthless hands all the fittings 
of the court house were removed to make room for military prac- 
tice for Company A, Fourth Infantry, New York Guard. Elec- 
tric lights, gas, a toilet and showers and wash room were added 
during the World War and it has never been restored to its pri- 
mal condition by the village board. 


On Oct. 17, 1928, the old building was dressed out in all the 
krilliancy of decoration to celebrate the 74th anniversary of the 
Republican Party and the gathering was addressed by men of 
noted ability, among them being Congressman Daniel Reed and 
the second generation of Angelicans imbibed the historic facts 
that here the Grand Old Party began its career of success that 
has lasted for over half a century with occasional defeats. There 
have been times when this old relic has been used for functions 
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that have astonished even the participants—notably the Repub- 
lican town caucus in the Fall of 1933 when it was estimated that 
over five hundred people were packed in the drill room, nearly all 
standing, besides the halls and stairways both solid with human 
beings of both sexes and a good array of children—all waiting 
for something to happen. So crowded was the building that the 
fear went out lest the wall might bulge, for no test of this charac- 
ter had ever been made since the structure was built. 

When it was found impossible to organize the meeting, much 
less to take a ballot, it was announced that further business 
would be transacted in the park outside and the assembly moved 
out of the hall noisily but with no accident or casualty to record 
and by the light of the moon on that October night, with the as- 
sistance of the electric street lights, the disorganized mob went 
through the senseless and unusual proceeding of making a closed 
Republican caucus an open and illegal function. 


To the speeding tourist as he moves around the park circle 
possessing only the average interest of the class that cares little 
for incidentals; to the visitor who is intent upon seeing some very 
widely advertised novelty or phenomenon which has features that 
cemand more than a casual glance; to the resident of the locality 
whose daily contact with the commonplace sees nothing beyond 
but the things that are visible, the old court house is but a ruin 
that occupies space along the street, just a public building— 
nothing more. Its history unknown or forgotten appeals directly 
to but few; and so, sic transit gloria mundi.

The dam in the creek between Olean and Center Streets fur- 
nished the power to operate a furniture factory on Olean Street. 
After the factory discontinued operating, one of the buildings was 
used for a school house. Miss Robbins, Atty. Robbins’ sister, 
was the teacher and Charles ‘‘Cobb’’ Lyon was one of the pupils. 
The other part of the building, to you, would be Fish’s Wagon 
Shop. Today it is our Gulf Station and Garage, owned and oper- 
ated by Roderick ‘‘Dusty’’ Lincoln. :

Rollq Chamberlain tells a good woodchuck story, which will 
perhaps get to the True Story Magazine. A seven year old 
woodchuck had been bothering down on the farm, for nearly four 
years. The younger fellows had tried different times to shoot 
him but failed. Rollo said, “A few days ago, I thought that 
chuck had boarded on us long enough, so I went in the house 
and loaded my ‘old reliable’’ 22 cal., went to the woodchuck 
mound, ~eaced off i6 rods or 264 feet, which is my best shooting 
range, got in position to shoot, made a noise like a couple of 
chucks coming home from a firemen’s convention, and double 
dared Mr. Chuck to come out, which he did and stood up. Knowing 
the nature of a chuck, I knew he had to be shot through the 
heart to get him, and that is just what I did. Being no one there 
to prove it, I am just good enough shot to shoot a auel with any- 
one, they name the size gun and I the distance apart for us to 
stand.’’ ‘“‘Suppose your opponent said 44-40?’’ ‘‘Well’’, said 
Rollo, ‘‘I’d say stand ten miles apart.’’ Yes, Rollo always be- 
lieved in safety first. I don’t know that he has ever clowned for 
Ringling Bros., but even at 73 years of age, he has what it takes 
to put on a show. He with a jack knife, a steel rod, and wire, 
mounted the dead woodchuck in a stand-life position and a few 
hours after, a younger man on the farm saw Mr. Chuck standing 
on the mound, took his high powered rifle and shot into or at the 
chuck four times before he realized it was a joke. Rollo says, 
“Some fellows waste ammunition and can’t help it, but I with 
my perfect shooting have saved a lot.’’

ing ancient history in Angelica and vicinity. So I feel that it is 
right to answer them in like manner in the columns of The Ad- 
vocate. 

The first was like this: ‘‘Did you see John L. Sullivan in An- 
gelica when William Muldoon walked, trotted or ran him here 
from Belfast when he was training for a championship fight?’’ 
€ure thing, Roy; I not only saw both Muldoon and Sullivan in 
Angelica, but I also saw them several other times both in Angel- 
ica and Belfast. You see, at that time I wrote a sketch of Mul- 
Goon’s training activities for a New York weekly called ‘‘The New 
York Saturday Night’’. 

I have always considered Muldoon as being one of Allegany 
County’s outstanding sons. As boxing commissioner of New York 
State, he chased the fakers, crooks and grafters out of the State 
and made boxing contests in New York a respectable form of 
entertainment. 

My memory regarding dates is very faulty. In my opinion 
the championship fight between Sullivan and Jake Kilrain was 
somewhere between 1881 and 1885. 

Regarding Roy’s second question, which reads like this: 
“While the jail was at Angelica, did you participate or take part 
in the jailbreak that happened on Sunday? Of course, I mean, 
cid you participate in the recapture of the jailbreakers?’’ I’m 
darn glad you added that last sentence to your query, for I 
should have hated like sin to have been obliged to enter a libel 
However, the answer to both 
sections of the question is: Nope, not guilty on both counts. My 
memory regarding the jail break is very dim. It seems to me 
that I did not hear about it until the jail breakers were recap- 
tured. The date of this occurrence would be about the same as 
that of the Muldoon-Sullivan incident. 

I cannot be depended upon to answer questions every week, 
es I am considerably slowed down by certain defects due to 
sticking around after my days of usefulness have passed me by. 
But I will do my best to cooperate, but it will have to be some- 


“what ‘‘slow freight’’. And to prevent any further confusion on that 


subject at the age of 86, I have always managed to keep myself 


cut of jail. 


Now, Roy Tucker, a question for you. See if you can tell me 
how many persons still living in Angelica can remember where 
there was a dam in the creek about 60 yards east of the Olean 
Street bridge furnishing power for Forsythe’s Furniture Factory 
on the south side of the creek, and Wilson’s sash and blind shop 
and Platt’s tannery on the north. I remember eight people, whom 
I am told, are still living in Angelica who might remember the 
old dam. I will give you a little lead, four are women, four are 
ten, all must be over 80 years old.

Our Hose and Hooks Fire Company boys sure have 
the same fire fighting hearts as the old timers fire company of 
years past, they with the guts and sand stuck and saved the 
Royce building only a few inches from the H. Rice store, both 
wooden buildings. Three cheers for that great fire company of 
48 years ago, Dr. F. W. Warner, Frank Bates, Dell Osgood, Tom 
Swan and many others I hope are living.

Maude Paimer’s home on East Main Street once stood on the 
Jot across from Miller’s Garage. Earnie Austin’s home. East 
Main Street, was the Baptist parsonage and stood where the 
Baptist parsonage now stands. Harold Dorsey’s home on the 
Fairground Road. once stood where the Legion’s home now 
stands. The Legion’s home once stood between Burdette Engle’s 
home and the Withey mansion. 

The home of Harold Hoffman once stood out front nearer the 
sidewalk. 

The home of Myron Peterson on West Main Street once stood 
east of the Library. Luther Farnum’s home on West Main 
Street once stood on Olean Street next to Mrs. Carl Harding's 
home. 

Mrs. Withey’s home on West Main Street once stood on Olean 
Street next to what was Frank Howe’s home now Susie White's 
home. The house where Charles Clark lives on Olean Stree: once 
stood in the field in back of George Derx’s home. 

The homes of H. Corey and Mrs. Richardson on Center 
Street at one time a double house, stood where our Library now 
stands. 

Paul Haggstrom’s home on Mechanic Street once stood on 
South Street between George McMahon’s home and the creek. 
L. J. Maxson’s home on Mechanic Street once stood on South 
Street on the lot where now stands the Jim Young’s home. 
home of Mrs. Potter once stood on Main Street where the Chev- 
rolet Garage now stands. 

The Charles Derx Meat Market. once a grocery store. once 
stood on East Main Street next to the Jones Barber Shop. Percz 
and Olive Graham’s restaurant, once a home, stood east of the 
Presbyterian Church which is now the Grange Hall. 

Our town clerk’s office on Mechanic Street, at one time Wil- 
liam Seiver Sr.’s office stood back of the Market Basket, moved 
from there to the location between Maxson’s barber shop and 
Graham’s Restaurant, then moved from there to the present loca- 
tion, Myrtle Messenger’s office of town clerk.

On a Sunday morning, January 17, 1869, at 3 a.m., a good 
portion of the south side of Main Street laid in ashes. History says 
the fire burned every building from J. H. Eggleston’s, the tele- 
vhone office, west to the Exchange Hotel, east of which would be 
Seiver’s block. The Exchange Hotel did burn in 1875 

April 17, 1879, a special meeting of the voters of the corpora- 
tion of Angelica was called and voted to purchase $500 worth of 
fire fighting equipment. 

A. D. Betthager opened the first bakery in Allegany County 
at Angelica in 1854.

HARRY GARDINER LETTER 
Detroit, Mich. 
To the Editor: 

Thank you Mr. Stillwell for corroborating my version of the 
Republican party’s birthday celebration. My memory for exact 
dates is very poor. Your footnote fixing the date as October 27, 
1884 cleared my memory and I recall that it was just 8 days be- 


fore election day. 
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And now we approach another birthday, that of the Nation, 
the ever glorious 4th of July which brings to my recollection 
some of the time honored customs and demonstrations in honor 
of the occasion. First came the huge bonfire in the early evening 
of the 3rd. Now this bonfire was not only an established custom 
tut was regarded by most of the kids, ranging in age from about 
6 to 60 years, as a semi-religious rite not to be neglected or in- 
terfered with. So when the Village Board (city dads) passed a 
by-law prohibiting this burnt offering, they started a red hot rev- 
olution somewhat similar to those indulged in by our tropical 
American neighbors. The ‘“‘underground’’ organized swiftly and 
silently. And behold, between the hours of 6 and 7 p.m., July 
2rd, back in the middle 1870’s, when the city dads and other 
dictators were safely at home having their suppers, on the space 
between the Park Circle roadway and the Park, at the junction 
with West Main, there suddenly grew a huge pile of drygood 
boxes, ash barrels containing straw and waste paper well sprin- 
kled with kerosene and a quantity of scrap lumber. The pile 
was approximately 15 feet high and 30 feet in diameter. It was 
about 8 o’clock before the dads and the dicks became aware of 
the fact that the law was being badly splintered and they immed- 
iately rushed to the scene of the disturbance filled with indigna- 
tion and undigested supper and began broadcasting promises of 
dire punishment for anybody caught attempting to light the big 
scrap pile. Now darkness was swiftly coming on and the au- 
thorities placed several pails of water at strategic points. At that 
point a number of sham fights started between groups of the 
1revolutionists and during the shuffling all of the water pails were 
overturned. 
their tactics and gathered in a big group in the middle of West 
Main Street facing the ‘‘main objective.’?’ There was much loua 
talk in this group (plainly overheard) indicating a mass frontal 
attack was in the making. The defense called in all its strength 
and formed a thin line facing the mob; all eyes were fixed upon 
the space between the opposing forces; one guy afterwards re- 
marked that it was ‘‘a moment of intensified suspenders.”’ 
THEN IT HAPPENED! There was a muffled hissing report ac- 
companied by the lively crackle of flames, wisps of smoke curled 
around the pile from the rear which faced to the Eastward, to- 
ward the (once) dark park now brilliantly lighted by the mount- 
ing flames. A stunned silence gripped all present, they just stood 
cpen-mouthed, staring, some at the fire, others at a disguised 
figure speeding Eastward at the far end of the park, leaping 
across the ditch and disappearing in the shadows of East Main 
Street. By this time the pile was ‘enveloped in flames on all 
sides and there had been no disturbance, no bloodshed. The spirit 
of ’76 had been vindicated. That’s all.

THE PARK SURVEYING STONE RECENTERED 


Mr. L. Gorton, a surveyor, of Belmont, was here Saturday, to 
finish some points in a survey recently made of the Lawrence 
estate, South Olean Street. He desired to start from the old 
stone buried in the middle of the park—from the drilled center 
hole therein, from which point all the surveys ever made in An- 
gelica have started. But the boulder was shattered two 
years or so ago by some youth who was exploding dynamite car- 
tridges in the park on the night of July 3rd, and who thought- 
lessly exploded one on top of the stone. Fortunately the only 
damage was to break the surface from the stone; but this includ- 
ed to the depth of the drilled central hole. Mr. Gorton reestab- 
lished the point and drilled another hole. It is said that Major 
Moses Van Campen himself placed that boulder where it is, for 
surveying purposes; and it occurs to us that it would be a good 
idea when the centennial of Angelica is celebrated, to place a 
granite slab over the boulder, only sod high, with central point 
fixed, and the slab bearing a suitable inscription in memory of 
that pioneer surveyor and distinguished patriot picneer.

AMMONIA’S PLANK ROAD EXPRESS 
ANGELICA AND BELVIDERE 


Stages will leave Angelica at the second crowing of Oliver’s 
Shanghai Rooster, 11% o’clock a.m., and arrive at Belvidere in 
time for the Mail Trains both East and West—returning will ar- 
rive at Angelica at the fashionable dinner hour, where passengers 
will be ‘‘regaled’’ with a warm meal, at either of the A No. 1 ho- 
tels, at their own expense—and the proprietor will immediately 
retire from the arduous day’s business to the bosom of his family. 

As the proprietor has but recently returned from California, 
immensely rich, he wishes it particularly understood by his nu- 
merous and undying friends, that he engages in his business 
not from necessity, but merely for recreation and amusement, to 
keep his naturally active and vigorous mind from ennui! The fare 
through is $2.50, but as the proprietor has no further use for 
money, it will be reduced to the mere nominal sum of 25 cents 
(just sufficient to pay the toll gates), so that his many friends 
riding with him may not feel under any obligations, which he 
could never endure. 

Passengers arriving at Belvidere and seeing a modestly 
dressed, good looking young man, with honesty ‘‘beaming from 
his countenance’’, his cap set jauntily on one side of his head and 
a huge chew of tobacco in the opposite side of his face for bal- 
last, with both hands in his pockets, and to all appearance not 
worth in this world’s chattels, $200,000 (which is as little change 
as he ever carries with him), may be sure that this is the veri- 
table individual Ammonia himself, and all that it is necessary 
for them to do to be assured that ‘‘Nottingham is in the field,’”’ is 
to ‘‘jump aboard,’’ and, while he 


Holds his horses o’er hill and plain— 
Pass in their fare and ride again. 

And speaking about ‘“‘horses’’ it may be necessary to say a 
word in reference to his ‘‘Establishment.’’ His eighty-four sleighs 
and carriages are all from Boardman & Gray’s celebrated Piano 
Manufactory, Albany—being ali the work of this kind they ever 
did — and each one of them having the new and charming 
*“Aeolian Attachment’’, which renders a ‘‘turn’’ in one of these 
vehicles both ‘‘salubrious and delightful.’’ Of his horses, ‘‘there’s 
no use talking.’? They are, however, ail imported (none of them 
having been raised in town), and selected with especial care to 
“wind, speed and bottom,’’ and passengers entrusting themselves 
to his material care, may be assured they will arrive at one end 
or the other of his route—if nothing happens. 

Nota Bena.—All Express business entrusted to his care (not 
exceeding his own “‘pile’’), will be promptly attended to.

TRAVEL AND TRANSPORTATION 


“Necessity is the mother of invention’? and ‘‘where there is 
a will there is a way.’’ These adages were most beautifully il- 
lustrated in the efforts to open communications with the older 
settlements, and markets of the seaboard. Wagon roads were 
first thought of, and stages the most aristocratic conveyance the 
most sanguine allowed themselves to dream of. One of the first 
roads constructed was the one from Hornellsville to Olean de- 
scribed in another chapter. The most penetrating minds could see 
no other outlet to the seacoast and !t was set forth in the adver- 
tisement which Capt. Church published when he placed his tract 
upon the market. This says: 


“This Tract of Land contains 100,000 acres, and is situated on 
the Genesee River, 22 miles south of Williamsburgh, 100 east of 
Presque Isle, 8 north of the Pennsylvania line, and 16 west of the 
navigable waters of the Susquehanna, * * * The proposed State 
Road from Catskill to Presque Isle and New Connecticut is now 
cpened as far as this tract, upon which a settlement was made in 


October, 1802 (Angelica), since when a store has been established, 
etci. 
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Section 4 ANGELIGA 

As early as 1809 a road of the simplest and roughest kind was 
opened from Angelica to Olean, but it was almost impassable ex- 
cept in winter. In 1819 a commission consisting of Moses Van 
Campen, Joseph Elliott, Robert Troup, Charles Carroll, Philip 
Church, Dugald Cameron, Seymour Bouton, Sylvanus Russell and 
William Higgins was appointed to lay out a road from Angelica 
by way of Van Campen’s Creek to Hamiiton (Olean). 

Among the first in this part of the state to appreciate the 
importance of a railroad were Judge Philip Church of Belvidere, 
snd F. S. Martin, of Olean. It was at the suggestion of Judge 
Church that the call for the first public meeting for the promotion 
of the enterprise was held. This met at the court house in Angel- 
ica on the 25th day of October, 1831, 

Judge Church presided at this meeting, and Asa Allen and 
Daniel McHenry were the secretaries. Resolutions strongly favor- 
ing the enterprise were adopted, and a committee consisting of 
Tion. Philip Church, Gen. S. S. Haight, J. B. Cooley, Ransom Lloyd 
and John Collins was appointed, and instructed to enter into com- 
munication with the people of the other counties, interested, and 
a delegation was appointed to attend a railroad convention, to be 
held at Owego in December. A committee of three from each 
down was appointed to confer with the committee on correspond- 
ence, circulate petitions. and do any other acts considered im- 
portant to the furtherance of the enterprise. Among town commit- 
tees were: Angelica, Andrews A. Norton, Charles Davenport, Itha- 
mar Smith.

PERIPATETIC HOUSES 
By George E. Mott 


In the century and a quarter that has passed since the first 
white painted house was erected by Evert Van Wickle, surveyor 
for John B. Church, in Angelica, there have been years when the 
moving of all kinds of wooden structures was a common event 
and dwellings, barns and penthouses were rolled through the vil- 
lage streets. to embellish or become a part of a territory far 
from the spot upon which the original builders designed them toa 
rest. This brings us to the tale of the houses that walked the 
streets of the village. 

In the year 1900, when the foundation of the present public 
library on West Main Street was being prepared, three houses 
were removed from the site: one belonging to Mr. Freeborn 
was cut in two and became the made over dwellings located on 
Center Street, back of the hbrary; the other, a two story store 
was bought by Lewis Hooker and rolled down Main Street to find 
a resting place as a dwelling below Jacob’s Hotel. Going back 
a few years in the roaring nineties, after the big fire of 1895 that 
wiped out everything that would burn between the Lightfoot 
brick building on the park to the brick drug store on West Main 
Street, including the big ‘“‘Opera House’’ and roller skating rink 
that William Seiver had built back of the stores, there has been 
a replacement in the burned area with some inflammable one- 
story frames no better than the ones destroyed. The store next 
to the post office was built on leased ground of the Lightfoot 
property by Orlo Goff, son-in-law of Mrs. Lowell, for a millinery 
store and was the last building to fill the open space made by the 
fire; then the building tnat was used by William Seiver as an 
cffice of his carriage factory was rolled in on the leased land 
and was used by Thomas. Hunt at one time as a meat. market; 
then later by Ed. Mills as a printing office; then the two story 
building that once stood back of the Presbyterian Church was 
cut in half and the part that was destined to be a photographic 
studio and a store front, was put next on its own lot; then came 
the little print shop from which the miniature weekly “Every 
Week’’, edited by Mr. Rumpff under the same roof; then the 
two one-story shops that the Thomas estate put up for a barber 
shop occupied by Herbert Allen; the small store was used by 
Tony Serio for a shoe repair and a shoe shine parlor; then the 
two-story store building was moved from John Crawford’s lot be- 
side his house on East Main Street for Hunt and Tucker’s Meat 
Market; then foilowed the notion store of Tom Bowes, and W. 
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Seiver built the stores with rooms above them on the site of the 
old, famous Exchange Hotel, that was burned in 1876. So the 
fire area was filled as we see it now, four decades from the his- 
toric conflagration. 


The fire which consumed the huddle burned so fiercely that 
the large trees on the Hooker lawn across the street, over a 
hundred feet away, were blistered on the street side by the in- 
tense heat, so that today, after forty years, they bear the scars. 
A few years ago tree surgeons gave them a treatment that has 
prolonged their existence longer than otherwise. 


Now we come to South Street where two small penthouses 
stood, near the bridge, belonging to Mrs. Ned Howe and Michael 
Hunt; the flood of 1902 put them both out on the street, the 
former went down the creek and was dissolved somewhere in 
the Genesee River and subsequently the latter was burned. A 
house owned by Tom Hunt on the west side was moved after the 
flood to a place on the north side of Mechanic Street near the 
Horner private road and a house of Willard Allen's was taken 
from the site of Dickson’s dwelling to the south side of Mechanic 

Coming to the park, two houses built by Harvey Miiles on 
the northeast corner many years ago, were moved to East Main 
Street, south side, and were occupied by Moses Ogden and Mrs. 
Feavey, to allow Joseph Gillies of the Charles Hotel to erect the 
dwelling that now stands on the corner. The Baptist parsonage 
that had been a law office when Angelica was the coun:y seat, 
was moved up East Main Street, to be settled near the cemetery 
and a new parsonage was built on the site from the material of 
an old and abandoned Bapist Church in the town of Allen. The 
Charles Hotel was burned on September 23, 1906. In those days 
every house was protected by a wooden fence of a design and 
color to suit the taste of the owner or occupant. The park, 
the gift of Philip Church to the town of Angelica, was closed in br 
a fence which had gates to enter it and two wooden sidewalks 
ran through it from east to west.

In the year the Bapist Church people were eager for a spir- 
itual revival, they solicited funds to build a ‘‘Billy Sunda~’’ tab- 
ernacle on the church property and revival services were held 
in it from November 11 to December 13, 1914, when the building 
was dismantied to make a barn on the Kitchen farm on the 
Common road which was burned a short time later, one night, 
together with a dozen head of cattle. 


Now we come to Sunnycroft, the residence of the late Frank 
B. Smith; the first house on this site was burned about 1$83 bu: 
before erecting the present dwelling, two houses were removed: 
ene was taken up the street and became the residence of Dr. 
Cooley, but before the site could be occupied, a house of J. T. 
Wright was put on rollers and taken to the Fairground road a 
short distance up from East Main Street and located, to become 
the home of Palmer Hammond. In later years when Sunnycrof: 
had been compieted, the McCabe house was moved back from the 
street about a hundred feet and put on new foundations te permit 
the building of a broad port chochiere entrance to Sunnycroft. 

Just previous to the great flood of 1902, S. S. Paimer had his 
house moved from the creek on the south side of Main Street at 
the Fairground road, to place it where it now stands near the 
cemetery. Charles Crawford’s barn was once back of the Bap- 
tist Church. 

Now to come back to West Main Street; a recent removal 
was made of the house belonging to William Eldredge on Olean 
Street, which was taken from its foundation to become the home 
of the late Fred Lincoln below Horner road on West Main Street. 
The store building known as Tilden’s was built from the timbers 
of a vacated church in Allen. The house formerly owned by Os- 
ear Millman, below the Joncy, was cut in two pieces and set up 
near Olean Street bridge several years ago by Fred Piatt; it 
never had but one tenant and now stands in a glorious decar, 
the roof caught fire once from the flames of a grass fire but 
neither fire, nor abuse, nor the elements, nor the piromanical! 
tramp have eliminated it utterly, for now, in a bed of tall weeds, 
disorder and semi-obscurity, it is falling apart. 
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The ‘‘Advocate’’ changed its publication office from down 
town to the Lounsberry barn on East Main Street. The ‘“‘corn 
ecrib’’ residence on Main Street, so called because the lines of the 
corner posts were all out of plumb, was pushed into Mechanic 
Street when the Engle Garage was built on the site. The office 
building of Dr. Cooley that once housed the public library in its 
earlier years on Main Street has disappeared from the village an- 
tiques. The barn that stood on Daniel Coot’s lot was moved re- 
cently up on the Fox road. On Brooklyn Street a house that once 
was on the farm of the elder Linus Graham, before the railroad 
’ shops were erected, was brought across the fields and located 
near the end of the street on the south side; adjoining it is a 
house that was at one time in the village of Ceres, was brought 
here on a flat car and unloaded but a few yards from where the 
water tank of the railroad now stands. 

The only things that have succeeded in wiping out forever 
the homes of the village is fire and the shortage of water. In the 
earlier days of the bucket brigade, much property was lost by 
its inefficiency, as was shown in the Main Street -conflagration, 
the burning of the Charles Hotel, the Shawmut shops, the An- 
gelica Station, District No. 1 school and other fires. But now 
with an adequate water supply, modern fire-fighting apparatus 
and an electric siren, the village is amply protected against an 
uncontrolled fire, but we are helpless before the one ruthless de- 
stroyer that knows no law, but seizes every opportunity to exer- 
cise its power to an unlimited extent, and that is the human ele- 
ment of carelessness.

FIFTY YEARS IN BUSINESS 


- On February 26, 1892, Lyman Piatt and Herman Rice bought 
the furniture, wallpaper and undertaking business of E. O. Os- 
good, who had conducted the business for almost ten years. 

After spending several days in taking an inventory, they 
agreed on the purchase price of business and building. They went 
across the street to the Justice and Law office of H. E. Dudley, 
which was located where the telephone office now stands, and 
there transactec the business necessary for the transfer of both 
business and building. After they received the keys to the store, 
they returned and opened it, under the firm name of Piatt and 
Rice, on February 21, 1892. at 3:00 o’clock, Friday afternoon. 


Up to that date the winter had been very mild, with very 
little cold weather or snow. That night about two feet of snow 
came, and during March and April there were many heavy snows. 


At this time, the railroad was running a train from here. 
Freight had to be drawn from Belvidere or Belfast. The rails 
were taken up from here to Belfast and also to Friendship; some 
time later in the year the Railroad made some arrangement to 
bring freight once a week in from Hornell, and a little later began 
running a train to Hornell, out and back in the morning, also in 
the afternoon, which gave a very good service connecting with 
the Erie Railroad at Swains, and we had that service for about 
ten years, when it was rebuilt to St. Marys. A stage was driven 
from here to Belvidere to carry passengers and mail, making 
three trips each day. This was continued until December, 1902, 


There was one telephone in town. That was at the Charles 
Hotel. Soon after this a company was formed which extended 
the line to West Almond, Birdsall and Allen. The Federal Com- 
pany soon put another line in and nearly every family in town 
had a telephone in the home. { 


Fifty years ago there were eleven grocery stores, three dry 
geods stores, at one time three hardware stores, three drug 
stores, two men’s clothing stores, a good bakery, two tailor shops, 
three millinery stores, a great many dressmakers, seven black- 
smith shops, two carriage shops, two sawmills, two grist mills, 
a harness shop, two shoe repair shops, three doctors, three law 
firms, namely: Richardson and Robbins, Smith and Dickson, and 
&. J. Hibbard. There were four hotels, two papers were printed: 
the Angelica Republican by L. J. Raymond, and the paper which 
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is now the Angelica Advocate was then called the Every Week, 
published by Mrs. Ella Rumpff. 


Dr. Warner was at that time a young dentist, pulling teeth 
and making store teeth. 

The Buchanan Dry Goods Store started in August, 1892, in 
the store where the Ford Garage is now located. When Mr. 
Buchanan opened this store, it made the third dry goods store 
here. But in eight months, one dealer, Henry Lockhart, had 
failed in business, and J. C. Averill’s store was destroyed by fire. 


1892, the year Piatt and Rice started in business, Grover 
Cleveland was elected President. As soon as he came into office, 
March 4, 1893, business began to take the downward scale. All 
articles of manufacture and living became cheaper each month. 
Farm help received from $12 to $15 per month for eight months 
service; day labor was glad to get $1.00 per day; carpenters and 
painters, $2.00 per day; a man with a team, $2.50 to $3.00 a day, 
and he would plow your garden for fifty cents. You could buy a 
45-lb. sack of the best flour for $1.00 or less; sirloin steak for 10c 
a pound; pork, if you bought a half or whole hog from the farmer, 
5 or 6 cents per pound. The two Meat Markets ran their cov- 
ered wagons to your door every morning. 


The grocers bought everything in large chests or barrels, 
and weighed out to you whatever amount you wanted—you did 
not have to pay for a lot of fancy boxes when you bought your 
groceries. 

Our houses and streets were lighted with oil lamps. Frank 
Newton filled the street lamps and turned them on for $1.00 a 
night, and was instructed not to light them when it was moon- 
light. Most everyone heated their stores and houses with wood, 
as you could buy body-maple wood for $1.50 a cord, and beech 
and other woods for less, and the farmer was glad to exchange 
wood for furniture, groceries, dry goods, hardware, blacksmith 
bills; also the doctors and ministers came in on that deal. The 
streets were lined with teams with loads of wood in the winter 
season. All places of business exchanged their wares with each 
other, so there was very little use cf money. Every family had 
a good garden, raised their vegetables for the year instead of 
living out of tin cans. 


A good number of the families kept a horse or team and cow, 
that made a sale to the farmers to furnish them with hay and 
oats, and that was traded in like the wood. 


Each doctor kept two or three horses to make his calls many 
times eight or ten miles. They drove a two wheel sulky, hung 
between the frame on leather straps, so when they went over a 
large rock or stump, they did not receive any jar from same; 
also did not have to worry or fret whether he would get rubber 
tires. They charged two or three dollars for a trip and got a 
promise of hay, wood, oats, or some other plunder such as the 
rest of us had to take. There was no use of money and we did 
not expect it. . : 

For entertainment, the Seiver Hall, located at the rear of the 
Market Basket Store, a large building, was built for roller skat- 
ing; but when that fever passed, William Seiver remodeled same 
into an opera house that would seat several hundred. His shows 
(he always selected good companies) were sometimes booked for 
a week at a time. All large gatherings and entertainments were 
held in the Seiver Hall. The Hall and contents were cleaned out 
by fire May 21, 1895, when all the buildings between the Drug 
Store and Post Office were destroyed by fire. 

About 1894, Frank Church established a mill to manufacture 
barrel heads, located on the bank just below the C. L. Lathrop 
house. Two large dry kilns, large boiler with a high smoke 
stack, with plenty of machinery for manufacturing barrel heads, 
as at that time there seemed to be large quantities of basswood 
in the woods for several miles around Angelica and the farmers 
began to realize good money for sale of same. The ground near 
Mr. Lathrop’s Rock Garden was corded solid with basswood bolts 
to be made into barrel heads the, coming year. He employed 
from 20 to 25 men and they did work when they were on their 
iob. They had no use for wrist watches. Henry Osgood, James 
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Section 4 


Arnold, Fred Mapes and others served their time for about eight 
years, until fire destroyed the mill. Ask Walter Coot how sharp 
the saw was when he cut off his hand. Lewis Mayhew -earned 
his first bread by the sweat of his brow. The first dollars he 
thought he earned so hard he deposited in the bank, and they 
have remained all these years as a nest egg. 

There were no paper dollars in circulation at that time; all 
silver dollars; plenty of gold $20.00 pieces, $10.00 pieces and $5.00 
pieces, some $2.50, but these were very small in size. I never 
had but one and that I lost. 

Real estate of the farms and village property was worth, and 
selling for, three times what it is today, and did not have the 
conveniences we have today; no water, gas, electricity, bath 
rooms. Taxes were low, not one-third what they are today. lt 
was considered an honor to represent your town or village, in- 
stead of the salary you were to receive. 


The Village Mayor did not get any pay for his services; the 
Village Clerk got $25.00 a year; Treasurer, $25.00: Collector, just 
commission, and was instructed to collect the taxes: no tax sales 
those days. Supervisor and Town Board received two dollars 
4 day or meeting, but no meetings were called except when nec- 
essary. Supervisor received $3.00 for attending county rmeetings. 
The Highway Commissioner received $3.00 per day and had 57 
miles of dirt roads to look after. Most of the bridges and sluice- 
ways were wood and he had to keep his eyes open and see that all 
bridges were safe to travel over. We had at that time very 
few people that asked for support from the town or county. 
Smith Latham and James Conner were Poor Masters for the 
Town; their salary was $10.00 a year for looking after the needy 
and receiving the complaints, and at the end of the year when 
the Town Board met, they had no bills for same; no one had 
told him to get out of Town. —By HERMAN RICE. 


LOOKING BACK TO CIVIL WAR DAYS 
(Taken from The Angelica Advocate, June 8, 1911) 


Elmira was made a military headquarters for mobilizing and 
forwarding troops to the front because it was on the line of a 
railroad reaching to Washington. Elmira was then only a village. 
There were three barracks, but the one we refer to was on lands 
along Mt. Zoar Street. In this camp there were twenty barrack 
buildings, long, one story structures hurriedly built of hemlock 
boards and quite comfortable. 


Among the companies at these barracks in 1861 were several 
companies, one each from Rochester, Angelica, Lyons, Mt. Mor- 
ris, Lima, White Plains and three companies from Binghamton. 
These companies were organized into the 57th New York Vol- 
unteers, and there were just 1,010 as nervy and hardy young men 
as ever strapped a knapsack. 

In connection with the above William Seiver, who was a mem- 
ber of the Angelica company, says: 

“A company of one hundred men was formed in Angelica in 
April, 1861, by Curtis C. Gardner. He was made captain; Sam- 
uel S. Harmon, 1st Lieutenant and Charles Rice 2nd Lieutenant. 
The company started from this village about tne middle of April, 
1861, for Elmira. While marching from here to Belvidere, as we 
came near the Major Church place we were requested to march 
to the Church home. We were formed into company line facing 
the house, by order of our captain. 

Miss Elizabeth Church came from one of the rooms and in 
her hands she held a most beautiful silk flag (the old Stars and 
Stripes) and presented it to the company saying: 

“T believe the noble young men in the Company will never 
forsake or see this flag dishonored, which I present to you, 
with my love and kindest regards. May God bless you all, be 
true, be faithful.”’ 

We were taken by train from Belvidere to Elmira. May 7, 
1861, a Regiment was formed and designated to be the 27th Regi- 
ment of New York State Volunteers. Through the influence of 
Major Richard Church, Henry W. Slocum, a West Point cadet, 
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was made Colonel of the Regiment, and later became Major 
General. About this time a flag was presented to the Regiment 
to be used as the Regimental flag, but the flag that the Angelica 
Company brought was so much superior in beauty and quality 
and so kindly given by a lady so patriotic, that all the officers 
of the Regiment voted it should become the Regimental colors. 
The Angelica Company was named Company I and became the 
Color Regiment, during the whole term of service. 


When the Regiment was discharged the officers voted that 
the dear old flag should again become the property of the An- 
gelica Company. There were about thirty left of the Company 
and as we came home on our way from Belvidere to Angelica, 
it was decided that we stop at the Church home and give back 
to Miss Church what was left of that once beautiful flag. It had 
been torn with shot and shell. Many a noble boy in whose’ hands 
had been the old flag dropped beneath its folds and left dead upon 
the fields of battle, but never had it been forsaken or dishonored. 
Miss Church did not accept the gift. She said, “It should be- 
long to those who had so bravely and nobly defended it.’’ 


Wilbur Haver, after whom the Angelica G.A.R. Post is 
ramed, dropped under its folds at the 2nd battle of Fredericks- 
burg. 

In line with the above we learn from Mr. Seiver that the old 
lag was in the battles of: 

First Bull Run 

West Point, Va. 

Gaines Mills Crampton Pass 

Charles City Cross Roads Antietam 

First and Second Battles of Fredericksburg 

Wilbur Haver, spoken of above, was a student of the old An- 
gelica Academy and would have been graduated in June, 1861, 
had he not enlisted in April. 

The Old Flag is now at Albany, but it seems to the writer as 
though the proper place was in Angelica, in the Colonial and 
Historical Rooms.

THURSDAY—SESQUICENTENNIAL PARADE-PAGEANT 

About 5000 persons crammed the village at 6:30 o’clock when 
the Sesquicentennial parade moved out into Main Street, headed 
by the flashy color guard of Hill-Warner Post 414, American 
Legion. 

Close behind came smiling, dark-haired Doris Cairns, Sesqui 
Queen and her court. All the way up Main Street and around the 
Park Circle into the AlNegany County Fairgrounds, the five girls 
were serenaded by the Angelica Central School band. 

About 40 other marching units and floats paraded past decor- 
ated store windows, churches and homes. 

There was a maple syrup float and another bearing more 
than 150 members of the Jericho Jills, Angelica women who wore 
homemade period costumes. The ladies’ period gowns were 
matched by the men’s beards and bowlers. 

Neighboring communities helped Angelica celebrate. And- 
over and Alfred-Almond sent their school bands, Hornell its Boy 
Scouts and Motorcycle Club, Belfast its Grange, Canisteo its Rid- 
ing Club and Rushford its Old Fashioned Band. Kenneth C. Wel- 
cott was parade marshall. 

In store windows they saw curios of the old days and letters 
from former residents unable to return for the festivities. One 
who did come home was Clarence N. Greene of Johnsonburg, Pa. 

‘““When I saw the story in The News about the celebration, I 
had to come back,’’ he said. ‘‘You see, when I was about 11, I 
led the 100th anniversary parade on a white horse.’’ 

Stores closed down before the parade started. One window 
sign pleaded, ‘‘Bear with us, it won’t happen again in our time.’’ 

In one building a special exhibit was presided over by the 
eericho Jills. 

“It’s been lots of fun’’, said Mrs. Marion Crook, dressed in a 
full pink dress and bonnet of 1865 vintage, ‘‘but it’s been a great 
deal of work too.”

The pageant included five episodes based upon the history 
of the town and village, with appropriate intermission entertain- 
ment between scenes. 


In order of presentation, the episodes were: 

Widow Smith’s School, started about 1803 in a residence. The 
cradle of Moses Van Campen Chamberlain was borrowed from 
the Colonial Room of the local public library, and was rocked 
by Miss Dianna Chaffee, descendant of Mr. Chamberlain. Mrs. 
Harold Enos was the teacher. 

First Town Board meeting—in 1805—was re-enacted, with dia- 
logue based upon town records. It included a lively discussion of 
It was the 
only episode with speaking roles—the others were presented in 
pantomime with narration and music. 

The third episode was a party at the home of Mrs. Hubert 
d’Autremont, French Royalist, who along with a member of the 
Du Pont family, fled from France during the Revolution there 
and finally settled in Angelica. The French people did a gavotte, 
and invited the Angelica residents to do the same. 

The wedding of Marcus Whitman to Narcissa Prentiss, daugh- 
ter of Stephen Prentiss, a carpenter of Angelica, was the fourth 
episode. History records that Mr. and Mrs. Whitman were mas- 
sacred in Oregon where they went to be missionaries to the In- 
dians. She was the first white woman to cross the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

A Lawn Fete in the Gay Nineties was the final episode. The 
fetes were held quite frequently during that period, on the Vil- 
lage Park, as the square in the center of the community is 
known.

WHITMAN WEDDING STORY 


A hundred years ago on February 18th, in a little Presbyter- 
ian church in Angelica, Narcissa Prentiss, blonde and lovely, took 
her place as usual in the choir at the evening service. But when 
the sermon was ended, she went to the altar and was united in 
marriage to Dr. Marcus Whitman. 

The closing hymn was announced and the congregation joined 
in singing: 

“Yes, my native land I love thee, 
All thy scenes I love them well, 

Friends, connections, happy country, 
Now, I bid you all farewell.’’ 

One by one the voices faltered and ceased, and sobs could be 
heard in ail] parts of the room. Only Mrs. Whitman’s clear so- 
Prano carried the song on through its last stanza to the end, 
pouring out in music her farewell. 
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A few days later the young couple were starting on a hazard- 
ous journey westward, almost to the shores of the Pacific. Ina 
land where no white woman and few white men had gone before 
them, the Whitmans were to teach the heathen savages of ‘‘The 
White Man’s Book of Heaven.’’ 

Today, not far from Walla Walla, Wash., the tall shaft of the 
Whitman Monument marks the site of Waiilatpu Mission, where 
they ministered to treacherous Indians, and where, too, they hos- 
pitably welcomed the immigrants who followed the trail they had 
helped open to the covered wagon—and to women and children. 

On Wednesday, February 19, the city of Walla Walla, fittingly 
observes the Whitman Wedding as the opening event on its pro- 
gram planned for the Whitman Centennial year, to reach its cli- 
max in a four day celebration from August 13-16. 

In the chapel of Whitman College, named after the martyred 
missionary doctor who was born in Rushville, N. Y., will be pre- 
sented tableaux and an address by Dr. Clifford M. Drury, pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church of Moscow, Ida. Whitman 
Guild, an organization of Walla Walla interested in the college, is 
sponsor of the program. 

Dr. Drury is acknowledged widely as the greatest authority 
cn the Whitman episode. From hitherto unknown sources he has 
collected much new and vital information concerning the Whii- 
mans and the Spaldings, who traveled to the Oregon country with 
them on that historic wedding trip. Though his book, ‘‘Heury 
Spalding, Pioneer of Old Oregon’’, will not be out until March 25, 
almost all of the thousand copies in the limited collectors’ editicn 
already’ have been sold. Publication of a similar biographical 
work on the life of the Whitmans is planned for this summer. 

Costumes and furniture of 1836 are to be used in the setting 
of the tableaux, which are the result of much original research 
in source material available at Whitman College and of consider- 
able correspondence with Dr. Drury, assuring their historical ac- 
curacy. : 


Music for ‘Yes, my native land I love thee’ to be sung during 
the wedding scene, was difficult to find but was discovered in an 
old hymn book belonging to pioneers in Yakima, Wash. 

A letter from Mrs. Whitman’s sister revealed that among 
spectatcrs at the wedding were the two Indian boys Whitman haa 
brought Cast with him from his first exploratory trip. These 
boys are said to have been with him in November, 1835, when he 
walked unannounced into the Presbyterian church in Rushville, 
N. Y., producing a sensation among the members of its congre- 
gation, who believed him to be three thousand miles away. The 
boys, one the son of a chief, attended school during the winter, 
learning to speak and write English. 

When the Whitmans were married, Dr. Marcus Whitman was 
not quite 34, and Narcissa Prentiss Whitman was 28. Both were 
natives of New York State, Prattsburg being the birthplace of 
Mrs. Whitman. - 


The honeymooners went from Angelica to Ithaca on February 
21, staying there until February 28, when they went on to Rush- 
ville to make final preparation for their momentous journey west- 
ward. It was March 8rd when they left for Cincinnati where they 
met -the Spaldings. 


Months later their arduous journey across almost the entire 
continent successfully completed, the Whitmans established the 
first American white home in the Northwest. The Whitman 
C-uild chose this as the second of the tableaux on its program. 
In a setting made authentic by heiflooms dating trom the period 
Gepicted, Narcissa Prentiss Whitman sings a ‘ullaby to her baby, 
Alice Clarissa, the first white child born west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. One by one the Indians steal in to listen, filling the little 
room, turning, she sees them and begins to sing, ‘‘My Faith Looks 
Up to Thee’’, in which they join. 


The third and last scene is of the Whitman Monument, rising 
above the graves of eleven of the victims of the massacre in 1847 
including Dr. and Mrs. Whitman. In poetic form the meaning and 
importance of their work is teld. They were mortal, but their 
memory will never die.

OLD HOUSES 
By CORNELIA W. RAYMOND 

In 1802, Mr. Evert Van Wickle erected the fine old house now 
in the possession of Mrs. H. Lee Newman and toward the street 
and a little to the West of the house he erected a small log 
building which he used as his land office. A very fine huge elm 
tree stood quite close to the front of the porch near the walk 
which was destroyed by a hurricane which swept across Angel- 
ica but fortunately did not fall onto the roof. 


On the site of the Library building once stood a good sized 
house which was built by the father of Daniel Dennison Gardiner, 
who for many years was Treasurer of Allegany County. When 
Mrs. Smith decided to erect the Library building she purchased 
this property; had the house cut in two and moved it around the 
corner onto Center Street, making two houses of the one. 

In that original house Mrs. Harriet Lyon was born on Decem- 
ber, 1852, and lived to the remarkable age of one hundred and 
one years. She was a daughter of Willard Lyon, a pioneer of An- 
gelica community. She was also an aunt of Daniel H. Lyon 
whose family occupy the delightful old stone house above Joncy 
cn the Peavy road. 

The late building known as the Charles Hotel was built by 
Andrew Charles, as a simple dwelling. A store owned by Alex- 
ander d’Autremont stood where the Presbyterian Church build- 
ing now stands but it was run for him by a Mr. Hastings. It 


' was destroyed by fire and he at once took over the Andrew 


Charles house. Shortly thereafter Mr. Charles took control of 
his house and enlarged the building making a Public House of it. 

In 1871, Joseph Gillies of Almond, a Scotchman born, was 
elected to become Sheriff and moved his family to the county 
building in Angelica. During the two terms he held this office 
he many times looked across the park and was obsessed with the 
idea of making the Charles Hotel an excellent hostlery which 
would be known far and wide for its culture, its table and its 
So—after his second term had expired he did 
purchase the place and by enlargement and new barns he made 
of it just what he had pictured it should come to be. Old res- 


‘ idents returned to spend the summer there as well as many 


mew friends and so it did become known as one of the best Wes- 
tern New York hotels. Everyone who had known it grieved when 
it burned, several years after Mr. Gillies sold it. 


Victor du Pont built for himself a small home not far re- 
moved from the d’Autremont house on the same property and 
made his residence there during the few years he remained in 
Angelica. It long since disappeared but there is a picture of this 
d’Autremont farm house showing the du Pont house dispiayed in 
an Historical building not far from Lancaster, Pa. 

In 1879 and for twelve or fifteen years after that, Olean 
Street was the Fifth Avenue of Angelica with its well kept lawns 
and fine houses occupied by the families of its prominent inhabi- 
tants. Smith Davis, the mill owner and banker, D. D. Gardiner 
residence with its rose gardens, Mitchell S. Blair, Railroad Super- 
intendent, Hiram Huntley, Insurance Broker, Judge Green, Dr. 
Carver the dentist and Horace Dudley the Justice, as well as 
James Hibbard, an attorney whose wife was the daughter of 
Judge Greene. 


Not far from the roadside near the foot of Gibson Hill, you 
may see the original house built by Mr. John Gibson, the pioneer. 
Its land dimensions are the same as when it was erected and 
they were so designated by those from whom the land was pur- 
chased. Considering that it has not been used for living purposes 
these many years, its walls are quite remarkable. A window is 
still intact as is the door. Mr. Gibson also built another house to 
be used as a Public House (Inn) which still is occupied and re- 
cently had its appearance improved by a fresh coat of paint. It 
stands with its narrow end toward lower Main Street just west 
of the old Fish carriage and blacksmith shop on Olean and Main 
Streets. ts long life shows the care which its many occupants 
through the years have given to it. 
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Mr. Raymond purchased the red brick, one room building 
whose ground surface was given by Judge Philip Church for the 
erection of a County Clerk’s office; and constructed his home 
around it. Its walls are very thick and it has a wonderful old 
fireplace which will take several fire logs at one time. This was 
in 1883. The room has history and dignity. 

The pillared house which has the appearance and degree of 
excellence of the old Southern plantation mansions stands next to 
the original county clerk’s office and it was erected in 1847 by 
Mr. M. F. Hartshorn. It is now in the possession of Nelson P. 
Spencer. 


The Moses Van Campen house located to the east of the ceme- 
tery on East Main Street was constructed by the Major in 1809. 
The kitchen of this venerable old house I have been told still 
contains the wide boards taken from the native timber of the 
forest. A fine old house and well worthy of respect and much 
historic interest because of the heroic life of its builder and 
owner. 


The home of C. L. Lathrop was erected by an owner who 
said he built the house low, one story high, so the next hurricane 
which arrived would not blow it down. The house has a long 
history. 

Many years ago there was a moderate sized house standing 
on the corner opposite the Presbyterian Church owned and lived 
ir by a lawyer named Miles. Joseph Gillies desired the spot to 
construct a dwelling house and the Miles house was cut in two 
and moved to the Eastern part of Angelica and placed on a va- 
cant lot a bit west of the Closser Road. One part is still used 
for a dwelling and the smaller place as a curiosity shop by Moses 
Ogden who was clever at carving worthwhile pieces from woo.l. 
The house is very old.

THE OLD POST OFFICE 


The postal department has leased of Mrs. Ann Jane Lightfoot 
the front of the Lightfoot block for a term of ten years beginning 
with July 1, 1908, at an annual rental of $400. The owner fur- 
nished the building complete even down to the smallest item. It is 
an ideal building for the post office, fronting on Main Street and 
to the east of the village park, the pride of all true Angelicans. 


Some thirty-five or more years ago the post office occupied 
a building standing on the ground where now is the building oc- 
cupied by The Advocate. David L. Hunn was then postmaster. 
In 1869 occurred the Trotter fire on the south side of Main Street, 
and shortly after Dr. C. P. Carver built the building now owned by 
S. G. Horner and occupied for the past 35 or more years by the 
post office. A few years after the Carver building was built, Mr. 
Carver succeeded Mr. Hunn as postmaster and moved the post 
office across the street to his building and there, for all these 
years, our people have been wont to wend their way, and receive 
messages from friends or absent loved ones, send messages to 
those in distant parts, receive and send letters of business, etc., 
and many will miss the old office, but pleasure in showing visitors 
the new and handsome office will heal the wounded feelings. 

Since the time of Postmaster Carver those who have held the 
office in this self same building are Mitchell S. Blair, Granville 
D. Miller, A. T. Wilson, S. G. Horner and the present incumbent, 
E. I. Weaver. ‘ 

It is interesting to note the changes that have taken place 
in past years regarding the location and events in connection 
with the post office. Years ago in the recollection of some of 
our citizens the post office was in a small building that stood on 
the south side of Main Street somewhere between the residences 
of W. S. Thomas and Mrs. J. S. Richardson. Later the office was 
moved .by D. L. Hunn to the location above referred to. When 
the office was first located in,the Carver building the mail was 
brought overland from Belvidere, then came the railroad for 
a time, then again the mail came overland, and again a few 
years ago the trains were running and all has gone smooth since.

A NIGHT OF DARK MYSTERY NOT RECORDED IN HISTORY 


One of my earliest memories of Main Street in Angelica, is 
the old foundry building situated on the lot across the street from 
the district school. The old foundry had been closed down for sev- 
eral years, decay and disintegration had taken full possession, 
doors and window sashes mysteriously disappeared or hung bro- 
ken and askew in their casings. So the old foundry building re- 
ceived the rating of eyesore and general nuisance No. 1 in the 
ctherwise good looking old berg. In addition the place became 
(during warm weather nights) a sort of community ‘flop house’ 
for homeless drunks and it also became a favorite after dark 
cesort of more unsavory characters. In fact, many people would 
not pass it after dark, either walking in the middle of the road 
cr crossing to the opposite sidewalk. So then after repeated re- 
fusals by the owner of the old wreck to sell the property or re- 
move the building, the quiet little old village ‘just riz up and 
dun it.’ 

It was a pitchy black night when the mysterious tornado 
swept across that lot on West Main Street. In those peaceful 
times, nearly everybody was in bed sleeping by 10 p.m. Even 
the hotels were usually closed by 11 p.m. It was approximately 
tnidnight when the mysterious hurricane struck the old shack 
with tremendous force and considerable almost, perhaps, semi- 
human intelligence. Yep! It must have been quite an intelligent 
hurricane. There must have been considerable time spent in 
planning the catastrophe. There were many details necessary 
for the quick and complete success of the big wind which prob- 
ably were as follows: complete caution in choice of leauers and 
personnel, choosing an overcast night in the dark of the moon, 
exact timing for the assembly of men and equipment. Every- 
thing clicked perfectly. At the appointed time, a number of dim 
figures were assembled on the spot accompanied by a team 
hitched on to a house-moving windlass which was anchored in 
the middle of Main Street and simultaneously the tackle was 
hooked on to key supports of the buildings and then the wind be- 
gan to blow with terrific force as the team hitched to the draw 
bar of the windlass began its circular trot around the machine. 
There followed the sounds of rending timber, groans, squeaks, 
thuds and heavy crashes. And this performance repeated many 
times during the next two hours or so leveled the old foundry 
to the ground, not a timber or sliver left standing. At one point 
near the close of this performance, several figures came out of 
neighboring houses bearing tin cups and dippers and tin pails 
filled with hot coffee and baskets filled with sandwiches. As soon 
as the windlass had finished the heavy work, it was quickly 
whisked away to a farm several miles away where at day break 
the next morning it was seen by many persons all set with tackle 
attached to a farm building at another location. This alibi was 
quite necessary because everyone knew who owned and operated 
the moving machine. Likewise, at the scene of disturbance, 
every bit of evidence pointing to human participation in the dis- 
aster was completely erased and nothing left but wind, hurri- 
canes, tornadoes, etc. The following morning people went about 
their usual tasks as if nothing unusual had occurred. Anyhow, 
it was a very welcome and successful old ‘‘gale of wind.’’ Now 
my time is up. Thanks for listening. So long until someday— 
maybe. —The Old Harry, Harry Gardiner.

YESTERYEARS IN ANGELICA 
By CORNELIA W. RAYMOND 


One bright sunny August day in 1879 an Erie Railroad pas- 
senger train pulled to a stop beside the station in the quiet 
little hamlet of Belvidere which, at that time, considered itself 
to be of some importance; and from it alighted a gentleman, his 
wife and two children, who were to be known in Angelica as the 
new Editor and his family. To the older child who had only 
known busy city streets, this was an adventure of interesting sur- 
prises. 

Drawn up beside the station was a large black enclosed con- 
veyance which she was advised was a stagecoach and into which 
they seated themselves. The fine strong appearing horses pro- 
ceeded to-pull the vehicle, at the command of the driver, over 
the dusty dirt road and the genial voiced driver with his merry 
2huckle, who proved to be none other than the well known Ed 
Elanchard himself, soon began to tell about things along the 
roadside. Of the importance of the Genesee River as the coach 
lumbered over the bridge; then, making a curved turning to the 
right climbed a winding hill and Mr. Blanchard discoursed upon 
the fine old Manor House and of its then owner, Major Richard 
Church and of his ancestors who venerated the surrounding wood 
lands and would not allow the great old forest trees to be felled. 
To the older child who had known such a different life, all this 
freedom of country was a paradise. Finally, entering Angelica, 
the Charles Hotel was reached and at once the strangers were 
welccmed by its most cordial host, the Scotch Mr. Joseph Gillies 
and this inviting hostlery, which proved to be their home for 
many months. Why? Because this was a town then bustling 
with energy, excitement and business of a railroad being built, 
engineered by a gentlemian who was obtained for that purpose— 
Ceorge Chapman; and no houses were available. 

Mr. Chapman and his family had secured for themselves a 
large house with much surrounding lawn, a house built and 
owned by Andrew Charles which was located east of the red 
brick house, two houses east of the Van Wickle house. He at 
once organized all the western side lawn space into a beautifully 
kept grass plot on which games, such as croquet, tennis, archery 
end battledore were enjoyed by his young people. To the south- 
ern end of the lawn near the sidewalk he had erected a fountain 
which represented a strong man breaking a rock so that water 
might flow. It was surrounded at the sides and rear by shrubs. 
It still remains there today, but no cooling water has sprung 
forth from its cleft for these many years. 

Mr. Chapman was also the means of having a tall fountain 
cf iron construction placed at the west of the Park, across the 
ditch and roadway in front of the present Postoffice. At its 
top was a lamp and four iron bowls held water for thirsty horses. 
Visiting former residents often inquire what ever became of the 
oid landmark!

Morse to set up the clock, and it appears that the weights to the 
clock were cast here at the Welch foundry, and this old bill which 
Egg hands us, gives the weight 85 lbs., and cost $2.85. The bill 
total of Welch is $6.30, and dated August 7, 1858.

The 
amount to be expended this season for corporation purposes was 
held under consideration till next meeting.

The Presbyterian Church bell has been used for various 
purposes: (1) To summon for worship on the Lord’s Day; (2) For 
weekly prayer meetings; (3) Choir meetings; (4) Church business 
meetings; (5) Church entertainment; (6) Weddings; (7) Funerals; 
(8) Flood; (9) Fire; (10) It has been whanged in patriotic ser- 
vice; (11) As a welcome to Blaine; (12) To announce the hour 
for Sunday School picnics; (13) To summon Courts; (14) Harsh- 
est of ali—announcing the finding of a verdict in case of a mur- 
der; (15) Striking the hours of time. So the bell has announced 
the extremes of joy and pain.

IN ANSWER TO A LETTER FROM JOHN S. MINARD, 
HISTORIAN OF ALLEGANY COUNTY 


We are pleased to be able to say to Mr. Minard, who is now 
enthusiastically at work hunting for ancient historic points in Al- 
legany, that there is still living in Angelica, hale and hearty, a 
veteran citizen who can give him lots of the information he is 
hunting for. Better come up and see him. We refer to Mr. John 
W. Gibson, whose father was the first Sheriff of Allegany County, 
and who held that office 8 years. Mr. Gibson's father and said 
Mullender married sisters—daughters of said Evert Van Wickle. 
So Mr. Gibson is ancient local history personified! By invitation 
he called at our sanctum Monday and gave the following informa- 
tion: 

1. The said Inn of Evert Van Wickle was on the site of the 
Rev. Thibou place, East Main, later Dr. Wakely’s place, and 
now residence of Mr. J. S. Rockwell—by the way, one of the 
present bright lights of the Allegany County Bar; being an in- 
teresting thought, that on the site where the first Courts in Al- 
legany County were held an attorney now resides. More than 
this: Mr. Gibson states to us that the frame of the present main 
structure was a part of the said Van Wickle building. 


2. John Gibson’s Public House was on West Main, on the 
spot. west of the Arnold stone house and lot—on the site of the 
small cottage formerly occupied by Eggleston; now Dode Clark's. 

38. Joseph Taylor kept a hotel on the spot now occupied by 
Ward Norton’s store—for many years known as the Exchange 
Hotel site. ; 

4, John Mullender came here from the east at an early day, 
and here married Catherine Van Wickle. Always thereafter lived 
in the village—at no time in present Allen. Mr. Mullender built 
the brick house near the park, East Main, now owned by Williarn 
Weaver, for years known as the residence of Dr. William Smith. It 
was the second brick building in town the Van Campen mansion 
a mile east of town being the first—and first brick residence in 
Allegany County. Both in excellent condition today, attesting to 
the Master Mason workmanship of the sturdy pioneers. Mullender 
built a store on next lot west of his place—later changed into a 
dwelling house and now owned by Andy Charles. He there kept 
a dry goods and grocéry store a number of years, till his tragic 
death; being killed by a tree blown across the road in a cyclone, 
es he was returning home from Almond with a man on a busi-

EARLY ALLEGANY 


Mr. Henry Baxter has been contributing a series of very in- 
teresting articles to the Friendship Register, on the early history 
of Allegany County, and the following letter in the last issue will 
be interesting to most of our readers: 

In 1830 Andrew C. Hull had a small foundry in Birdsall, and 
he advertized to make fire dogs and sleigh shoes. 

The last years of the publication of the Angelica Republican 
it was published by Thomas Carrier. In 1834 Mr. Carrier re- 
nounced his previous political principles and embraced those of 
his previous opponents. It being thereafter unpleasant for him 
to continue in Angelica he moved to Pike, where he started the 
Gazette. 

In September, 1834, the Angelica Reporter was started, in the 
building afterwards occupied by T. Rainer & Co., as a drug store, 
between the Exchange Hotel (then called ‘‘Farmer’s Exchange’’), 
and the parade ground, afterwards known as the Park. I was 
in the office when the inside form of the first paper was being 
worked off. 

Dr. Richard Charles used to do some pretty strong adver- 
tizing in the Angelica Republican, of the virtues of Dr. Roberts’ 
Welch Medicamentum, which he manufactured and kept for sale 
at his apothecary shop in Angelica. 
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Mr. Beers, in his so-called history of Allegany County, seems 
to have been misinformed about the old Court House. After re- 
citing the Act of March 11, 1808, page 79, by which Allegany 
County is divided into towns and their boundaries designated, 
and a tax levy of $1,500 authorized for the purpose of building a 
Court House and Jail, he says: ‘‘The Jail provided for was soon 
built—and a new one in 1849. No Court House was built until 
1819.’’ In truth the Court House and Jail were both built at the 
same time—both in one building—the lower story being built of 
stone, for the Jail, which was used for such purpose till 1849. A 
wooden court room was built on the top of the jail walls, and used 
for that purpose till 1819, when the present Court House was 
built. 

Again Mr. Beers says, in speaking of the trial of David D. 
How, February 2, 1824: ‘‘The Court at which he was indicted and 
tried was held in a room over the old Jail.’’ Why should the 
trial take place in a room over the old Jail when the present 
Court House was built in 1819? If it was held in a room over 
the old Jail it was certainly in the old Court room erected in 
1808-9. Clark Crandall of Alfred had the contract for furnishing 
the brick for the present Court House, also for the County Clerk’s 
office. My information is that Mr. How was tried in the present 
Court House and that the public ground in front was not yet 
cleared of the rubbish that had accumulated in making the brick, 
which were made on the public ground in front of the building.

OLD INDENTURE 


THIS INDENTURE made this fourteenth day of September 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighteen: 

WITNESSETH, that Abram P. Mapes, son of Henry Mapes 
aged sixteen years five months and twenty five days, by and 
with the consent of the said Henry Mapes his father, and of his 
own free will hath placed and bound himself, apprentice to Jona- 
than Nobles of Angelica in the County of Allegany and State of 
New York, blacksmith, which trade the said Jonathan Nobles 
row useth, and with him as an apprentice to dwell continue and 
serve, from the day of the date hereof until the said Abram P. 
Mapes shall have attained his full age of twenty-one years which 
will be on the twentieth day of February in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three—during all which 
term the said apprentice his said master well and faithfully shall 
serve, his secrets keep, his lawful commands gladly do and obey; 
hurt to his said master he shall not do, nor wilfully suffer it to 
be done by others but of the same to the utmost of his power, 
shall forthwith give notice to his said master; the goods of his 
master he shall not imbezzle or waste, nor them lend, without 
his consent, to any; at cards, dice or any other unlawful games 
he shall not play; taverns, ale houses, or tipling houses he shall 
not frequent; fornication he shall not commit; matrirnony he 
shall not contract; from the service of his said master he shall 
not at any time depart, or absent himself without his said mas- 
ter’s leave, but in all things as a good and faithful apprentice 
shall and will demean and behave himself towards his said mas- 
ter during the said term. And the said master his apprentice in 
the said trade of a blacksmith which he now useth with all things 
thereunto belong, shall and will, teach and instruct or cause to 
be well and sufficiently instructed, after the best way and man- 
ner he can; and shall and wiil also find and allow unto his said 
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apprentice, meat, drink, washing, lodging and apparel (both linen 
and woolen) and all other necessaries—and convenient for such 
upprentice, during the term aforesaid. 

And shall also cause the said apprentice to be sent to a com- 
mon school six months within said term. And shall at the end of 
the said term well and decently clothe the said apprentice and 
give him the sum of forty dollars and a new Bible.

“THE OLD CHURCH BRIDGE” 


The taxpayers of Angelica will vote Saturday to replace the 
“Old Church Bridge’ with a steel bridge 200 ft. long and 
14 ft. wide. 

The Belmont Dispatch speaking of the ‘old Church Bridge’ says 
“The Town Board of Angelica is petitioning the taxpayers of that 
township for a special town meeting which undoubtedly marks the 
demise of the last wooden bridge across the Genesee River-- 
the Church bridge, crossing the river near the Belvidere Farms. 

The present structure, a three-bent affair, has served for 
many years, and being repaired from time to time, bade fair to 
last for years, until one morning several months ago when James 
Stewart of the Belvidere Farms barely escaped with his life when 
one of the spans gave way with him and toppled into the river. 
Since this time the road has been out of commission and a great 
source of inconvenience to those who desired to take the short 
cut to Angelica. 

Perhaps a bit of early history concerning the ‘‘old Church 
bridge’’ and surroundings will be of interest to the present gen- 
eration. ] 

History relates that the first ‘‘Church bridge’’ was built about 
one-third of a mile above its present site. The grade of this old 
road-bed is discernable even today. The road left the present 
road just north of C. E. Whitman’s residence and crossing the 
river, followed the bank around to tle flats, past the old ‘‘White 
House’’ and through the site of the one time Seneca village of Gis- 
ta-qua, 

At the time Allegany County, lately a part of Genesee County, 
was composed of but one township, Angelica. Benjamin Riggs 
was the first supervisor and attended his Board of Supervisors 
meeting at Batavia. 

But early as this was, a wooden bridge a few miles down 
stream, the Transit bridge, was already in operation. 

After two or three decades the site of the ‘‘Church bridge” 
was changed to its present location. A toll house and gate was 
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erected at this end and was a toll bridge for years, presumab!v 
to pay for the upkeep of the pine plank road. 

The giving away of ‘‘stringers’’ under the bridge is an old 
caper of the Church structure. Old timers relate the fatality 
of a woman on one of these occasions. It appears that it was 
in the winter time and two women, a pair of horses and a sleign 
were precipitated into the river when a bent gave way. The 
body of the woman who lost her life was never recovered, having 
been carried under the ice into some cove and later swept away 
when the spring breakup came. 

It is the last wooden structure of its kind between the Penn- 
sylvania state line and Lake Ontario. 

The vote to replace this old bridge should be unanimous. The 
taxpayers have one of two choices. If they vote ‘‘yes’’ all well 
and good. If they vote ‘‘no’’, it will cost them much more in tax- 
es, as this is a county road, and a bridge must be built. Unless 
the bridge is built voluntarily by an affirmative vote, the state 
will sooner or later compel the town to build it. Its common 
bridge knowledge that when the state takes a hand in affairs ‘t 
will cost the voters much more, several thousand dollars, perhaps.

JOURNALISM IN ANGELICA 

When Franklin Coudrey issued Volume I, Number 1, of the 
Allegany ‘‘Republican’”’ in October, 1820, journalism in Allegany 
County was begun. When the ‘‘Republican Aegis and Allegany 


Democrat’’ appeared in Angelica in 1830 and continued for a 
short time thereafter, the second paper of the county had run 
its course. In the approximately 110 intervening years no less 


than thirteen names, found in four major sequences and in indi- 
vidual sheets, have appeared on Angelica newspapers, and three 
of them (the ‘‘Republican’’, the ‘‘Reporter’’, and the ‘‘Advocate’’) 
on different papers, for successive forms and managements of the 
same paper. ‘ 

The first sequence lasted fifty years, from 1820-1870, and 
consisted of the eight papers listed here. (Each of the papers 
within the series succeeded, or was a continuation of the pre- 
ceding one): 

1. The Allegany ‘‘Republican’’, published by Franklin Coud- 
rey, was begun in 1820. Publication suspended in 1822. 

2. The Angelica ‘‘Republican,’’ published 1827-32 by Samuel 
PP: Hull. 

3. The Angelica ‘‘Republican and Farmer’s and Mechanic's 
Press,’’ published in 1832 by B. F. Smead. 

4-5. The Allegany ‘‘Republican and Internal Improvement 
Advocate,’’ published 1832-34 or 1836 by Peter Cherry. Mr. Cher- 
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ry continued the paper for a short time after 1834 or 1836 under 
the name Angelica ‘‘Republican’’ and Allegany ‘‘Whig.’’ 

6. The Angelica ‘‘Reporter’’ and Allegany ‘‘Repubiican,’’ pub- 
lished by William Pitt Angel from his purchase of the plant in 
1834 or 1836 for a few months or possibly a year. 

7. The Angelica ‘‘Reporter,’’ published 1835 or 1837 until 1841 
by Samuel C. Wilson. From 1841-44 this paper was edited and 
published by Horace E. Purdy and Charles Horton. From 1844-56 
Mr. Horton was the sole proprietor. 

8. The Angelica ‘‘Reporter and (Angelica) Advocate and 
Whig’’ published by Charles Horton 1856 to about 1869, when the 
paper was purchased by George W. Dickinson, and soon after, 
1869 or 1870, moved to Belmont and, in 1874, to Wellsville, where 
it was consolidated with the ‘‘Times.’’ 

The name of this eighth paper introduces us to the 
sequence. The name ‘‘Whig’’ was that of Cuba paper, and ‘‘Ad- 
vocate,’’ that of another Angelica paper. How the combination 
of names came about was as follows: The Allegany County ‘‘Aa- 
vocate’’ was founded in Angelica in January, 1842, by Erastus S$. 
Palmer who published it until at least April, 1849 (a paper of 
that date, bearing Mr. Palmer’s name is extant.) He was fol- 
lowed by Ellroy and Churchill and Peter S. Norris. In 1852 the 
‘‘Advocate’’ was united with the Cuba ‘‘Whig’’? and issued as the 
“Whig and Advocate,’’ and continuing under the ‘‘Whig’s’’ propri- 
ecor, Charles M. Beecher. In 1856 it was purchased by Charles 
Horton, who combined it with his Angelica ‘‘Reporter’’ and 
published the combination as the Angelica ‘‘Reporter and Advo- 
cate and Whig.’’ 

The 3rd sequence consists of 3 papers, two of the same name: 

1. The Allegany ‘‘Advocate,’’ begun in 1868 (or early in 1869), 
since Volume I, Number 29, is dated December 24, 1869). This 
paper is said to have run one year and then to have died. Bui 
its editor and publisher, Peter S. Norris. was in the Angelica 
newspaper business again in December, 1871, when he started 
a new paper. 

2. This paper he called the Angelica ‘“‘Republican’’ and con- 
tinued its issue from December 22, 1871, until August, 1875. Dur- 
ing the next ten months, or until the plant was destroyed by fire 
in June, 1876, it was successively the property of two partner- 
ships: that of A. W. Phillips and Company, and that of Clark 
and McLaughlin. 

3. The same year (1876) H. C. Scott who had started the 


second 


Canaseraga ‘‘Times’”’ in 1873, moved his plant to Angelica and 
published a paper called the Angelica ‘‘Republican.’’ (The 1879 
county history declares that the Angelica ‘‘Advertiser’’ was stari- 


ed on April 12, 1877, in a plant moved from Canaseraga. Pos- 
sibly the explanation is that Mr. Scott founded the paper called 
the ‘‘Republican’”’ or continued the Clark and McLaughlin paper 
by the same name in 1876 and that he changed the name to “‘Ad- 
vertiser’’ in 1877). However, Mr. Scott sold his paper in 1879 to 
L. G. Raymond, who continued it under the name “‘Republican’’ 
until March 25, 1898, when it was sold to Lewis Rice. 


The 4th sequence is that to which the present paper belongs: 

1. The Angelica ‘‘Every Week,’”’ begun late in 1885 under the 
proprietorship of Mrs. M. L. Rumpff, continued until 1901. 

2. The Allegany County ‘‘Advocate,’’ published 1901-08 by 
Frank S. Blair. 

3. The Angelica ‘‘Advocate,’’ published since August 6, 1908, 
by various editors: 1908-21, Edwin P. Mills; 1921-23, J. G. Laurit- 
sen; since 1923, L. L. Stiliwell. 

Whether the Angelica papers ‘have been nine by twelve inch 
sheets (like the 1869 ‘‘Advocate’’ and the early numbers of 
“Every Week’’) or “blanket’’ papers eight columns wide and 
twenty-six inches long, or standard size like the present paper, 
they constitute the voice of the oldest town in Allegany County 
and until May, 1858, the county seat. 

Papers Not Belonging to the Sequences—Other Angelica pa- 
papers which were born, breathed awhile, and died, include: 

1. The ‘‘Republican Aegis and Allegany Democrat,’”’ 1830, 

2. The Allegany ‘‘Gazette,’’ printed in Angelica in 184°.

3. The Republican ‘“‘Era,’’ started in Angelica in 1844 and 
issued for possibly two years. This may or may not have any 
connection with the paper of the same name started in Rushford 
in 1846. 

4. The ‘‘Political Investigator,’’ published for a short time in 
1848,

THE STORY OF A ROSE

A year ago the Advocate carried the story of a rose whose 
ancestry could be traced over a hundred years. How much 
longer it had existed it is not known. However, as the story

goes, Edward Fitz Randolph left Nottingham, England, to escape 
turmoil and unrest which was prevalent in that country during 
the early part of the 17th century, coming to America on the 
Mayflower. On board the vessel was Deacon Blossom and his 
daughter, Elisabeth. A romance developed and later young Ed- 
ward and Elisabeth were married. Twelve children were born to 
them, of whom Thomas Randolph (great-grandfather of the writer 
of the article) was a descendant. He, early in the 18th century, 
with his brother Benjamin, sougnt New Jersey’s peaceful shores 
for their home. They brought with them, among other favorites 
the Gipsy Rose, whose history and existence was to forge an 
indestructible link from the past to the present, a constant re- 
minder of the brave, sweet souls who came to our own fair hills 
in 1831, and like them to carry on and blaze the trail far into the 
future for the descendants of the early Randolphs of whom Frank 
R. Southard of Essex Fells, N. J. is one. 


In his garden on Roseland Avenue the sturdy little pion- 
€er is putting forth a profusion of blooms, much to the joy of Mr. 
Southard who is an ardent lover of flowers and loyal to the ties 
and traditions of his family. It has been the privilege of the 
writer to send to many of the present generation roots of the 
famous Rose which fought the elements, lived and blossomed 
through decades, a loyal friend and companion. May it, under 
the watchful eye of the kind Heavenly Father carry on another 
century. 


The following lines were penned as a tribute to the Rose in 
Mr. Southard’s garden—

THE VILLAGE FESTIVAL 


We hardly know how we are going to tell you about it; it 
was all so lovely and successful. If we should mention one de- 
partment as successful we would run ashore at once, for one 
was not one whit behind all the others; if we were to mention the 
names of those who had worked for this success we would run out 
of type. Three or four lines would give the names of those who 
didn’t work for it, in this vicinity, and we are greatly indebted 
to the citizens of other towns for their generous patronage and 
liberal expressions of praise. 

Pretty nearly every one knows that on Wednesday afternoon 
just after the bicycle parade, when at least 3,000 people were in the 
park and hundreds more on the roads leading to the park a severe 
thunder storm, worse than any five other storms combined this 
year struck the place and continued from 3 o’clock until 7 almost 
unremittingly. Churches, court house, private dwellings and busi- 
ness places were thrown open for shelter; three or four hundred 
teople drove in during the storm, at the lower end of town, who 
were driving in from other places and drove out again as soon as 
the storm abated. Three large carriage loads from Wellsville, 
booked for here, were storm bound at Belmont, and so the story 
goes. 

Of course everything was stopped except the minstrels; they 
made arrangements to go to the Court House in the evening and 
entertain the people who were in town, as far as they could, un- 
der depressing circumstances and the place was filled to cver- 
flowing, several hundred being turned away. The entertainment 
was greatly enjoyed. 

The next morning the weather was such that it was decided 
to postpone the festival until Saturday. 

Dodgers were sent throughout the county and the town 
Solicited over again for food stuffs. 

Saturday turned out a nice day and a good crowd attended 
and the receipts were $580. 

A fine program was presented and the park beautifully light- 
ed with street lights, house lights, candles and Japanese lanterns. 


CHARLES F. SOUTHARD LETTERS 


(Following are excerpts of letters written to the Angelica 
Advocate from Charles F. Southard of Maplewood, N. J., a for- 
mer resident on Jersey Hill.) 


April 3, 1939 
Editor of The Angelica Advocate: 

In your issue of March 16th, I read that you are sponsoring 
Spelling Bee Contests. That is a most practical thing to do. 

I note also that Birdsall loomed satisfactorily in the late con- 
test. I am proud of that, because I recall one night 71 years ago 
when, with my brother Albert, now Judge, we walked from Jersey 
Hill to Carr Valley through snow, that now seems to me must 
have been three feet on the level and my brother spelled every- 
body down on the word ‘“‘phthistic.”’ 

Then we walked back to Grandpa Job Southard’s again and 
believe you me, we were hungry. The cookies were handy in the 
‘buttery,’ but how to get them without waking grandpa was the 
problem. In spite of catlike tread, we knocked the top off the 
wash boiler, but fortunately nobody heard it. 

I suppose ‘phthistic’ is now spelled ‘asthma.’ 

I was born in Birdsall; the Judge, my brother, in West Al- 
mond. Charles F. Southard, Maplewood, N. J.

At 14, on the farm, my limit was 18 buckwheat cakes at a 
setting: I was allowed butter on the last cake, the only reason I 
stopped at 18. In some parts of Europe now, even Oleomargar- 
ine is taboo.

When I was 8, Sim Hungerford was the champion hog caller 
of Birdsall. Every night, after dark, his stentorian call: ‘‘Sebore,’’ 
split the atmosphere and re-echoed through the Allegany hills for 
miles around. He was a good neighbor and hospitable to the ex- 
treme length of his cabletow. On my way to Jersey Hill school 
cne morning, the blizzard grew so fierce, Sim took me in his 
home and I neither got to school, nor home until the day follow- 
ing.

*“Uncle’’ Dan Hadsell, who in 1867 lived in West Almond, gave 
me a ‘pet lamb’. Billy Young, whose father’s farm joined the 
property on which stands the Jersey Hill school house in Birdsall, 
went with me to bring the lamb to my grandpa’s farm. On our 
way through ‘‘Deer Lick’’ we ate dinner at a neighbor’s. On 
leaving, Billy said to me: ‘‘That was woodchuck we ate.’’ That I 
had eaten woodchuck made me so sick, I sat down. Walking on, 
we discovered we were lost. Billy climbed a tree, got the bear- 
ings, and we finally reached Uncle Dan Hadsell’s. 

There I was given the lamb. The journey back by road, was 
five miles. I quickly discovered that a lamb cannot walk fast or 
far.

This Mr. Aldridge on graduating from the School of Mines of 
Columbia University became in succession Superintendent of the 
Colorado Smelting Company, Manager of the United Smelting and 
Refining Company, of Montana, and Managing Director of the 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting Company, of Canada, with prin- 
cipal works at Trail, Kootenay District, Province of British 
Columbia. He is also a prominent member of the Canadian Min- 
ing Institute, with headquarters in Toronto. 


JOHN N. AMES

Among the early settlers who followed the pioneers in opening 
up the western part of New York State to civilization, when the 
Gays of Indian savagery had passed, were many of the families 
of New Englanders. They found in the Genesee country an ideal 
place to establish their homes and enter into farming in a new 
and promising locality.. 

One of these families were the Ames of Vermont. John N. 
Ames, whose parents were Benjamin Ames and Amy Arnold, was 
born at Arlington, Bennington County, Vt. He was one of five 
children and came to this part of the State early in the 1850’s, 
driving the entire distance in an ox-cart. He located first in 
West Almond, then came to Angelica a short time later. 


When Mr. Ames was a boy of twelve, the Civil War broke 
cout and his father was among the first to enlist, leaving his fam- 
ily in the care of the mother and older children. After the close 
of hostilities, Benjamin returned and located on Closser road. 

John N. Ames spent the rest of his life in Angelica, living 
for a short. time on a farm on Common road, then in his home 
On East Main Street, the original house being erected by Mont 
Hart. He was married in 1889 to Miss Sarah B. Hinckley of Hor- 
nell. The only child of this marriage, Olive L., now Mrs. Alan 
Kitchen, lives at the same location with her husband and family. 

Mr. Ames supplied the town of Angelica with milk, walking 
from house to house, then later driving a horse and wagon, an 
occupation which he began as early as 1865. 

He was an early member of the Baptist Church, which church 
he attended and worked in for over sixty years, even to supply- 
ing the pulpit in time of emergency, and occasionally writing a 
nAymn. He served as a deacon in the church for forty years, 
passing away at the age of eighty-one.

CHARLES P. ARNOLD 


Charles Patrick Arnold, who was born in the historic stone 
house built by his father in 1833 on West Main Street, Angelica, 
September 6, 1839, died January 18, at 8 o’clock a.m. in the same 
cld home in which he was born over 86 years ago. He was one 
of the three children, George S., Charles P., and Eliza, their 
parents being James C. of Herby, Vt. and Sophia L. Starr of 
Danbury, Conn. 3 

Waite Arnold with his wife, the parents of James C., came 
to Angelica shortly after the opening of the war of 1812 where he 
followed the occupation of a miller, when it became unsafe to re- 
main because of the savages who were brought into the war by 
the British to massacre all the white settlers along the Canadian 
border. He built the first grist mill in Angelica, about 1814 and 
continued in the business until the mill burned some years later. 
In the year 1840 James C. Arnold set up in the grocery business. 
As the children grew up they received their education in the 
schools of Angelica. Charles was sent to Hamilton College at 
Clinton, N. Y., from which he graduated in the same class with 
the world famous publicist and diplomat, Elihu Root, and wearing 
the badge of Sigma Phi. He then went to New York City and ob- 
tained a very good position in the offices of the Erie Railroad, in 
Jersey City, where he remained until the death of his father in 
March, 1869 called him back to Angelica, where he remained. 
His mother died in the spring of 1886 and the business was left 
for the two sons to manage, which they did until July 31, 1924, 
when the doors were finally closed. 

For more than a quarter of a century he was intimately as- 
sociated and actively interested in the work of the Angelica Li- 
brary Association, from its incept until the crowning of their labor 
in the dedication of the present building to the village by 
Mrs. Frank S. Smith in 1900. For many years subsequent to this 
event his clerical work as cataloguer, curator, registrar and the 
thousand unrewarded duties which he faithfully performed for the 
Ubrary stand out as his noblest monument. Quite early in life 
he became a member of the Presbyterian faith and was a zealous 
worker in the oldest of the church organizations in the viliage. 
He was made an Elder, an honor which he held until his death. 
While in New York City he was largely identified with the work 
of the Y. M. C. A., and became a life member of the central 


body. 

On August 30, 1917, while crossing Main Street from the store, 
he was struck by a racing bicycle on which two boys were riding 
and-thrown forcibly to the ground receiving physical injuries from 
which he never fully recovered. It was feared at the time of the 
accident that the result would be fatal, but after a long conva- 
lescence he but partially regained his strength and mental abil- 
ity. He was never married but his social qualities found ample 
expression in the broader field wf many friendships and the 
closer communion of the many who knew him best as a confidant 
and co-worker in those chosen occupations which make for the 
moral and spiritual uplift of the race.

Marvin, the Spencers, John B. Skinner, and Vincent Matthews, 
was John Baldwin, says John S. Minard, the Cuban Historian. 
He may not have been as able a lawyer as some of the others, 
but he was an eloquent advocate, and for some years had an ex- 
tensive practice. Associated with a good counsel, the litigant 
who was fortunate enough to secure his services could easily 
match his opponent with ability and eloquence. 

Baldwin’s fame, however, depended largely on his extrav- 
agant language, his great use of imaginary, sarcasm, invective 
and ridicule, in all of which he was a master. He practiced 
much in justices’ courts, and rode rough shod over some of those 
guardians of the peace and dispensers of justice. 

A Birdsall justice who made some rulings against him re- 
ceived such a shower of billingsgate and abuse as to nearly par- 
alyze him. Recovering himself sufficiently he proceeded to make 
out commitment papers to send him up to the old Angelica bas- 
tile. When the instrument was about finished, Baldwin seized 
the inkstand, and spilling the contents over the sheet said, ‘‘There 
now, before you can boil the bark to make the ink, catch a goose 
to pluck a quill, and make a pen, I'll be in Steuben.’’ He then 
lived in Almond, the county line running through the place. 

Another offensive magistrate was told ‘the was no more fit 
for a justice, than was a bullfrog for an archangel.’’ That justice 
committed him. He easily obtained bail, but the justice was in- 
sistent, and in time the case was to be tried, and the hour set. 
Baldwin was early astir in the morning, and hired a boy with 
«a wheelbarrow, to transport a lot of lawbooks from some local 
attorney’s office to the court house and deposit them on the table 
in the bar, and another to catch an immense bull frog, which he 
placed in a covered tureen and set it on the table beside the 
stock of books. He then awaited the progress of court proceed- 
ings. 

The story went that a jury was taken, the justice made his 
case and rested. It was Baldwin’s turn then, and he opened his 
case with the admission that he had made use of the offensive 
words as charged, and contended that without an archangel no 
comparison could be made to submit to a jury, or even attempted, 
and by some ingenious mode of reasoning made out that it de- 
pended on him only to produce the bullfrog, the prosecution being 
cbliged to make a literal visual comparison. So lifting the cover 
of the tureen he exclaimed with an air of assured triumph, ‘‘Here 
is the bullfrog, bring on your archangel!”’ It is needless to say 
the case was laughed out of court. 

Mr. Baldwin’s last days were spent in Almond, where in the 
course of human events it came his time to die. 

This story of his death came to me some twenty years since 
*from the lips of an old resident of that place, who was his neigh- 
bor and intimately acquainted with him. 

It was night and the last night of John Baldwin. Kind friends 
and neighbors were at his bedside. One with a finger on his pulse, 
aware that the final moment was at hand, said, ‘John, do you 
know you are dying?’’ ‘‘No,’’ said John, ‘‘am I?” ‘You cer- 
tainly are,’’ said the friend. ‘‘Well, then,’’ said John, “I sup- 
pose we’ll have to let her flicker.’’ They were his last words, 
and with them the life of John Baldwin flickered out.

JAMES T. BROWN 


The passing of this man from our midst Sunday morning. 
May 16th, removed from the living one who had long been identi- 
fied with Angelica and its interests. 

Mr. Brown was born in Genoa, Cayuga County, December 
¥ 26, 1832. He came to Angelica in the autumn of 1856 and en- 
gaged in the drug business with the late Dr. Todd. A year later 
Dr. Todd withdrew from partnership. Mr. Brown then enlarged 
his business which he successfully carried on for over thirty-five 
years. In the meantime, having a pronounced taste for mechan- 
ies, he took up the jewelry and watch business in which he was 
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engaged up to the time of his illness about two months ago. His 
was a rare genius. No piece of mechanism was too intricate or 
delicate for his skill and deftness to master. His reputation for 
doing fine work extended beyond the confines of Angelica. Peo- 
ple sent watches, clocks and all sorts of things to him for repair 
that had defied expert workmanship elsewhere, and invariably 
they were returned in perfect order. In one instance a beautiful 
watch of foreign make had been twice sent to Europe for re- 
pairs and returned with the word nothing could be done with 
it. Mr. Brown had the satisfaction of restoring the watch to per- 
fect condition. Not infrequently failing to find a tool or instru- 
ment suited to his purpose, he would with infinite patience and 
skill proceed to make one. 


Several years ago Mr. Brown closed out the grocery, devoting 
himself exclusively to the jewelry and watch business. His 
daughter, Miss L. S. Brown, continuing the drug business to 
which she now succeeds as head of all her father’s interests. 

He was also in the hardware business a number of years. 


Mr. Brown was a ma of great activity, energy and incus- 
try. He was several times elected Supervisor of Angelica, Pres- 
ident of Wilson Academy for many years, President of the An- 
gelica Foundry and Machine Company and Mayor of the Village 
at different periods. He was one of the committee appointed to 
construct the County buildings completed in 1883, and conceded 
to be the model buildings of the State. 


He not only kept abreast of current topics of the day but 
dove deeply into literature, philosophy and science. He had an 
intimate knowledge of Shakespeare, Scott, Dickens, and Hugo, and 
could quote at will from any of them. He was a student of the 
Bible—as his well worn copy will show—containing as it does 
original marginal notes on nearly every page. 

His opinions were sought on questions of public utility and 
personal interests and were kindly and intelligently given. 

He Joved to think—to think independently, to think problems 
out to rational, and to him at least, satisfactory conclusions. This 
included a great variety of subjects, public policy, individual wel- 
fare and religious faith. His belief in God was as wide as the 
universe. He saw God in life, nature and every created thing. 

Mr. Brown was'a man of great k-ndness of heart. Trouble 
and suffering of any kind appealed to him. Many a man and 
woman facing a hard winter, received a receipted bill for gro- 
ceries and medicines in place of a smarting dun which they had 
reason to expect. His modesty was innate, his generosity spon- 
taneous, and nothing disturbed him more than to be discovered 
in his benefactions. 

In accordance with Mr. Brown's often expressed request the 
funeral service was strictly private. One who knew him well 
read selections from favorite authors which he had marked and 
often quoted. The burial was in Angelica cemetery. 

“And from its Upper Room, the Soul, 
Sees all in one United Whole.’’

. RICHARD H. CHARLES 


We regret to announce the death of Richard H. Charles, which 
took place at Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, Md., on Friday 
morning last—of heart disease; age 56. His brother went to Bal- 
timore and returned with the remains. The funeral services were 
held in St. Paul’s Church, Tuesday afternoon, Rev. J. Hendrick 
officiating. 

He was a son of Andrew Charles and Carolyn E. Hurlbut 
Charles, formerly of this place, his mother dying in 1860 and 
his father in 1869--widely and well known. 

Richard went to the front early in the war, as an army 
sutler, or storekeeper, and so continued through the war. At 
its close he returned to Angelica, and having accumulated a cap- 
ital of about $30,000, here engaged in brokerage or private bank- 
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ANGELICA 


ing business, and so continued up to recent time. As a matter 
of fact he has probably done a more extensive business in pri- 
vate discount line than any other man of. this county. In lat- 
er years he gradually stopped discounting and made perman- 
ent investment in Western lands and various stocks. 


His health has not been good for a number of years, and he 
took special care of himself, becoming a total abstainer from 
all stimulants and tobacco; eating fruit, avoiding excitements, 
and becoming moderate in all things. Three years ago he went 
to Europe, but while enjoying himself there, had an attack and 
consulted the famous Dr. Sir Morrill! McKenzie. Last year he again 
went to London but the weather was very bad there then, and he 
became so ill as to be seriously troubled as to his heart infection, 
and returned to this country. 


He stayed at Old Point Comfort, Va., awhile, then came to 
Angelica where he remained during the winter, returning to Bal- 
timore a few weeks ago. For the last few years he has lived 
about half the time in Angelica and the rest of the time in Bal- 
timore or trips from there south. It was noticed by all that dur- 
ing his last stay here Richard was more than usually quiet and 
seemed ill. The heart-engine of his system was gradually giving 
out. Technically speaking, it had valvular affection. It appears 
that about 10 days ago, feeling much worse, he went to the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital of Baltimore where the best of attention is given. 
He did not realize, however, his fatal condition, and did not write 
tc his relatives. But after examination, the chief surgeon re- 
quested the superintendent of the hospital to notify the family as 
to his condition—which was done; but before they started his 
brother received a telegram of his death. Up to the very moment 
of death, Richard did not seem to realize his danger, and his 
life ceased without any struggle or delay—suddenly, and without 
any pain, the heart stopped. It is probable that for several years 
this certain end has been approaching beyond medical care.

THE LATE WILLIAM COMMON 


Our readers who have already seen the article will be inter- 
ested in the following, written to an Elmira paper from Wellsville, 
under the date of October 15: 


Most of the readers of this journal will remember the re- 
markable failure of the First National Bank of Angelica, some- 
thing over a year and a half ago, a failure remarkable because, 
with its $100,000 capital, its supposed conservative management 
and the cashier’s reputation for strict integrity, the bank was con- 
sidered solid as the government itself. A little event that has 
just occurred here in the Surrogate’s court of Judge Farnum, viz., 
the admitting to probate of the will of William Common, has re- 
-called the old affair in a curious manner. Mr. Common was the 
heaviest stockholder in the defunct bank; he lived within twenty- 
five rods of the bank; and though the crash came with stunning 
force, affecting to a greater or less extent everyone in the entire 
community, he alone remained unmoved. Owing to his failing 
health, it was deemed advisable to keep from him if possible the 
fact of the bank wreck, since this knowledge, while it could do no 
good must have brought trouble to his remaining days and has- 
tened his end. In carrying out this plan his friends were suc- 
cessful. Although so late as a couple of days before his death, 
he had walked unaided around his yard and garden, yet to the 
last he never heard of his great loss. 

William Common was a typical character, well illustrating in 
his life a valuable class of our varied population, who, forsaking 
the home of their birth, have in this, their adopted country, by 
frugality, industry, integrity—enriched the land and won for 
themselves an honored name. One of nine children, to whom 
their parents, Robert and Elizabeth Armstrong Common, had 
given a launch just south of the Tween in the parish of Halt- 
whistle, Northumberland County, England, he was ready in 1818, 
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when a mere boy, for the wilderness of Western New York. Philip 
Church, a friend of Alexander Hamilton, the Livingstons, Van 
Renssalaers, etc., having come into possession of a large tract 
of land in the Morris Reserve, had already established his resi- 
dence on the banks of the Genesee and had opened a land office 
at a place laid out by him and to which he had given the family 
name, Angelica. To this place young Common came. The deer, 
the elk, the wolf, the bear and the panther were already here, 
and here he developed a taste for those sports and occupations 
which, practised in mature life brought to him a comfortable for- 
tune and many a fireside story of the past. Two deer and one 
wolf in one night, nine deer in one day are merely incidents re- 
called from these hunting stories. Among the many marvels of 
Indian life none seem more wonderful than the strange skill and 
endurance which enables them with the unerring accuracy of the 
bird of flight, to make their path through an unbroken wilder- 
ness. And yet it is found that even in their own peculiar province 
they can tiaim no superiority over their white successors. Mr. 
Common well illustrated this. When burying himself for a time 
in those vast forests which had not then heard the sound of the 
ax, he never knew the feeling of being lost; but went and came 
as freely as any resident in his native town. His game was hung 
up on a tree where shot; and at the end of his excursion he read- 
ily retraced his steps to every point in gathering up the proceeds 
of his hunt. Before there was a grist mill in Olean, when he was 
obliged to make meal by pounding corn in a big stone hollowed 
out, he engaged in lumbering in Pennsylvania and ran his rafts 
down the Allegany and Ohio to Cincinnati. In McKean County, 
in what has since been developed as the Bradford oil field, he 
had some 16,000 or 17,000 acres of land. As he advanced in years 
he retired from active business, still holding, however, the nom- 
inal position of vice-president of the bank at home, playing cro- 
quet and enjoying a chat with a friend. The will proves quite sat- 
isfactory to those interested, equitable and substantial provisions 
being made for all his immediate relatives. Mr. Common will 
long be remembered by his acquaintances of Western New York 
and northern Pennsylvania as an unassuming but true and genial 
friend, and a good and upright citizen. Such are some of the 
thoughts suggested by a commonplace incident in a Surrogate’s 
court.

DEATH OF MAJOR COOLEY 


Died, in Angelica, at the residence of George R. Cooley, on 
Friday last, October 14, Major John Cooley, in the 47th year of 
his age. He joined Berdman’s regiment of sharp shooters at the 
age of 17 years, and was honorably discharged after the regiment 
was so depopulated by death and exposure in the swamps in 
front of Richmond that it mustered only 50 men out of 800. He 
was next employed by the war committee of Yates, Ontario and 
Seneca Counties to drill the 148th Regiment Volunteers of Gen- 
eva, N. Y. Afterwards appointed 2nd Lieutenant of the Regiment; 
then promoted by regular grades to Major, for bravery on the 
field of battle. During the last year of the war he was detached 
from the 148th and placed in charge of a regiment of sharp shoot- 
ers, which position he held till the war closed. Six months after 
the war closed he was’ appointed yy President Lincoln 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the 13th U. S. Infantry. Was promoted to First Lieuten- 
ant and served 3 years, duriig which time he was in command 
«t Covington Barracks, Ky., Governor’s Island, New York Bay, 
and at Forts Sulley and Randall, Dakota Territory. 

After his resignation from the Regular Army he was employed 
as Assistant Chief Engineer on the Corning and Sodus Bay Rail- 
road for nearly two years; also as engineer in the construction 
of the Elmira and Ithaca Railroad. 

He then studied law and was admitted to practice. 
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The Major lived through the years of his army life often ex- 
posed to severe hardship, breaking down his naturally strong con- 
stitution, and contracted disease which cut short his life and 
brought him to an early grave. He was a brave soldier, a pleas- 
ant and genial companion; honest in his intentions, with a con- 
siderate regard for the feelings of others; patient in suffering, 
which death has relieved. 

A brother, Bruen, who died a number of years ago, also won 
honorable fame as a soldier of the Union, and suffered six 
months of torture in Andersonville. 

Mr. George Cooley is now the only surviving member of this 
family.

DEATH OF MR. GEORGE R. COOLEY 


It now becomes our unpleasant duty to record the death of 
another friend, and long-time citizen of this town, Mr. George 
R. Cooley, which occurred at his home in Beechtree, Jefferson 
County, central western Pa., on Sunday morn.ng last, in the vith 
year of his age. 

He was the last of his family, two members of which were 
valiant soldiers of the Union—one dying in the rebel prison of 
Andersonville, and the other dying here a few years ago. 

George Cooley was born in Penn Yan, th:s State, April 1, 
1830. His father was a wagon and carriage manufacturer in that 
city, and did an extensive business. He was an esteemed citizen. 
He well educated his sons. 

It happened in the course of time that he employed in his 
business amongst others, a young man named George Hancock, 
who came to form a personal friendship for him. 

Later, this George Hancock came to Angelica and entered 
into the dry goods business—which he here conducted till his 
death a few years ago. 

Shortly after Mr. Hancock’s arrival here, and in the year 
1861, his regard for his late employer in Penn Yan was such that 
he offered a clerkship in his store here to a son of his former 
employer, and this is how George Cooley came to Angelica to 
live. He remained in Mr. Hancock’s employ till the latter’s de- 
cease. 

At the time of the original projection of our railroad, over 20 
years ago, he was engaged in certain preliminary work upon that 
—such as assisting in getting right-of-way, etc., and later, when 
the enterprise was revived, he was again for a considerable per- 
iod employed in similar important work along the entire line. 
And in this confidential labor he ever proved competent and 
trustworhy. 

Soon after coming to Angelica he married Miss Emily Car- 
penter of this place—which proved a happy union. Two children 
—a son, John M. and daughter, Linnie—were born of this mar- 
tiage. 

As is common to all parents, when his children arrived at 
years of maturity his thoughts were for their future welfare. 
Though not possessed of means to help them—as is the impulse 
of every right-minded parent—by nature they had the ability and 
ambition and self-reliance to go resolutely forward in a well- 
planned course: The daughter graduating with credit at the Buf- 
falo hospital school, as a professional nurse; and the son grad- 
uating with honor in the Medical College of New York. He lived 
1o see them both most happily and in substantial things well mar- 
ried; the son established in prosperous business and winning hon- 
crable and popular reputation; the daughter a mother of three 
girls. ;

We regret to announce the death of Mr. Smith Davis. 
He died at 10:40 Saturday night. 


Smith Davis was born in Morris, Otsego County, October 7, 
1808. He came to Angelica in the autumn of 1816. He married 
for his first wife, Miss Prudence N. Wright, of Greenwich, Sep- 
tember 238, 1834. After her death, he married on October 30, 
1873, Miss Jane E. Kendrick of Hillsdale, Mich., by whom he had 
one child, a daughter, who with the widow survives. 

Mr. Davis taught school when he first came to Angelica. Af- 
ter awhile he went to Rochester and engaged in the mercantile 
business. Later he returned to Angelica, and went into the same 
business here with Mr. A. J. Wright, in a store where the brick 
drug store now is. They so continued for a number of years. 
Subsequently Mr. Davis, with Mr. H. Huntley, bought the Joncy 
Grist Mill, which they successfully conducted a number of years, 
when they sold to Messrs. Blair & Franklin: this was about twenty 
years ago. Mr. Davis then became connected with the First 
National Bank of Angelica, and was its President to its close. 

He was County Treasurer from 1847 to 1854, inclusive. 

Mr. Smith Davis was a man of unblemished reputation and 
had a character as pure as the driven snow.

DAWSON D. DICKSON 


The death of Dawson D. Dickson, despite his four score and 
three years, brings to residents of Allegany County a sense of 
shock and a sincere feeling of loss. This reaction comes alike 
not only to those who knew him in his profession, but to those 
who enjoyed his dignified graciousness in social circles; his kind 
and liberal Christianity in the church and his never-failing readi- 
mess to aid any civic venture which promised better things for 
all the people. 


Mr. Dickson’s life story is typical of the age in which he 
lived. Born of hard working parents on a humble farm in Ire- 
land, early in life he knew sorrow, in the death of his father. 
Faced with a difficult lot in a country torn by internal and ex- 
ternal strife, he came, with his mother and an older brother, to 
America, the land of promise. 

Here he found that which he sought so eagerly—opportunity, 
education, freedom of worship and of speech and a chance to de- 
velop his God-given heritage of a clear mind and natural ability 
in the profession which he chose to follow. 


The success which he found was built on hard work. First, 
as a student at Genesee Wesleyan Seminary from where: he was 
graduated June 21, 1882, and later in law offices where knowledge 
came through endless hours of reading and study culminating in 
examination and admission to the bar. 


Two years after he started his law practice, Mr. Dickson 
was married to Frances Jane Shaw in Arlington, N. J. For 41 
years they found perfect happiness together in their Angelica 
home, raising their family and working side by side as the young 
lawyer won his way to prominence in Western New York. Death 
entered their lives in November, 1920, when Mrs. Dickson was 
taken. 

In a half century of legal practice he won for himself respect 
of judges; respect of clients and respect of opposing counsel. 
He was known throughout Western New York as an attorney who 
hit hard but fairly; as an opponent dangerous in verbal duels and 
a lawyer who belived and fought for justice and the integrity 
of law and court. 

One of the finest tributes ever paid to Mr. Dickson came from 
the lips of Judge Thomas Dowd of Salamanca when he said: 

“Dawson Dickson has one rule which all attorneys might 
well follow. It is: ‘Never ask a jury to believe a witness unless 
you believe him yourself. No lawyer has a moral right to ask a 
jury to do something that the lawyer himself, sitting on the jury, 
wouldn’t do’.”’ 

Mr. Dickson’s characteristic integrity was a part of his whole 
life—his everyday life. It was a part of his heart and applied to 
his own thinking and his own decisions. Never willing himself 
to make quick judgment, he thought out his own problems, 
-reached his own opinions and fought for his own convictions. 

This attribute finds its own outstanding expression in the days 
when he elected to stand with Theodore Roosevelt and the Pro- 
gressive branch of the Republican Party. It was a difficult de- 
cision. He had to break from a party on whose ticket he had 
served as supervisor for 14 years and the party for which he had 
been a diligent worker. 

But Mr. Dickson fought not for organization—he voted for 
men and principles. His decision to break over party lines in 
this bitter conflict meant much to a country lawyer, but he fol- 
lowed the dictates of his own heart and served the Progressive 
Party not alone as diligent worker, but as national and state con- 
vention delegate as well. He had remained true to his own con- 
victions and in doing so kept his own self-respect and won the 
sincere respect of many in the opposition camp. 

He found time also to give of his wise counsel and clear 
thinking to his banking business. His loss will be keenly felt by 
associates in the Bank of Angelica where he served as president 
and the First Trust Company of Wellsville where he had been 
& director for 13 years.

He gave freely of his time to many civic ventures and served 
several terms as president of the Allegany County Bar Associa- 
tron. He was also Angelica village and town attorney. 


Mr. Dickson started his legal career in a partnership with 
the late Frank Sullivan Smith, widely known in New York State 
and at one time a member of the board of law examiners. This 
contact was never broken and when Mr. Smith became receiver of 
P.S.&N. Railrcad, Mr. Dickson was named legal advisor, a posi- 
tion which he held at the time of death. 

The spirit of the good Christian rounded out his full life. 

All these—the country lawyer, the independent politician, the 
patriotic citizen and the Christian—made Dawson Dickson the 
man beloved and respected by his fellow men. Dignity without 
arrogance; determination without stubbornness; victory without 
braggadocio; defeat without rancor; love of church, home and 
family without display, and wit without unkindness were his her- 
itage to us who follow. 


The funeral was held from the late home Sunday afternoon 


at 2 o’clock, the Rev. Alfred Gross of the Angelica Methodist 
Episcopal Church officiating. Burial was in ‘‘Until the Day 
Dawn”’ Cemetery.

5. HALLER EGGLESTON LEAVES ANGELICA AFTER 45 YEARS 


One of the conspicuous citizens of Angelica now leaves this 
place after nearly a half a century of residence, and the occasion 
is one that calls for more than ordinary notice. 

Many years ago, Jonathan S. Eggleston, then a young physi- 
cian, moved westward from his home in the State of Vermont, to 
Palmyra, then a promising town of western New York, and there 
began the practice of medicine. He was a regular graduate of 
the allopathic school. He came of an old and worthy American 
family. He married an estimable lady of Palmyra. Miss Han- 
nah A. Payne, and lived there the remainder of his days. sa 
physician he won and easily maintained first rank in the city of 
his adoption, and prospered. Socially, Dr. and Mrs. Eggleston 
moved in the best circles. The Doctor died many years ago, in 
1845 and the widow survived him till three years ago, when she 
died, aged 84; born in Tioga County in 1808, and living in Pal- 
myra from 1825. 


To Mr. and Mrs. Eggleston were born six sons, two of whom 
now survive, namely; one living in Philadelphia, and the subject 
of this sketch, J. HALLER EGGLESTON, 
was born in Palmyra, September 13, 1829, and was therefore 67 
years old last birthday; or as the saying is ‘‘67 years young.’ In 
youth he was short and small and the increasing years have little 
changed him—height 5 feet 3 inches and weight 96 pounds. 4 

He was not rugged, and so the light profession of jeweler Was: 
settled on for him; he was apprenticed and learned that trade. 

He came here Dec. 8, 1851. After a few months Blanchard 
sold out this store to him on very easy terms as he happened to 
take a fancy to Eggleston. 


He was Town Clerk of Angelica 36 years, from 1857, except 
one year, and in that year, he did most of the work for Alonzo 
Chamberlain, who was elected (for fun). i 


He was one of the charter members of the A. O. U. W. Lodge, 
No. 234, organzied here in 1879, and has been the recorder except 
one year. 


In 1863 he was appointed by Provost Marshal Samuel M. Har- 
mon of the 27th Disi. at Elmira, enrolling officer and special dep- 
uty for the town of Angelica, and served to the close of enlist- 
ments, one and a half years. At the time, Angelica paid as high 
as $500 bounty for recruits. He put in 28 recruits. 

Eggleston served as deputy ‘and also as book-keeper and con- 
fidential secretary for Sheriff Ste. N. Bennett, cf this county, 
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1873-6, and likewise for his successor in said office, William H. 
Withey, 1876-9. 

He has served as inspector of election many years. In fact, 
the name of J. Haller Eggleston has been on local tickets, in some 
form, most of the time during more than 40 years, including 
the election last held, March 2nd, when he was once more elec- 
ted inspector.

MAJ. M. L. ENGLE IS CALLED AWAY 


The spirit of Major M. L. Engle took its flight to the Great 
Beyond Saturday, April 25, 1908, at 8:30 a.m., at Lisbon. 

In the early days he was chairman of the board of county 
commissioners. During his tenure of office no scheme which was 
brought before the board ever prospered, if it had not the ele- 
ments of fair and square dealings for all the county. His atti- 
tude was one of fearlessness and courage and he was always 
ready to refer to the records, whenever any of his actions were 
called in question. In the fall of 1890 his friends elected him to 
the State Senate, where he served a four year term. 

The Major was born in Angelica, Allegany County, N. Y., Sep- 
tember 4, 1843, being at the time of his decease 65. 

On May 20, 1874, he was joined in marriage to C. Winifred 
Robinson of Friendship, who together with one son, Floyd, lives 
to mourn the loss of a kind, devoted, loving husband and father. 

In early life before he came west he was engaged in the mer- 
cantile and brokerage business. Coming to North Dakota he ea- 
gaged in farming very extensively, owning considerable land 
around the town which was named for him (Englevale). Shortly 
after his coming to Lisbon he became active in organizing the 
Masonic Lodge in this city and assisted in giving its name, ‘‘Shey- 
enne Valley’’. He became one of the charter members, having 
transferred by card from Alleghany Lodge 225, F. & A. M., of 
Friendship. He was also a member of Ivanhoe Commandery 
Knights Templar, which institution visited him in a body at his 
home on Easter Sunday and with each member thereof as he 
passed down the line he shook hands as if bidding the Knights a 
long farewell. 

The Major’s body was brought to Angelica and laid to rest 
in ‘“‘Until the Day Dawn’’ Cemetery.

CALVIN FAIRBANK, MARTYR 


The life story of one of the most remarkable Americans of 
the century, the contemporary of Wendell Phillips and William 
Lloyd Garrison, how he lived and how he died a few days ago in 
Angelica, N. Y. 


The Rev. Calvin Fairbank, Abolitionist, friend of Abraham 
Lincoln, Wendell Phillips, Horace Greeley, and Frederick Doug- 
lass, and one of the most conspicuous figures in the anti-slavery 
agitation a generation ago, died at his home in the quaint and his- 
toric old village of Angelica, this county, on the morning of Octo- 
ber 12th, aged 82 years. Death resulted from hemorrhage, and 
his heart ceased to beat before the doctor could reach his home. 
‘The story of his life reads life a fairy tale. He freed forty-seven 
slaves from bondage and guided them toward the North Star. As 
& penalty he was twice sentenced to State’s Prison in Kentucky 
and in all served seventeen years. During his twelve year term 
he was flogged almost every day and received more than 35,000 
jashes on his bare body, the marks of which he carried to his 
grave. While in prison he was humiliated, spat upon, made to 
toil as hard every day as ever a slave was, reviled and cursed 
hut never cowed. He had the courage of a Spartan. Than this 
young minister of the gospel, fresh from college, the negro slave 
had no warmer friend. He believed that slavery was wrong and 
he had the courage of his convictions. Bravery such as he dis- 
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played for the emancipation of the slave would have won the 
Victoria Cross on other battlefields. 

In the village in which this sketch was written, in 1851, Mr. 
Fairbank narrowly escaped being mobbed for denouncing the 
Fugitive Slave Law. He spoke in the Methodist Church and his 
fiery denunciation of the measure provoked the wrath of friends 
of President Fillmore and they decided to rotten egg the speaker. 
But his boldness and the protection of a few Abolitionists, who 
rushed to the altar, saved him from that disgrace. That is what 
it Meant to be an Abolitionist in the State of New York in 1851. 
Years after, on his return, the men who threatened him asked his 
forgiveness. 

Calvin Fairbank came of good English stock. His parents 
lived in Vermont at the breaking out of the War of 1812, in which 
his father served, and at the close of which he moved his family 
to Pike, then Allegany County, now Wyoming, and then considered 
on the frontier. There on November 3, 1816, in a log cabin in the 
forest, Mr. Fairbank was born. 

“My earliest recollections,’’ he said, ‘‘carry me back to the 
forests filled with wolves howling about our lonely cabin, the 
trees so near, that falling toward it, they often crashed upon its 
roof.’’ His parents were devout Methodists and leaders in relig- 
ious work among the pioneers who built cabins and cleared up 
farms near them. He was a handsome youth, tall, lithe and pos- 
sessed wonderful physical strength and endurance. When a boy 
of 12 he accompanied his parents to a revival in Rushford, a few 
miles away. and the family spent the night at the home of a 
pair of escaped slaves. After the service was over they sat about 
the log fire and Hstened to the story of cruelty and suffering re- 
lated by the woman. It covered a period of thirty years. She 
had been separated from her husband and family and all ties 
broken. The boy could not sleep that night; the story haunted 
him like a nightmare. From that moment he hated slavery and 
as he grew older the hatred increased until it became a consum- 
ing passion. He was all but a fanatic. 

His first opportunity to help the slaves came in the Spring of 
1837, when he was 21 years old. He went down the river on a 
lumber raft from Olean to Cincinnati. On the Virginia side of 
the Ohio River he saw a negro with an ax on his shoulder on his 
way to cut wood. He hailed him from the raft and asked if he 
wanted freedom. Answered in the affirmative, he ran the raft 
up close to the bank and the slave jumped on and was landed on 
the Ohio side, placed in safe hands and years later Mr. Fairbank 
met him in Detroit and learned that he owned a fine farm near 
that city, was happy and prosperous. On this trip he helped 
eight other slaves across the river in safety and placed them with 
abolitionists to send them north on the underground railroad. 
One family of seven was taken across the river at night in a 
skiff. Helen Payne, one of the slaves he assisted, was the daugh- 
ter of her master, and is now the wife of a wealthy resident in 
New York. During the next year he assisted twelve slaves to 
escape, was pursued, but escaped to Lawrenceburg, Ind. He made 
two dangerous trips across the Ohio River on a log and each 
time took with him a negro to free soil. One of the slaves who 
crossed on a log with him was John Hamilton, who afterward be- 
came a State Senator in North Carolina, and was assassinated 
during the Ku Klux troubles. 

In May, 1843, Mr. Fairbank found among the prisoners de- 
tained in the jail at Lexington, Ky., a beautiful girl, a daughter 
of her master, and only one-sixty-fourth African. She had long 
flowing hair, beautiful features and form, was an accomplished 
scholar and musician and showed no trace of African descent. 
Her master’s wife was jealous of her beauty and accomplishments 
because that slave girl excelled her own daughters, and was 
bound to get rid of her. So the girl was detained in jail until the 
day of the sale, about a week later. Mr. Fairbank learned these 
facts from the jailer and talked with the girl, who pleaded with 
him to free her. He promised to do the best he could. He was 
roused as never before and hurried to Cincinnati and consulted 
the noted Abolitionists there. Salmon P. Chase gave $200, Sam- 
uel Lewis $500, Nichclas Longworth, a millionaire, gave $1,000 
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ANGELICA 


and in two days a fund of $2,275 had been collected for the pur- 
pose of buying the girl. Mr. Fairbank was also authorized to 
draw on Longworth and others to the amount of $25,000 on the 
cay of the sale if it became necessary. i 


Thousands had heard of the great beauty of the girl to be of- 
fered and waited impatiently for the auctioneer to place her on 
the block. The bidding started off at $250 and it was lively. 
When $1,000 was reached the bidders had all dropped out except 
Mr. Fairbank and a low-browed, evil-looking Frenchman from 
Wew Orleans, who desired the girl for a mistress. When Mr. 
Fairbank had bid $1,450 and the Frenchman hesitated, the bru- 
tal auctioneer began tearing off the girl’s clothing until she stood 
naked. ‘‘Who is going to lose such a chance? Here’s a girl fit to 
be mistress to a King,’’ he shouted. A murmur of ‘‘Shame!”’ 
ran through the audience and the society women present bowed 
their heads. Fairbank, in a mood for shooting the auctioneer, 
bid $1,485, and the Frenchman weakened. When the auctioneer’s 
hammer fell the third time, the girl fainted,. and when the 
crowd learned that Mr. Fairbank was buying her to set her free, 
a great shout went up. The woman is today the wife of a prom- 
inent Cincinnati citizen, and none but her husband and a few 
close friends know that she was ever a slave and sold on an auc- 
tion block to the highest bidder. 


The incident occurred while Mr. Fairbank was a student at 
the Oberlin, O., College from which he was graduated the next 
year. For aiding slaves to escape from bondage, Mr. Fairbank 
was arrested shortly after leaving college and sentenced to fifteen 
years in the prison at Frankfort, Ky. Friends in Boston and 
other cities made strong efforts to secure his pardon. His father 
went from Allegany County to intercede with the Governor of 
Kentucky. Whiie at Lexington he was attacked by cholera, then 
raging there, died and was buried by strangers in a strange land. 
Two months after his father’s death, after serving five years, 
Governor Crittenden pardoned Mr. Fairbank and he went North 
to rest and recuperate. He lectured in many cities and towns 
and did all in his power to awaken sympathy for the slave. This 
tour brought him in contact with Wendell Phillips, William Lloyd 
Garrison, and other noted Abolitionists. He was untiring in his 
efforts of sowing the seed that brought forth the whirlwind a few 
years later. 


In the Fall of 1851, Mr. Fairbank, at the earnest wish of his 
mother, started South to bring home to Allegany County his fath- 
er’s body which lay in a grave in the Lexington Cemetery, where 
At Cincinnati he found the weather too warm for 
the purpose and decided to wait a few weeks before proceeding 
to Lexington. During that time he was arrested in Indiana for 
assisting a slave to escape. In defiance of law the Indiana sher- 
iff gave him up to the Kentucky sheriff and he was kidnapped 
across to Kentucky. After a mock trial in which he made a mas- 
terly defense of his case, he was sentenced to fifteen years at 
hard labor in the penitentiary at Frankfort. His crime was as- 
sisting in the escape of a beautiful young woman who was to be 
sold on the block and sent down the river. For attempting to 
break jail before the trial, Mr. Fairbank was placed in irons. 
The feeling against him was intense and he was given the hardest 
possible tasks to perform. The prison was run by the keeper 
for the purpose of making a fortune out of the prisoners who 
were overworked and underfed. When Mr. Fairbank, who was 
known as the ‘‘Yankee nigger stealer’, did not accomplish an 
impossible amount of work, he was flogged with a rawhide soaked 
in water. During eight years, by actual count, Mr. Fairbank re- 
ceived more than 35,000 lashes on the bare back. Once he re- 
ceived 280 in one day and was carried away insensible. Laura 
Faviland, a noted Abolitionist, at the risk of her life and against 
the wishes of her friends carried money and food to him. The 
feeling against Abolitionists was so intense in Kentucky that even 
if he had wished to do so, the Governor would not have dared to 
Pardon him. Mr. Fairbank’s wonderful vitality and muscular 
strength saved his life though he was often tempted to destroy 
himseif.

Three times Confederate soldiers visited the jail for the pur- 
pose of hanging him. Twice he was saved by a loyal keeper 
who hid him, and the third time he grabbed an ax and dared the 
soldiers to attack him. They admired his courage so much that 
they spared his life. When he entered the prison he weighed 180 
pounds. One year later he weighed 117 pounds. On April 16, 
1864, he was released on a personal request from President Lin- 
coln by the acting Governor R. T. Jacobs, in the absence of the 
Governor who had been summoned to Washington. After twelve 
years of misery and suffering, the years that should have been 
the best of his life, the years in which his classmates at college 
were winning fame and fortune, he was free again. When he 
stepped on Ohio soil, he knelt down, kissed the ground, and de- 
voutly thanked God. The year previous to his imprisonment the 
second time, he became engaged to Miss Mandana Tileston of 
Williamsburg, Mass., a noble young woman. When he was sent 
to prison he wrote that he would release her from their engage- 
ment. “If you outlive your term, if I marry any man, it will be 
Calvin Fairbank,’’ was the answer he received. Miss Tileston 
left her home in Williamsburg and went to Oxford, O., to teach 
school in order to be near him, and to nurse him back to health 
when he was free again. Her hopeful letters did much to keep 
up his courage and the money she sent him bought many com- 
forts that were denied less fortunate prisoners. She visited him 
several times and was untiring in trying to secure a pardon for 
him. ‘‘What an example of true womanhood. What an instance 
of constancy, devoted affection, and seif-sacrificing spirit, which 
is the true ornament of the gentler sex, the rare exhibition of 
which in these degenerate days, makes the illustrious instance 
stand out in transcendent beauty and holiness.’’ A few weeks 
after he walked out of the prison they were married. 


After the wedding Mr. and Mrs. Fairbank visited Washing- 
ton and other cities. Their story had preceded them and every- 
where they went they were given an ovation. At Washington Mr. 
Fairbank preached before President Lincoln and family, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and many Congressmen. Wherever he went 
in the North he was hailed as a martyr. For several years he 
was employed in missionary work in Richmond and New York. 
Later he went to Massachusetts, where Mrs. Fairbank passed 
uway on September 29, 1876. 


After her death, Mr. Fairbank returned to Allegany County 
and located at Angelica. And there a few years later he was 
married to a very worthy woman. His declining years were hap- 
ry enough. He received an annuity from a society organized for 
the purpose and every wish he expressed was gratified. I spent 
a delightful afternoon with him last autumn. He was gray and 
bent, but his spirit was as hopeful and cheerful as ever. He re- 
viewed the scenes in which he had taken so active a part and 
thanked God that he had lived to see the slave pen and the 
auction block wiped away. For those who oppressed and perse- 
cuted him he expressed no bitterness; his heart was softened to- 
ward all mankind. He was an educated man, fond of books, and 
a thinker. His book, ‘‘How the Way was Prepared,’’ met with 
a large sale. He came of a long-lived family, his mother died 
at 96. Ile had been enjoying fair health all summer. The morning 
he died, he was active and cheerful, and had been working in 
his garden the previous day. Just a week before he died he 
wrote to his sister, who lives in Bolivar: ‘‘I am packed up, ready 
to go when the signal comes. Goodbye.’’ It was the first time 
he had ever written ‘‘good-bye”’ to her. Perhaps he had a pre- 
monition of the end. In deferetice to the old martyr’s request, 
the funeral services were very simple. 


One of the mourners was an ex-slave, who wept as if his heart 
would break. The body was laid away in Angelica cemetery, where 
sieep many of the first settlers of the county, friends of his boy- 
hood. When the gravel rattled on the coffin lid rain began to fall 
gently and the minister, as he walked away, involuntarily ;e- 
peated, ‘‘Blessed are the dead that the rain rained on’’ —John P. 
Herrick, in Buffalo Sunday Courier, Correspondence dated, Boli- 
var, New York, October 20, 1898,

SKETCH OF MR. P. M. FISH 


He was born in Dunston, Windom County, Vermont, Novem- 
ber 6, 1825, his father, Jason Fish, being a farmer. : 


He had an older brother named Frederick, who had been 
down to this place to see an uncle, Lot Merriam; then returned 
ta Vermont. 


Frederick brought so good a report of this country that in the 
Spring of 1842 P. M. Fish was induced to come here with him. 
They arrived in Angelica on the 11th day of June of that year— 
and though Frederick stayed but a short time, Prescott M. has 
continued here to the present time; and four weeks hence he 
may celebrate the semi-centennial anniversary of his residence in 
Angelica. 

Liking the place, he decided to remain. He was then only 17 
years old, but had served an apprenticeship at wagon and car- 
tiage ironing work, in Vermont. He began work at once, having 
a chance to hire an old blacksmith shop and tools of Aaron Wick- 
ham, on the corner of lot where Wallace Lyon now lives. He be- 
gan work on the 6th of July. 

In the summer of 1844 he bought the corner lot where he now 
1s, and in the Fall and Winter built his present blacksmith stop, 
in which he began business in Feb., 1845. 

The additional part for woodworking was built five years la- 
ter, for a Mz. Wood—whose wife subsequently dying ‘ec decided 
to. go elsewhere; so Mr. Fish then bought that building in which 
he began business in Feb., 1845, 

In those early days there was a few years considerable 
through teaming between Smethport, Pa., to Mt. Morris and 
Rochester—north and south; also between Olean and Bath and 
Albany, through here—east and west; —by that corner where 
Fish’s shop was, which location at that time gave promise of be- 
coming, perhaps, in time, some of the most valuable business 
property real estate in the town—or, as then thought, possibly fu- 
ture city. But the laying out of a park up-town, and location 
of county buildings there, caused business to concentrate uptown. 

The large amount of wheeling in those times, forty years ago, 
made very busy days and nights in the Fish shops; shoeing hor- 
ses, mending broken iron and wood work on vehicles. But he was 
honest and worked cheap—too much so for his own pocket-book. 

Right here we want to stop a moment in this brief narrative, 
to observe as in parenthesis, that really it does sometimes seem 
as though reward for toil in this world is in some conspicuous 
instances out of all proportion to the coin remuneration got in 
other lines of toil. For instance a lawyer may perhaps gather 
into his hands above $50,000 in some big Will contests (perhaps 
several times that), and many may reap half that annually—a 
sum as great as perhaps twenty men in other fields of toil may 
be able to glean in an entire lifetime. But you need not alone 
take lawyers for this illustration, but men of various professions, 
who wear fine clothes and live luxuriously. 

Mr. Fish after a few years, when job work was less pressing, 
began to occasionally make a wagon or a carriage, and thus de- 
veloped this branch of his present business. 

He got into the livery business in this way: 

In 1862 he took a horse on a poor debt, and soon afterward 
he also got on a deal a pair of yoke-cattle, being a stag and bull, 
which he traded for a horse with David Jennings, giving him $25 
to boot. He has continued in the livery business also, during the 
30 years since that time. 

In politics Mr. Fish was a Democrat up to the time the Re- 
publican party was born, and has since that exciting political 
period rernained an unswerving Republican. 

As to domestic affairs: He was united in marriage to Miss 
Angeline Way, January 1, 1845. And three sons now in manhood 
are with them—Jason, Lewis and May. The two former have al- 
ways worked in the business, Lewis doing the trimming, while 
7ason turns his hands to most anything around the premises need- 
ing to be done. May helps occasionally. 
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During the last few years Mr. Fish has not worked much him- 
self, but has passed his time more easily. He has well earned 
rest.in his declining years. 


Jason, though the youngest of the three brothers, is now prac- 
tically in charge of the business. He says that they have sold 14 
new vehicles already this season and that they expect to turn out 
at least 25 more new jobs this year.

The grandparents of C. N. Flenagin lived in Chanceford, 
York County, Pa., where his father, James Flenagin, was born 
in 1803. When the latter was nine years old he removed with 
his parents to Seneca, Ontario County, this State. Six years 
thereafter, in 1818, the family came to the place now known as 
Hume, this county, being pioneer settlers of that town, which was 
at that time an unbroken wilderness. 


At the age of 27, James Flenagin married Miss Julia A. Per- 
kins, and they commenced housekeeping on a small farm about 
two miles from what is now Hume village. Miss Perkins was a 
lady of small stature, and whose many virtues and sterling char- 
ucter we find happily reflected in her son. Both were members 
of the Free Will Baptist Church of Hume, at an early age. There 
were born from this union three children, Margaret W. (who yet 
survives), now w:fe of Philo E. Doud, of Birdsall; Ichabod and 
Charles N, Flenagin, now both deceased. 


It may as well be here stated that after the death of his most 
estimable wife (the mother of Charles), which occurred in 1860, 
after a most happy union of thirty years, James Flenagin mar- 
ried Mary S. Nye, of Erie County, who died six years ago. One 
child was born from this union—Ruel C. (half-brother of Charles), 
who is now married and a farmer, in Centerville. 


The subject of our sketch was born September 29, 1839. From 
his earliest years he possessed those winning ways which char- 
acterized the man, and parents never had a more dutiful child 
than was Charles. His father tells us he does not remember of 
ever striking him but one blow, and he has always thought he 
would apologize for even that when a favorable opportunity of- 
fered! 


He was apt in his studies and at an early age was sent to the 
academy at Rushford, where he remained for several terms. 
Among his academic associates we would name—Dr. O. T. Stacy 
of Rushford, W. Bement, Esq., of Cuba, Hon. Henry M. Teller, 
now U. S. Senator from Colorado, Rev. Mr. Stevens. presiding 
Elder of the M. E. Church, Olean District, Dr. Finley of Frank- 
linville, Dr. Hanks, recently of Arcade, Hiram Coats, Esq., of 
Wellsville, Rev. P. A. Meade, of Angelica, and others. 

Subsequently he attended the Genesee Conference Seminary 
et Pike, Wyoming County, from which institution he graduated 
in 1859, at the age of 20, qualified to enter college as a Sopho- 
more. 

Though reared upon a farm and a descendant of rugged pion- 
eers, his desires were of a literary nature, and in pursuance of 
his ambition, he went to Hillsdale, Mich., with the intention of 
entering the college of that place, but for some reason he changed 
his plans on arriving there, and went to Nauvoo, IIll., where he 
went to teaching school. After a few months he tired of this, and 
wrote to his father to send his rifle, as he had decided to go to 
Fike’s Peak—he having caught the ‘‘Pike’s Peak fever’’, which 
swept over the country at that timé. Providence here seemed to 
intervene—another course was marked out for this young man 
than a life on the Western plains. The rifle was expressed, but di- 
rectly afterward he received tidings from his father that his 
mother had died, and he was therefore induced to return home. 

The following year he began the study of law in the office of 
E. E. Harding, Esq., of Hume. He had thought some of following 
the medical profession, but finally decided in favor of the law. 

Those characteristics which have made him so popular with 
the public all these years, were early noticed and rewarded. The 
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second year while studying law he was chosen town clerk of 
Hume; also for a second term; and in ’63, without any effort of 
his own he was appointed to a clerkship in the lower House of our 
Legislature, and promoted to a clerkship in the Senate the follow- 
ing year. 

He was not idle while in Albany, performing these duties, but 
improved his spare hours by studious application, and was thus 
enabled in this latter year to receive his diploma and be admitted 
to practice in the Courts of the State. 


And now occurred to him the most interesting and happy 
incident in his life. While attending the Seminary at Pike he be- 
came acquainted with one who was destined to be his life part- 
ner. This acquaintance ripened with time, and in the Springtime 
of 1865—May 18th, he was united in the bonds of matrimony, at 
Pittstown, Rensselaer County, to Miss Elizabeth Jane Abbott, 
daughter of Dr. Abbott, of Pike, now deceased. One child only 
was born to them, and that died in infancy. 


He then went down to Albany and bought.a library, and 
opened a law office of his own in Hume. As a rule young law- 
yers expect to live on faith, for the first two or three years after 
being ready to practice, and get only occasional nibbles at the 
purses of their unfortunate fellowmen; but this was not the case 
with Charles. He had a splendid practice from the very start. 

As showing certain of his characteristics, we will relate an 
incident or two. His father gave him $1,000 and a fine horse, 


. worth $150 at this time, to “‘set him up’”’ in business; also $100 to 


buy law books. The horse was a very fine one, and his neighbors, 
finding they could always get it for the asking, at last got to 
using it pretty much all the time, so that it was fast being utter- 
ly used up. So the old gentleman remarked to Charley that he 
might perhaps as well let him drive the horse as anybody else!— 
which was assented to, and so the horse was finally brought 
home from its last borrower—and a worse looking animal was 
rarely seen. But with proper care it was all right by the next 


Spring when the old gentleman bought it back for $100! 


As showing his modesty in those early days—when he had any 
case to try against any of his particular friends, he would often 


_ send down to Angelica and have James S. Green, Esq. (now 
Judge), come up and try the case for him. 

Thus the years rolled on. 

His universal popularity with the public at large, early 


brought him into prominence, and without any effort of his own, 
he was sought out and chosen as one of the standard-bearers of 
the Republican Party, whose principles he ever maintained, and 
with which party he was ever associated. 

In ’65 and again in ’69 he was chosen Justice, resigning in the 
latter year, having been elected to the Assembly; being chosen 
the second year without opposition, receiving it is said, about 
5,000 majority, being the largest ever given for a candidate for 
that office in Allegany County. 

He was for a number of years Attorney for the Board of Ex- 
cise Commissioners for the county; a position he held while that 
office lasted. He was chosen Supervisor of Hume two years. 

His course was ever onward and upward—seemingly without 
effort of his own. In 1874 he was elected District Attorney of 
Allegany County, and six years ago this present month he came 
to Angelica with his wife, and made this his home. He formed 
a law partnership with Hon. D. P. Richardson to which Frank S. 
Smith was subsequently admitted, the firm name then becoming 
‘Richardson, Flenagin & Smith’’,—which has become known as 
one of the strongest law firms in this part of the State. 

He was re-elected District Attorney for the second term, 
which expired with 1880, in 1877 distinguishing himself in a 
marked degree in the successful prosecution of the Hendryx mur- 
der case. 

Last year he was elected Supervisor of this town, and was 
re-elected this Spring without opposition, his name heading both 
tickets. : 

At our recent corporation election he was elected one of the 
Trustees—and by the Board chosen as President of our village.

The family of C. N. Flenagin has lately consisted of himself 
and his wife; his wife’s widowed mother, Mrs. Abbott; and his 
venerable father—a gentleman, we would remark, in passing, of 
many estimable qualities—a consistent Christian, an indulgent 
parent; a man of few words, who thinks much more than he 
taiks. In his younger days he was quite a military man (which 
his modest demeanor hardly indicates), and he has held every po- 
sition, from Corporal to Colonel, excepting orderly sergeant, be- 
ing promoted from merit.

DANIEL DENNISON GARDINER 
During the years of our residence in this town and county, 
as a journalist we have had many sad duties to perform, but 
none more so than the one now before us. 


The announcement of the death of the veteran Treasurer, 
Daniel Dennison Gardiner—which, occurred at his home in this 
place at 1 p.m., Sunday—caused keen and deep personal sorrow 
and regret throughout Aliegany County. where in a lifetime of 
public service he had come to be as familiarly known and as 
warmly esteemed as within the township of his adoption. 

He was born in Eaton, Madison County, this State, March 2, 
1824—and his burial in this town of his adoption, 
the 69th anniversary of his birth. 


today, was 


He was of noble American ancestry; his paternal ancestcr, 
Lyman Gardiner, being a son of Daniel Dennison (6), son of 
William, of Joseph, of John, of David, who was a son of Lion 
Gardiner: of Gardiner’s Island, and of colonial fame. 


His mother’s maiden name was Eunice Otis—descendant of 
the family of whom were John Otis, a distinguished patriot and 
orator of the Revolution, and Harrison Gray Otis, an eminent 
citizen of Massachusetts. 


He came from his native home to Angelica, with his parents, 
when 12 years old. 


His father was a mill-wright by trade. and at that time— 
1836—this place gave promise of a prosperous future. 

Mr. Alpha Morse—also formerly of Eaton—had married a 
sister of his father, and one of the Hull brothers had married 
a sister of the former. So it was, that when the Hull brothers 
and Mr. Apha Morse came to Angelica and formed a partner- 
ship to conduct a woolen and gristmill business here (at Joncy), 
they naturally planned to have Lyman Gardiner erect the build- 
ings. 

The young man Daniel Dennison Gardiner was studious 
and very correct in his habits. There were large families in those 
days—he was the 2d child in a family of 14—and early he planned 
to be useful and self-reliant in life. 


He at first thought he would become a physician, and took 
a course of medical studies at the Allopathic Institution, he grad- 
uated and received his diploma. But about that time his father 
died, at Nunda, and he being made executor of the estate his 
time for awhile was occupied with these duties. 

At this time he became acquainted with Mr. H. Huntley, and 
they entered into a general store partnership at Fillmore, town of 
Hume—then a busy trading point on the canal. They so continued 
about two years, when Mr. Gardiner returned to Angelica. 

He was with Mr. Smith Davis for a time, in his store then 
standing on the present postoffice site (the store later burned): 
and afterward he engaged in tlhe grocery business for himself, 
end his winning ways soon won him a prosperous patronage. 

So it was that he got into business pursuits, and he never 
made any use of his medical profession, except 
years ago, when summoned in consultation. 

The late Mr. Smith Davis was appointed Treasurer of this 
county by the Board of Supervisors, in the year 1846, and in the 
following year was elected to said office under the new State 
Constitution, which changed the manner of choosing county treas- 
urers from annua! appointment, as before, by Boards of Super- 
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visors, to election by the people, for periods of three years. Mr. 
Davis (a Democrat of better sort—and a most estimable citizen), 
was re-elected for a second term, and would have been elected 
for a third term had he desired the office, but his health being 
poor he desired to take a trip to Florida. So—as the gentleman 
remarked to us in conversation—*‘I stepped over to Dan’s gro- 
cery and said to him that he better step around to see a few of 
his friends, and secure the office himself.’’ 

He had learned bookkeeping, and Mr. Davis, while Treasurer, 
bad done his business at Gardiner’s desk. And thus he easily 
came into the office. 

These two thereafter were neighbors, and to death remained 
in close relationship. 

Mr. Gardiner thought favorably of the matter and followed 
the neighborly advice given, and was duly elected. This was 
in the fall of 1854, and he was elected as a Whig—subsequently as 
a Republican; a staunch member of which party he has re- 
mained. 

And so the years came and the years rolled by—as men 
count time—3-year-terms followed one another in due course: and 
still Daniel Dennison Gardiner remained at his post. He has he!d 
the high position of trust and of honor—Treasurer of Allegany 
County—for 38 years, simply and solely because of his superior 
fitness for that office, in all respects. 

During this long period of 38 years Treasurer Gardiner han- 
dled a very large total of public money—estimated at about $7,- 
000,000.00. 

And not one dollar, nor one dime nor one penny of this very 
large sum of public money, in all these years, has been lost or 
stolen. 

This is a remarkable record, and one that speaks volumes. 

The duties of the Treasurer at the present time, it is ob- 
served, are largely increased over what they were thirty-eight 
years ago. At that time about $50,000 annually passed through 
the Treasurer’s hands. But during the period of war, when 
bounty monies rolled in, Treasurer Gardiner handled about $300,- 
000 a year for several years. 

Later years he handled about $150,000 of public funds every 
year. 

Mr. Gardiner repeatedly had expressed his desire to have his 
funeral obsequies conducted by Masons. He said, ‘I want the 
Sir Knights to attend my body at the last.’’ 

Mr. Gardiner was united in marriage, February 20, 1849, to 
Miss Julia L. Porter—who survives him. Their domestic life 
has been a most happy one. Two children, a son and a daughter, 
also survive—one son died in 1860. Mrs. George W. Colvell, the 
married daughter, is living at Harrisville, Mich.

Buffalo, and has an estimable wife. Mr. Gardiner was much 
pleased by the birth to them a few months ago of a son, which 
was given his full name. All his domestic relations have been 
most happy. So all the deeper grief to these, at his departure! 

Of his brothers and sisters there were these: Curtis, of St. 
Louis, married, and of family. Emily, who married Mr. Purdy, 
died at Ordmel in 1852. Lyman, married, Seneca Falls. Mary, 
married, living at La Veta, Colo.

JOSEPH GILLIES 


Joseph Gillies was born in one of the extreme southern coun- 
ties of Scotland—Kirkcubright, near Douglas Castle, September 
29, 1825—of honorable Scotch parentage. and inherited certain 
rugged characteristics, both physical and mental which have 
made the Scotchman famed and respected throughvuut the* whole 
world. A nation long ago absorbed in English domain, but yet 
maintaining a distinct individuality, Singular and strong. And 
why? It may be asked and the answer is: Because of the thor- 
vugh ingrafting of Presbyterian doctrine into a strong personality 
--none more rugged on earth. The result has been. a people 
whose manhood development has been felt for generations and for 
centuries, in all civilized nations and countries wherever Scotch- 
men have made their homes. 

These Scotch characteristics Mr. Gillies possessed in full 
degree. : 

At the age of manhood he married a most estimable lady liv- 
ing near his home; Miss Helen Kissock, June 3, 1846. They con- 
tinued living there a few years, and during that time a son and 
daughter were born to them. 

But the young man was not satisfied with his prospects there, 
feeling capable for larger development of his abilities than of- 
fered in that country, he engaged in farming a number of years. 
He had not yet fully developed his capabilities. 

He first came into public life during our Civil War. when, in 
1863, he was appointed enrolling officer of Almond and before 
the close of that year he was chosen as special agent of the 
Provost Marshal’s office of 27th Congressional District. In 1885 
he was appointed U. S. revenue assessor for the eastern district 
of this county. All of which public positions he filled with ability, 
integrity, promptness and popularity. 

In 1870 he was elected Sheriff of this county, and again in 
1889. 

And during this time he has owned or leased and managed 
a number of hotels—at Stannards Corners, Angelica, Bolivar and 
the Page and Sherwood Houses, Hornellsville—always from small- 
er to larger business, in public life. 

In whatever he undertook, he was not the ordinary, but con- 
spicuously above the ordinary, because of his strong and mag- 
retic personality and abilities and ambition. His ways were 
winning and princely. He possessed intuition in large degree, and 
was endowed with phenomenal powers to attract and to lead men, 
especially in political affairs, in which he took keenest interest up 
to the very last days of his stirring and eventful life. So it was, 
that as a public official and as keeper of public house for enter- 
tainment of guests, Mr. Gillies won multitudes of friends—it may 
be said, in certain respects, more widely than any other man who 
has ever lived in this region. 

In the years of his greatest activity he was widely recognized 
aS a conspicuous political power in western New York: and to 
the end, his counsels were often sought in current political affairs. 
In stirring campaign times, the sudden appearance of Joseph 
Gillies in various towns caused a local cyclone of excitement 
amongst all party workers. And he was the confidential advisor 
of men eminent in affairs of state. 

In domestic and social affairs, he was affectionate and genial 
to the extreme. And his generosity—how warm it was, thousands 
can attest today. How often has his prodigal generosity been 
commented upon---generous ‘o a fault. 

He appreciated the beautiful in nature and in art: He was 
elevated and refined in his tastes. He always wanted everything 
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the nicest and best possible—and so desired for others. In poli- 
tics he was a giant, with little children he was tender as a child. 

He loved Angelica, and no more devoted friend of this town 
ever lived here—very few as devoted: 

He was literary in his tastes, and a great reader. His favor- 
ite author was Robert Burns, from whose poems he daily quoted. 

In religious affairs: though often condemning himself he ever 
on occasion boldly defended orthodoxy; and as a matter of fact 
be united with the Presbyterian Church in his youth, and to- 
gether with his wife they brought church letters when they came 
to America in 1850 and joined the Presbyterian Dutch Reformed 
Church at Rochester—later removing to York, Livingston County. 

His widow and daughters survive: Miss Jennie, at home; 
Mrs. S. G. Horner; Mrs. Sibley, Cuba; Mrs. Jessie Brown, Ithaca; 
Mrs. Helen Jackson, Sistersville, W. Va.; all of whom are now 
here. 5 

He died at 6:10 Thursday evening scarcely recovering con- 
sciousness from paralysis of right side at midnight Monday— 
though out upon his porch Monday afternoon and very cheerful. 
The paralysis was a result of his heart trouble. 

Funeral at residence at 2 p.m. Saturday.

JUDGE JAMES S. GREEN 
James S. Green, Judge and Surrogate of Allegany County, 
died at his residence in this place a quarter past 5 o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning of this week, aged 59 years, 9 months and 16 
days. 


The deceased was born in Jerusalem, Yates County, Decem- 
ber 3,- 1823. At an early age he removed with his parents to 
Naples, Ontario County, from which place he came to Angelica 
on the 8th of August, 1846, where he resided these last 36 years 
of his life. He possessed a studious mind and received a quite 
thorough education. He taught school for awhile after coming 
to Angelica, and then began the study of law. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1852. His first public office was that of town clerk. 
For 12 years he served as a Justice of the Peace. In the Fall 
of 1871 he was elected County Judge and Surrogate of thiis 
county, and was re-elected for a second term in 1877. Judge 
Green possessed a judicial mind, and his legal decisions ranked 
above the average, in his better years his bearing upon the 
Bench was dignified and well-becoming the position. It is true 
that for two or three years past Judge Green has been in fail- 
ing health and has not ‘‘been himself,’’ and his public life has 
been open to criticism—and we have not failed to criticize him. 
We all have our faults and Judge Green had his. But today, in 
the presence of his cold and lifeless body, and in the presence 
of the bereaved wife and daughter, let us remember the better 
side of his life. 


Judge Green was not, we believe, a member of any church 
organization, but he recognized the worth of the Christian evan- 
gelical church; and repeatedly took occasion to commend our 
sentiments when upholding orthodoxy. In politics the judge 
was an uncompromising stalwart, and believed in having a 
Machine and in running it. By nature the Judge was social and 
enjoyed conversation. The $500 he subscribed toward our rail- 
10ad is evidence of his public spirit when fully aroused. 

The subject of our brief sketch was married January 10, 1860, 
to Miss Helen M. Smith, of Canisteo, who, with an only daughter, 
survive him, and these have the sincere sympathy of this entire 
community, in the loss of an indulgent husband and father. 


National Cyclopedia of American Biographies) 
HON. MARTIN GROVER 
Hon. Martin Grover, of Angelica, an eminent lawyer, and 
for many years a Judge of the Court of Appeals, was born in 
Hartwick, Otsego County, N. Y., in 1811, and died at his residence 
in Angelica, August 23, 1875. He was the son of a farmer of lim- 
ited means, a man of great natural intelligence and strength and

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probity of character, and from him, in lieu of world goods, inher- 
ited these sterling qualities which in his case, and in a different, 
broader and higher field, shone with transcendant luster. 

Martin Grover had no special advantages of education. After 
the usual preparatory training he entered the Hartwick Academy, 
where he appears to have made a most favorable impression upon 
his teachers, by the diligence and ardor with which he prosecuted 
his studies. It was observed that he sought for knowledge in every 
useful form with the same avidity that a miser seeks for gold, 
and many were the predictions as to the success of his future 
career. Poorer boys than he have succeeded in obtaining a col- 
legiate education and doubtless he, too, might have compassed 
one, despite the limited means of his parents, but his remarkable 
energy led him to an active rather than a merely studious life, 
and on leaving the Academy he engaged in teaching, thus at once 
securing the means of support and the necessary leisure to pre- 
pare himself for the practice of law, the probationary period at 
that time being seven years. 


He was still a mere youth when he began his legal studies 
in the office of the Hon. William G. Angel, a distinguished mem- 
ber of the Otsego County bar. Mr. Angel had been in politics 
for some years and had served several terms in Congress, where 
his abilities found a brilliant exercise. He was the intimate per- 
sonal associate and confidential friend of many eminent states- 
men, among them John C. Calhoun, Judge Clayton of Georgia, 
General Houston, then of Tennessee, and Ogden Hoffman and Si- 
Jas Wright of New York—men by whom he was deservedly es- 
teemed. 


The young student conceived a very warm regard for his 
learned and amiable preceptor, and in 1833, when the laiter re- 
moved to Hammondsport, Steuben County, N. Y., to form a 
partnership with the Hon. Morris Brown, an eminent member of 
the Steuben County bar, Martin accompanied him, and there, in 
the office of Messrs. Brown and Angel, completed his legal stud- 
ies. 

_ Soon after his admission to the bar the young attorney re- 
moved to Angelica, and there entered upon the duties of an ac- 
tive and remarkably successful life. The same love of knowledge 
and thoroughness of research which had characterized his school- 
boy and student life continued with him as a practitioner. ‘Often 
when professional labor occupied his time during the day, instead 
of retiring to rest at night he sought his library and rarely left 
it until long after midnight. When the duties of his profession 
began to press him he seemed to be indifferent to sleep. A dis- 
tinguished lawyer, who knew him intimately during the earlier 
years of his practice, once said of him: ‘I often admired Mr. 
Grover’s stores of legal learning, and I was always attracted by 
his vast fund of information on other intellectual subjects, for he 
was equally familiar with others—natural philosophy, histery, bi- 
ography, metaphysics, statistics and politics. He possessed, in a 
remarkable degree, the power of retaining what he learned, and 
his stores of knowledge were ever ready at his command.’’ 

To still further borrow the words of the author of the “‘Bench 
and Bar of New York’’, from the pages of which the preceding 
auotation is made, ‘“‘The devotion of Judge Grover to his profes- 
sion, the ardor with which he explored its vast funds of learning, 
led to a day of results and triumphs; he soon became one of the 
most popular lawyers in Western New York.” 


In 1835 Mr. Grover prevailed upon Judge Angel to remove 
from Hammondsport to Angelica. Preceptor and pupil then 
formed a professional co-partnership which in all respects was a 
most judicious and fortunate one. This association continued 
during a period of nearly nine years, and was mutually advan- 
tageous and profitable. 

In nearly every important case tried at the bar in Allegany 
County the firm of Angel and Grover was retained on one side or 
the other. The contests in the courts at Angelica were frequent- 
ly of more than usual brilliancy.. Ambrose Spencer had sat upon 
the bench there, and there, too, such eminent lights of the legal 
fraternity as John C. Spencer, S. A. Talcott, J. A. Collier, Luther 
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C. Peck, John B. Skinner, Henry Wells, Robert Campbell, George 
Miles, and Fletcher M. Haight, often exerted their gifted intel- 
lects and stirring eloquence in the most diversified legal combats. 
In this arena the Hon. William G. Angel and his promising pro- 
tege and partner displayed a versatility of talent not second to 
that of those named. With all of them, and also with others 
equally powerful who came to the bar after them Martin Grover 
repeatedly wrestled. In the latter class may be mentioned men 
like David Rumsey, Wilkes Angel, M. B. Champlin, Washington 
Barney, and S. G. Hathaway. 

In his earlier life Mr. Grover was notable regardless of his 
personal appearance, and for years went by the name of the 
“ragged lawyer’’, a title which he gained by his carelessness of 
aress and frequent appearance in court and elsewhere clad in 
garments singularly dilapidated for one of his professional stand- 
ing. This eccentricity, far from being hurtful in its effect upon 
his practice, tended rather to increase it; it certainly made him 
a sort of ‘‘lion’’ among the humbler citizens of Allegany and neigh- 
boring counties, and many of them considered it a thing to boast 
of that they had on occasion, merely grasped his hand. It must 
not be forgotten, though, that they, in common with all others who 
knew him, had the profoundest admiration for his high and var- 
ied attainments, and gloried in the triumphs and successes of 
their unpretending fellow citizen. 

In 1844 Mr. Grover was elected to Congress to represent the 
30th Congressional District of the State of New York, then com- 
He was the nominee 
of the Native American—so called, ‘‘Know Nothing’’ party, and 
won the contest over his opponent, Mr. Cady, by a small majority, 
the gaining of which involved a most energetic canvass. 


Probably there was no more active and adroit politician in the 
30th District than Mr. Grover. His style, habits and methods, 
less scarcely than his genius, made him extremely popular. He 
was an able debater, and rarely failed to get the best of a politi- 
eal discussion. 


Until 1848 he adhered steadily to the Democratic Party of that 
day, the traditions of which he may be said to have imbibed under 
Judge Angel. In Congress he took an active part in the heated dis- 
cussions on the slavery question, and in them stood side by side 
with the Hon. David Wilmot and other leading ‘‘Barnburners’’ in 
opposition to the extension of slavery. 


In the campaign of 1848 he gave his unqualified adhesion to 
the ‘‘Buffalo Platform’’, and was one of the leaders in supporting 
Martin Van Buren. In 1852 he was no less ardent and energetic 
in supporting Franklin Pierce. In 1850, when the old ‘‘Hunker’”’ 
Democrats and ‘Silver Gray’’ Whigs effected a fusion as the 
Democratic Party, and the ‘‘Woolly Heads’’ and ‘‘Free Soilers’’ 
or ‘‘Barnburners’’ came to be known as ‘‘Republicans,’’ Mr. Gro- 
ver was found in the ranks of the latter, where he remained un- 
til after the election of Abraham Lincoln in 1860. At the begin- 
ning of the famous campaign of 1856 he boldly planted himself 
against the repeal of the Missouri Compromise. 


His local power as a party manager was such that his oppo- 
sition to a candidate for a legislative or county office was con- 
sidered sufficient to defeat him. He was a rigid opponent to the 
legislative corruption, and not a few members of the Legisla- 
ture were obliged to answer to him for their shortcomings in this 
respect. In 1863, owing principally to his dissatisfaction with the 
Republican administration on the subject of the issue of depreci- 
ated currency, he quitted its ranks and returned to the Demo- 
cratic party, with which he remained until his death. 


In November, 1857, Mr. Grover was appointed Judge of the 
Superior Court to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of 
Judge Sill, and served with great credit through the unexpired 
portion of the term—two years. In 1859 he was elected by an 
overwhelming majority for the full term from the Eighth Judicial 
District, and served till the fall of 1865, when he was nominated 
and confirmed Judge of the Court of Appeals to fill the unexpired 
term of Judge Henry R. Sheldon. In 1867 he was honored by 
election to that office, and in 1870, upon the reorganization of that 
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branch of the State judiciary, he was chosen an Associate Judge 
for the term of fourteen years. He died while holding this ex- 
alted position. 


Judge Grover married, in 1845, Miss Emily Whitmore, a niece 
of his preceptor, friend and partner, Judge Angel. This lady sur- 
vives him. He left no children. The peculiarity of dress which 
marked the early stage of Mr. Grover‘s career, and which was 
probably due to the fact that he was altogether too much ab- 
sorbed in professional work to give the matter a thought, termin- 
ated with his election to Congress and marriage. After these 
events. which happened about the same time, his attire took on 
a character in keeping with the dignity of his representative po- 
sition and the refinements of social life to which he was obliged, 
as a matter of course, to pay more heed. Ever afterward his 
garb was scrupulously neat and appropriate to the occasion what 
ever it was. But his unassuming manners never disappeared 
and the appelation won in early life, although no longer deserved, 
continued to be familiarly, and it may be said, affectionately, be- 
stowed. Alluding to Judge Grover’s early eccentricity in dress, 
Mr. L. B. Proctor, in an address before the Livingston County 
Historical Society, said: ‘‘Many of my audience have doubtless 
seen that striking picture, ‘Fashion and Famine,’ where the keen 
exemplification of contrasts is so vividly given. But this picture 
is scarcely less startling than the contrast between Martin 
Grover’s attire and his almost majestic intellect. The one was 
admirable, the other—what shall I say of it?—it was nearly al- 
lied to squalor. And yet, as I have said on another occasion, he 
was intellect in its amplitude, eloquence almost in its perfection, 
talents in their affluence, mind in its triumphs.’’ 


As a lawyer, Martin Grover is remembered as one of the 
most formidable opponents that ever stood at the bar. It was 
impossible, apparently, for his antagonist to make any caicula- 
tions in advance to cover his tactics. His blows fell in a man- 
ner least expected and his point of attack was generaliy the one 
left unprovided for. He spoke without hesitation, uttered his 
words rapidly, and generally employed plain, even blunt, lang- 
uage, although not infrequently indulging in flights of lofty rhet- 
oric with impressive effect. His success was due to a rare 
combination of qualities, in which were prominent wonderful 
powers of logic, acuteness of the perceptive faculties, a remark- 
ably retentive memory and untiring energy. it has been forcibly 
said of his character as a Judge that it ‘‘rested upon a granite 
base.’ An inflexible independence kept constant guard over his 
intellect. Although by nature almost a bitter partisan and having 
strong political prejudice, he suppressed these and all other un- 
worthy emotions when he assumed the judicial ermine. 


Idiosyncrasies, prejudices, friends even, were forgotten in the 
solemn discharge of his sworn functions to the State. As a con- 
sequence his integrity was unimpeachable. Notwithstanding. his 
career as a trial or nisi prius judge was openly and frequently 
criticized by counsel, who to use his own language, ‘‘when they 
got beat would either appeal cr go down to the hotel and swear 
at the Court.’’ 


When Judge Grover first presided in the New York District 
of the Supreme Court, an incident occurred which will bear re- 
lation as illustrative of the manner in which he resented impo- 
sition. The offender in this instance was no less a personage 
than the brilliant lawyer James T. Brady, then in the very zen- 
ith of his fame, who, fancying that Judge Grover’s primitive 
style of dress and off-hand manner indicated an equally crude 
intellect, went on in his argument regardless of strict legal pre- 
cedents, and in fact, was construing an address to suit the case. 
Presently the Judge leaned forward, and in his keen, incisive, 
but quiet way, remarked: ‘‘Let me see, what is your name?”’ 
The impetuous lawyer, quite taken back, said hesitatingly: “Mr. 
Grady, your Honor.’’ ‘‘Ah!”’ retorted the Judge, ‘‘Brady! Go on, 
Brady, go on!’’ It is said that the brilliant advocate at once 
settled down to strict law and opinion, and finished his part of 
the argument without any further interrogation on the part of 
the Judge.

Judge Grover’s intellect and moral constitution, his education, 
nabits and sympathies, were such as to attract the great mass 
of the people, and they delighted to honor him as they felt he 
honored them. While he remained at the bar he was emphatically 
the people’s lawyer. On the bench his rulings were so open and 
unbiased that they never failed to command respect—and their 
wisdom and soundness in !aw were rarely found at fault. 

Judge Grover died at his home in Angelica after a brief 
jliness. The demonstrations of respect at his funeral were the 
strongest evidence of the hold he had upon the affections of peo- 
ple in every walk of life. The career of Martin Grover, who 
rose by his own unaided efforts from the obscurity of humble 
farm life to a seat upon the bench of the highest court in the 
State was marked by no wild extravagances, nor was it marred 
by a single untoward act. Devotion to the work in hand was the 
first stepping-stone. The final. ascent was made upon those 
furnished by some of the noblest qualities which have dignified 
man.

FREDERICK HARTSHORN 


Frederick Mortimer Hartshorn died at his home in Williams- 
port, Pa., Saturday morning, January 30, 1897, in the 81st year 
of his age. 

Thus again has time wrought change in the circle of our 
friends. Another old Angelican—a resident of former years—is 
no more. 

Mr. Hartshorn was born in Boston, August 16, 1816. Accom- 
panying his father to Avon, N. Y., and then to Portage, he after- 
ward, having grown to manhood, came to this place and engaged 
in the hotel business. Some of our citizens will remember how, 
along in the forties, the old ‘‘Exchange’’, through his good man- 
agement, became one of the best known and most popular hotels 
in western New York. This house (destroyed by fire in 1875), 
was an old-fashioned, 3 story wooden building, east of present 
brick drug store. The New York and Erie Railroad was not 
opened on the Western Division. The stage coach was in its glory. 
Several times a day the 4-horse thorough-braced Concords 
came flying into our County Capital town over the Bath & Olean 
turnpike and the Exchange was the general refreshment place for 
man and beast. As the days and nights grew cold a blazing 
fire in the great old-time fireplace gave an appreciated welcome 
to all; and whoever ate and slept beneath that hospitable roof, 
whether a future President Fillmore, a Secretary Seward, or 
some humbler traveler or townsman, went on his way to speak 
the praises of the man who knew so well how best to furnish 
cheer and comfort for his guests. 

On leaving the Hotel, Mr. Hartshorn in company with his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Andrew J. Hill, put up near Belvidere a 
steam saw-mill. This mill was operated for a few years, until 
the tributary timber Jand was cleared. 

The ‘‘Good Roads’’ movement of today is not a new idea. 
People in those days talked good roads—they built them, too, of 
plank; good when they were new, but unfortunately short-lived. 
It was on one of these—the Angelica and Belvidere plank road— 
that Mr. Hartshorn as contractor, furnished employment for per- 
haps the first lot of Germans ever in the county. They were 
good workers, and as settlers here and in Caneadea and Wells- 
ville, have since proved to be good citizens. ) 

About this time Mr. Hartshorn purchased the property on the 
north side of West Main Street, cornering on the park, and com- 
pleted the fine residence since known as the Hartshorn house— 
the place now owned and occupied by Mr. Lewis T. Hooker. 

It was during this tme, too—in the Fall of 1856 that he mar- 
ried Miss Maria C. Hull, daughter of the late Hon. Andrew C. 
Hull of this place, and established the home that even after his 
removal to Williamsport, long continued to be the permanent 
home of his mother, and the vacation home of his sisters’ fam- 
ilies; the Ponds and Phillipses. 
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During the war, although exempt from military service, yet 
his superior knowledge of horses rendered him, as a purchasing 
agent for the army, a valuable helper to the Union cause. 

At the close of the war he assisted in organizing a company 
of prospective miners for Idaho. On reaching Council Bluffs, in 
the Fall, they were obliged to put into winter quarters, and to 
await the opening of the Spring for the starting of their train. 
In the meantime Mr. Hartshorn returning East, stopped in the 
newly opened oil field on the lower Allegany, and made an in- 
vestment that soon proved very fortunate. Deeming it better to 
engage in a business that he understood, than to continue in one 
attended with so much uncertainty and subject to so many risks 
aus the business of operating in oil or mines, he abandoned the 
fascinations of the latter, and going to Williamsport, Pa., Janu- 
ary 31, 1866, just 31 years ago, he built there a large steam saw- 
mill. 

The new lumbering operations there were a success; the busi- 
ness was extended; a sash-and-door factory added, and he soon 
became one of the largest manufacturers in that part of the 
State. After some years fire swept it all. t was a hard blow 
for one verging on the allotted three-score-and-ten. The mill was 
not rebuilt, and he then practically retired from business.

HARRY HOOKER 


Harry Hooker, son of John and Sylvia Hooker, was born in 
Angelica in 1814. His ancesters were of English descent and 
came over in the Mayflower. His parents came to this town 
from Athens, Wyndham County, Vt., in 1809. He was a relative 
of Gen. Joseph Hooker. He was the youngest and only survivor 
of a family of 13 children, most of whom settled in Angelica and 
lived to extreme old age. 

When his father came to this place there were only three 
houses in the village of Angelica. 

His occupation was farming, and he with five older brothers 
cleared many acres of land. Several of the oldest buildings in the 
town were built by them. 

As a business man he was energetic, thorough and successful; 
as a friend and neighbor he was kind, sympathetic, and interested 
in the welfare of all with whom he was acquainted. He was an 
ardent Republican and one of the founders of the Party in An- 
gelica. 

He was married, nearly 59 years ago to Sally Jane Riven- 
burg, of Cattaraugus County. To them were born 9 children, 7 of 
whom grew to manhood and womanhood: Alonzo H., Judson S., 
who died in 1885, Mrs. Fisk, Mrs. Leonard, Mrs. Bacon, who died 
in 1888, Mrs. T. M. Walker, and Mrs. David Walker. 

By his death his wife loses a devoted companion, and his 
children and grandchildren an indulgent father and grandfather. 

The funeral was at the house Friday, February 26, at 11 
o‘clock, and was attended by a large circle of friends and rela- 
tives. Rev. I. T. Walker, D. D., of Geneseo, officiated.

DR. JOHN A. JONES, LAST CIVIL WAR VET IN COUNTY, 
LIFE-LONG LOCAL RESIDENT, PASSES 

A 101l-year-old Civil War veteran who was born, lived and 
died on an Allegany County farm, and who saw the county under- 
go many important changes in the past century, was laid to rest 
Tuesday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock with great-grandsons serving 
as pallbearers. 

He was Dr. John Aziza Jones, 101, who died Saturday morn- 
ing in the home of his son, Clifford Jones, in Fink Hollow, town 
ef Allen. 

Dr. Jones observed his 101st birthday Monday, April 21. 

Until recently he had been able to get around, in spite of his 
age. 

Born on the same farm where he died, he was buried in the 
family cemetery near the grave of his wife. All of his life had 
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been spent in Allegany County, except the years that he served 
with the Union Army in the Civil War. 

He was a member of Company E of the old 85th New York 
volunteers and had a wice experience although his activities at 
the front were curtailed by the nine months he spent in Anderson- 
ville Prison. 

Dr. Jones was one of the last residents of this section who 
actually shook hands with Abraham Lincoln while he was Pres- 
ident of the United States. When he was released from Anderson- 
ville Prison, Dr. Jones weighed about 80 pounds, but during recent 
years had weighed about 220 and his unusual vitality made it 
possible for him to continue his activities well beyond the 100-year 
mark. 

When he was born in 1840, Allegany County was still in a 
primitive state and Jones saw many important changes during 
his lifetime. He well recalled when the Genesee Valley Canai 
Was an important waterway from Rochester to Olean and of the 
zdvent of the railroads. 

Returning to Allegan» County at the close of: the war he fol- 
lowed his profession as veterinary surgeon for many years, as 
well as serving as justice of the peace for 30 years and as super- 
visor from the Town of A“en in 1892. He was the last Civil War 
veteran in Allegany County and had been a familiar figure at 
soldiers’ reunions during =e last half-century and more. He also 
was a 32nd degree Mason. having joined Melrose Lodge, F. and 
A. M., at Short Tract many years ago. 

He is survived by three sons, Clifford, with whom he resided: 
John M. of Vashion, Ore.. and Harrah Jones of Angelica; five 
grandchildren and nine great-grandchildren.

AARON LILLY, ANOTHER CIVIL WAR VETERAN GONE 


Again the Advocate is called upon to chronicle the passing of 
another Civil War veterar and a resident of the town of Angel- 
ica for many years. 

Aaron Lilly died at his home on the Belvidere road Sunday, 
January 6, at about eleven o’clock. He had been in poor health 
for some time, but lately had failed rapidly. 

Mr. Lilly was born in Germany on December 24, 1842, and 
with his parents came to this country in 1852. They first lived in 
the building which stood where the postoffice is now, and which 
was burned in 1895. Later they moved to the German settlement 
near Caneadea. Before as well as for a number of years after 
the Civil War, Mr. Lilly «as employed on the Church estate at 
Villa Belvidere. It was there he met and married his wife, who 
was Miss Cornelia Merriman and who has been a faithful com- 
panion through all the veers. 

When the Civil War broke out, he with others, fired with a 
love for this country, enlisted and saw three years at the front. 
On July 1, 1864, he was promoted to Corporal. 

He was employed at the Joncy Paper Mill for a number of 
years, and then for 9 years lived on the Shuart place near Bel- 
fast. A number of years azo he bought and moved to the Merri- 
man place where he has s:nce lived. 

He was a member of the Angelica Methodist Church for a 
rnumber of years and was faithful. He was a member of Wilbur 
Havre Post No. 502 and held various offices in the Post. For 
years he has been the color bearer at the Memorial Day exer- 
cises. ; 

Aaron Lilly was honest and square in his dealings with his 
fellow men and has left behind the memory of a good man, faith- 
faithful to the duties of life as far as he was able and he will be 
greatly missed from his usual places. 

He is survived by his faithful wife and five children, Eugene 
of Rochester, George of Arzelica, Frank of Belfast, Mrs. Haitie 
Nusbickei and Mrs. Grace Weeks of Angelica and two brothers, 
Fred of Angelica and Charles of Oberlin, and one sister, Mrs. 
Dora Myers of Allen. 

Burial was in Angelica cemetery.

xX MAJOR H. P. LLOYD 


Another former resident has passed away. Major Harlan 
Page Lloyd, LL.D., son of Judge Ransom Lloyd and his wife, 
Julia Starr Lloyd, was the fifth of a family of eight children— 
four sons and four daughters. He was born in Angelica, March 
26, 1838, and died at the home of his daughter in Glen Ridge, 
N. J., October 2, 1913. There at Glen Ridge was the burial, af- 
ter a funeral service conducted by the Rev. Dr. Clarence Hall 
Wilson, pastor of the Congregational Church. Major Lloyd was 
educated in the school of his native town, Macedon Academy, 
Cooperstown Seminary and Hamilton College, where he was 
graduated as salutatorian of the class of 1859. 


In the schools and in college he took high honors and prizes 
in classics, writing and oratory. 


An ailing throat compelled him to relinquish his cherished 
vlan of entering the ministry. He therefore studied law and had 
just begun a profitable practice when at the call for defenders 
cf the Union, he exchanged his office for the field. 


In company with seven other young men from his own col- 
lege, and two theological students, he then, in 1862, joined Lee’s 
Battery as a private and soon saw service in North Carolina. 
He was later commissioned Captain of Cavalry. While acting as 
aid to, General Custer, he was seriously wounded by a sharp- 
shooter. For two months he lay in a hospital hovering between 
life and death. On recovering sufficiently he returned to duty 
and participated in the ‘‘Campaign of the Wilderness’’ and the 
siege of Richmond; and was berevetted Major for gallant con- 
duct on the field. Later he was commissioned Major of Volun- 
teers, U. S. A. 


After the war he returned to the practice of law, locating with 
his brother-in-law—the late Hon. David P. Richardson—in Cin- 
cinnati. Afterward he was law partner of the late Gov. Noyes 
of Ohio, of the Hon. Alphonse Taft, Secretary of War under 
Grant and of Secretary Taft’s more widely known son, the Presi- 
dent. 


In 1869 Major Lloyd married Miss Harriet Raymond at Vas- 
sar College, where her father, the Rev. John H. Raymond, D.D., 
LL.D., was president. Two children were born of this union, 
a son, Raymond, now deceased, and a daughter, Margueriie, 
whose husband, Rufus B. Cowing Jr., is a practicing lawyer of 
New York City. 

Twice was he tendered a professorship in Hamilton College— 
his alma mater—from which institution he also received the 
honorary degree, LL.D.; and long was he urged to accept the 
presicency of Cincinnati University. None of those proffers, how- 
ever, did he accept. 

Major Lloyd was a highly esteemed member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, of the Loyal Legion and of the Sons of 
the Revolution. In all of these organizations and in their con- 
ferences he was looked up to with confiding admiration—in evi- 
cence of which he was for two years state commander of the 
Ohio Grand Army of the Republic. 

‘A few years ago his failing health induced him to close his 
law practice and go to New York and live with his daughter when 
he was not traveling. 

His last address was about missions and missionaries as he 
had seen them in Syria, and was given in November, 1910, to the 
Senior Class at Vassar College. 

The next day he was stricken with paralysis. Since that time 
to his final departure, he had been a helpless sufferer. 

Of Major Lloyd’s brothers and sisters, all have gone before 
but Cornelia, who resides in Washington, D. C. and Ida, who, in 
feeble health, still remains in the old Angelica home. 

His wife and son preceded him some years ago. The only 
remaining member of his family is the daughter at whose home 
he passed his waiting days until the summons came and he was 
taken.

Alfred Lockhart died at the age of 83 years in February, 1898. 
Joseph Lockhart lived in Billishomy, County Donegal, Ire- 
land, 150 years ago. He married and a son was born to them. 
who was named George. They came to America, and to Luzerne 
County, Pa.—where the parents finished their life-work, died and 
were buried. 
One hundred years (1797) ago George Lockhart came into the 
eastern borders of this wilderness county. He married Mary, tho 
noble and beioved daughter of Major Moses VanCampen. They 
settled in Angelica, where their first son was born. In 1810 they 
returned to Almond to remain on a farm bought there—and 
where a son still lives.

Alfred Lockhart came to Angelica in 1840 and became a clerk 
in the Davenport yellow painted store then on present Bank site.

He was President of the Railroad Company or- 
ganized in 1872 to build a railway through here from Rochester 
to Pennsylvania, and which wrecked its builders after expenditure 
of 2 million dollars.

GEORGE LOCKHART 


The funeral of George Lockhart last Friday brought back 
pieasant and many sad memories. 

Mr. Lockhart was born Feb. 20, 1849, in the adjoining town 
of Birdsall and was named for his father. His father’s mother 
was a daughter of Major Moses Van Campen, the famous Rev- 
olutionary hero and Indian Scout. His own mother was Mary 
Martha Lockhart, daughter of Lawrence I. Dey. While George 


‘was very young his parents moved to Michigan where they re- 


mained until the son was in his teens. 

When fifteen years old George came to Angelica to live with 
his uncle, Alfred Lockhart. Here he attended the old Angelica 
Academy and gradually worked into a clerkship in his uncle’s 
drygoods store where Rice’s furniture store is now. He was 
bright in his studies, efficient in the store, pleasant and popular 
€verywhere and with everyone. A mutual attachment having de- 
veloped between him and Colonel Brown’s daughter, Harriet Olm- 
stead, an engagement followed and a wedding was planned. Then 
came Colonel Brown’s sudden summons. By his request his pas- 
tor was called January 1, 1874, the marriage ceremony was per- 
formed at his bedside, the paper mill and his entire business 
were entrusted to his son Charles and his new son George; the 
head of a flourishing industry passed away and a new leader 
was installed. To succeed in the work of one so competent anda 
so esteemed was no light task for an untried young man. But 
the confidence of Colonel Brown was not misplaced. Well did 
Mr. Lockhart with the cooperation of his associate, Mr. Brown, 
Prosecute the enterprise of the founder. The business was en- 
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larged; and with new machinery introduced from time to time 
the output was improved. Wherever the product was placed—in 
commercial houses or in the different departments of the gov- 
ernment at Washington—it was recognized as the best of its kind. 

During those years of prosperity Mr. Locxhart’s house was 
the home of comfort, hospitality, and happiness. Nor was his 
labor confined alone to the mil], his lands and his home. He was 
a willing worker with his head and hands for whatever per- 
tained to the best interests of the community in which he lived. 
It was not merely honorary positions that he held as trustee of 
the village of Angelica, trustee of the Wilson Academy, trustee 
of the Presbyterian Church and supervisor of the town of Angel 
ica. In all these positions, and many others besides, he was an 
earnest, conciliatory and efficient helper of his friends and 
worker for the welfare of the public. Those were happy days in 
his home and in the homes of all connected with the mill: His 
men always spoke of him with the utmost admiration for his 
honorable treatment of them in all business and social relations; 
end citizens recognized him as one of the worthiest of their num- 
ber. Dignified, cheerful, attractive, he was respected, even loved 
by his fellows who knew him best, and will long be remembered 
as a faithful friend, a noble man, a true gentleman. 

The year 1889 was another eventful year in the life of Mr. 
Lockhart for in that year the mill burned. It was a severe blow 
for the owners and for the town that had lost a prosperous indus- 
try. A new mill was built at Cumberland, Md., on the upper 
Fotomac. This mill Messrs. Lockhart and Brown operated for 
a few years and then separated. Mr. Lockhart engaged in the 
paper warehouse business in Chicago which business he prose- 
cuted until about two years ago. He then associated himself with 
the Gilbert Paper Company of Menasha, Wis., where he remained 
to the mutual satisfaction of all until his death. 

Mr. Lockhart’s wife, Harriet Olmstead Brown, whom he mar- 
ried January 1, 1874, died January 11; 1897, leaving three chil- 
dren, Margaret, Mrs. W. W. Harmon of Menominee, Mich.; Cari, 
a mining engineer whose present office is at New Casile, Pa., 
and Eloise, a bright and charming young woman, beloved in her 
home, in the Chicago University, where she was graduated, in 
the school where she taught and in the Hyde Park Presbyierian 
Church where she was a consecrated and most useful member. 
Eloise died January 19, 1912. 

November 27, 1915, Mr. Lockhart married Miss Jane Palmer 
and established a new home of happiness at Neenah, Wis. Here 
it was that on Saturday, March 10, 1917, he died. 

A parting service was held in Neenah and the burial service 
in his own and his wife Harriet’s home church—the Presbyterian 
Church of Angelica—Friday the 16th. There, amid a wealth of 
floral tributes from loving friends and societies the appropriate 
Prsebyterian funeral service was fittingly conducted by the Rev. 
W. W. Cole, the minister of the church. 

The exercises at the grave were held by the Melrose Lodge 
of F. & A. M., Dr. F. W. Warner, Past District Deputy, render- 
ing the beautiful ritual of the order in an impressive manner and 
Mr. J. A. Hogue, worshipful master reading the prayer with 
reverential feeling. 

Mr. Lockhart was a charter member of the Neenah (Wis.) 
Commandery of Knights Templars; and was also a member of the 
Olean commandery, Major Moses Van Campen was a charter 
member. 

’ Mr. Lockhart was the ninth of Col. Brown’s family and those 
connected with him by marriage to be brought back to rest in the 
family plot ‘‘Until the Day Dawn.”’

On Sunday afternoon a large company of sincere mourners 
followed the remains of James Lockhart to the tomb—eleven days 
only after a similar service had been performed in the case of 
the deceased Captain Wright—one a pall bearer of the other; 40 
years or so friends and adjoining neighbors, sturdy citizens and 
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patriots—the one a typical machine politician, stalwart 306-third- 
termer and Conklingite; the other a zealous half-breed so called; 
both politically united by the blood of Garfield—and whose one 
central hope for their country. was a return of their party to 
power in ’88, under the chosen leadership—to have participated in 
and witnessed which triumph would have: made even life’s end 
more reconcilable to each of them. And also not only as vener- 
able neighbors and patriots, but as acting Bank Directors—both 
eas honest men deceived by a designing rascal were deeply 
shocked, and both by this heinous act were brought to premature 
graves. Two old landmarks as it were, at last disappear togeth- 
er. 

James Lockhart was a typical old-fashioned country mer- 
chant; one of those staunch men who began his business career 
50 years ago in the interior, and made semi-annual business trips 
to the metropolis to lay in supply of goods for the following six 
months, taking a fortnight trip by stage, and boat on the Hudson. 
And who then personally delivered to their country patrons a 
large share of the same, and personally coming to know all the 
people of a wide region. 

James Lockhart was a man whose character was “ALL 
WOOL AND A YARD WIDE,” if ever there was such a char- 
acter; the soul of honor and integrity; as nearly spotless in his 
daily walk and conversation as any man we ever knew; unosten- 
tatious, plain and frugal, industrious, saving, yet of generous im- 
pulses and public spirited; never back-biting, but speaking well of 
others rather than otherwise; invariably courteous, hopeful dur- 
ing dreary days. In a word, James Lockhart was a man of 
many admirable characteristics, and we do not believe he left an 
enemy in the world; but on the contrary a great company of re- 
specting friends and many bound by closest ties. 

Father Lockhart’s death we feel as a deep personal loss. No 
more can we drop into the old store in winter time, finding Capt. 
Wright sitting squarely upright at one side of the ruddy stove and 
Father Lockhart on the other, holding a straight Republican daily 
in one hand, motioning with the other as the latest political phase 
was discussed—his quiet expressions rounded off and emphasized 
by the sturdy Captain. No, this cannot be—for our dead NEVER 
COME BACK. 

But pleasant memories remain. 

BIOGRAPHICAL 

James Lockhart was born in Almond, this county, July 30, 
1810—the second son of George Lockhart, who emigrated from the 
North of Ireland with his father, James Lockhart, in 1791—of 
Scotch descent—at the age of nine years, and landed in Phila- 
delphia. George Lockhart came to this section, then a wilderness, 
about 1803, and about 1806 bought a small piece of land to com- 
mence farming, upon what is now known as Karr Valley, where 
lived two sisters that preceded him. Mr. Lockhart was the father 
ef five sons and three daughters; one daughter died at the age of 
4 years, the others all grew to the age of manhood and woman- 
hood—three of the sons and one daughter still living. 

The subject of this sketch, after school years, began his busi- 
ness career about the year 1828, by entering the store of Charles 
Davenport as clerk. In 1833 he was taken in as partner in the 
business—at a time when it was some ten days and nights of 
continuous riding to visit New York to purchase the goods that the 
then simple habits of a people needed. His partnership with Mr. 
Davenport continued for three years, when his health giving out, 
he withdrew from the business for about one year, when he pur- 
chased the house and store since occupied by him, and both were 
overhauled and improved. In this store he and his brother Alfred 
began business in 1838 under the firm name of J. & A. Lockhart. 
When he felt like having rest he withdrew, leaving the entire 
charge of the business to his younger brother, who paid the in- 
terest on the capital he left in the business during this period. He 
next started in business in Pike, in partnership with a man who 
proved to be an adventurer—wasting the capital without Mr. 
Lockhart’s knowledge, and Mr. Lockhart footed up all the liabili- 
ties of the firm, amounting to several thousands of dollars—which 
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he paid, 100 cents on the dollar, till the last dollar was paid. He 
then returned to Angelica and resumed business with his brother, 
thus continuing many years until his brother started in business for 
himself, when Mr. Lockhart took in as partner M. S. Blair, who 
had been a clerk some time in the store, and the firm became 
Lockhart & Blair, which partnership continued some ten years. 
Since the firm dissolved Mr. Lockhart was alone in business, and 
for the last year or more had been closing out and settling up his 
matters to retire from all kinds of business. 

He has been one of the State Loan Commissioners many 
years; Supervisor of the town a number of terms; Treasurer of 
the corporation; trustee of important estates; and was one of the 
Bank Directors from the organization of that institution till its 
collapse. The villainy and deception practiced by the actins 
official of the Bank upon the Director, stung an honest, uprigh= 
man like Mr. Lockhart to the quick. 

He was ever noted for his honesty, which was without a blem- 
ish, and a character without stain. He was ever ready to give a 
helping hand to the institution of the Gospel, in which he was a 
firm believer, and when man betrayed his confidence. he said:— 
“There is One whom I can trust, and that is my dear Redeemer.”’ 

Mr. Lockhart was married to Miss Henrietta Woodruff at Ith- 
aca, on November 23, 1854. An only son was born them at An- 
gelica, December 8, 1857, who with his mother survives.

HOW VET LOWE CAME TO LIVE HERE 


Forty years ago Vet Lowe came to this town from his home 
in Sherburne, Chenango County, to visit his brother. That over 
with, he thought he would go down to Pennsylvania,’ prdspecting. 
So he started to walk to Belfast, from whence a line of stages 
then connected south. Passing by the woolen mill at that time 
in Joncy, on the latter paper mill site, a gray haired, bare-head- 
ed man standing in the door, hailed him with the rather inquisi- 
tive question, ‘‘Say, hello there, where are you going?’’ Lowe 
thought the query rather odd, but being well brought up he civ- 
illy answered, ‘‘I’m going to Belfast to take a stage for Pennsyl- 
vania.’’ Then he was asked, more bluntly still, ‘‘Well, where did 
you come from?’’ Lowe told him. ‘‘From Sherburne! why, I mar- 
ried my wife near there! come in and let her have a talk with 
you!’’ Of course he complied, and after an hour’s pleasant chat. 
the man said, ‘‘One of our teamsters will quit Saturday night and 
we want a man in his place; that’s why I hailed you; we pay 
this man $11 a month and keep, which I’ll give you.’’ Lowe 
thought a bird in the hand is worth two in the bush, and accepted 
the offer. That man was Alpha Morse, then one of the leading 
men of Angelica. He and Judge Hull owned and ran the woolen 
factory, then with 40 employees, also the grist and saw mill 
above; and also a store in what is now the back part of the old 
Brown homestead. Opposite their factory was the ax works. 
Those were the boomiest days in business ever experienced 
here. They carried supplies of feed etc., as far as Smethport, 
Pa., and Lowe says he has counted as many as 30 teams around 
the grist mill at a time. The Erie Railroad was then built no 
farther west than Corning, and so supplies of various kinds had to 
be hauled in the firm’s wagons from there. Lowe says he will 
never forget a trip he made over there and back in February, 
1850. Though he had then been with Morse only two weeks, he 
sent him to Corning for a load of goods, and to go around by 
Bath and there get $500 from the Bank. The weather looked 
like a Spring break-up, and he thought it a bad time to start out, 
but Morse insisted that the supplies were needed at once, so of 
course he started—but it took an entire week to make that trip, 
and he began to fear before he got back that Alpha would think 
he had decamped with the cash. It rained and poured water day 
after day; the frost came out of the ground, and a loaded wagon 
would sink often to the hubs. He had a load of 40 hundred, and 
the only way he could climb a hill was by hiring someone to 
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double team. A little way east of Hornellsville, in the evening, 
his wagon sunk right down in the mud. So he hunted up a farm- 
er who had oxen, and after awhile they got to the wagon and were 
hitched on ahead of the team—but the wagon couldn’t be started; 
so the farmer went into Hornellsville. The man charged him 
only $2 for the service, and both were well satisfied. The next 
morning Lowe took off part of his load there, including a keg of 
brandy for Hull—and it will be here stated that the Judge swore 
like a trooper when Vet arrived without his bitters, declaring he 
might better have left everything else! and Lowe had to go back 
to. Hornell for the fire water the first thing Monday. Well he 
pulled into Joncy Saturday evening; Alpha hadn’t been worried 
at his long absence, and approved of all he had done. Lowe 
remained in that place two years—and still lives in Angelica. 
By years of hard work and economy he has acquired a compe- 
tence, to his credit be it said, and he is a worthy and respected 
citizen. He well observes that as to this talk about ‘thard times’’ 
with that things are nothing like so bad as they were years ago. 
This is true. One most important thing the mass of Americans 
have yet to learn, is—economy. With proper economy the mass 
of Americans would be free from financial stress. How have 
such men as Vet Lowe got ahead in the world—starting with noth- 
ing, and working for so little as even $13 a month, for years? 
The answer is: Because of frugal habits and living within means.

GEORGE E. MOTT 

(The following obituary was written by the deceased, a short 
time ago, in anticipation of his death): 

George Edward Mott was born at Camden, N. J., October 4, 
1854. His parents were George Mott Jr. of Great Chart, 
England, and Mary Amelia Washburn of New York City. He was 
named after an uncle in Tuanton, Massachusetts. His grand- 
father, George Mott Sr., left England with his wife, Ann, and a 
family of ten children in the winter of 1835 and settled in New 
York City where George Jr. was indentured to a firm of marble 
artificers in the city for five years, at the conclusion of which he 
was married and went to Philadelphia, Pa., finally settling in 
Camden, N. J., across the Delaware River, where he went into 
the marble business. 

_ After 20 years he had acquired a good competency from his 
large marble yards and had invested much in real estate and 
also a large sum in a newly invented cotton gin for extracting 
the seeds from the bolls. These machines were sent to the South 
shortly before the breaking out of the Civil War. The war and 
its hatreds at once made the project a financial failure and he 
‘was ruined. Gathering up what he could from the wreckage, he 
returned to Hoboken where his parents lived, in the summer of 
1864, bringing with him a daughter, Caroline, born in 1859. They 
located in old Hudson City, now Jersey Heights, and found a prof- 
itable occupation with a firm in New York that manufactured 
imitations of costly marble mantels and wainscots upon slate, and 
were supplying them to hundreds of brownstone front dwellings 
that were being erected on the East River, West of Central Park, 
in a big business boom that was in sway. 

George E. was made a scholar in School No. 2 and in six 
Years left high school and as an amateur, went into the business 
of job printing, which was successfully carried on for a number 
of years on Palisade Avenue. In 1880-81 he became a member 
of Typographical Union No. 6 of New York and worked at the 
trade in that city. Having literary and dramatic tastes, he was 
foremost in organizing several of these organizations during the 
early 80’s in Jersey City. 

When the world-wide evangelists, Moody and Sankey, came 
back from England and opened their campaign in the Hippodrome 
in New York, many of the young men with whom he was associ- 
ated went to hear them with the result that he was found among 
those who believed in a changed manner of living. This was in 
1876, when he was united with the West Hoboken Baptist Church 
and became secretary of the Sunday School. He there became 
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acquainted with Miss Matilda Collins, who was the organist of the 
church and a teacher of Public School No. 1 of West Hoboken. 


In 1881 he was married to her and there were four children 
born: George W., Tillie C., Laurell I. and Edward F. The death 
of the first born son in 1889 was the first break in the line of 
primogeniture for the name of George for five generations. 

The death of Mrs. Mott in 1894 left him with these dependent 
children and a broken home, but a correspondence began in 1896 
with Miss Frances M. Blauvelt of Angelica, a cousin of Frank 
Southard of Jersey City, a warm and old friend, while on a visit 
to her cousins, which resulted in their marriage in 1898. Two 
children, Raymond B. and Quentin R. were born. She died in 
1933 after a happy union of 35 years of which 27 were spent in 
Angelica. The five children and eleven grandchildren survive. 

In Jersey City Mr. Mott continued the printing business in 
connection with the management, for six years, of substation 16 
of the Jersey City postoffice. 

He was editor of the Hoboken Observer, a weekly paper, now 
a Hudson County daily and was also editor of the Republican, 
a political weekly during 1895. He was one-time president of the 
Hoboken Camera Club, occupying a three story brownstone front 
building on Park Avenue near 10th Street. 

A luckless venture in the line of journalism was the start- 
ing of the Pine Grove Tribune in Schuylkill County, Pa., in 1885-86. 
He returned to Jersey City to start over again in 1887. 

After his father died in 1892 and his mother in 1902 at the age- 
of 83, he was persuaded to dispose of his plant and move to 
Angelica. He arrived there in 1906. During the next quarter 
century as a citizen of the village he had a wide variety of duties. 

He was pictorial photographer from 1906 to 1933, custodian 
of the assembly hall and library 1908-12. He organized the An- 
gelica Dramatic Society in 1908. He was official photographer for 
the P.S.&N. Railroad, 1913 and 1914; inspector of street lights 
i913 to 1915 and an inspector of elections 1915 to 1933. 


He united with the M. E. Church in 1914; was a member of the 
Home Defense Company in 1917 and the New York State Guard, 
Co. A, 10th Infantry in 1918-1919. At the same time he was in 
charge of the local armory. He served as cooperative observer 
for the U. S. Weather Bureau from 1919 to 1933; was clerk of the 
school board and secretary of the Village Board of Trustees in 
1920; took the State Census in 1925 and was elected Justice of the 
Peace for 1928 to 1933. He was also a rural mail carrier from 
1919 to 1921 and postoffice clerk under five postmasters, E. I. 
Weaver, G. O. Hinman, A. J. Lytle, Mrs. Florence Lytle and R. B. 
Mott. 


The community was saddened to learn of the death of George 
E. Mott, Thursday morning at 1:30. Mr. Mott had been a resi- 
dent of Angelica for many years. ‘

EDMUND O. OSGOOD 


Last Friday evening at six o’clock, Edmund O. Osgood, 
passéd away at the advanced age of eighty-three years. His ill- 
ness was of only brief duration and such as is often incident to 
old age. 

Mr. Osgood was born March the 10th, 1826, at Wells, in Brad- 
ford County, Pa. His father was a Methodist preacher, and he 
was the last survivor of a family of fourteen children though not 
the oldest in the family. He knew something of the struggles 
and afflictions of life during his early years. His mother died 
when he was but six years of age, and then when seventeen years 
of age his eyesight began to fail, leaving him totally blind a year 
thereafter. This blindness lasted for about thirty-two years. At 
the end of that time he submitted to a surgical operation, which 
restored the sight to one eye in 1875. 

A part of his early life was passed at Ellicottville, N. Y., from 
which place he moved to Bradford, Pa., in 1847, when 21 years 
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of age. Two years later he was married to Miss Rowena C. Cole- (Taken from the Allegany County Republican of August 8, 1890) 


grove, who has been his faithful helpmeet and companion for 
nearly sixty years and now survives him. 

Mr. Osgood lived in Bradford until 1878, and during the per- 
iod of his residence there he passed through many experiences 
that are incident to pioneer life. He is said to have been the first 
man to build a sidewalk on Main Street in that city. He owned 
quite a little land which was then cheap, but now is very valu- 
able. On one occasion he gave a village lot on Main Street to a 
man in payment for building a sidewalk in front of two other lots. 

He was also engaged in the grocery business and in the drug 
business in that city for over twenty years, his wife being chief 
assistant and helper during this period—a period of total blind- 
ress to him. 

He came to Angelica 31 years ago, and for a long time was 
engaged in the furniture and undertaking business here. He al- 
ways has been counted as one of the foremost, and most esti- 
mable citizens of our village. He was a friend of everybody, 
was very fond of children, and a staunch adherent of every cause 
for the right. 

He was a thorough Christian and knew as positively that he 
had received spiritual sight, as that he had received physical 
sight in 1875. He and his wife united with the United Brethren 
Church in Bradford 58 years ago. On coming to Angelica they 
transferred their membership to the First Methodist Church of 
this place. Here he served as a trustee and member of the 
Official Board for a number of years. 

In his passing away Angelica has lost a pure minded citizen, 
and a man beloved by all who knew him. 


He is survived by his widow and ten children: Mrs. W. Rob- 
inson of Frewsburg, N. Y.; W. H. Osgood, Red House, N. Y.; Mrs. 
J. A. Kennedy, Denver, Colo.; H. H. Osgood, Bradford, Pa.; Mrs. 
P. S. Osgood, Colorado City, Colo.; E. B. Osgood, Brocton, N. Y.; 
Mrs. G. E. Meeker, Hornell, N. Y.. Miss Charlotte Osgood, An- 
gelica; Mrs. W. S. Gibson, Bradford, Pa.; and O. A. Osgood of 
Angelica. 


The body of Mr. Osgood was taken to the Angelica cemetery, 
borne by his four sons, and lovingly laid to rest amid the flowers 
and breezes of springtime.

Sixty years ago, the terms of the Supreme Court at Angelica 
were attended by such men as John B. Skinner, then of Wyoming, 
James R. Doolittle, John Young, Linus W. Thayer, George Barker, 
John Baldwin, Samuel S. Haight, Vincent Mathhews and Am- 
brose Spencer, a galaxy of legal lights hard to beat. And still 
with that array of talent, there were but few cases of local in- 
terest at least, in which L. C. Peck and Martin Grover did not 
appear and almost without exception, on opposite sides. Peck was 
in Congress in 1837-1839, a college and warm persona! friend of 
Millard Fillmore, who by the death of President Taylor, became 
President of the United States. 

Excepting being Justice of the Peace about 1830, it is not 
known that he ever held any other public office. He was a strong 
man of much natural ability with a limited education. 

In the use of sarcasm, irony, and invective, he was a master, 
and in ridicule he was supreme. He tried a case in the old Court 
House at Angelica once, in which appeared against him three 
young men, just admitted to the bar. 

Homeopathy was then in its infancy, being talked about and 
read about in the papers. , 

Referring to the array of counsel on the opposing side, he re- 
rnarked, ‘‘I have read much and heard much of a new school of 
rnedicine. I believe its practice consists in dealing out medicines 
in very small doses, indeed in fact almost infinitesimal in quan- 
tity, they call it homeopathy, but never till today have I been 
made aware that the practice had entered the profession of the 
law.’’ Withering wasn’t it? 


8 THE DEATH OF MR. PHILLIPS 


Mr. John Phillips—as we learned on going to press last week 
—-died at Helena, Mont., July 25, aged 65. The well-known repu- 
tation of our former townsman demands more than the brief no- 
tice then given, and we therefore take pleasure in recalling a few 
of the incidents of his life. 


Mr. Phillips was born in Scotland. Coming to this country 
when a mere boy, he managed to reach Rochester, N. Y., where 
he hired out to a farmer up the Genesee River. Many stories 
are told of those early days: How he covered wagon boxes and 
fences and barns with pictures sketched with stones, pieces of 
charcoal and other bits of marking material that came to hand. 


Rapidly improving in what was to be his life’s profession, he 
came to Angelica and opened a studio for the purpose of painting 
portraits. Though lacking in the development and finish of the 
works of his mature years, yet owing to the accuracy of his eye 
his pictures from the very first were true and faithful likenesses 
of the persons represented. 


It was at this time that he formed the acquaintance that re- 
sulted in his marriage to Miss Frances Hartshorn, daughter of 
Mrs. M. Hartshorn. And it was here, at the Hartshorn residence 
that in later times he yearly came back to enjoy his summer 
months. 

After making substantial progress in the art and receiving 
much encouragement in this country he returned to his native 
land. Letters from the late Mr. Gregg of Canandaigua, and oth- 
ers, gave him ready access to some of the oldest and best estates 
and finest galleries in England. From there he was enabled by 
similar friendly letters to pursue his studies under the most favor- 
able circumstances, in Italy, the land of art, and among the finest 
paintings of Spain. Returning to this country he wandered as 
his fancy called him—from Cuba to Canada, and from Atlantic 
cities to the Rocky Mountains. Wherever he went his work was 
in demand. His patrons were such men as Horace Greeley, Thur- 
low Weed, Senators, Judges, and men of prominence in every 
calling of life. William H. Seward expressed his great satisfac- 
tion with a former picture, by entrusting to Mr. Phillips the paint- 
ing of his portrait for the U. S. Senate chamber. Among Mr. 
Phillips’s last work in Angelica—all of commanding excellence— 
were portraits of Alpha Morse, Esq., Mrs. Mary Hartshorn, and 
Col. Wilson. 

Besides his paintings in private houses in this village, there is 
now in possession of the Wilson Academy one of his early por- 
traits, especially valuable from the fact that it is one of the few 
original pictures of the veteran Indian warrior, Major Moses Van 
Campen. 

; Thousands of visitors at the Centennial Exhibition at Philadel- 
phia looked with delight upon the peculiarly striking and appro- 
priate painting in the New York building, representing the ex- 
tremes of the century. It contained four figures—a Revolution- 
ary hero (a fine idealized portrait of our old townsman, Squire 
Norton), and a Union soldier of the War of the Rebellion, with 
his young wife and infant son. The arrangement, design and ex- 
ecution were admirable. The old hero was represented as telling 
to the young hero the story of ‘‘the times that tried men’s souls,”’ 
while the young hero was kindling anew his patriotic zeal from 
the old man’s fire, and the young mother— 

“forgot the babe ; 

That smiled sae sweetly on her knee,’’ 
seeing only in the thrilling dangers of the past the ended furlough 
of the morrow. Mrs. Frank Leslie, we believe, secured this paint- 
ing at the close of the exhibition, paying therefor about $30,000. 

Another of his pictures, ‘‘The Morning Prayer,’’ has been ex- 
tensively copied in different styles of art, and with varying suc- 
cess. Its beauty consisted in its simplicity and truthfulness. It 
represented a young child just risen from her bed, and kneeling 
with uplifted hands and eyes at a richly curtained window, the 
first rays of the morning sun illuminating all with a wealth of col- 
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Section 5 ACN GEL CA 
or and of shade. The original was destroyed in the great Chicago 
fire, where Mr. Phillips then had a studio. 

Mr. Phillips was not only accurate: he was also exceedingly 
rapid in his work. He rarely took more than two sittings, and 
full length portraits bringing him from a few hundred to a thou- 
sand or fifteen hundred dollars each, were often finished in two or 
three days. 

But like many another man, he could ‘‘make’”’ money much 
more easily than he could keep it. He loved his art more than 
the proceeds of his art. Many were the schemes in oil and mines 
and visionary inventions in which he was led to sink his accumu- 
Jations, only to pick up his brush and begin anew. 

Since the breaking up of the Hartshorn home he has not 
visited Angelica, but has lived mainly in western cities. His rec- 
ord is finished. His pictures are scattered throughout the land. 
Wherever they are, John Phillips will be remembereu as one ot 
the foremost painters of his time and country.

: SENATOR PIERCE DEAD 


State Senator Noble E. Pierce, died at his home in Bristol, 
Conn., on Sunday morning, November 17, 1929, suddenly at 9 
o’clock, of an acute heart affliction at the age of 75 years and 
was buried in the cemetery of the city in which he was born 
July 31, 1854. For the past 14 years his annual visit to Angelica 
has been looked for by many of the older residents as one of the 
most cheerful events of the calendar to those whom social inti- 
macy dates back to the earlier years of the village history, when 
as a young lawyer just graduating from the Law School at Al- 
bany, he hung out his shingle on the Arnold block in 1877, which 
read, “Hibbard & Pierce, Attorney at Law’’. After a year or two 
he saw greater possibilities in his native town and left the village 
but never forgot it or the short time he spent here. In polities 
Senator Pierce was a Democrat of Democrats but when his 
party fell for the free silver issue he became a gold democrat 
and was sent to the Senate in the Republican State of Connecti- 
cut. He was for twenty-seven consecutive years the president of 
the Schocl Board of Bristol besides holding other offices of a lo- 
cal character. 

He came back to Angelica to marry Miss Hattie Kendall 
some time in 1879 and a daughter, Gertrude, and a son, Kendall 
M., survive him. He practiced law in Hartford and Bristol and 
his pleasant ways, cheerful demeanor, skill at raconteur and re- 
partee made him a favorite on all occasions. He was the honored 
guest and speaker at the Allegany County Firemen’s Convention 
on July 11 and also a speaker at the banquet of the Bank of An- 
gelica on July 16 of this year. He was brought up in the Baptist 
faith and was affiliated with the Masonic fraternity. 


A PICTURESQUE CHARACTER 
By JOHN P. HERRICK 


A special correspondent of the Rochester Democrat, who will 
himself be recognized as one of Allegany County’s most brilliant 
wrilers, sends from Bolivar the following appreciative notice of 
the late L. G. Raymond, iong time editor and publisher of the 
“Allegany County Republican’’: 

In the death of Lamont G. Raymond, which occurred a few 
days ago, one of the most picturesque figures ever connected with 
Western New York newspaper work has passed from mortal view. 
For twenty years Raymond was a resident of Aliegany County and 
edited and published the Angelica Republican, founded in 1820, 
and one of the pioneer newspapers of this end of the State. Mr. 
Raymond sold the Republican a couple of years ago to locate in 
Connellsville, where he published the Fayette County Republican 
until he died. No man connected with the country press of New 
York had a more varied newspaper experience than Raymond, 
and none a more striking personality or more eccentricities in his 
makeup.

Raymond learned to set type in the office of the Courier at 
Cinlton, N. Y., beginning in 1859 when he was 14. He dropped his 
stick and rule to join the light artillery and help put down the re- 
bellion. After it was over he went West, working at his trade 
of compositor in different cities. His first experience as editor 
was at Sherburne, where he ran the News for three years. In 
1872, after editing several country papers he became city editor 
of the New York Daily Witness. From New York he drifted into 
New Jersey, where he owned a daily paper, then to Ohio, finally 
casting anchor in Angelica in 1879. 


His office at Angelica was one of the curiosities of the Wes- 
tern part of the State, and tramp printers would go miles out of 
their way to catch a glimpse of the Republican office and its 
eccentric editor. The Republican was issued from a little one- 
story building in the rear of Mr. Raymond’s house. On the right, 
as one entered, was a little room, 6x8, lighted by a small window 
and furnished with a couple of rickety chairs of antique pattern. 
This was his den. The walls were covered with pictures and 
cartcons cut from newspapers and magazines, and dozens of maps 
and government reports were stacked up in the corners. Un- 
framed crayon portraits of Lincoln, Grant, Blaine and Garfield 
were tacked on the walls, for Mr. Raymond was a hero wor- 
shiper. There was no desk and no pen. Mr. Raymond never 
wrote a line for publication in his paper; he composed his articles 
as he stood at the printer’s case, marshalling the types into line. 
He set up the type, read and corrected the proof, made up the 
paper and pulled off the edition, one copy at a time on a Wash- 
ington hand press. His only assistant was a boy who inked the 
forms for each impression with a roller a yard long. 


The main room of the office was perhaps twenty feet square. 
In it was crowded a hand press, a job press and the few stands 
cf type necessary to get out the paper. In one corner was a col- 
lection of antique clocks, some of them seven feet high. He 
owned, when in Angelica, one of the most valuable collections of 
old newspapers in the western part of the State, some of them 
over a century old. In fact, his office was literally a curiosity 
shop. He had a fine collection of relics picked up on one of his 
visits to St. Augustine and the Seminole country. The Republican 
was an eight-column paper with a patent outside, and, although 
printed on a hand press from old type, it was one of the cleanest 
looking papers in the county. Good press work was a hobby with 
Raymond. On that same old hand press he did some posters and 
commercial printing in two colors that were most creditable, the 
register being aJmost perfect. 


Once a year while he resided in this county he issued what he 
termed a red letter edition of the Republican. On such occasions 
all of the advertisements and all local and county news were 
thrown out and he devoted the entire space at his disposal to a 
story on some topic of popular interest and with which he was 
familiar through study. One of the big stories he printed was on 
“The Evolution of the Railway.’’ It occupied sixteen columns of 
space, and he received many congratulatory letters from railroad 
officials to whom he sent copies of the paper. On such occa- 
sions the heading of the paper was printed in red ink, and the 
matter frequently embellished with outline cuts that Mr. Ray- 
mond carved out with his jack knife. He frequently wrote short 
sketches cn astronomy, always furnishing his own illustration. 


In politics Mr. Raymond was a Republican of the old stalwart 
type, and strong in his likes and dislikes. He worshiped James 
G. Blaine, and for years carried, Blaine’s name at the head of 
his editorial column in three-line pica type, directly under the 
outstretched wings of an electrotyped American eagle. When the 
National Convention met at Minneapolis in 1892 hundreds of copies 


of Blaine red letter edition of his modest country weekly were dis-: 


tributed among the delegates, and the tall, striking looking man 
with flaming red side whiskers who mingled with the delegates 
and laughed over comments made after the papers had been dis- 
tributed was the editor of the, Republican. When his idol went 
down to defeat he was a sorely disappointed man. Then he 
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backed Tom Reed, but it didn’t do him any good. He sold his 
Paper at Angelica for the purpose of going to the front in the 
war with Spain, either as a volunteer or war correspondent, but 
before he got his plans made the war was over. His Angelica of- 
fice was located across the street from the historic old court house 
where the Republican Party was born and he always spoke with 
pride of the town, which is one of the -oldest and most historic 
in the county. So when his life went out they brought his body 
back and laid it at rest in the village cemetery in obedience to 
his oft-repeated wish to sleep the long sleep in Allegany soil.

HON. DAVID P. RICHARDSON 


David Plunket Richardson was born at Macedon. Wayne 
County, May 28, 1833. His father, Dr. Plunket Richardson, be- 
longed to an old Quaker family, and was up to the time of his 
death, which occurred in the early youth of his son, one of the 
leading physicians of his county. 

After a thorough preparation received at the Macedon Acad- 
emy, Mr. Richardson entered the Sophomore class in Yale Col- 
lege, in 1853, and graduated with the class of 1856. Soon after 
his graduation Mr. Richardson came to Angelica and joined the 
Rev. Samuel Center, ‘‘of blessed memory”’, in the establishment 
of the Angelica Academy, of which, upon the death of Mr. Center, 
Mr. Richardson became the principal, and presided over the in- 
stitution with marked success. 

To the great regret of all friends of education who knew him, 
Mr. Richardson resigned his educational trusts into other hands, 

¢and applied himself to the study of the law under the direction of 
the late Hon. Martin Grover of Angelica, and the Hon. George W. 
Rawson, of Rochester, late Justice of the Supreme Court for the 
Seventh Judicial District. He was admitted to the bar, at Roch- 
ester, 1859, where, for a time, he continued to reside. 

In the first days of the Rebellion, Mr. Richardson raised a 
company of cavalry and joined, with his company, the 6th Regi- 
ment of New York Cavalry. He was assigned to service upon the 
staff of the commanding General, and served in that capacity 
successively under Generals Stoneman, Pleasanton and Deven, 
during a period of nearly four years. MYaANSOM 

At the close of the war he returned to Angeliea, married 

~Miss Julia Lloyd, a daughter of the late Judge Rawson Lloyd, of 
this village, and engaged in the practice of his profession. His 
clear logic and magnetic eloquence soon placed him in the front 
rank of the Allegany County Bar. 

For three successive years Mr. Richardson was induced to 
represent his town upon the Board of Supervisors of Allegany 
County, of which he was chosen chairman the last year of his 
service as Supervisor. 

During the whole period of the active practice of his profes- 
sion, Mr. Richardson never stepped aside in pursuit of politi- 
cal honors until the Fall of 1878, when he was nominated by the 
Republican Party of the 29th Congressional District, as its can- 
didate for Representative in the 46th Congress; and at the ensu- 
ing election he was triumphantly elected, receiving 14,330 votes 
against 10,960 for F. G. Babcock, Democrat and 8,174 for Ralph 
Beaumont, Greenbacker. 

The record of the Hon. D. P. Richardson as a member of the 
46th Congress, is too well known to require more than a passing 
mention here. It is not only spotless and free from stain, but 
it is a brilliant record. No new member of the House has ever 
tuken a higher position among his fellow Representatives, or be- 
fore the country. His earnest energy and untiring efforts have 
always been directed in behalf of those who so justly deserve 
that relief which the Government has provided for the ‘‘Boys in 
Blue’? whom a wicked rebellion left sick and maimed; and for 
the widows and orphans of those who died that the Union might 
live. His ringing speech of the 10th of March last (which we re- 
produce below in full, today), delivered in the House of Repre- 
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sentatives, in opposition to the bill then pending before the House, 
which provided for the forfeiture of the pension paid to any sol- 
aier or sailor who should contribute any sum whatever for politi- 
cal purposes, electrified the House and the Nation. Perhaps the 
highest encomium which it has received, notwithstanding the 
plaudits of the press and the people, is its publication and dis- 
tribution by the National Republican Convention, in the cam- 
paign for Garfield and Arthur. Where is the purer Repub- 
licanism than that which inspired the utterance of these words: 

“Should they (pensioned Soldiers and Sailors), pay for a con- 
veyance to carry a disabled comrade to the polls, they forfeit, 
in the terms of this bill, the pittance due them for wounds re- 
ceived and disease contracted in fighting a rebel crew, or starv- 
ing in prison pens. And yet, these are they who, on a battle- 
field, testified their devotion to country, and but for those efforts 
these halls would be silent to legislation; and they are now to be 
branded as malefactors by the laws of the very Government they 
preserved, for exercising rights so freely enjoyed by traitors who, 
by all the machinery of war attempted to destroy it.” 

The unanimous renomination of the Hon. D. P. Richardson— 
which our special telegram above announces—is but a fitting rec- 
ognition of his pre-eminent qualifications for the great position 
sc honorably filled by him, and to which the people with one ac- 
cord will recall him in November.

OUR ONLY CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR 
EARLY RESIDENT OF ANGELICA, JUDGE WILLIAM B. 
ROCHESTER; A REMARKABLE MAN

William Beatty Rochester was born in Hagerstown, Md., Jan- 
uary 29, 1789. His father was Nathaniel Rochester, the founder 
of the city which carries his name, who at the time was associ- 
ated in business with Thomas Hart, whose daughter married 
Henry Clay. 

In 1808, William came with his father’s family to Dansville, 
N. Y. William, who was the oldest of a family of twelve chil- 
Cren, scon returned to Maryland, graduated at Charlotte Hall, a 
noted sc.co! of the time, and then studied law with an uncle, 
Judge Adam Beatty of Marysville, Ky., and later with Henry 
Clay of Lexington, Ky. September 12, 1812, he was united in 
marriage with Miss Harriet Irwin of Elmira, and in November of 
the same year raised about Dansville a company of thirty to 
thirty-five men, and proceeded to the Niagara frontier, where 
he was soon promoted to a position on the staff of Gen. McClure 
and for a while was stationed with him at Ft. George. 

In 1814 he settled in Bath, where his wife died January 27, 
1815, leaving a son who died in 1823. 

January 31, 1816, he married Amanda, daughter of Deacon 
Eopkins of Bath. 1 

In 1816-17, with Timothy H. Porter, and in 1818, with James 
McCall, he represented Allegany and Steuben Counties in the 
Assembly. 

In 1817, a stormy debate arose over a new canal bill which 
it was supposed, was shaped by DeWitt Clinton, in which to quote 
another, ‘‘a young member, William B. Rochester, a young man 
of promise, made his first parliamentary efforts in a succession 
ef brilliant speeches.”’ : 

In 1820, he was a presidential elector from New York. In 
April, 1823, he was appointed Justit¢e of the Supreme Court for 
the eighth judicial district, and took up his residence in Angelica, 
and thus became the first resident judge of that court, that our 
county ever had. He presided at all the circuit courts, and courts 
of Over and Terminer heid at Angelica from 1823 to 1825 inclu- 
sive, and at the February term in 1824 with John Griffin, Thomas 
Dole, Clark Crandall, Vial Thomas, and Sylvanus Merriman as 
associates, tried David D. How for the murder of Othello 
Church, the first trial in the county which resulted in the convic- 
tion and execution of the prisoner. 
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This noted trial was held in a room fitted up for court pur- 
poses in tre second story of the old Jail building, which stood 
where now is the Catholic Church. 

This was the only case in which Judge Rochester was ever 
called upon to pronounce sentence of death, and General Roches- 
ier informed the writer, that he had heard his father say, it was 
the most painful duty he was ever required to perform. 

This General Rochester was born in Angelica in 1826. 

On the occasion of LaFayette’s visit to Rochester June 7, in 
1825, Judge Rochester was selected to give the welcoming ad- 
dress. Living at Angelica at the time, he quite likely made the 
trip to Rochester with Judge Church’s family by private convey- 
ance, for it is known they were there. 

In 1826, came on a lively campaign for Governor. The elec- 
torate was divided into two parties, and were known as “**Clinton- 
ians’’ who supported DeWitt Clinton, the great “‘Ditch Digger’”’ 
of his time, and ‘‘Bucktails’’ who ran Judge Rochester. 

It was a very heated and animated contest; the vote stand- 
ing 99,785 for Clinton and 96,135 for Rochester, the judge lacking 
enly 1825 of dividing the vote equally with one of the strongest 
mien the State ever produced. A little more effort on the part 
of the Adams and Clay men, who supported Rochester, would 
have changed the result, and given Allegany a Governor. As it 
is the writer is quite sure he was the only candidate for that 
office that Allegany has ever had. 

Judge Rochester died June 14, 1838, when a boiler exploded 
on the new steamship Pulaski, near Charleston, S. C.

THOMAS A. ROYCE 


We are today going to talk a little while about a citizen who 
has been in business in this town lacking only a few months of 
half a century—the longest time of any man ever in business 
here—and who is now to retire, holding at present a closing-out 
sale. ; 

There is a town in Connecticut by the name of Mansfield. 
Among the pioneer settlers a century and a half ago was an iing- 
lish family named Royce; and the first child born in that place 
was of this family. Later others were born. In the course of 
time four brothers, then young men of this family, went westward 
to Monticello, Sullivan County, this State, married and settled. 
And there Thomas A. Royce—the subject of this sketch—was 
born, on January 1, 1817. His mother died when he was four 
days old; and it so happened that a neighbor named Edward 
Cowles, and wife, at the same time lost by death an infant son; 
and by mutual consent the Royce infant was taken by them and 
cared for as their own. Soon afterward they moved to Litch- 
field, Conn., where Mr. Cowles engaged in mercantile trade and 
the buying and selling of cheese. 

About four years later, Mr. Royce having married again, 
wert to Litchfield and got his young son and took him home. In 
the year 1830—this youth then being 13 years old, and somehow 
retaining a warm regard for his foster parents—returned to 
Litchfield to again live with them; and though young in years, he 
engaged to help Mr. Cowles in whatever ways he could be use- 
ful. He there remained four years, and in all ways well pleased 
his foster parents. 

From Litchfield he went to Livonia, Steuben County, this 
State, to work as assistant in a store. He went with the best 
wishes of his foster parents. He remained here for 15 years. 

Being then 32 years old, a man of family, and having saved 
some money, Mr. Royce desired and decided to go into business 
for himself. At that time Angelica was the leading and booming 
town of Allegany; and he came here, and bought the store now 
owned by Mr. James T. Brown—at the time owned by William 
Armstrong. who conducted a large grocery business there. It was 
in the spring of 1849 that Mr. Royce bought that store and began 
business in Angelica. He prospered there, and many times since 
has felt it was a business error of judgment in ever selling or 
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changing from there. In those times, he frequently sent teams to 
Buffalo for supplies, and rnany-a-time did he thus get wagon- 
loads of pork—to be retailed to customers in the region ’round 
about here. 

While here, in 1852-53, he built the dwelling now the Presby- 
terian parsonage. It was all done by handmade work. Albert 
Miller did the stone work of the basement for $70. David Bar- 
num at $1.50 and son at $1.25 per day each worked 6 months on ‘t 
and David Rice (father of Al Rice) worked a year on the build- 
ing at $1.50. Soon after the dwelling was finished a Spring flood 
filled the cellar, which so disgusted Royce that he vowed he’d 
never move into it—and he didn’t. He sold it to Robert Taylor, 
an eccentric character then living here, whom young fellows 
about town inflated with the idea that if he would first buy a house 
then he could get one of the hotel girls to marry him. 

Mr. Royce sold grocery store after five years, to engage in 
the mercantile trade with Joseph T. Platt, on opposite corner 
(now Piatt & Branson). He sold grocery to Taylor, who not mak- 
ing payment, resold to Niles Rathbun. 

To have more room, after awhile Platt & Royce moved into a 
large building west of the hotel (since burned), which they bought 
of Bradley Sherman. Later, as they did not get on well to- 
gether, they divided the goods, Royce taking his half back to the 
corner store. After awhile he sold his stock to Sherman, who 
owned the building. 

In 1860 he bought the present L. T. Hooker store building, of 
Mr. A. Lockhart, who had a hardware business there with Terry. 
The building was vacated by said firm: Mr. Royce formed a 
partnership with Dr. Richard Charles, and then in that bu‘id'ng 
they conducted a drug business. After two years Mr. Royce 
bought out his partner and continued the business aione. 

At this time Mr. Royce also bought out Robert Common’s 
boot and shoe store, in building where his present drug store is, 
and engaged Mr. Common as foreman to run the shop. At that 
time this business was different from what it now is. People 
then wore hand-made boots and shoes. Mr. Royce employed 
regularly from 7 to 9 shoemakers, who earned each from $12 to 
$20 per week—war prices then prevailing; the weekly pay-roll 
running to $120 and upwards. And there were a jolly lot 
of shoemakers in Royce’s shop in those days—Robert Common, 
Willard Allen, John Simons, Albert Hitchcock, Lon Fosha, Jack 
Pierce, Bill Latham, Chauncey Bouten and his wife, the latter, 
working upstairs alone, and being the only woman ever working 
at shoemaking in this county. Many boots were made for boys 
in the army. Mr. Royce finally sold that business to Moses H. 
Marshall. 


Though Mr. Royce (as all men) in his time has made come 
poor deals, he made one extra good one. As he was starting for 
dinner one day, a man arrived at his drug store, and abruptly 
asked him what he would take for the building—the reality of 
present Hooker store—and it was as abruptly replied, ‘“‘I’ll sell 
for $2,500,’ not supposing the man would call the bluff, or to see 
him again; but the man (as later appeared) had a financial 
backer in Rochester, who ‘‘had money to burn,’’ (and some of 
which might as well have been burned—but ‘“‘that is another 
story-’’) Mr. Royce was surprised on returning from dinner to 
find that meanwhile the man had got attorney Charles Flenagin 
to draw up a contract for the property at the gilt-edged pvic? 
asked—and he plunked down a cool thousand dollars to clinch 
the sale. And such was the entry of Charles A. Bowman as a 
hardware dealer in Angelica. This was in June, 1871, Bowman 
taking possession July 1st. 

Mr. Royce temporarily moved his drug business to present 
Rice furniture store, formerly A. Lockhart’s. Thence, across the 
street in present Fred P. Allen store; and Brown & Leonard va- 
cating, finally moved to present building—being where his bso-- 
and-shoe store was during the years of the war. 

In 1872-3 he was in partnership with Spencer Franklin in the 
tannery business, in a building on West Main, north side, located 
where High Street now is opened up the bluff, west of the Todd 
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place. He then sold to Franklin, who changed the business to a 
sash-and-blind factory, which he ran awhile then had to quit. 
Royce had financially backed him, and had to take the property. 
Being idle and unoccupied it could nct be insured. It so happened 
that at that time Dr. Carver was building a barn on his place and 
he wanted a different kind of moulding than John Hill's plane: 
coud turn out; so Mr. Royce loaned a $300 planer from his fac- 
tory to accommodate Carver. 
factory was burned—catching fire from an enflamed seleon ac- 
joining--and all contents destroyed; the loaned planer saved. 

Mr. Royce also bought. years ago, the residence now owned 
by L. T. Hooker and occupied by Dr. Spencer. 

He owns a farm in Birdsall. 


His present fine brick residence on East Main Street, was 
formerly the Joseph B. Welch property. 

And now, at 81 years of age Mr. Royce well concludes that it 
is time to cease business, and therefore now offers his entire 
stock at actual cost. The public is taking advantage of the rare 
opportunity.

THOMAS A. SCHOLES 


Thomas A. Scholes was born in Analore, Monighan County, 
Province of Ulster in Ireland, in the month of December, 1849. 
When about three years of age his father came to this country, 
and located on the farm in Birdsall, part of which is now owned 
by Alexander Hamilton. 

He built his house on a knoll diagonally across the railroad 
tracks from the school house south of Birdsall Corners, long 
Known as the red school house. 

About seven years after he came to this country, his family 
came to the new home. At this time Thomas Scholes was about 
ten years of age. For several years he lived with his father in 
the town of Birdsall. 

After reaching young manhood he went to Belfast and learned 
the wagon and carriage maker’s trade,then came to Angelica, 
where he conducted his brother’s, J. W. Scholes, shop for a few 
years. Failing health led him to abandon the shop, and go out 
into the country that he might regain his health. 

Meanwhile he had married, taking for his wife, Miss Caroline 
é’Autremont, on November 17, 1875. Together with his wife, he 
moved to the Common’s farm on the Common’s road, where the 
stone house now is. This was their home until several years ago 
when he purchased the farm on the West Almond road, on which 
ke lived until his death which occurred on Sunday morning, May 
9, 1909. Although his illness was of brief duration, the end was 
not entirely unexpected. 

He leaves besides Mrs. Caroline Scholes his widow, two 
daughters, to mourn his demise. The older one, Caroline M., now 
Mrs. David Evans, and the younger one Mabel D., now Mrs. 
Charles Morton. 

' For twenty years he had been a faithful and consistent mem- 
rer and supporter of the Methodist Episcopal Church in this 
Place, and for the last eight years a member of the official board 
of that church. 

The body was laid to rest in the village cemetery, there to 
rest ‘‘until the day dawn’’ of eternity shall come.

WILLIAM SEIVER 


William Seiver was a leading figure in the development and 
growth of the village of Angelica for upward of half a century. 
He was a pioneer in manufacturing varieties of wheeled vehicles, 
cutters and sleighs, for both pleasure and service. For a long 
time he was an employer of skilled artisans, whose honesty 
stamped itself upon the products of his factory, and marked his 
shop as a center of worthy industry. We would need to roll back 
the pages of history for more than a quarter of a century to 
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see the larger activities of this man. If we could do that minute- 
ly, we would see such a contrast of light and shadow, successes 
and vicissitudes as are necessary to develop sturdy manhood. If 
his life history could be written in detail, it would read like a ro- 
mance. William Seiver was born in Schwerin, Mecklenberg, Ger- 
many, December 22, 1839. He came to America while a mere 
boy, about 14 years of age. Just the age at which the wonders of 
travel, with the sights and customs of the new world, made an 
indelible impression upon his mind. His first home was in the 
village of Nunda, where he lived for a brief period. While still 
under age, he came to Angelica to live. 

On January 1, 1864, he was united in marriage to Christine 
Schradder. She was to him a remarkable helpmeet. Their chil- 
dren number six, all but two of which are living, viz: Mary 
Fadie,*Lock Haven; Harriett Seiver. Angelica: Alice Pettie. Bos- 
ten; William L. Seiver, Angelica, aiso a granddaughter, Pduline 
Seiver, a child of his son, Charles Seiver. 

William Seiver loved his country, which had given him a 
home. When treason tried to maim and sever this land, he gladly 
went to its defense. He enlisted May 21, 1861, under General 
Slocum, and received an honorable discharge on May 31, 1863. 
His service to his country is marked by deeds of valor. and en- 
curance. Through all the privations which came to him as 2 
soldier, he never winced once. but led his comrades in the songs 
that cheer the heart, and enthuse the patriotic spirit. 

At the close of the war he gave his full time to his business. 
rooting down and reaching out. He embraced religion when 
about seven years of age, and has been a faithful and consistent 


member of the Methodist Church since then. For about forty 
years he directed the choir in the church of his choice. He was 
a sturdy supporter and an active leader in its work. The pipe 


organ was purchased and installed under his directing advice.

And 11 other emigrants on the ship 
died of cholera, in two days. Then there was fumigation by boil- 
ing tar, with decks closed, day and night unceasing during the 
entire remaining weeks of the journey. The reader can imagine 
what an awfully disagreeable trip that was—but the cholera was 
stamped out and life saved.

Fifty years or so ago—some earlier and some later—amongst 
comers to Birdsall were Jacob and Peter Young, A. K. Humphrey, 
John Beech, Freeman Doolittle, Patrick Haire, Jahial and David 
Abbey, Henry Carpenter, James and Joseph K. McWaver, Henry 
Newton, Frank R. Park, Amos Southard, Samuel H. Rice, and 
others, 

It was in the year 1852 that Mr. John D. Seelover first came 
to Birdsall. ; 

‘Mr. Seelover was born in Brunswick, Middlesex County, N. 
J., the year after George Washington retired from the Presidency, 
his birthday being December 5, 1798—hence he is now in his 
99th year. At 7 years of age he removed with his parents to 
Trumansburg, this State, where he was married in 1822. Later 
lived in Ithaca, from: whence he came here in 1852, He has since 
lived here except for a short time at Elmira. 

His wife died 52 years ago. He had 5 sons and 3 daughters, 
and 3 sons and one daughter survive. 

Mr. John D. Seelover is a phenomenally well-preserved man 
of nearly 100 years old—and what he is today bears emphatic 
testimony to a well spent life.

JUDSON W. SHERMAN 


Died, in Angelica, November 12, Judson W. Sherman, aged 
73 years. 

As the life of J. W. Sherman has been so closely identified 
with the former political history of the county and State, his 
death is deserving of something more than a casual mention of 
the fact. I have not the time nor the data to write a full and 
proper obituary notice. Such a notice would necessarily be the 
history of the Whig and Republican parties in this county from 
their organization up to about 1862. 

As early as 1831, when he had barely reached his majority, 
he exhibited that activity, ability and rare skill which character- 
ized his subsequent career, and marked him a leader. He was 
elected County Clerk over one of the most popular men in the 
county, and held the office for two terms. From that time for- 
ward for more than 30 years, he was emphatically the leader of 
his party in the county and exercised great influence in the poli- 
tics of the State. 

No man ever possessed the confidence of the party more 
fully than did J. W. Sherman. His leadership was so universally 
recognized during that time, all who failed in their aspirations 
for office charging their defeat to him. He had great intuitive 
knowledge of men and wisely exercised his influence in the 
choice of worthy men to fill the important positions and in fram- 
ing for the party a wise and liberal policy. 

He early became the confident and trusted advisor of Thur- 
low Weed, Gov. Seward, and later, of Gov. Morgan, and all the 
more: prominent men of the party in the State. Probably no man 
in it was held in higher esteem by those men, at that time, or 
had more of their confidence than he. As indicating the high 
appreciation of him, the writer hereof would state, that on a 
recent visit to Mr. Weed, at his home in New York, that gentle- 
inan inquired about Mr. Sherman, and in the conversation ensu- 
ing, expressed great surprise that a man of his genius and cap- 
abilities should have hermitized himself in a country town, saying 
that if he had come out and asserted himself he would then be 
one of the first men of the State. Mr. Weed took the writer into 
a room where he had his valuable correspondence preserved, 
and taking a bundle of letters from a pigeon-hole said: ‘‘These 
are ail from Mr. Sherman, and are highly treasured for their 
useful suggestions.”’ 

About 1850 Mr. Sherman held the office of Deputy Treasurer 
of the State, under Alvah Hunt, and was in fact the acting 
Treasurer. 

. In 1856 he was elected to Congress and served with marked 
ability. 

In 1862 he was appointed Commissary in the army, and was 
assigned to the Army of the Cumberland under Gen. Sherman, 
and assumed its duties, but soon voluntarily retired. 

About this time he began to feel the infirmities of age, and 
that disease which finally resulted in his death (some trouble of 
his stomach), was developed, and he began to be weary of the 
labor and vigilance attending the leadership of a great party, 
and it fell mainly to other hands. He had held that position 
longer and with more conspicuous success than had any other 
person in this county in any political party. His success was 
largely due to his knowledge of men, and to the fact that he at- 
tracted around himself in that period the best men of the county 
—men of integrity and character and of influence. 

He continued to act and counsel with the party until 1866, 
when he differed with the majority on the policy of Reconstruc- 
tion. He was opposed to the enfranchisement of so large a class 
cf wholly ignorant people, and predicted that their votes would 
be controlled by the intelligent whites of the South, thus giving 
the South greater representation in Congress than was desirable. 
He then joined what was termed the Johnson party, and has not 
Since acted with his old party, although he has continued to 
counsel with many of his old Republican friends and maintained 
pleasant relations with them. 
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Mr. Sherman was a man of culture and sought and was 
gladly received by kindred minds when abroad. He was an in- 
teresting conversationalist and pleasing in his manners, and 
never failed to entertain his listeners. He detested pretentious 
persons, and had the faculty of making such dislike him. He 
was positive in his convictions and fearless in the expression of 
them. He was a warm sympathizing friend and always ready 
to serve them with fidelity. He was very repellant to those whom 
he disliked. He seldom expressed himself by making speeches, 
but he was a forcible writer and wrote much. His articles were 
eagerly sought and frequently re-published in metropolitan jour- 
nals. His writings were characteristic in their conciseness and 
pungency. He was generous and hospitable in his nature; he was 
kind and benevolent to the poor, as many know, and no person in 
need ever left his door empty-handed. 

In a high degree he possessed the virtues of integrity, fidelity, 
unostentatious benevolence, and had a high sense of honor. 

For a few years past he has: been a great sufferer from 
rheumatism and other ailments, which he has uncomplainingly 
borne. But he has been compelled to lead a quiet and retired 
lfe, and has hardly been his former self. He is at last at rest.

FRANK SULLIVAN SMITH 


The Hon. Frank Sullivan Smith, LL.D., died at his apartment 
in the Plaza Hotel, New York, Monday, November 15, 1920. He 
was born in the town of Granger, Allegany County, in 1851, and 
was a descendant of Reuben Smith, one of the founders of the 
Massachusetts Colony, and of Hans Van Blarcom, one of the 
early Dutch settlers of Manhattan. His father, William M. Smith, 
M.D., was Surgeon General on the staff of Gov. John A. Dix and 
Health Officer of the Port of New York. It was during the 
Civil War that Frank—too young for service—went with his father 
to see and minister to the wounded at the front; and it was 
there amid those scenes of carnage and suffering that he re- 
ceived his baptism of patriotism—natriotism that continued solid- 
ly throughout the late World War. 

After passing through the old Angelica Academy he en- 
tered Yale College in the class of 1872, and while there wrote and 
published in the Angelica Reporter a series of papers on Yale. 
In college he was a member of the Alpha Delta Phi fraternity 
end Wolf’s Head Society. 

Soon after graduation he was elected School Commissioner of 
the Northern District of Allegany County. Entering on the work 
with enthusiasm an inspiration for better work and better schools 
seemed given to teachers and trustees throughout the district. 

October 17, 1877, he married Clara A. H. Higgins, daughter 
ci O. T. Higgins, and sister of the late Gov. Frank W. Higgins. 
Largely by her planning the much loved home was built and the 
beautiful grounds laid out. The large upper room of the resi- 
dence was the occasional concert and entertainment hall for 
citizens; and there he met those who desired to sing and gladly 
gave them vocal training. 

In the Presbyterian Church of which he was a member, he 
was for several years a most efficient superintendent of the 
Sunday School and a member of the choir where his fine voice 
and superior musical training greatly enriched the service of 
praise. 

He was one of the original trustees of the Wilson Academy, 
which institution he continued to aid until the Regents turned 
Academies into High Schools. 

From school days he had ‘been looking forward to law as 
his future calling and at the close of his term as School Com- 
rnissioner he entered the office of Hon. D. P. Richardson and 
soon became a partner under the firm name of Richardson, 


_Flenagin & Smith, a firm of acknowledged legal strength. But 


local business, even though large and increasing, was out- 
ranked by the demands of Rail Road Corporations. He was 
identified with the Seligman organizations of the Buffalo, New 
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York and Philadelphia Railroad, Receiver of the Pittsburgh, 
Shawmut and Northern Railroad Company, President of the 
Shawmut Mining Company, and The Shawmut Coal and Coke 
Company; director of the Hamilton Trust Company, and Con- 
tinental Finance Company, American Light and Traction Com- 
pany; President of Olean Land Company;. Vice President of Wil- 
son River Lumber Company. He was connected with the re- 
organization of the Sciota Valley Railroad, now a part of Nor- 
folk and Western, tne Richmond & Danville Railroad, now a part 
ef the Southern Railway System, the Pittsburgh & Shenango Rail- 
road, now a part of the Benemer System and with many mining 
and manufacturing enterprises. Among his clients were Andrew 
Carnegie, Chester P. Huntington, and E. H. Harriman. 

In 1887, he was offered the deanship of the Cornell College of 
Law but declined. He was for many vears president of the New 
York State Board of Law Examiners and had much to do with 
the high standard of admission to the bar in this state. He was 
a director of the Manhattan Life Insurance Company, a trustee 
of -Alfred University (which institution honored itself by confer- 
ring on him the Degree of Doctor of Laws) and of the New York 
State School of Agriculture. Doctor Smith was treasurer of the 
International Institute and was one of the founders of the Japan 
Society and of the France-American Society. He was a delegate 
to the Republican National Convention in Chicago in 1884 and 
was in attendance at every National Convention since that time. 
He was secretary of the Republican State Committee from 1887 
to 1891. He was honorary member of the Association of the 
85th New York Regiment, of the Society of the War of 1812, Mili- 
tary Order and Loyal Legion. Was member of the American 
tar Association of New York, State Bar Association, Association 
Bar, City of New York, and Society of Medical Jurisprudence. He 
was also a member of the University, the Yale, the Republican, 
the Engineers, the Alfred, the Olean City, the Trident Game and 
Fish, and the Bernard Clubs, and the Downtown Association of 
New York. 

No one has ever come before an Angelica audience with either 
a political speech or literary oration who has been more highly 
appreciated and more thoroughly enjoyed than Mr. Smith. 

As the end grew near he regretted that he could not pass 
away in his loved Angelica home, ‘‘Sunnycroft’’. There he was 
taken for the last sad service. The Rev. Gilbert Reid, D.D., 
his boyhood friend of Angelica, now President of the Interna- 
tional Institute of Shanghai, China, and Rev. Booth C. Davis, 
D.D., President of Alfred University, conducted the service aided 
by a male quartette from St. Bartholomew’s Church, New York. 

' Mrs. Smith’s private car had brought relatives and friends; 

and many professional men: ministers, judges, lawyers, railroad 
men and citizens were in attendance with more than the accus- 
tomed tributes, for all felt more than usual their irreparable 
loss. A guard of honor composed of men from the Shawmut 
shops at St. Marys and Angelica accompanied their departing 
friend to his last resting place. 
: It was ordered by the executives of the Pittsburgh, Shaw- 
mut and Northern Railroad Company, that for thirty days the 
offices, stations and shops of the Company be draped and that 
passenger tickets be accompanied with a memorial card for 
Mr. Smith.

THOMAS SWAN i 


Under the heading of ‘‘The Band Men of America,” ‘‘Trum- 
pet Notes,’’ an article on band men gives a sketch of the life of 
Prof. Thomas Swan, who has been employed as a teacher by the 
G. A. C. B. From it we take the following extract: 

Probably no man in the west is more famous as a conductor 
of bands than Thomas Swan. In 1878 he was appointed musical 
director of the Wisconsin State Association... Owing to his extend- 
ed reputation as a leader and a conductor, he was presented with 
a ‘handsomely finished baton, as a token of the esteem in which 
hhe was held by the many bands present on the occasion. Thomas 
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Swan was born in Monaghan, Monaghan Co., Ireland, in the 
province of Ulster, April 11, 1842. His father, Thomas Swan, emi- 
grated to America in 1859, and resided in New York City for two 
years. He then removed to Angelica, Allegany County, N. Y., 
where he now lives. Although young Thomas Swan had no favor- 
able opportunities for studying music until he was fifteen years 
cld, he exhibited evidences of musical talent quite young. His 
first musical instructions were given to him by Mr. James Bax- 
ter—a familiar name to bandsmen—of the State of New York. 
His advancement was so rapid that he was soon called the “boy 
musician’. Studying with determination, he was so successful 
that he became in a measure notorious for his proficiency. Bet- 
ter opportunities were offered him at that time, under the famous 
German musician, Louis Bass. His career was changed abrup:- 
ly by the late Civil War. Fortunately, however, Swan managed 
to serve his volunteer term with the 85th New York Regimen: 
Band, under the accomplished musician, P. J. Latham. His ex- 
perience’in the affairs of war terminated by an act of Congress 
aischarged all volunteer bands. He has had a varied experience 
in the show business with Yankee Robinson, Cocklin Brothers. 
end W. W. Coles, and has taught music with great success in New 
‘york, Connecticut, Michigan, Iowa, Wisconsin, Illinois and Cali- 
fornia. He is the composer of many compositions for brass and 
reed bands, among which is the popular ‘‘Yankee Notions.’? As a 
cornetist he has but few equals. 


(Taken from The Angelica Advocate of March 12, 
HENRY MOORE TELLER 


The death of Henry Moore Teller, February 23, 1914, has re- 
moved the most distinguished of Allegany’s native sons, born in 
the Town of Granger, May 23, 1830, in a log house in the North- 
western part of the town upon a hill farm. His early life was 
typical of that of hundreds of our Allegany County boys who were 
compelled by a fortunate fate to learn from poverty and adver- 
sity, that perseverance and an earnest purpose concentrated to 
make use of every atom of opportunity, will win the best success. 
He and his brother Willard worked hard, first on the farm and 
then “‘hired out’’ every summer for the best wages they could ob- 
tain, and winters attended school. From the District School in 
Granger they went to Rushford Academy and thence to Alfred 
University. Henry worked his way through Rushford Academy 
and Alfred University by working on farms in the summer, and 
as necessary, teaching school in the winter. They were as as- 
sidious in their work in school as they were upon the farm. 
After leaving Alfred University they read law in the office of 
Grover & Kendall at Angelica, of which Martin Grover, the sen- 
ior member, afterward became one of the ablest Judges in the 
State, and Z. A. Kendall continued in active practice until his 
ceath, recognized as one of the ablest, safest and most honest 
lawyers in Western New York. 

In 1856, Henry went to Binghamton and entered a law office 
end was there admitted to the Bar. In 1858, he removed to II- 
linois, Judge Grover lending him sufficient money to pay his 
expenses, without security and solely upon the faith which he had 
in the young man’s future. 

While in attendance at the Rushford Academy, the brothers 
had purchased on credit each year, each a suit of clothes from 
Washington White who kept a clothing store there, and paying 
for the same from the money they subsequently earned by farm 
work or in teaching. They continued to purchase their suits of 
clothes from Mr. White while at Alfred afterwards while reading 
law. In order to be admitted to the Bar and to begin their law 
practice in Illinois they were compelled to devote themselves to 
law study without interruption by other occupations in which 
they could earn money. Their indebtedness to Washington White 
for several suits of clothes had not been met when they opened 
their law office at Morrison, Ill., and Mr. White becoming 
e«larmed, wrote them a rather sharp letter complaining of their 
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. failure to rake payment, and closed with the words, ‘‘The only 


security I have is your honor.’’ In due course Mr. White re- 
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ceived from them his letter with the words written at the end, 
“Hang onto your security.” 


In 1861, Senator Teller removed to Central City, Colo., where 
he began the practice of law, and subsequently removed to Den- 
ver. The following year he married Harriet M. Bruce of Cuba, 
N. Y., the daughter of the well-known Sheriff Bruce of this 
county. The bride and groom made their journey to their new 
home in a prairie schooner drawn by oxen. In Colorado he be- 
gan at once to enjoy the fruition of the qualities which his early 
life in Allegany County had ‘developed. He soon obtained great 
reputation as a lawyer, was a member of the Territorial Militia 
and gained prominence from battles with outlaws who at the 
time were a menace to life and property in Colorado. From 
1862 to 1864 he was Major General of the Territorial Militia. In 
addition to bravery in fighting outlaws he added to his reputa- 
tion for courage by saving a miner from a maddened mob who 
were about to lynch him. 


He became interested in mining in the Territory of his adop- 
tion. He was active in securing the construction of the first rail- 
road built in the Territory, and was the first President of the 
Railroad Company. : 

The first result of Senator Teller’s financial success in Colo- 
rado was the purchase by him of farms in Illinois near Morrison, 
his former residence, for his father and mother, his brother Ad- 
dison, and each of his two sisters. 


His brother Willard who was associated with him in the 
practice of law, acquired reputation as a mining lawyer. When 
the latter was at Angelica in 1883 he met the late Charles M. 
Kendall, the son of the former law preceptor, Z. A. Kendall. 
Mr. Kendall had just graduated from Yale University, standing 
fourth in his class, was a great sufferer from asthma and de- 
sired a change of climate. Mr. Teller voluntarily offered him a 
position in the Teller Brothers law office in Denver, which Mr. 
Kendall accepted and remained with them for some years until 
he opened an-office for himself in that city. 

Upon admission of Colorado into the Union of States, Mr. 
Teller was elected one of the two first United States Senators and 
‘began his service in the United States Senate March 4, 1876. He 
immediately became conspicuous in the Senate, and upon the ex- 
Piration of each term was re-elected to succeed himself until 
1909, except three years from 1882 to 1885 when he was Secretary 
of the Interior in the Cabinet of President Arthur. During all 
this period he was an unswerving Republican, having left the 
Democratic Party in 1854 on the slavery issue. 


In the Republican National Convention at St. Louis in 1896, 
William McKinley was nominated for President and a gold stand- 
ard platform was adopted.. The public sentiment in the State 
of Colorado was overwhelmingly in favor of free silver, owing to 
the fact. that Colorado was a silver producing State. Senator 
Teller, like many confederates in the Civil War who would have 
been Union men but for the fact that they thought it their duty 
to ‘“‘go with their states’’, also was in sympathy with his own 
State of Colorado and made a desperate fight in this Convention 
for a free silver plank in the platform, making a most dramatic 
speech in his advocacy of a silver plank. Upon the adoption of 
the gold plank, with tears streaming down his face and accom- 
Panied by loyal followers, he left the Convention, while the 10,000 
delegates and spectators rose in their chairs and sang ‘‘The Red 
White and Blue’. The next year Senator Teller was re-elected 
to the United States Senate as an independent silver Republican 
and six years later was returned to the Senate as a Democrat. 

Senator Teller was always loyal to the friends of his youth 
in Allegany County and frequently returned to visit them. He 
had an especially intimate friendship with the late William Von- 
Nostrand of Granger, who took great interest in public affairs 
and had a remarkable knowledge of the political history of this 
county. Mr. VanNostrand seemed to take Senator Teller’s defec- 
tion from the principles of sound money as a personal grief. 

After the incident of the Republican National Convention of 
1896, friends of Senator Teller in Colorado, realizing that his 
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personal interests had suffered because of his devotion to the 
public service, raised a purse of $50,000 for presentation to him 
in appreciation of his service in the cause of free silver. When 
Senator Teller heard of this he immediately notified his friends 
that he would not accept the money, saying that he could not take 
what he had not earned. 

As a sequence of his bolt from the St. Louis Republican Con- 
vention Senator Teller would doubtless have received the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President in 1896 at Chicago, had it not 
been for the ‘‘Cross of Gold and Crown of Thorns’’ speech in 
that Convention of William J. Bryan, which won the nomination 
for himself. 

During all of Senator Teller’s long life his integrity was un- 
spotted and his name unblemished. 

“The elements so mixed in him that Nature might stand up 

And say to all the world, ‘this was a man.’ ” 

No matter whether we agree or differ with the views of such 
men as Senator Teller on public matters, their lives are an in- 
spiration and invigorate the body politic. Such men are above 
price and they cannot be silenced when the issue is between what 
they believe to be Right and Wrong. : 

The life of Senator Teller is a pledge and promise to every 
Allegany County boy, no matter against what adverse obstacles 
Le may be struggling, that the future has sure rewards awaiting 
him if he will labor and be faithful. 


VIAL THOMAS 
By JOHN S. MINARD 
The venerable Vial Thomas, who was for so many years 
prominently and usefully identified with the public, religious and 
business affairs of Allegany County, was born in Scituate. R. I.. 


October 15, 1783, and died in Angelica, N. Y., March 22, 1885. 
aged 101 years, 5 months and 7 days. From an ancestral his- 
tory written by himself in 1876 we take the following: ‘‘In the 


latter part of the sixteenth century, our first parent by the name 
cf Thomas came to America. It is said that his father died with- 
out a will, leaving a large estate which by English law his elder 
brother inherited, but he told his younger brotner that he would 
give him out of the estate all the education he wanted to get. 
then a nice present. The first was got, but the present was so 
small in comparison with the large estate left by their father, 
that he was disgusted, came to America, and settled in Wickford, 
a port town in Rhode Island, where he raised a family. I have 
forgotten his given name if I ever knew it but this man’s oldest 
son was named James Thomas. He was my great-grandfather. He 
purchased in 1711 a farm in Scituate, R. I. His wife’s name was 
Mary. Their family was one son and one daughter. This son 
was named Vial Thomas. He was my grandfather. He also mar- 
tied, had a son and died before arriving at the middle age of 
man. His son-was born December 31, 1755, and named Nicholas. 
This Nicholas Thomas was my father. .-He was married Novem- 
ber 5, 1780, to Miss Phebe Knight, daughter of Dea. Stephen 
Knight of Cranston, R. I.’? Vial Thomas was the second child 
of the six sons and five daughters born to his parents, and he, 
after marrying Ruth Hammond of Scituate, January 1, 1806, soon 
began to think of the possibilities of the Genesee country for an 
active young man, and February, 1810, they came to Angelica 
where Mr. Thomas articled and located on 160 acres of land 
which he transformed into a fine farm where they resided until 
1835, when, selling this, he purchased one adjoining the nome- 
stead of Moses Van Campen, and made this his home until his 
death. His children were Mary A., James M., William H., 
Stephen W., Wilbur E., Harriet N., Charles K., and George W., 
of whom but two, Harriet N., wife of Rev. F. V. Warren of 
Northeast, Pa., and Stephen W., of Bolivar survive. (Mrs. Thomas 
died in March, 1848). The strong physique and vital powers that 
caused Mr. Thomas to round out more than a century of life was 
of great avail in the pioneer days of Angelica, for he could work 
untiringly and for many years never seemed to know fatigue. 

He has lived in Angelica over seventy-three years. He drove 
from Rhode Island to this place in a wagon with his wife and two 
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children in Feb., 1810. At Canisteo one of the fore wheels of his 
wagon broke, and because he could find no mechanic to repair 
it, he had to drive through with a broken wheel and when he 
reached Angelica the hub was all that was left of the wheel. The 
last 14 miles there was no road, except one cut through the 
woods. Angelica was then a small hamlet, mostly of log houses. 
The court house was a small frame building and Allegany County 
was about twice its present size. Game was then abundant and 
he did not often need to hunt more than an hour to bring in a 
deer. Bears he never encountered, but wolves were not uncom 
mon. 

He has witnessed all the changes in our town, from the little 
log hamlet in a great wilderness, to a large beautiful village, 
surrounded by a finely improved country. 

He was born three days before the proclamation of peace at 
the close of the Revolutionary War, and more than a month be- 
fore the British Army left the country. He was six years old 
when Washington was elected the first President, and was old 
enough to vote for Thomas Jefferson when elected the 2nd time, 
but had not the property qualification. He voted first for James 
Madison in 1809. He was a Democrat until the organization of 
the Republican Party, which he has since supported. He was an 
ardent supporter of the Government in its struggle with the 
great Rebellion. 

In his town he has been an assessor, justice of the peace and 
supervisor. He was keeper of the poor house 6 years and County 
Superintendent of the Poor one year. He was appointed by the 
Governor of this State one of the 5 judges of this county about 
the year 1820, but refused the office and did not qualify. He 
was no office seeker. But afterwards, he was urged to accept 
the office and did so. and held the office of County Judge for six 


years. He was one of the Judges in the trial and sentence of Da- 
vid How. Also one of the Judges in the trial of McWay for 
murder. 


He was in public office continuously for a long term of years, 
keeper of the poor house six years and county superintendent of 
the poor one year, was supervisor, assessor, justice of the peace 
ef Angelica when the town stretched over many times its present 
area, and whatever he did was done well and faithfully. His 
name was a synonym for integrity in both public and private 
place. He was appointed by Governor Clinton one of the side 
judges of Allegany County and held that position for six or eight 
years. He was one of the members of the court before which 
was arraigned the first convicted murderer in the county in 1824, 
and no member of that distinguished body possessed more dignity. 
Judge Thomas was a man of conscience and deep religious prin- 
ciples. He brought up his family in the good old-fashioned way 
of strict obedience to the Decalogue, and they, like himself, were 
members of the Presbyterian Church of Angelica. He was a 
deacon and a ruling elder for many years, chosen first in Octo- 
ber, 1827, and among the subscriptions to build the society’s 
first house of worship his name appears for $200. He was 
the superintendent of the first sabbath school organized in An- 
gelica (doubtless the first of the county.) This is a mere outline 
of an extended and fruitful life, the life of one who bore all hon- 
ors meekly, preserving a simple guileless nature amid all the 
changing years of a wonderfully extended period of life, and who, 
dying, left an impress on many fields of his county’s prosperity 
that will exist for generations.

SGT. SIMPSON D. TRAVIS, 86TH NEW YORK 


Simpson D. Travis, now of this place, was a soldier of the 
Union Army four years, one month, ten days; enlisting as a pri- 
vate in company D, &6th New York, at Elmira, October 12, 1861; 
reenlisted. with its survivors, in the field, in December, 1863; 
and mustered out November 28, 1865—being three times wounded; 
and promoted fer bravery on the field of battle—to sergeant over 
five corporals. He was first promoted to corporal in 1862 after 
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the battle of Gettysburg. He was promoted to sergeant for valor 
at Gettysburg in rallying the men of his company and so helping 
the line to steady in an hour of terrible slaughter. The rebels at 
that point confronted the Union forces with three lines of battle, 
near Lttle Round Top, to the Union forces one line only. When 
the shades of night settled down that day and the weary warriors 
ceased combat till the morrow, Brig. Gen. Ward passed amongst 
them, to personally thank them for their valor and paid the 86th 
the Legion of Honor compliment, that that day had earned the 
Red Diamond! For two hours and forty minutes—until night 
ceased the fray—had the Brigade held its ground against great 
odds and the terrible onslaught. And on the front edge of fire 
stood the tattered 86th. 


His service was in the Army of the Potomac, and the history 
of the 86th New York is closely interwoven therewith, taking ac- 
tive part in the crimson tragedies of the fire-front of battle 
through all those years. How much of evidence—proof of heroic 
valor—is comprised in the simple statement that on the 10th of 
May, 1864—before the charge of Po River—the men of the 86th 
were counted, by order of Brigade Commander, General J. Hobart 
Ward—and only 216 men were found in line, the remainder of the 
original full complement of 1,000 men having been killed or 
wounded or honorably disabled, (not one taken prisoner). And 
when the 86th boys retired from that Po River charge half an 
hour later, only 106 muskets remained when rallied in line! Ah! 
Comrades! Citizens! That was verily and in grim truth, war’s 
bloody carnage. Sgt. Travis had a bayonet thrust through his 
haversack that day. 

Where was Simpson PD. Travis al! these years? Continuously 
with his regiment in active duty in every march, skirmish, charge 
and battle, save only five months in hospital recovering from 
wounds. These battles included Second Battle at Bull Run, Aug- 
ust 30, 1862; First Fredericksburg, December, 1862; Chancellors- 
ville, May, 1863; Beverly Ford, June 9, 1863; Gettysburg, July 
2 and 3, 1863; Manassas Gap; Orange Grove and Mine Run, No- 
vember, 1863; the Wilderness, May Sth and 6th, 1864; Po 
River, May 10th; Spottsylvania, May 12th—days of red-handed 
war! Weldon Railroad Raid, in December, 1864; and closing bat- 
tles of Petersburg and Appomattox. 

Travis was wounded twice at Bull Run, August 30, 1862-—one 
wound being a buck shot in left arm, and the other a flesh wound 
in right leg. Again, at Spottsylvania Court House, May 12, 1864-- 
in a terribly hot fight—he was wounded and disabled by a minnie 
ball wound in right hand—which was shattered for life; two fin- 
gers and thumb disabled. This laid Travis up for five months, 
but his hand got sufficiently strong for him to join his regiment 
before Petersburg and take active part in the closing and tri- 
umphant battles of the war. 

In the Battle of Chancellorsville May 3, 1863 (it is incidentally 
mentioned), then Cpl. Travis caught his brother, Orderly Sgt. 
of same Company D, as he fell with right ankle shattered, and he 
carried his brother from the line of battle, more than two miles, 
in his arms, to a temporary hospital on the Rappahannock—and 
stood by him as the surgeons cut off the foot. 


“One of the severest struggies was that of the Wilderness, May 
5-10, 1864, the Po River combat closing. On the morning of the 
10th the Irish Brigade—sometimes called the flower of the Army 
of the Potomac—charged the enemy line, but were driven back 
with slaughter. Then, at sunset, General Ward’s Brigade—the 86th 
—and 12th New York, 99th Pennyslvania, 20th Indiana, 3rd and 
4th Maine—again assaulted but in vain. Then they marched all 
night long, and stormed another part of the line at 4 o’clock. 

Though the 86th Regiment was mustered out June 27, 1865, on 
the 23rd of April that year, Sgt. Travis was transferred to the 
4th Company Battalion, Veteran Reserves Corps., assigned to 
duty at New York City and was not mustered out till November 
28th of that year. ; 

Returning to Allegany the ex-veteran as so many thousand 
others of American patriots, resumed the peaceful industries 
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of life. He became a farmer, and so toiled till June, i877, when 
he went to Auburn to accept a position as Keeper in the State 
Prison, which position he held a number of years, and with en- 
tire acceptance, returning to Angelica in January, 1888, and here 
he has since remained tilling his farm enjoying the domestic 
pleasure of a happy family, and esteemed as a citizen of integrity 
and upright character. 

During the period of.his 11 years of life in Auburn, Sgt. Trav- 
is joined the Grand Army of the Republic and continued a mem- 
ber a number of years, and was chosen Senior Vice-Commander 
For entirely proper reasons he finally withdrew from the Post with 
which he was connected, and received the honorable discharge 
therefrom to which he was entitled, and which he now holds. 
Simpson D. Travis also had three brothers in the Union Army. 

William E. Travis, commissary Sgt. 104th, N. Y., died from 
injuries received before Petersburg. Was mustered out as Quar- 
termaster-Sgt. of Regiment. After the war, followed railroading 
+i]l he died; was conductor on Express between Sedalia and 
Kansas City. 7 

John A. Travis was promoted to Orderly-Sgt. Company D 
86th N. Y., and to first Sgt. when discharged. He is the one 
wounded as above related at Chancellorsville. He is now Door- 
Keeper in the House of Representatives, Washington, D. C. 

Ira C. Travis, was Sgt.; Company H, first New York Drag- 
oons. Is now Commercial Agent for a Chicago Fire Arms Co. 

In conclusion we will state, that N. H. Vincent enlisted from 
Aimond in the same Regiment and Company as Simpson Travis. 
and for months they were bunk mates, marched and fought side 
by side, and was also wounded at Bull Run. Vincent rose to be 
Lieut.-Col. of the Regiment. Now lives at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
where he owns a farm. Has been six years sheriff of that county.

ROY E. TUCKER DIES SUDDENLY AT HOME 


The sudden death of Roy E. Tucker, life long resident of our 
village, came as a distinct shock to a wide circle of friends and 
brings to them a sincere feeling of loss. 

Roy, as he always wished to be known, was a son of William 
E. and Nellie Tucker. Born in Angelica on August 5, 1886, he 
was the youngest of four children. He was united in marriage 
on June 25, 1913, to Flora May Brown, who passed away Novem- 
ber 2, 1936. The marriage was blessed with five children, four 
of whom survive their father—three sons, Roy and Donald, both 
residing in Angelica, and Sgt. Alfred, now stationed at Ft. Dix, 
N. J., and a daughter, Betty, who resides in Belmont. Janice, 
their eldest daughter, died August 10, 1948. On November 25, 
1945, he was again united in marriage, and is survived by his 
widow, Lovina Aylor Tucker; a step-daughter, Doris, Mrs. Roy I. 
Tucker of Angelica; a step-son, Lawrence K. Aylor of Friendship. 
He is also survived by five grandchildren and several nieces and 
nephews. 

Joining the local Methodist Church he was, in his youth, a 
regular attendant upon its services, and particularly its Sunday 
School, in which he evidenced great interest. 

Roy’s activities in a span of over sixty years were wide and 
varied. In his early youth he assisted his father in a successful 
cattle and meat market business. Later he and his brother, Clar- 
ence, operated a local meat market under the name of Tucker 
Bros. Following its sale to Hunt and Angell he was an employee 
of that firm for a considerable period. Leaving the meat mar- 
ket business he entered the employ of the P.S.&N. Railroad Com- 
pany, and was an efficient and loyal employee until the com- 
pany’s liquidation. Outside of his business activities Roy was an 
ardent supporter of any movement which he believed would help 
Angelica. No one will forget his connection with the Angelica 
Band as ‘‘drummer boy”’. 

Perhaps in his passing his friends recall as his most out- 
standing attribute, loyalty to his friends. Never did he fail to 
perform a friendly act if it were in his power to do so. He never 
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failed in time of need. No one can lay claim to a finer legacy. 
His many friends lay a wreath of respect and affection, mourning 
his loss as a true friend. 

The body was at the Wolcott Funeral Home where friends 
paid their respects. Services were held at 2:00 p.m., Wednes- 
day, the 5th, in the Angelica Methodist Church, with Rev. Ellis 
Munyon officiating. 


MAJOR MOSES VAN CAMPEN 
By JOHN S. MINARD 


No other name is so intimately connected with pioneer times 
and events in Allegany as that of Moses Van Campen. He was 
the son of Cornelius Van Campen, a respectable farmer, and was 
born in Hunterdon County, N. J., January 21, 1757. With the 
exception of Samuel, who settled in Amity, and Benjamin in Al- 
mond, little is known of his brothers and sisters. About 1758 the 
Van Campens removed to Northampton County, Pa., and in 1773 to 
Northumberland County. Moses became an expert with the rifle 
and in 1775 had his first experience in war in an expedition 
against those New England people who claimed ownership of 
part of the valley of Wyoming through the Connecticut grant. 
When the war with England became probable, the young men of 
Van Campen’s age on the north branch chose him as their cap- 
tain, and met once a week for drill. Becoming an ensign in a 
militia compay in 1776, he desired to join Washington’s army but 
in view ‘of his familiarity with the Indian mode of warfare, anc 
the fact that brave and skillful men were needed to defend the 
frontier settlements, as well as to fight against the British sol- 
Giers, he decided to remain at home. The settlements on the 
frontier of New York, Pennsylvania and Virginia, were exposed 
to incursions of the Indians, and hostilities were general in 1778. 
Van Campen then a lieutenant, built Wheeler’s fort, and one fur- 
ther down the river, which protected the home of Mrs. McClure, 
whose daughter Margaret he subsequently married. In May, 
1778, the fort was attacked by the Indians, and Van Campen de- 
fended it in gallant style. The next month he killed the leader 
of a band of predatory Indians. This Indian was the first of 
many who subsequently fell by his hands. Once a party of Tories 
appearing, Van Campen with five men was ordered to capture 
them. The Tories saw them coming, and taking refuge in a house, 
barred the door and refused to surrender. He directed his men, 
all of them strong resolute fellows, to make a battering ram of a 
heavy oak rail, and break down the door. ‘‘Then boys,” said he, 
‘‘as soon as there is an opening large enough to admit my body 
I will enter. Now, my lads, let her drive.’’ The door was soon 
in pieces, and Van Campen dashed in among them. The first 
thing that met him was the muzzle of one of their guns pointing 
directly in his face. Striking it aside it went off, the ball passing 
close to his ear, while the powder exploding in his face made it 
black and bloody on one side, burning off the hair about the right 
ear and temple, peppering his face to such an extent that many 
of the grains could be seen to the day of his death. He clinched 
the fellow with an energy he could not ordinarily command, and 
threw him down. His men quickly followed, and seizing the 
others bound their hands behind them, and the whole party was 
marched off to the civil authorities of the county for imprison- 
ment. 


When, in 1779, Washington resolved to punish the Iroquois 
for their attacks on the settlements, Van Campen joined the 
srmy, and, while it was forming acted as quartermaster, and, 
yyhen it was ready to march, he ‘went as a private, sometimes 
‘erving as a scout, again as commander of a detachment. On 
«ne occasion sixteen of his men fell by his side, some of them 
wounded, but most of them dead. He accompanied the army to 
the Genesee, assisted in destroying the villages and corn fields of 
the Indians, and returned with it to Pennsylvania. Notwithstand- 
‘ng the severe punishment the Indians had received at the hands 
of Sullivan’s army, they were not conquered, only driven back, 
and, in the spring of 1780, they resumed their attacks on the set- 
tlers, and made some of them captives while others were killed. 
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Descending the river, when in the vicinity of Shawnee Flats, the 
Indians came upon a man named Asa Upson whom they killed, 
and a boy, Rogers, who was taken prisoner. They next paid a 
visit to Fishing Creek, where they discovered an uncle of Van 
Campen, who was at work with his son and Peter Pence. The 
uncle was killed and the boy and Pence taken prisoners. March- 
ing on up the creek, the party soon came where Van Campen and 
his father and brother were at work. Creeping cautiously up they 
burst of a sudden on the unsuspecting company. The father was 
thrust through with a spear, and as he fell the Indian released 
his hold, and it stood upright from his transfixed breast. The 
warrior scalped his victim and cut his throat from ear to ear. 
The little brother, as he saw this last act, exclaimed, ‘‘Father is 
killed.”” In an instant the little boy too was killed. The boy was 
quickly scalped and his body thrown on the fire. An Indian, with- 
drawing the spear from the body of his father, made a rush at 
‘Yan Campen, who, perceiving the movement, quickly shrank to 
one side, and the spear passed through his vest and shirt, making 
only a slight flesh wound. He was then -seized and his hands 
tied behind him. 


The next morning they took prisoner a man named Pike, re- 
sumed their march and soon came where Bennett and Hammond 
had killed five of their captors and escaped. Van Campen, like 
Bennett and Hammond, did not relish the idea of being taken 
through the Genesee country a captive, and was constantly med- 
itating on plans of escape. It was only after much urging that 
Pike and Pence were prevailed upon to attack their ten Indian 
captors. When it came night the prisoners cut and carried a 
goodly supply of wood so that the Indians might have a large 
fire, and then they were tied and laid in their places. One of 
the Indians having occasion to use his knife dropped it near 
Van Campen’s feet, and he immediately turned one foot over 
it, hiding it from view. Presently they all laid down and were 
soon asleep. About midnight Van Campen arose. Everything 
seeming favorable he determined to enter at once upon the work 
of death. Going to Pence, with the knife they cut each other 
loose, and then disarmed the Indians, stacking the guns around 
a tree near by. Pence prepared to shoot and Pike and Van Cam- 
pen were to use the tomahawk. Two Indians awoke and were 
getting up. Pike proved a coward and lay down. It was a 
critical moment. Van Campen at once planted the hatchet deep 
into their heads. Pence fired and did good execution, killing 
four. Van Campen had killed five; the only one left started to 
bound away, but perceiving that the attack was from the prison- 
ers he gave the war-whoop and darted for the guns. Van Cam- 
pen quickly intercepted him and the contest then was between 
the two. As the latter raised the hatchet the Indian quickly 
turned to run. He followed and struck at his head, but missing 
hit him in the back of the neck or shoulder. They clinched and 
a terrific struggle followed, the Indian finally escaping. Subse- 
quent developments established the fact that this Indian was the 
renowned warrior, John Mohawk, a Seneca of great distinction 
who lived at Caneadea. Years after, when Van Campen had 
come to live at Angelica he and Mohawk met on several occa- 
sions and treated each other with every civility. 

In the spring of 1782, Van Campen and some others were 
made prisoners by Indians under command of Lieut. Nellis, who 
erganized his raiding bands at Caneadea. The party started 
for Niagara, where the reward offered by the British for prisoners 
would be paid. They halted at Caneadea, and the prisoners were 
compelled to run the gauntlet to gratify the people of the village. 
When the signal was given Van Campen bounded off like a deer, 
while the Indian whippers tried to reach him with their whips. 
The distance run was about 40 rods, and the council house was 
the goal. As he was drawing near it he was met by two young 
squaws, with their whips raised ready to strike. He could hardly 
expect to pass them without suffering chastisement; but quick as 
thought, he gave a spring, and raised his feet which hit them 
in the breast and sent them rapidly in the same direction in 
which he was running. All coming down together, tumbling heels 
aver head, Van Campen found himself between the two, who were 
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kicking and squabbling about in the greatest confusion, yet he did 
not wait to help the ladies up, but sprang upon his feet and made 
good his race to the infinite delight of the warriors, who flocked 
about him calling him ‘‘Ca-ji-nah! Ca-ji-nah!’”’ ‘“‘Brave man.” 
‘Good fellow.”’ Resting a few days at Caneadea the Indians re- 
sumed their march for Fort Niagara, where in due time they ar- 
rived. Van Campen was adopted into the family of Col. Butler. 
In a few days a band of Indians came to the fort with the new 
that Van Campen was the man who had killed Mohawk’s band and 
cemanded that he be given up and offering to give 14 other 
prisoners in exchange for him. Colonel Butler refused to give 
Van Campen up, and he was sent to Montreal where he was cast 
into prison. From there he was sent to Quebec and then to New 
York where he was paroled. Subsequently an exchange was af- 
tected. and Van Campen re-entered the service. In 1796 he re- 
moved to Almond. His services as surveyor were freqtiently 
called for, and Capt. Philip Church arranged to give him perman- 
ent employment in the sub-division of his tract, and he removed 
to Angelica. August 12, 1807, he was appointed judge of the 
court of common pleas, and November 10, 1807, at the first cour: 
in the county, he was the leading judge and charged the grand 
jury. A number of the pioneer grand juries were charged by 
him. He held the office of judge and justice of the peace con- 
tinuously until 1821, and from 1814 to 1826 was county treasurer. 
In 1828 he was deputy county clerk. In 1831 he removed to Dans- 
ville. In February, 1845, Major Van Campen was stricken with 
paralysis. In May, 1848, he removed to Almond, the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Geerge Lockhart. In June, 1849 he removed to the 
‘told place’’ where he died on October 15th, aged 92 years and 9 
months.

HON. GREENLEAF S. VAN GORDER

Hon. Greenleaf S. Van Gorder was born June 2, 1855. in York, 
N. Y., the son of Elizabeth Morehouse and Simon Van Gorder. 
and spent the early years of his life in Geneseo moving from 
there with his parents to West Almond in Allegany County. He 
attended common schools, Angelica and Alfred Academies, stud- 
ied law w.ta Sanford and Bowen; and Richardson, Flenagin and 
Smith in Angelica, admitted to practice June 15, 1877, when he 
moved to Pike, Wyoming County, August 7, 1877, where he lived 
and was Town Clerk of Pike for four years, then Supervisor for 
five years, member of Assembly two years, State Senator, repre- 
senting Genesee, Livingston, Niagara and Wyoming Counties for 
four years, was a member of law firm Van Gorder, Holt, Hicker 
and Craine of Buffalo. He died at his home at 39 Summit Avenue 
in Buffalo in the fall of 1933, his wife has since died and his 
caughter, Mary Elizabeth, lives in Redlands, Calif. He was 
buried in Pike. 

Angelica people will recall how Mr. Van Gorder’s brother. 
“ohn Edward, and sister, Annie Elizabeth Van Gorder, were 
murdered on May 3, 1904, at West Almond across the road from 
where Lloyd Dowd Sr. now lives. 


DAVID WAFLER (1810-1888)

(From the Allegany County Republican of October 20, 
DEATH OF CAPT. HENRY W. WAGONER 


We learn with personal sorrow of the death of Mr. Henry W. 
Wagoner, which occurred at his home in Dayton, Mo., on Tuesday 
last. The sad tidings of the death of this lovable man will bring 
a sense of personal bereavement to all who ever came to know 
him and to appreciate his truly noble worth of character. 

Though he had for years been a weekly reader of this paper, 
we had never met till his visit here a year ago, to see his be- 
loved kinsman, George A. Sanford, and others; but when his hand 
was grasped and his eyes looked into, immediately it seemed 
as if a brother after many years was met again—so sincere and 
earnest and warm and clinging was the greeting; so full of sym- 
pathy on lines of intellectual conviction and purpose. 

Yes, Henry W. Wagoner has at last entered into rest. 

The world is better because of his life in it. 

We reprint the following regarding him on the occasion of his 
visit here last October, with certain additions now proper to 
state, but never before vrinted: 

At the time of the Rebellion, Henry Wagoner, then a young 
man of Angelica, volunteered as a private in Co. I, 86th, N. Y. 
That he served faithfully and valiantly as a soldier is eloquently 
attested by the record. He was repeatedly promoted, for merit, 
through all the grades of the Company, to Captain. He was 
four times wounded—one bullet plunging along his right arm 
from wrist to elbow; notwithstanding which he faithfully and 
valiantly continued in his place, shifting his musket to other arm! 
That is patriot nerve, gentlemen. He continued in the service 
from the beginning to the close of the war; from 1861 to July, 
16c5, serving nearly four years. 

After the war, a wealthy lady advised Wagoner to take a 
college course of study—offering to pay all his expenses. But 
while accepting the advice as good, and thanking her sincerely 
for the generous offer, he replied that he thought the discipline 
better to be self-reliant. He then undertook and accomplished 
that work; taking a five-year course of study at Madison Uni- 
versity, Hamilton, N. Y., duly graduating therefrom. 

How rarely any 4-year veteran of the war accomplished a 
college course of study—and by his own unaided physical and 
mental labor—after such service in the army. It was highly 
creditable achievement—a triumph of intellect. It demonstrated 
character of high order. 

Meanwhile his parents moved to Missouri; he joined them 
there; married there, settled on a farm at Dayton, Cass County, 
western Missouri, where he remained. His oldest son came to 
Mr. Sanford’s last fall and attended Wilson Academy till summer 
vacation, when he returned home. He was soon to come back, 
but probably now cannot. 

Capt. Wagoner never recovered fully from battle wound:. 
He long has been in shattered health; and so, at iast, his noble 
Spirit departed. Z

DR, FRANK W. WARNER 
Dr. Frank W. Warner, prominent Angelica dentist, died at 
Victoria, Tex., on Monday, April 2nd, where he had stopped while 
enroute to his home here after spending the past winter months 
at his citrus fruit ranch at Brownsville, Tex. 
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Dr. Warner was born in Birdsall No. 1, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Roswell Warner. His early education 
began in the rural district school, was continued through high 
school in Angelica at the Wilson Academy and Philadelphia Den- 
tal College where he was a member of the graduating class of 
1891. 

He began his professional practice in Angelica that year in 
that portion of the building now housing the Post Office, and 
continuously served a wide clientele for sixty years. Throughout 
this long practice he maintained a keen interest in the advance- 
ments of his profession as was evidenced by his modern office 
and laboratory. A coincidence in connection with his practice 
is the fact that his last patient before leaving for Texas last No- 
vember was one and the same person as his first patient. 

On October 14, 1891, he was married to Elizabeth Lightfoot, 
whose death occurred on March 26, 1948. They were the parents 
of two sons: Roderick, who died April 19, 1940; and Stuart, who 
resides in Brcoklyn. 

Other immediate survivors are a granddaughter, Dorothy 
Warner, also of Brooklyn, and a niece, Mrs. Nathan Marks of 
Bradford, Pa. 

Dr. Warner was one of the organizers of the Allegany County 
Dental Society when it was founded at Cuba on October 15, 1894, 
and served as its first treasurer. He later served as president 
of the Society. 

He was a life member of the New York State Dental Associa- 
tion. He was an honorary member of Melrose Lodge 818 F.&A.M., 
Angelica, of which lodge he became a member in 1896, having 
criginally been a member of Wesiern Union Lodge 146, F.8&A.M. 
of Belfast. He served as Master of Melrose Lodge in 1899. He 
was also a member of the Wellsville Chapter Royal Arch Ma- 
sons; DeMolay Commandery Knight Templars of Hornell; 
Buffalo Consistory, Past Masters Association, Past District Dep- 
uties Association and the Scottish Rite Association of Allegany 
County. He had continued in active membership in all of these 
organizations. At the time of his death he was the oldest Past 
District Deputy Grand Master of the Allegany Masonic District. 

He was a charter member of the Angelica Fire Department: 
a Past President of Allegany County Firemen’s Association and 2 
member of the Angelica Conservation Club. 

Burial was made in Angelica Cemetery.

WILLIAM WEAVER 


William Weaver was born in Vermont, January 27, 1828. Thus 
on January 27th of the current month he would have been ninety- 
two years old. Death thus closed last Thursday one of the most 
remarkable lives in the memory of Allegany County. 

When he was three, his parents, William L. and Eunice Dew- 
ey Weaver settled in Granger. Here he grew up and spent all of 
his life until the year 1880 when he removed to Angelica. In 1848 
and April of that year, he married Miss Esther Parker, the 
daughter of Ira Parker of Granger. To them were born three 
children, two of whom died very early in life, and the other, 
Fverett I. Weaver, who survives his father in this village. Since 
coming to Angelica William Weaver has resided with his son on 
East Main Street. In 1905 his beloved wife, Esther Parker, de- 
parted this life. : 

During his life time Mr. Weaver, was interested in many dif- 
ferent community activities. The large things of citizenship, pub- 
lic office and religion occupied his mind. Im all of these he con- 
ducted himself as becomes the highest type of man. Every pub- 
lic trust was faithfully and honorably fulfilled. He was supervisor 
for the town of Granger four years, and keeper of the County 
Home from 1880 to 1886; and Superintendent of the Poor of Alle- 
gany County from 1886 to 1892. Many people still remember the 
spirit with which he carried on the work at the County Home. He 
it was that instituted the socials which crowded the Home to its 
doors. He also was instrumental in introducing the religious. 
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services which brought so much consolation to those who have 
lived there from time to time. It was during his term of office 
that the present buildings were erected with the exception of the 
one which replaces the wing destroyed by the recent fire. For 
many years Mr. Weaver was a successful auctioneer. 

These excellent qualities were supported and glorified by a 
fine Christian experience and character. He was a _ militant 
spirit in all that he did., He undertook to live as a Christian with 
the same zeal. He was a life long member of the Methodist 
Church and partook of its historical spirit. He was ardent in the 
support of the gospel. He lived what he professed, and recom- 
mended others to the same profession and life. 

For thirty-three years he was the most familiar figure of the 
community's religious life. For a long time he was the class 
leader in the local Methodist Church. The experience of salva- 
tion through Jesus Christ, and the hope of immortality were the 
two outstanding tenets of his experience and belief. He found an 
ever deepening comfort from a faith that brought peace and 
strength. Our truly great men are not those who cccupy the po- 
sitions much in the public eye. Often a small man gets into a 
large place of responsibility. But great men are those who have 
learned to live in a great, and noble manner. ‘‘He lives longest 
who lives best.’’ The quality of the life is what counts. To be a 
trustworthy citizen, a standard Christian, a stalwart man in 
character, a genuine neighbor, and to have fulfilled the length- 
ened years by clean living and high thinking makes one truly 
great. This was undoubtedly the achievement of this grand old 
man whose loss we mourn. 

The funeral services were held on Sunday afternoon with 
prayer at the house at 1:30 and services in the Methodist Church 
at two'o’clock. Rev. A. A. Reavley, pastor of the church, offici- 
eting. The bearers at the house and church were members of 
the church. At the grave services were in charge of Melrose 
Lodge F.&A.M., of which Mr. Weaver was a charter member and 
the old Mason in this lodge. The services at the church and at 
the grave were in accordance with his wishes as expressed before 
his death.

PHILIP HENRY WELCH 


We are printing this week a short biography of one of Angel- 
ica’s great men. A journalistic humorist the worth of whose writ- 
ings you may judge for yourself after reading the biography, 
which has recently been compiled from material found in the 
New York Sun, Times and Tribune of February 25, 1889; and in- 
formation furnished by Paul H. and Emily H. Welch of New 
York City, Mary W. Wakely of Angelica, and members of the 
staff of the New York Sun. 

Philip Henry Welch (March 1, 1849 to February 24, 1889), hu- 
morist, journalist, was born in Angelica, N. Y., the son of Jo- 
seph B. and Mary Collins Welch. After passing through the pub- 
lic schools at Angelica, he was employed for twelve years by a 
New York hardware firm, spending two-thirds of his time on 
the road. He joined his brother in Oil City, Pa., and from there 
sent petroleum reports to Bradstreet’s. Meanwhile he had been 
married to Margaret Welles Hamilton, daughter of Theodore and 
Emily (Welles) Hamilton, of Angelica; in 1880, at Oil City, was 
born their first child, Paul Hamilton. There were three other 
children: Emily Hamilton (born 1882), Janet (born 1886), who 
married Ralph G. Hubbel; and Philip Henry (born 1887). 

In 1882 Mr. Welch went to Rochester, N. Y., to conduct a 
column called ‘‘The Present Hour’’ in the Post-Express, and 
thereafter he devoted himself consistently to journalistic humor. 
In 1883 he left Rochester to spend a few months conducting a 
column called ‘‘Accidentally Overheard’’ in the Philadelphia 
Call, and in 1884 joined the staff of the New York Sun, with 
which he remained until his death. 

‘He had found his own particular vehicle in the short humor- 
ous dialogue, usualiy consisting of a single question and an- 
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swer; into these tiny paragraphs he packed his dry wit and his 
éasy, goodnatured satire on the follies of the day. His jokes in 
the Sun seem to have been referred to as ‘‘Queer Wrinkles,’’ but 
they appeared anonymously and without any column heading. At 
the same time that he was grinding out his weekly stint for the 
Sun, Mr. Welch was sending similar material to Puck. Life, 
Judge, The Epoch, the Times, and other periodicals. His jokes 
were borrowed and stolen all over the country. Week after 
week the jokes in the San Francisco Argonaut, which copied its 
material from other papers, would be all or nearly all from his 
pen, though ascribed to many different papers, including some 
for which Mr. Welch had never written in his life. 

In 1886 Mr. Welch was attacked by a cancer in the throat, 
and was forced to undergo an operation which left his voice 
impaired. In the summer of 1888 the trouble returned this time 
in his chest. A second operation was unsuccessful and the 
surgeons did not dare attempt a third. His friends and associates 
of this time cannot say enough in admiration of Welch’s fortitude 
and indomitable spirit during these months when he was slowly 
dying of cancer. He continued to turn out dozens of jokes a 
week, finally dictating them to his wife when he could no longer 
write them himself. He died in his fortieth year at his home in 
Brooklyn and was buried in Angelica. 

Through the efforts of Edward Perkins Clark of the Evening 
Post and Alfred Corning Clark, a Welch Memorial Fund was 
raised ta provide for the education of the children. Contributions 
came from all over the country, ranging in amount from §1 io 
$10,000; notable contributors were Lowell, Whittier, Mark Twain 
and Theodore Roosevelt. During Welch’s life he had published 
only one book, The Tailor-Made Girl (1888), a collection of page 
length dialogues reprinted from Puck and gently satirizing the 
contemporary well-to-do young lady. As part of the campaign to 
raise money for the Fund, friends now compiled an anthology of 
his shorter and more characteristic dialogues under the title of 
Said in Fun (1889); illustrations were contributed by most of the 
well known humorous illustrators of the day, including W. L. 
Sheppard, C. D. Gibson, and L. Opper.

JOSEPH BLOOMFIELD WELCH 


Joseph Bloomfield Welch was born in New Jersey, March 23, 
i804, At an early age his parents removed to Tompkins County, 
N. Y., where he continued to live until about the time he reached 
manhood. His brother, the late William Welch, had established 
himself as a merchant in Dansville, N. Y., and hither the subject 
of this sketch followed him, and engaged himself with his brother, 
at the then flourishing point of Birdsall, in this county. 

About 1835, in connection with the late Col. Charles Davenport, 
he established himself in business as a merchant in this village, 
and two or three years later bought out his partner, and conduc- 
ted the business on his own account. This was in the days of 
stage coach to and from New York, with assistance from the 
Erie Canal; and later, by a short piece of railroad between Al- 
bany and Schenectady, which developed later into what is now 
the New York Central Railroad. 

Mr. Welch married Miss Mary Collins, the daughter of the 
late Judge John Collins and a sister of the late John Collins and 
Mrs. Charles d’Autremont of this village. Six children were born 
of this marriage, all of whom died, in youth or infancy except 
the eldest, John Collins Welch, now of Brooklyn, N. Y., and the 
4th child, the late Philip Henry Welch of New York City. 

Mr. Welch, on account of failing health, sold out his store 
obout 1850. His health was restored soon, and in connection with 
Mr. Daniel Neill he engaged in the business of manufacturing 
machinery, including engines, boilers, saw-mill and _ grist-mill 
gearing, for the lumber country, their business extending to sev- 
€ral of the counties of northern Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Welch’s first wife died November 14, 1852. In 1856 he 
married a daughter of the late Judge Henry Welles of Penn Yan, 
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by whom he had three children—Samuel Welles Welch, Ferdinand 
Packer Welch, and Mary Robbins Welch; the latter dying at the 
age of 18, on February 25, 1881. A memorial window in memory 
of her was recently placed in St. Paul’s Church in this place, by 
friends here. 

The construction of railroads in the vicinity of Angelica, but 
not reaching it, impaired his manufacturing business, cutting off 
entirely the large portion of it derived from Pennsylvania, so 
that early in the late war it was practically closed down, and 
much of the machinery was removed later to other places. 

Mr. Welch retired from this business in 1865. He was ap- 
pointed postmaster here by President Johnson. 

After the death of their daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Welch re- 
moved to Midway, Washington County, Pa., and there Mr. Welch 
has passed the closing years of his life. 

During his long lifetime he has never been confined to his 
house by sickness, and died from the exhaustion of old age, on 
Saturday. the 23rd of April. 

Mr. Weilch’s remains were brought here by Mrs. Welch and 
other near friends, from Midway; and his eldest son was present 
from Brooklyn. 

His surviving sons: Samuel is in the far West, and Ferdinand 
is in Washington, D. C. 

During the period of his active life Mr. Welch took an active 
interest in the affairs of the village, county, State and Nation. 
In business affairs he showed superior ability, and was always 
unusually energetic. In politics he became a Whig and later a 
Republican, and was ever a staunch patriot.. He was a man of 
integrity and uprightness.

ANSON T. WILSON 


With the passing of Anson T. Wilson on July 24 at the age of 
98 years, the village and community loses the oldest of its earlier 
settlers and the last of three men who were well on toward the 
century mark. Marcus Hadsell who died at 90 and William 
Weaver who died at 91 were the other two. Since March 11, 1926 
when his friends gathered at his home to remember his 95th 
birthday, Mr. Wilson has passed his days in the quiet of his 
home enfeebled in mind and body by the passing of time but not 
entirely incapacitated, until the grim reaper called him hence. 

A. T. Wilson has possibly the oldest record so far as age is 
concerned of any person in the village, for with the exception of 
seven years spent in Elmira the whole of his life has been lived 
here. He was born in Perry, N. Y., March 11, 1831, his parents 
being William Wilson of Yorkshire, England, and Phoebe Scho- 
field of New York State. He was next to the youngest of a fam- 
ily of four boys and three girls, Norman, Frank, Andrew B., An- 
son T., Mary, Hattie and Elmira. 

. Coming here while yet a boy in the summer of 1839 after a 
few years spent in Belfast his father found employment in one 
of the mills that was erected on Angelica Creek at Joncy, the 
Howland Morse Woolen Mill, which existed for several years un- 
til it was destroyed by fire. On its site was built the Brown 
paper mill, well known to some of more recent residents. In 
1858 Anson built the store adjoining the Bank and for more than 
fifty years conducted a clothing and furnishing business, until 
he sold out to L. I. Burdick of Alfred and retired in 1912. Always 
an ardent Democrat in politics he was appointed postmaster of 
the village in the Cleveland administration and held the position 
four years. He often claimed the distinction of voting for each 
nominee of the party from Buchanan to Smith. 

He was married to Mary L. Morton in the house on Olean 
Street on October 3, 1876 and two boys, William and George were 
born. The latter is now living and practicing dentistry at Lake 
Placid, N. Y. 

Mr. Wilson built a splendid house on East Main Street where 
his wife died about twenty years ago. Of his own family none 
remain but his son, George. He was one of the Charter members 
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of the Angelica lodge of Odd Fellows and a member of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church. ; 

Mr. Wilson was buried in the Angelica cemetery. 

In the leisure of his years he was always keenly alive to the 
daily changes about him and in his declining days enjoyed read- 


ing the daily paper with as much satisfaction as a younger 
man.

COLONEL WILLIAM WILSON 


The following essay on Colonel William Wilson, written and 
delivered by Miss Dorothy Jacobs at the Commencement exer- 
cises of the Wilsonian High School is printed by special request 
of one of the audience. It is well deserving of credit for the fine 
handling of the subject and we are pleased to offer it to our read- 
ers. 

Colonel William Wilson, to whom all students of Wilsonion 
High School are indebted, was born in the town of Allen, January 
30, 1810. He was the first white child born in that town. His 
father, James Wilson, was a native of Ireland having come to 
America in 1804. To him ascribed the honor of having been the 
first pioneer within the limits of Allen. With an ax and gun, 
sturdy arms, and an iron will, the work of carving out the civ- 
ilization of this township was begun by these pioneers. The 
home was a little cabin in the forest, made of logs and covered 
with bark. The windows were small openings covered with blan- 
kets or skins to keep the cold out and easily removed during the 
day for light. The door, also a small entrance, was covered by 
as rough board for protection from cold and beasts. Let us imag- 
ine furniture in accordance with this crude house and we have 
a fair picture of William Wilson’s birthplace. In these surround- 
ings James Wilson started a commendable life work, which 
was taken up by his son and successfully carried out. 

The greater part of William Wilson’s life was spent on a farm 
about five miles from Angelica. He was extensively engaged in 
agriculture, making a specialty of beef cattle and sheep. By a 
life of honest industry and economy he accumulated an ample 
fortune. Mr. Wilson was a kind hearted neighbor, always willing 
to do whatever he could to help a friend in need. ‘‘Instead of 
throwing a rope to a drowning person and calling for help, he 
threw the rope and pulled him oui alone.’’ In appearance Mr. 
Wilson was a large, fine looking man, plainly showing his 
marked degree of intelligence. 

William Wilson, from his early childhood, was actively inter- 
ested in the church. He was the first white child baptized in the 
St. Paul’s Episcopal Church of Angelica. 

Along with his outstanding social and religious life, we also 
find him taking part in political affairs. He served both his own 
town and his state. Following in the footsteps of his father, who 
was the first supervisor of the town of Allen, he became a mem- 
ber of the Board of Supervisors. His services there justly de- 
serve praise. In 1866 he served in the State Assembly with in- 
telligence and integrity. He was a man that couldn’t be bought, 
therefore, when crookedness entered politics, Mr. Wilson walked 
out. 

In 1868 he was stricken with paralysis, from which he never 
fully recovered, being unable to longer work his farm he moved 
to Angelica. He bought him a home which stood between the 
home now owned by Burdette Engle and Mrs. Frank Sullivan 
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Smith’s residence. During these later years he spent a portion of 
each year in Florida. There he engaged largely and profitably 
in orange culture. 


Mr. Wilson had no children. By his will, after providing lib- 
erally for his widow, and making bequests to relatives and 
friends, he directed that the balance of his estate be placed in 
the hands of trustees for the purpose of founding a school in the 
village of Angelica. This school was to be and remain in all 
respects non-sectarian, not controlled by any church, religious 
society or denomination. The words of the will state that, ‘‘Mind- 
ful of the obligations incurred by me during many years of pleas- 
ant relations with the citizens of Angelica, and desiring to give 
expression to the cherished memories of a lifetime in such a 
manner that those who come after me may be reminded of, and 
shall be benefited by—I, therefore, give my estate to the trus- 
tees who shall establish an academical institution in Angelica.’’ 


The academy was established and successfully run for many 
years under the name of ‘‘The Wilson Academy’’. Colonel Wil- 
liam Wilson lived a life of integrity and uprightness of character, 
honored by all who knew him, always identified with every inter- 
est that had for its object the enlightenment of the people and 
furtherance of the principles of right. He died March 8, 1879, after 
a lingering illness, ‘‘his wife losing an affectionate husband, the 
church a chief pillar, and the town one of the most substantial 
and esteemed of its citizens.’’ 


Changing conditions brought about the establishment of high 
‘schools in many towns. Free tuitions and as good courses of 
study were offered in the new high schools as in an academy. 
This made it impossible to keep the academy running. Thus, the 
endowment fund, by and with the consent of the trustees, was 
turned over to the authorities of the village to establish a high 
school in this town. Therefore in 1909, ‘‘The Wilsonian High 
School’? was established. 


We, the citizens of Angelica, desire to express our apprecia- 
tion and gratitude in such a manner that the honored name of the 
donor may never be severed from the gift, and shall ever be 
held in grateful remembrance.

CAPTAIN JOHN T. WRIGHT 


The end expected has come and Capt. Wright is numbered 
with the dead. A long familiar presence disappeared from our 
streets; an honorable and patriotic citizen, an honest public of- 
ficial, a stalwart of stalwarts in politics, has passed away. 

Caleb Wright came from Wales to America in 1730, and set- 
tled in the section now known as Connecticut. He married and 
had sons and daughters; among them Caleb, his third son, being 
born April 24, 1746, who was married at manhood, and had eight 
children; Elijah, his first son, born September 4, 1769, in due 
time married and had six children, when his wife died and after 
proper period he again married, taking for his second wife Miss 
Sarah Adkins by whom he had 11 children—the third being the 
subject of this sketch, John T. Wright, born May 29, 1807 at 
Greenwich, Washington County, this State. Four of Elijah’s 
seventeen children still live. 

Elijah came with his wife and family to Allegany County in 
the year 1830, where he died August 25, 1832, and his wife died 
in what is now known as the old Lightfoot building, Angelica, in 
February, 1838—both being buried on a family burial plot on what 
had been their farm in West Almond township. 

Mr. John T. Wright married in Greenwich, Washington Coun- 
ty, before removing to Allegany County with his parents, Miss 
Dorcas Tefft, by whom he there had a son who died in infancy. 
And here had one son A. J. Wright who survives him: and also a 
daughter, that died in infancy. His wife died in 1855. 

Thus is given a brief geneological glimpse of his line. 

We have unsuccessfully endeavored to secure a sketch of Mr. 
Wright’s life, as personally known to those long acquainted with 
him. ‘

Coming ‘to Angelica at a time when this place was the capl- 
tal of the county and the political and business center of a wide 
region, Mr. Wright soon came to be recognized by the strong 
array of leading citizens then living at the county seat, as a 
young man of superior ability and strength of character, and he 
was warmly welcomed to political conferences and advanced in 
influence and power. We today find proof of this in the fact that 
et the age of only 33, and within 10 years of his advent to Alle- 
gany he was chosen Sheriff of the County. An honor again con- 
ferred upon him 24 years later. 

He was in 1863 appointed by General Diven as Commissioner 
in Provest Marshal’s office at Elmira. The following year suc- 
ceeding Col. Haight in that office. The same vear he was elec- 
ted Sheriff of Allegany, so popular was he, though absent from 
the county, and he held both offices until the succeeding Year, 
when, the war being closed, his duties as Provest Marshal ceased, 
and he returned to Angelica and assumed his duties as Sherifi. 

General Wood offered him a position of Quartermaster. and 
he was also offered a position in the Custom House, New Yorx— 
both of which offers were respectfully declined. 

For a number of years Mr. Wright held the local office of 
Justice, and was during late years for a long time Crier of the 
courts. 


During the building of the Erie Road, he with others con- 


tracted and built the section from Belmont bridge to Andover 
Station. 
Of the seventeen children of the family four vet survive, 


namely: Daniel, a son of the first wife, aged 88. living near Paw 
Paw, Mich.; Mrs. Jane North, Elkhorn, Wis and James M. 
Wright, born November 26, 1823, last child of the family, living 


at Oramel, this county, and who attended the funeral.
